Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The undersigned respectfully submits a report of 
the doings of the Law Department of the city for the year 
ending January 81, 1906. 

Owing largely to the reorganization of the office in July, 
1904, and the consequent addition to the trial force, I am 
able to report a large diminution in the number of cases pend- 
ing to which the city is a party. For a great many years 
before the reorganization more suits were brought each year 
than were disposed of, and the result was a constant increase 
- in the number of cases. As will be seen by the annexed 
table, 569 cases were brought against the city during the 
municipal year and 995 were disposed of, which was a clear 
gain of 426 cases. 

Among the important cases which have been tried during 
the year is the case of the Boston Electric Light Company 
against the City of Boston for damages to its plant on Sum- 
mer and Congress streets occasioned by the laying out of the 
extension of Dorchester avenue in connection with the aboli- 
tion of the Congress-street grade crossings. In this case the 
petitioner claimed that its plant was worth some $1,350,000 
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before over 22,000 feet of land were taken from the estate 
for Dorchester-avenue extension, and that the taking of this 
land, which comprised its water front, ruined the estate for 
electric lighting purposes and compelled the removal of the 
rest of the plant, thereby reducing the machinery to the value 
of second-hand machinery and destroying the value of the 
buildings, leaving nothing but the land to be sold for busi- 
ness purposes. A damage was claimed of about $900,000, 
which with interest to the time of the trial amounted to over 
$1,200,000. The case was tried for some years before an 
auditor, and finally before a jury, and was settled for $343,000. 

The Westminster Chambers case, which has been pending 
in some form since 1898 and has been heard before an audi- 
tor, was tried before the court and a jury and carried to the 
Supreme Judicial Court on the city’s exceptions, which have 
recently been sustained. The case will be tried again. 

The department lost at the end of the municipal year the 
services of Samuel H. Hudson, who had been connected with 
it for twelve years and had rendered during that time valu- 
able service to the city.

To His Honor Joun F. FIrzGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir, — The Trustees of the Public Library of the City 
of Boston present the following report of its progress and 
condition during the year ending January 31, 1906, being 
the fifty-fourth annual report of the Trustees. 

The Rey. Dr. James De Normandie, whose term as Trustee 
expired April 30, 1905, was re-appointed for a term of five 
years, beginning May 1, 1905. The corporation was subse- 
quently organized by the re-election of Mr. Solomon Lincoln 
as President and the Rev. Dr. De Normandie as Vice-Presi- 
dent. Miss Della Jean Deery was re-elected Clerk. 

This report is similar in form to that adopted in several 
years immediately preceding, and thus affords ready means 
of estimating the comparative growth of the Library.

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the last report. This diminution, however, has been more 
than made up by the expansion of certain deposit stations 
into reading rooms. The latter are under the charge of 
regular officials of the Library, contain deposits of books, and 
in general supply much greater provision for their patrons. 
Their greater value appears at once from the immediately 
increased use and the greater circulation of books. 

The new building at Codman square, Dorchester, erected 
by the Public Buildings Department, has been placed at the 
disposal of the Library, and was opened as a reading room 
on March 6, 1905. This building was designed chiefly for 
Library purposes, and is the only one of the buildings under 
the control of the Trustees which was so planned. It con- 
stitutes a permanent addition of value to the system. During 
the past year a fire occurred in the building, 397 Shaw- 
mut avenue, occupied by the South End Branch. Very 
little damage was done to the property of the Library, and 
only temporary inconvenience suffered while repairs were 
thaking. A fire also damaged the Old City Hall building in 
Charlestown, but in this case also the Library sustained but 
little loss. Other changes of less importance have occurred 
in the stations under the control of the Trustees, and the 
report of the Librarian gives a full description of these. 
The Vacuum Cleaning System has been installed in the 
Central Library. It has improved the sanitary condition of 
the building, and by thoroughly and quietly removing the 
dust from the shelves, does the work of cleaning economi- 
cally, and in a manner which tends to the better preserva- 
tion of the books. 

The Trustees call attention to the fact that the cost of 
replacing, re-binding, and repairing books, consequent upon 
the growing use of the Library, is a large and ae 
item of expense. 

The losses resulting from permitting access to the books 
upon open shelves continue to be considerable, although 
chiefly of books of small value. The Brasteos: however, 
are still of opinion that these losses are more than compen- 
sated by the more complete and valuable use of the Library 
made possible to those who are permitted to have such access. 

By an arrangement made with the Boston Medical Library, 
the Trustees have constituted that library a deposit station, 
and have sanctioned the ultimate removal for deposit there of 
such medical works now in the Central Library as in the 
judgment both of the Trustees and of the Boston Medical 
Library can wisely be thus deposited. No control of the 
books is relinquished, and they are to be open to the use of 
the same persons who would be entitled to use them if they 
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remained at the Central Library, the object of establishing 
this deposit being to avoid the duplication of medical works, 
especially books of a class which are not in popular demand, 
thus securing the advantage that those who desire to consult 
works of this character will find the largest collection under 
one roof. The books and periodicals of which the transfer 
has been authorized are chiefly those of an especially scien- 
tific character, which are not often consulted except by 
professional readers. 

The inevitable growth and expansion of the Library, com- 
mensurate with the growth of the city, entails a larger 
expenditure for employees and for providing and equipping 
branch libraries and reading rooms; and the Trustees find, 
as usual, that it is impossible to comply with all requests 
made to them for expansions of the Library system. On 
the other hand, the provision made by the city for the 
Library has not been substantially increased forseveral years. 
Accordingly the expenditures for books are necessarily first 
diminished. Other expenses cannot be materially reduced. 
Even, however, in the diminished purchases of books the 
Trustees bear in mind, of course, the necessity of maintaining 
the continuity of previous accessions, and so far as it is 
possible they endeavor to obtain, at the public auctions now 
frequently held in this city and elsewhere, such valuable 
historical matter relating especially to the City of Boston 
and also to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as seems 
to find an appropriate place in the Library. 

In reference to the purchases of books of fiction, the 
Trustees have continued to confine such purchases to works of 
authors of recognized distinction or of deserved popularity, 
and to works of obviousintrinsic merit. It is quite impossible, 
with the funds at the disposal of the Trustees, to purchase 
any large portion of the current fiction of the day, or the num- 
ber of copies required to meet a popular demand; nor is it in 
the judgment of the Trustees desirable. The collections of the 
Library must be of more permanent value. It is not difficult 
for those who seek lighter literature to obtain it elsewhere. 

By reason, therefore, of the diminished means at the com- 
mand of the Trustees, aud for other causes, the number of 
accessions to the Library is considerably less this year than 
during the preceding. The total accessions amount to 33,551 
volumes, of which 21,400 were acquired by purchase. Con- 
siderable purchases of photographs have been made, and the 
publications of the Library have been continued in the direc- 
tions heretofore adopted. 

Especial efforts have been made to reach children by 
means of exhibitions of photographs and of pictures. For 
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details relating to all these matters the Trustees refer again 
to the report of the Librarian. 

The catalogue receives constant attention, but it would be 
impossible, in a general report, to indicate the character of 
the work done. 

The Special Libraries are much resortedto. Mr. Allen A. 
Brown continually adds to his generous gifts in the Music 
Library. 

A very complete course of free public lectures was given 
in the Central Library during the usual lecture season. A 
complete list of the subjects treated in the months covered 
by the present report is given in the report of the Librarian, 
and deserves special attention in order that a knowledge may 
be had of the variety and usefulness of these lectures. The 
names of the speakers who generously gave their services to 
the Library in connection with the course also appear in this 
list, certain lectures having been arranged in co-operation 
with the Boston Society of Printers and the Boston Archi- 
tectural Club. Repeated exhibitions of pictorial art have 
been given in the Central Library, and in some cases concur- 
rently with the lectures. 

A considerable number of gifts is regularly received by 
the ‘Trustees, and in some cases the gifts are of considerable 
value. During the year covered by this report, however, the 
Trustees have received no gift of money of large importance. 
The first payment in cash to the Library, under the will of 
Joseph H. Center, of Roxbury, amounting to $14,000, was 
received during September. ‘This sum, to be increased from 
time to time from the proceeds of certain items of real estate 
received from the same source, but not yet disposed of, has 
been funded as the Joseph H. Center Fund, the income to 
be used for the purchase of books and other additions to the 
Library. , 

This report is necessarily of very general character, an 
attention is again called to the special report of the Librarian 
for a much more minute and important account of the activ- 
ities of the Library.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1906, is hereby submitted : 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system includes: 

The Central Library on Copley square. 

Ten branch libraries with permanent collections of books. 

Sixteen delivery stations (all but one of which are reading 
rooms), and also, as places of deposit or delivery, forty 
engine-houses, twenty-nine institutions, and one hundred and 
four public and parochial schools. The total number of 
agencies of all kinds is one hundred and ninety-nine, as 
against two hundred and one in the previous year. The 
reduction in the number of delivery stations from twenty-two 
to sixteen, which will be hereinafter referred to, affects the 
total, but is partly offset numerically by an increase in the 
number of schools or other institutions to which books are 
sent on deposit. 


FINANCE. 


A record of the receipts and payments for the year is to

BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT AND GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The usual routine repairs have been made on the Central 
building, Copley square, and on the branch buildings which 
we own or control. 

At the Central, during the summer, the walls, piers and 
ceilings of the Special Libraries, including the Barton-Ticknor 
and Music Rooms, were entirely renovated under the direction 
of our own painter. 

The valve stems on the high and low pressure cylinders of 
Engine No. 1 have been renewed. A new feed-water heater 
has been installed, and a new system-water tank put in to 
replace one that, after service since the building was 
originally occupied, was found defective on account of 
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corrosion. Minor repairs have been made upon the boilers 
and piping system. 

The elevators have been thoroughly examined, and put in 
order, including new hoist ropes and counter-weight drum 
ropes on the electric elevator, and repairs to the safety appa- 
ratus, a new set of tilting sheaves and a new counter-weight 
rope on the hydraulic elevator. 

The heating system of the Central building is in good 
condition. About 1,600 tons of coal have been consumed, a 
decrease of 200 tons as compared with the preceding year, 
due to the mild weather during the winter. The ventilation, 
not always excellent under the crowded condition of some of 
our rooms, has been somewhat improved so far as relates to 
the Lecture Hall by re-opening three large inlets which had 
been closed for some time, permitting the introduction of a 
considerable amount of fresh air. This, while not entirely 
satisfactory, 1s an improvement. 

No repairs have been required during the year upon the 
dynamos at the Central building, and the motors have been 
regularly operated without a break. The book-railway has 
required but slight repairs, and is now in good order. 


VACUUM CLEANING SYSTEM. 


The installation of the Vacuum Cleaning apparatus at the 
Central building is an important permanent improvement, 
especially from a sanitary point of view, inasmuch as it 
supersedes, in the cleaning of the stacks, the use of brushes 
and sawdust, and enables the work to be thoroughly done 
without raising dust. Although the plant as now con- 
structed is primarily intended for stack-sweeping and for 
cleaning the books and shelves contained in the stacks, the 
connections are arranged so as to be extended for operation 
in other parts of the building. | 


NEW BRANCH BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The new building at Codman square, Dorchester, erected 
by the Public Buildings Department, was placed at the 
disposal of the Library Department and opened as a reading 
room March 6. This is the only agency of the Library 
which occupies a new building erected chiefly for Library 
purposes. Although there is a ward-room in the basement 
having an independent entrance, the remainder of the build- 
ing is entirely devoted to the Library, and in its arrange- 
ment and furnishing the Librarian was consulted, and our 
requirements provided for, although the plans were prepared 
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and carried out by the Public Buildings Department, which, 
in offering the rooms to us, agreed to keep the building in 
repair and to provide light, heat and janitor service. 

Since the building was opened the grounds have been put. 
in thorough order, and some additional furniture supplied by 
that department. The reading room is convenient, well- 
lighted, and generally attractive. Its location, also, at the 
junction of several main thoroughfares and near the Dor- 
chester High School and the Henry L. Pierce Grammar 
School, could not well be improved. 

As the nucleus of a permanent collection about 1,200 vol- 
umes were placed upon the shelves when the building was 
opened, besides several hundred volumes of deposit books. 
The permanent collection now numbers nearly 1,700 volumes, 
although some of these are books trausferred from branches 
and therefore not recent publications. From this small col- 
lection there was a direct circulation during eleven months 
of 34,894 volumes, and besides these, more than 7,000 vol- 
umes were drawn from the Central Library for borrowers at 
this station. _ 

A serious fire occurred November 9 in the building 397 
Shawmut avenue, occupied by the South End Branch, and 
held by us under lease from the Shawmut Church. The 
fire was caused by a defective furnace, and although con- 
siderable damage was done to the building the Library prop- 
erty suffered little. The necessary repairs have been made 
by the owners, the work of the branch proceeding without 
cessation, but not without inconvenienee which, under the 
circumstances, it was impossible to avoid. 

On December 12 a fire broke out in the Old City Hall 
building, Charlestown, part of which is occupied by the 
Charlestown Branch, but the Library rooms were but slightly 
damaged, nor were they closed except briefly. The repairs 
were made by the Public Buildings Department, which is in 
control. 

The grounds at the Brighton Branch, Academy Hill road, 
were planted by the Park Department with shrubs early in 
the spring, according to an elaborate scheme, under the ini- 
tiative of the Brighthelmstone Club of Brighton. This, as 
the shrubs mature, will add greatly to the appearance of the 
branch. 

At the East Boston Branch a re-arrangement of the exits 
aids materially in the administration of the room. Allusion 
was made in the last report to the inadequacy of the accom- 
modations at this branch, especially in view of the increasing 
circulation and use of the reading room. For lack of seats 
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436 persons were turned away on Sundays during the last 
three months of the year. 

At the South Boston Branch, located in rooms which we 
hold under lease, the owners have repainted the interior, laid 
cork matting in the main reading room and made other 
repairs. A new fire-escape and also gratings for the exposed 
windows have been provided, and we have supplied some 
new furniture. 

At the West Roxbury Branch, a toilet-room has been put 
in on the main floor by the Public Buildings Department at 
our request. 

The grounds of the West End Branch, which are now 
under our control, have been kept in good condition by the 
Park Department at our expense. The trees were badly 
infected with the tussock moth, requiring special attention. 
At the same time, six trees were removed, under the advice 
of the Park Department, either on account of decay or because 
they interfered with the proper development of other trees. 

Following the fires at the South End and Charlestown 
Branches, previously mentioned, the instructions which had 
been in force with regard to precautions against fire and 
relating to the duty of custodians in case of fire, were ampli- 
fied in a special circular, and additional fire extinguishers 
were sent to the branches and stations. 


PROBLEMS IN ADMINISTRATION. 


In several respects it seems impossible, under present 
financial limitations, to reach ideal conditions in the admin- 
istration of a great public library, serving a mixed popu- 
lation. Our constant effort is toward such conditions, but — 
between the necessity of confining our operations within 
rigid economy of management, and the desire to overcome 
certain defects, which are obvious no less to ourselves than 
to the public, there lies a line of compromise by which our 
action must be determined. 

I do not now especially refer to the insufficient supply of 
books to meet the demand, requiring us constantly to deny 
the requests of borrowers. Demand constantly outruns sup- 
ply, and can only be approximately met, in any case. But 
there are other serious problems. 

For example, books which are in active circulation soon 
become soiled. Borrowers frequently complain of this, and 
members of the Examining Committee have criticised the con- 
dition of certain popular books at the Central Library and at 
the branches. The cause of complaint is legitimate, and is by 
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no means disregarded by us, but it is impossible to at once 
replace these books. The expense is prohibitive. To deter- 
mine how long such a book shall be retained in circulation, 
or whether it shall be re-bound when the original binding is 
worn out if, at the same time, it is more or less filthy, calls 
for much discrimination. We condemn and discard such 
books as freely as the money available for replacing them 
permits, but this is far less freely than would be done under 
ideal conditions. Many of the popular books at the branches 
and stations are much soiled. As the custodian of one 
reading room remarks, “ Doubtless the time comes when in 
any collection of much used books there are many volumes 
not quite bad enough to be condemned, but far too dirty to 
be pleasant to the touch.” 

The books in active circulation become gradually dirty, and 
it is therefore impossible to hold any one person responsible, 
especially when hundreds of children handle the books 
daily. Where there are open shelves the promiscuous use is 
increased. 

We are able through the branch charging system to 
measure the life of a book upon our shelves. Taking six 
popular books as a test, it was recently found that, at a branch 
with a large circulation, such books were often issued from 
100 to 120 times, being re-bound twice. The shortest 
period in the life of the book was that previous to the first 
re-binding. 

As an indication of the care which, from considerations of 
economy, we find it necessary to give in order to reduce the 
cost of replacements, it may be stated that 7,000 volumes 
were repaired during the year at one branch, 7,500 at another 
and 18,000 at another. Missing pages are written to the 
number of several hundred a year at each of the larger 
branches. 

Another problem to which we are giving constant atten- 
tion, but have not yet solved, is the prevention of losses from 
open shelves. ‘This was mentioned in my last annual report. 
The advantages to the public of the open shelves are 
obvious. The disadvantages set forth last year need not be 
again mentioned. ‘The actual loss during the last twelve 
months aggregates 843 from open shelves at branches, and 
129 from closed shelves, open however to certain applicants. 
There is also a considerable loss from the larger reading 
rooms and from the deposit collection atthe stations. I have 
under consideration, and shall soon propose, certain restric- 
tions which are likely to reduce these losses, without seriously 
impairing the open shelf privilege. The ideal can never be 
reached until the abuses of the privileges are overcome. 
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A third point in which the administration falls below our 
ideal, relates to the length of time which now elapses after 
a book is reported as missing from the shelves before it can 
be replaced. This is now a question of months. Patrons do 
not understand the reasons for the delay, and are apt to criti- 
cise it. It is principally a matter of economy. A consider- 
able number of books reported as missing will eventually be 
returned. If immediately replaced unnecessary duplication 
of purchases would result. If our funds were unlimited 
duplication might, of course, be disregarded. But this, 
unfortunately, is not the case. Therefore, as in the replace- 
ment of soiled books, there must be compromise upon some 
line below the ideal, but within our financial resources. To 
reduce the delay as much as possible, under conditions which 
we cannot disregard, is the only open course. 


TRANSFER OF MEDICAL Books. 


Under authorization of the Trustees an agreement has been 
made with the Boston Medical Library in the Fenway, 
whereby a deposit station has been established there for 
medical books, involving the transfer from our collection of 
such volumes as may be mutually decided upon by repre- 
sentatives of each library, to be held on deposit at this 
station, upon conditions which provide for the use of the books 
by the same persons as would be entitled to use them at the 
Central Library. The volumes which it is proposed to 
deposit there are, in general, such strictly professional works 
as are used by medical students or by members of the profes- 
sion. ‘The books deposited are subject to recall at any time, 
and, like all books sent to our other deposit stations, remain 
the property of the Boston Public Library. 

A similar arranvement has been made between the Boston 
Medical Library and other large libraries in the vicinity, in- 
tended to promote a plan for co-operation between the insti- 
tutions concerned, under which the funds of each may be 
used to the best advantage, unnecessary duplication of pur- 
chases avoided, and students, who principally use such books, 
may find the largest possible collection under one roof. 

Nothing except periodicals has as yet been transferred to 
this station. ‘The work of selection for transfer, the making 
of the catalogue reference entries required in the case of 
books deposited, and other work in connection therewith re- 
quires discrimination and must necessarily proceed slowly. 
The continuation of the medical periodical files has been 
taken over by the Medical Library, and the funds thus re- 
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leased from our annual expense budget can now be used for 
the purchase of other books. 


Books RECEIVED. 


Mr. Thomas S. Perry, who for several years had been 
intrusted with the regular examination of current European 
Continental book lists, in the work of selection for purchase, 
closed his direct connection with the Library in June in 
anticipation of prolonged absence from the country. Since 
that date this service has been rendered by members of the 
regular staff. Mr. James L. Whitney has continued his 
valuable assistance in the examination of American and 
English catalogues and publishers’ lists. 

The Library has been represented at every important 
auction during the year, and, within the limits of our avail- 
able funds, desirable acquisitions from this source have been 
added to our collection. 

We are, as usual, under obligations to those who have 
generously given to the Library much literary material, some 
of which would not have been obtainable by purchase. 

The total accessions for the year, from various sources, 
amount to 33,001 volumes, as against 42,851 for the year 
1904-05. The total accessions, as will be seen, are less than 
those of the preceding year by 9,341 volumes. The total 
number of volumes purchased (21,400) is 6,096 less than for 
the preceding year, the reduction being entirely due to lack 
of funds which could be devoted to this purpose. The total 
number of gifts (11,116) is 4,021 less than for the preceding 
year. The following statistical statement presents the facts 
as to accessions in detail:

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The diminished purchases have been largely in the depart- 
ment of current publications in foreign languages, but the 
number of volumes ordered for the branches and for deposit 
work has also been somewhat reduced. It is expected that the 
expenditures in certain directions, which this year have been 
unavoidably large, will not hereafter draw so severely upon 
our general appropriation, and that we shall not be obliged 
to restrict beyond reasonable limits our annual purchases. 
Every year the demands upon the Library increase. The 
increase in population; the growth of the reading habit, 
which we have sedulously cultivated for some time through 
our work in connection with the schools; the establish- 
ment of new stations and other agencies for bringing the 
Library near to the people — these inevitably require large 
expenditures for books and general administration, which 
have not thus far been met by a corresponding increase 
in our annual appropriation. 


ENGLISH PROSE FICTION. 


It will, I think, be obvious that, with a comparatively 
limited amount of money which can be devoted to the 
purchase of current publications of all classes, expenditures 
for new fiction must, whether we favor or deplore it, be 
closely restricted. ‘The policy now well established, of con- 
fining our purchases of current novels to those of the highest 
merit as determined by a rather conservative standard, » 
necessarily excludes a large number of recent publications, 
but the experience of several years has shown that nearly all 
of the works of fiction which for various reasons we have found 
it impossible to buy, have failed to demonstrate their ability 
to live for even a few brief months. The demand for some 
of them was insistent for a short time. Now their names 
are for the most part forgotten, and nobody cares to read 
them. If we had purchased a considerable number of 
these volumes, the money, so far as present demand is 
concerned, would have been wasted, and the books would 
have taken places on our shelves that are needed for litera- 
ture of a more permanent character. 

It may be justly said, however, that we have bought mean- 
time, so far as our resources permitted, a fair representation 
of the best fiction, that which is likeliest to remain in constant 
request. Our supply of standard English fiction is large, 
and is constantly replaced as the books are worn out. We 
are liberal in providing good fiction for the young. We could 
undoubtedly use to advantage a larger number of copies, 
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especially in branch and deposit work, but unless our funds 
are enlarged we cannot expend a larger portion of our money 
in this way, without retarding the growth of the Library in 
other important directions. 

During the year 774 volumes of English prose fiction 
were received from the publishers, and were considered care- 
fully upon their merits, the reports of the volunteer reading 
committee, as to plots, interest, general characteristics, etc., 
being taken into account, together with other factors, deter- 
mining the merit of the books and their suitability for our 
purposes. Of these, 161 titles were accepted, and author- 
ized for purchase; 1,230 copies being bought, requiring an 
expenditure of $1,267. If this expenditure for fiction seems 
small, it must be borne in mind that it does not include 
replacements constantly required to keep our collection, as 
catalogued, complete. The following statement will be 
found interesting, bringing out, as it does, the relative ex- 
penditure for fiction in the aggregate, as compared with that 
for books of all kinds: Number of copies of current fiction, 
original purchases, added during the year 1905-06 (Central 
Library and branches), 1,230; cost, $1,267. Number of re- 
placements (Central, 710; deposit, 66; branches and 
stations, 8,504), 4,280; cost, $4,280. Additional copies 
(Central, 127; deposit, 601; branches and stations, 162), 
890; total number of copies purchased, 6,400 ; cost, $6,437. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the total expendi- 
ture for fiction was $6,437, covering 6,400 volumes. In com- 
parison, the total expenditure for all books was $34,460.90, 
and the total number of volumes purchased, 19,609. 
For the year preceding, 1904—05, the total expenditure was 
$37,266.84, covering 27,469 volumes, and that for fiction 
$7,532.04, covering 7,556 volumes. Expressed in terms of 
percentage, the expenditure for fiction, including new pur- 
chases, replacements and additional copies, amounted to 
18.65 per cent of all book expenditure in 1905-06, and 
20.21 per cent in the preceding year. 

From a report prepared by Miss Theodosia E. Macurdy, 
Chief of the Ordering Department, the following information 
as to the accessions of the year is presented :

REVIEW OF PURCHASES, 1905-06. 


There has been no falling off in the past year in the 
acquisition of books on the subjects (outside of current 
publications) to which this Library aims to give unremitting 
attention, viz., material relating to the early history of this 
country, particularly the New England States and the City of 
Boston. Besides the various historical documents, broadsides 
and newspapers which have been purchased, there have also 
been added books of note in archeology, particularly the litera- 
ture of present day excavations, the issues of Franklin’s Press, 
the fine arts, heraldry, and in technical works suited to the 
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practical needs of the artisan. The accessions of current 
works in foreign languages have not been as large as usual, 
and the books ordered for branches and deposit have been 
noticeably less than last year. The non-replacement of a 
large number of branch and deposit books tends to restore 
somewhat the balance which formerly existed in favor of the 
Central Library, but which has been growing steadily in favor 
of the branches for some years. The members of the official 
staff have recommended as heretofore the books relating to 
the subjects with which they are in touch, and Mr. Perry, 
who resigned to go abroad in October, continues to cull from ~ 
the foreign reviews titles of importance for the consideration 
of the Trustees. 

The illustrative titles and lists here given of books bought 
during the year are of necessity selective only, but they show 
the direction in which the literary activity of the Library 
tends, and they account also for a good part of the outlay 
from the book funds. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


To complete as far as possible certain files of early news- 
papers in which the history of colonial and revolutionary 
events is recorded, is one of our reasonable ambitions. The 
work is of necessity slow and piecemeal, yet no opportunity 
is neglected which will add even one number at a time to 
the files of the Boston Post-Boy, The Massachusetts Centi- 
nel or the Pennsylvania Gazette. It is often necessary to 
buy lots in which many duplicates occur in order to secure 
what is needed, but by a system of exchange with other 
libraries these duplicates are disposed of for their equivalent 
in value or in kind. This year there have been bought 1,084 
numbers of these early newspapers at an outlay of $1,343.95, - 
and of this number 684 filled existing gaps in our files. 

There were also obtained eleven of the Massachusetts 
Credit and Land Bank tracts, issued in 1717-1720, including 
one entitled “* The distressed state of the Town of Boston 
considered. 1720.” Among the 152 broadsides secured, per- 
haps the most noteworthy was that known as the “ Pendleton 
Resolution,” passed by the Virginia Convention of May 15, 
1776, and issued from the press of the Virginia Gazette, May 
17, 1776. In it the delegates were instructed to propose a 
Declaration of Independence “to declare the United Colo- 
nies free and independent states, absolved from all allegiance 
or dependence upon the Crown or Parliament of Great 
Britain.” 
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Another broadside of local interest, received by exchange 
from the Massachusetts Historical Society, was the « Names 
of the streets, lanes and alleys within the town of Boston in 
New England. Boston. B. Green. 1708.”

CATALOGUE CARDS FINISHED AND FILED. 


The number of cards added to the Central Library cata- 
logues by the Catalogue Department during the year was 
220,286, as against 244,708 added in the year preceding. 
The reduction was due to the reprinting during the preceding 
year of a considerable number directly from the fiction cata- 
logue without re-cataloguing. Besides the total given, 
17,539 cards were prepared and sent to the branches and 
4,307 filed in the Co-operative periodical index, making a 
total output of 242,182 cards for the year. Of the cards 
filed at the Central Library, 83,969 were added to the Bates 
Hall cases, the same number to the official (departmental) 
catalogue, and 52,348 were added to catalogues of the Special 
Libraries. As in previous years, one card for each title 
printed has been sent to the Library of Congress on exchange 
account. 
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GENERAL DEPARTMENTAL WORK. 


Besides the current work of cataloguing, much general 
work is performed by the Catalogue Department. During 
the year, the final preparation for printing of the catalogue 
of the Allen A. Brown Collection of Music has been com- 
pleted. The copy for the new German fiction list was trans- 
mitted to the Library editor, and has since been printed. 
The addition of 312 new drawers in the Bates Hall catalogue 
cases has required the re-arrangement and re-labelling of 
about one-half of the public catalogue. The growth of this 
catalogue will require additional drawers for enlargement 
during the coming year. 

Much time has been given to a thorough revision of the 
scheme for classifying bibles and biblical literature. Many 
of the titles under these heads have been re-written and re- 
arranged in accordance with this scheme. A new scheme 
for cataloguing laws and legislative documents has been pre- 
pared, and the entries under twenty-three States and for the 
District of Columbia have been corrected or re-catalogued 
with great improvement to these divisions of the catalogue. 
A beginning has been made in re-cataloguing and re-arranging 
the collection of Massachusetts laws. 


SHELF DIVISION. 


The usual statistics of the Shelf Department have been 
prepared by Mr. William G. T. Roffe, officer in charge, and 
may be found in Appendix IV. 

The additions to the shelf list for the year, Central Library 
collection, aggregated 14,583 volumes, the principal classes 
being: Bibliography, 396; History, Biography and Geog- 
raphy, general, 460; American, 2,145; English, 1,145; 
French, 477; German, 467; Oriental, 441; Theology, 
Ecclesiastical History, etc., 895 ; Social Science, Metaphysics, 
etc., 1,001; Natural History and Science, 468; Mathematics 
and Physical Science, 474 ; Usefuland Industrial Arts, 351 ; 
Mechanic Arts, 365; Music, 366; Painting, Architecture, 
etc., 652. 

The additions to the special collections included the 
following: Statistical Department, 1,097 ; Bowditch Library, 
Meee barker, 12: Prince, 1; Ticknor, 35; ‘Barton, 19; 
Franklin, 68; Lewis, 1; Military, 110; Brown, 468; 
Galatea, 92; Codman, 12; Artz, 198; Browning, 12; 
Harris, 31 ; Newspaper Room, 64; Patent Room, 392; total, 
2,701. A small part of the gain to the Statistical Depart- 
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ment and to the Artz, Military and Galatea collections was 
due to transfers. 

The total number of volumes in the Central Library, 
January 31, 1906, was 687,456, including 2,761 in the 
Duplicate Room so-called (set aside for exchange). 


PUBLICATIONS. 


The publications of the Library issued during the year, 
under the editorship of Mr. Lindsay Swift, include the 
Monthly Bulletins, issued on the first day of each month 
(aggregate pages, 444; regular edition, 5,000; free). A 
list of works of fiction in the German language, together 
with translations from the German, contained in the Library, 
issued. in October (pages, 171; edition, 3,000; price 10 
cents); and the annual list of new books added during the 
year, issued January 1, 1906 (pages, 312; edition, 3,000; 
price 5 cents). ‘The copy for the foregoing was entirely pre- 
pared in the Library, that for the German list devolving 
upon the editor. In November, a bibliography entitled 
“ Contributions toward a Bibliography of the Higher Educa- 
tion of Women” was issued (pages, 63; edition, 1,500; 
price 10 cents). This was supplementary to a similar publi- 
cation issued in 1897, and like that was compiled by a 
Committee of the Association of Collegiate Alumne; and 
to such of the titles included within it as were to be found 
in our collections our Library shelf-numbers were added. , 

With respect to this publication, as well as to certain 
reference lists issued during the year, in connection with the 
Monthly Bulletin, including one on the History of Philos- 
ophy, prepared by Dr. Benjamin Rand, the Library assumed 
only the printing, neither supervising the preparation of the 
lists nor holding itself responsible for the completeness, cor- 
rectness, form or arrangement of the titles. In the lists of 
this class are included those issued in the Bulletin in con- 
nection with the lectures before the Lowell Institute, in 
each case prepared by the lecturer himself. These are:

and the Boston Athenzeum, and published in connection with 
the commemoration of the bi-centenary of the birth of Franklin, 
and with an exhibition of printing held during the month by 
the Society of Printers in the Exhibition Room of the Library. 

The Bulletin for December, 1905, contained a brief refer- 
ence list on The Hague Conference and International Arbi- 
tration, including periodical references to the Treaty of 
Portsmouth. 

In all, the total number of pages passing under the edi- 
torial supervision of Mr. Swift and contained in the Library 
publications of the year was 1,047. 


THE BINDERY. 


During the year 35,720 books were bound in the Bindery 
Department; 2,198 volumes repaired; 632 volumes guarded ; 
1,685 maps mounted on cloth; 8,848 photographs and engrav- 
ings mounted; and 294 magazines stitched. The bindery 
has also performed the miscellaneous job work required, 
portfolios, blocks, covers, etc., the value of which has approx- 
imated nearly 15 per cent of the entire expense of the 
department. The number of Library publications folded, 
stitched and trimmed was 75,482. 


THE PRINTING DEPARTMENT.

Mr. George V. Mooney, in charge of the Stock Depart- 
ment, reports as follows : 

Number of Library publications distributed during the 
year, 76,342; number of blank forms distributed, 2,247,017, 
including 1,748,400 call slips. 


REGISTRATION. 


The usual statistical tables relating to registration, pre- 
pared by Mr. John J. ieenan, Chief of the Registration 
Department, appear in Appendix VI. 

Summarizing the facts in brief, it appears that there were 
76,661 active cards in the hands of borrowers at the end of 
the year, as against 73,211 outstanding February 1, 1905, an 
increase of 8,450. 

The requirements of 89,520 patrons were attended to in 
the department, as compared with 86,356 during the preced- 
ing year. 

The number of cards issued in place of others which were 
lost, soiled, or filled, was 40,919, an increase of 2,770 as 
compared with the preceding year. 

There were, at the close of the year, 62 educational insti- 
tutions which had filed bonds of indemnity against the loss 
of books borrowed by their non-resident pupils, and these were 
represented by 2,961 registered card holders, as against 2,689 
at the close of the preceding year. 


THE IssuE DEPARTMENT OF THE CENTRAL LIBRARY.

The largest daily circulation for home use, not including 
the issue through the Branch Department, was recorded on 
Saturday, February 11, 1905, twelve hours, 1,875 volumes. 

The circulation of English fiction for home use (to 
adults), exclusive of the Branch Department, aggregated 
100,547 volumes, as against 104,716 for the preceding year. 
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The foregoing figures deserve a brief analysis. It will be 
seen that although the total direct circulation for home use 
from the Central Library (that is, circulation excluding 
books sent out through the Branch Department) declined 
from 299,647 to 297,994, nevertheless, excluding the circula- 
tion of adult English fiction (104,716 in 1904-06 and 
100,547 in 1905-06), the circulation increased from 194,931 
to 197,447. That is to say, the direct circulation from the 
Central Library for home use of English fiction for adults 
declined nearly 4 per cent, but the direct circulation exclu- 
sive of this fiction increased somewhat more than 1 per cent. 

Although the total direct circulation for the year shghtly 
declined, as shown by the figures, the average daily circula- 
tion (direct) did not change. This is due to the fact that 
the Library was in operation one day less in 1905-06 than in 
1904-05. 

Part of the decline in circulation is undoubtedly due to 
weather conditions, over which the Library has no control. 
Protracted inclement weather increases the home use of 
books. On the other hand, weather such as prevailed during 
the winter, permitting out-of-door sports and freedom of 
movement, reduces the number of books drawn for home 
reading. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT — CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The following extracts are from the report of Miss Alice 
M. Jordan, Custodian : 


ISSUE. 


The direct circulation of books to borrowers shows a gain 
over the two preceding years. The total number of books 
issued in 1905-06 was 58,5338; the year previous it was 
54,398. The issue to readers through the daily delivery to 
the branches aggregated 15,204. ‘There has been but one | 
year in the history of the department when the aggregate 
number of books circulated directiy and through the Branch 
Department has exceeded 73,737, the number issued this 
year. Even this does not give the entire issue from the 
department, as the books loaned through the deposit system 
for a longer period than the usual two weeks are not 
included. 


NEW BOOKS. 


Additions to the books in the Children’s Room amount to 
about 115 titles for the year. This is perhaps the average 
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rate of expansion, although the tendency is to decrease rather 
than increase the number of titles and to duplicate . largely 
the copies of books whose value has been proven by time. 
Books which are but little read are removed from the open 
shelves in order to leave space for others in greater demand. 
Hence the total number kept in the room varies but slightly . 
from year to year, not increasing as rapidly as the quantity 
of new books bought would indicate. Notwithstanding the 
use of the Children’s Department by as many readers as at 
any time in the past four years, we have recorded the 
smallest loss of books which has occurred since the opening 
of the rooms. Less than 12 per cent of the entire number 
are missing by this year’s shelf reading. 


WORK WITH SCHOOLS. 


The Children’s Department continues to aim toward close 
relations with other agencies devoting themselves to the 
interests and education of children. The schools may be 
placed as the most important among such agencies. Our 
co-operation with them falls naturally into three divisions, 
reference work in the Library, instruction given to classes at 
the Library as to how to use the Library, and, thirdly, visits 
of our custodian to schools to aid them in matters relating to 
the Library. In the first division growth is shown not only 
in the amount of work done, but in its quality. From the 
observation of several years it appears that teachers and 
pupils present fewer trivial requests, and a larger number 
legitimately within the province of library reference work. 
Such work in the Children’s Department includes not only 
the direct answer to a present question, but the anticipation 
of probable requests along certain well-established lines of 
study, the preparation of reading lists for special occasions 
and for individuals. Instruction to classes from the schools 
has continued in the directions described in previous reports. 
Although a larger number of schools than ever before were 
invited to share in this instruction only eleven have 
responded, with about eight hundred pupils, during 1905. 
For visiting schools very little time can be spared from other 
duties. Such visiting is greatly to be desired, however, as it 
offers an opportunity to meet the teachers and to bring to their 
notice the assistance so abundantly provided by the Library. 


REFERENCE COLLECTION FOR TEACHERS. 


The Kindergarten Collection, so-called, kept for some 
years in the Children’s Reference Room, and _ originally 
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intended for the use of kindergarten teachers, has been 
extended to include books on psychology and education used 
also by students. The reference books embracing these sub- 
jects, formerly on the Bates Hall shelves, were lately trans- 
ferred to supply the especial requirements of pedagogical 
students. This enlargement of the scope of the collection 
has materially increased its value. 


STORY HOUR. 


For the purpose of celebrating the centenary of the birth of 
Hans Christian Andersen, a story hour for children was given 
in the Lecture Hall in April. Miss Sara Cone Bryant told 
Andersen stories to a large and interested audience, and a 
picture bulletin was placed in one of the Children’s Rooms to 
illustrate some of the selections. 


PICTURE WORK. 


During the present winter the picture bulletins have 
seemed to fulfil their purpose acceptably. They have been 
planned with reference to topics of current interest, and have 
aroused more attention than usual, suggesting to teachers 
means of illustrating lessons or of holiday celebration. As 
in the past, it has been possible to utilize some of the picture 
posters prepared at the Central Library in reading rooms in 
other parts of the city. From time to time requests are 
made by children and teachers for pictures to be used in 
school work, illustrating compositions or a topic in history or 
geography. Opportunity to cut from magazines pictures 
which, though not sufficiently valuable for preservation in 
the Fine Arts Department, are yet suitable for this purpose, 
is open to the Children’s Department. Some of these 
pictures are used for bulletins, but there is an increasing 
remainder relating to subjects not catalogued in the Fine 
Arts Department for which we have found an existing 
demand. ‘These are simply arranged unmounted in envelopes 
under general headings, or grouped together on a manila 
mount, indexed and filed. 


Bates HALL. 


In Bates Hall the maximum attendance of readers (291) 
was recorded February 5. Except during a single month, 
the maximum attendance has not fallen below 100 readers 
during the year, and during seven months of the year it has 
continued above 200. It is impracticable to record the 
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number of volumes consulted in the hall, either from the 
open shelves or from the stacks. There is no diminution 
in the use of the reading tables, but, on the other hand, 
apparently an increase. The following statements as to the 
general use of the reference department and of the other 
work in Bates Hall are taken from a report submitted by 
Mr. Osear A. Bierstadt, the Custodian : 

The acquisition of new cabinets for the card catalogue has 
so filled up the available space that the removal of the new 
books displayed upon the open shelves at the catalogue end 
of Bates Hall became absolutely necessary. They now occupy 
the ranges adjoining the centre desk, having displaced a few 
reference volumes. At one time +43 of the new books were 
charged out for home use, about half of the collection. 

Several collections of works appertaining to some timely 
topics have been brought together temporarily at the centre 
desk, as for the anniversary celebrations of Garrison and 
Franklin. 

The arrangement of the reference books in Bates Hall is 
practically finished, and the shelves are nearly all crowded to 
their utmost limit. The Bates Hall reference collection 
numbers by actual count 8,512 volumes. They have all been 
removed from the shelves and critically examined to find 
those in need of re-binding or repairs, and 519 volumes have 
been sent to the bindery during the year. The replacement 
of labels on the reference books soiled by use is a never end- 
ing task. Many readers return the volumes consulted to the 
shelves, but the thousands of them gathered from the tables 
and put back every day by the attendants testify to an im- 
mense use of the reference library. 

The card catalogue in Bates Hall, the main source of in- 
formation concerning the contents of the entire Library, has 
bsen referred to by an increasing number of readers. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


There are now 109,496 volumes contained in the Special 
Libraries located on the floor above Bates Hall. ‘These are 
distributed as follows:

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In the Fine Arts room considerable freedom of access is 
permitted, a selected collection of standard works in different 
branches of the fine and industrial arts being located on open 
shelves. Tables are set apart for the use of classes and 
individual students whenever requested, and the large Fine 
Arts reading room and the one opening from the Barton 
Room are in constant use. 

It is impossible to keep a statistical record of the hall use 
of books from these Special Libraries, but it is increasing. 
From an educational standpoint, no more important work is 
done in the Library than that performed in connection with 
these departments. This work includes the free public 
lectures given each week in the Lecture Hall, and the exhi- 
bitions, many of which are given in co-operation with the 
lectures, arranged in the Exhibition Room during the winter. 

Mr. Frank De W. Washburn, Custodian in charge, has pre- 
pared the following résumé of the work of the year, includ- 
ing also a brief statement of important additions to the 
collection : 


PHOTOGRAPHS. 


During the year the following additions were made by gift 
and purchase, and were added to the photograph collection: 


386 photographs. 
757 process pictures. 
29 colored photographs. 


This does not include the following, which were not added 
to the regular collection of photographs : 

One hundred and eight portraits of Americans, 392 photo- 
graphs of Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand, given by 
the Woman’s Education Association; 54 photographs of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition; 144 photographs of Old 
Boston. 

Many of these have been used for exhibition at the 
branches and stations. 

The collection of photographs now numbers 17,776; 
process pictures, 7,311; colored photographs, 1,020. 

The collection of lantern slides has now reached 1,010, 
and is increasing with the number of public lectures, for use 
in which they are purchased. 


CATALOGUES. 


In order to have the whole subject of architecture entered 
in the general fine arts catalogue in card form, it was decided 
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to cut up two of the printed catalogues of architecture and 
paste on cards for that purpose. This work has now been 
completed. 

During the year the cataloguing by subjects of paintings 
illustrated in books and by photographs has been completed. 
It is now possible, therefore, to determine from a consulta- 
tion of this catalogue whether the Library has a certain 
subject or the paintings of a certain artist represented. This 
work is being kept up, and a beginning has also been 
made on the cataloguing of sculpture in like manner. 

All important articles on the Fine Arts in the magazines 
are indexed and the cards filed in the catalogue. Periodicals 
belonging in this department are indexed here; all others 
are indexed in the Periodical Room. Music periodicals are 
indexed by the attendant in the Brown Library, and the 
cards are added to the Brown catalogue. 

The special catalogues in use in the department have been 
constantly improved. The scheme for classifying photo- 
eraphs has been extended so that now it embraces a division 
for photographs of objects of art not included in architecture, 
sculpture and painting, and already a large number of photo- 
eraphs have been listed under this heading. 

A large number of photographs and process pictures which 
had accumulated, and for which, in some cases, identification 
was missing, have been shelf-listed and catalogued. 

The collection of posters has been mounted, classified and 
placed in portfolios on the shelves. 


CIRCULATION OF PICTURES. 


~ The comparative tables which are appended to this report 
indicate that there has been a remarkable increase in the 
circulation of portfolios of pictures over other years, and an 
increase of 33 per cent is indicated in the circulation among 
public schools alone. | 

The following facts are evident from a consultation of the 
tables : 

1. Portfolios were loaned to 57 public schools during the 
year. 

2. There is an increase over any other year in the num- 
ber of portfolios issued to 15 of these schools. 

3. There is a decrease in the number issued to 21. 

4. Six schools borrowed the same number as last year. 

0. Eleven schools borrowed portfolios who have never 
done so in any previous year. 

6. Thirty schools who borrowed portfolios in previous 
years have not done so this year. 
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7. Of the 381 portfolios taken out by schools this year, 
one-half were borrowed by 20 of the 57 schools.

THE BARTON—TIcCKNOR ROOM. 


The number of Barton-Ticknor books issued during the 
year was 11,875; besides these 918 maps were issued, and 
8,458 volumes drawn from the stacks for use in the Barton 
Room. Special reservations of books have been placed on 
the tables here for classes from Simmons College and Welles- 
ley College, and for the Garland Kindergarten Classes. Early 
editions of Shakespeare were also displayed while the Ben 
Greet Company was presenting the plays in Boston.

The additions during the year have been largely works of 
modern composers, light operas and orchestral scores.

Among the latter, symphonies and symphonic 
poems by Rimski-Korsakov, Glazunov, Tcherépnin, and Mah- 
ler, Max Reger’s Sinfonietta and Richard Strauss’s Sinfonia 
Armestica. A number of organ works was donated by Mr. 
Hale. 

Six thousand six hundred and twenty-five cards were filed ; 
about 800 were written. 


DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


Mr. James L. Whitney, Chief of this department, reports 
that the entire collection, exclusive of the regular series of 
the Congressional documents of the United States and the 
Parliamentary documents of Great Britain, numbers 12,702 
volumes. During the year, 1,105 volumes have been added. 
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The gifts through the American Statistical Association, 
whose library is in our custody, comprised 982 volumes and 
2,043 pamphlets. 


MANUSCRIPTS. 


Mr. Whitney, who is also custodian of manuscripts, has 
prepared the following memoranda relating to the important 
accessions since February 1, 1905: 

A few manuscripts of local interest have been purchased 
recently, including documents relating to the Boston Fire of 
March 20, 1760, and a subscription list, dated December 2, 
1779, of citizens of the Town of Boston “for Cloathing 
our Brethren in the Army”; also the “ Accompt of the 
Time and Expence of the Gentlemen &c who attended his 
Excellency the Governor at the Interview with the Eastern 
Indians at Falmouth in Casco Bay,” July, 17382. 

From the beneficiaries under the will of Mr. Arthur Croft, 
late of Wadhurst, England, there have been received one 
hundred and seventy-seven letters, writings and signatures, 
collected by the late Gardner Brewer of Boston. Among 
these is a letter from George Washington, dated Head Quar- 
ters, 28th April, 1783, in regard to tories and refugees who 
were embarking from New York, asking that they be pre- 
vented from carrying off any negroes or other property of 
the inhabitants of the United States, and that any of his own 
slaves found be secured. ‘There are also papers and letters 
of Thomas Jefferson, John Jay, Henry Lee, Benedict Arnold, 
Aaron Burr, Patrick Henry, Francis Marion, Lafayette, 
Steuben, General Heath, Alexander Hamilton, Philip Schuyler, 
John Marshall, John Randolph, William Wirt, Henry Clay, 
Daniel Webster, and Abraham Lincoln, with others of the 
time of the Civil War, while among foreigners are the elder 
Pitt, Lord Brougham, Lord Lyndhurst, John Bright, Napoleon, 
Chateaubriand, and Necker. Among American authors are 
Longfellow, Bryant, Lowell, Whittier, Holmes, Motley, and 
Prescott. There is a poem in the handwriting of Robert 
Burns, entitled “The Rights of Woman. Spoken by Miss 
Fontenelle, at the Theatre in Dumfries,” 1798; also a Sonnet, ° 
by Charles Lamb, with letters by Garrick, Mrs. Hemans, 
Harriet Martineau, Leigh Hunt, Turner, Landseer, Talma, 
Verboeckhoven, Tennyson, Dickens, Thackeray, and others. 

The Census of Massachusetts, known as *“* The Lost Census 
of 1765,” has been found. This valuable manuscript has 
been presented to the Library by Mr. J. H. Benton, Jr., who 
has published a facsimile, together with illustrative docu- 
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ments, and an account of “Early census making in Massa- 
chusetts, 1643-1765.” 

Volumes containing the proceedings and papers of The 
Franklin Club of Boston have been received through Mr. 
Charles F. Wyman. In 1863, after the dissolution of the 
club, the sum of one thousand dollars was given to this 
Library. 

The documents of the Women’s Centennial Executive 
Committee of Boston, dated 1876, have also been given. 

The Bowditch Collection has been increased by a gift of 
manuscripts from the estate of J. Ingersoll Bowditch. 


THE BRANCH SYSTEM. 


Apart from the maintenance of the ten branches of the 
Library. the policy of establishing service stations in different 
parts of the city for the accommodation of sections more or 
less remote from a branch, or from the Central Library, was 
some time ago adopted in connection with the development 
of the Library system. ‘These stations were of two kinds, 
namely, reading rooms administered directly by members of 
the Library staff, and each equipped with a small collection 
of books, approximating 2,000 volumes, and, secondly, shop 
stations, so-called, which were located in shops, contained a 
small deposit of books, and were agencies, carried on by 
arrangement with the proprietor of the shop, to receive and 
transmit to the Central Library requests from borrowers, and 
to act as intermediaries in the loan and return of books thus 
called for, in connection with the system of daily wagon 
service to and from the Central. This wagon service was 
also operated in connection with the reading rooms, but such 
rooms had a great advantage over the shop stations, in that 
they contained public reading tables, were devoted entirely 
to library purposes, and being in charge of a Library employee 
were equipped to render a much more important service to 
the public than was possible at a mere place of call, inci- 
dentally located in a business establishment. 

Since the shop stations were easily established, the 
tendency seemed to favor their multiplication, without cor- 
responding increase in efficiency. At the same time the 
experience of several years clearly showed the greater value 
of the reading rooms as essential elements in the Library 
system. 

As the result of a general consideration of the subject, 
following a careful investigation and report by a committee 
of the Trustees, upon the question of the distribution, cost, 
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and efficiency of stations, various changes were made during 
March and April. The scheme adopted involved the disc¢on- 
tinuance of all the shop stations except the one at Neponset, 
which was retained for the reason that it served a population 
remote from other library agencies, and the substitution for 
such stations of reading rooms, either newly established for 
the purpose or already so located geographically as to take 
over without great inconvenience the service formerly per- 
formed by one or more of the discontinued shop stations. 

The changes may be summarized as follows: Six shop 
stations were discontinued, namely: Station G (14 Franklin 
street, Allston); Station H (4 Talbot avenue, Ashmont) ; 
Station J (157 Norfolk street, Dorchester); Station M 
(1011 Dorchester avenue); Station R (3829 Warren street, 
Roxbury); Station T (Lamartine, corner Paul Gore street, 
Boylston Station). Four reading rooms of less importance 
than others in point of location or of use were also discon- 
tinued. These were the South End Reading Room, 55 Berkeley 
street; the Ward Nine Reading Room, 62 Union Park street ; 
the Andrew Square Reading Room, Dorchester street ; and the 
North Brighton Reading Room, 56 Market street, Brighton. 

In place of Stations G, R and T, new reading rooms were 
established as follows: Allston, 354 Cambridge street; War- 
ren street, 390 Warren street; Boylston Station, The Lamar- 
tine, Depot square: The Codman Square Reading Room 
serves in place of Stations H and J. 

The changes left the Library system with sixteen stations, 
only one of which is a shop station, as against twenty-two 
stations before readjustment, of which seven were shop sta- 
tions. The substitution of reading rooms as described gives 
to the public more space, more books immediately at hand, 
regular supplies of periodicals where none were accessible 
before, and much better service generally. This implies a 
distinct gain in efficiency; and, as might be expected, all 
the new reading rooms show an increased circulation, as com- 
pared with that of the shop stations which were discontinued. 

The actual opening of the reading rooms did not entail 
large expense, but the operating expenses of sucha room are, 
of course, greater than those of any single shop station. As 
stated, they perform a larger service, and the change per- 
mitted the closing of six of the least important agencies for- 

merly in operation. 

Besides the changes described, the Mt. Pleasant Reading 
Room on Dudley street was moved from the basement to 
larger and more convenient quarters on the first floor of the 
same building. 
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The general operations of the branch system are summar- 
ized in the following extracts, condensed from the report of Mr. 
Langdon L. Ward, the Supervisor of Branches and Stations : 


CIRCULATION. 


There is a loss this year in the total. circulation from the 
branches (764,434) of one-half of one per cent, the loss being 
chiefly from the direct circulation, that from the Central 
Library remaining nearly stationary. The South Boston, 
South End and West Roxbury branches are the only ones 
that have gained, the two former substantially. The loss at 
Dorchester and Jamaica Plain may be partly attributed to the 
establishment of Stations Q and T as reading rooms, but the 
chief cause of losses is usually an inadequate supply of 
books. 

The classified circulation of the ten branches (exclusive 
of circulation from books sent out on deposit) for two years 
is as follows :

The loss is chiefly in books for adults, especially fiction. 


DEPOSIT WORK. 


Deposits have been sent from the branches to 98 places, as 
against 97 last year. Sixty-four schools are regularly supplied 
by branches, as against 62 in 1904—05, and 270 teachers, in all, 
have been supplied, as against 266 in the preceding year. 
The number of volumes, however, sent to the schools by the 

ranches is only 12,166, as against 14,718 the year before. 
This is partly due to special conditions in the West End 
and Charlestown districts, but partly also to the fact, as one 
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custodian points out, that with increased knowledge of what 
the schools want, the deposits are so much more satisfactory 
that they are exchanged only at long intervals. 


PICTURES. 


The number of pictures lent by the branches to reading 
rooms, schools and clubs is 4,849 this year, as compared 
with 1,250 the year before. From the very small deposit 
collection at the Central Library there were also lent 632 
pictures. Probably no activity of the Branch Department 
has developed so much as this during the year. A revised 
list of the pictures and picture bulletins that may be had 
from the branches and from the Children’s Room, Central 
Library, was prepared and sent out a few months ago. A 
statement of what pictures can be furnished by the Fine 
Arts Department, Central Library, has also been sent out. 
There has been a large increase in the collections of pictures 
and picture bulletins of the branches and reading rooms. 
These are usually made from pictures cut from periodicals 
not needed for binding, or from material bought or otherwise 
secured by the custodians. ‘The cardboard for mounting is 
provided by the Library. While reading rooms have bor- 
rowed systematically from the branches, and more than ever 
this year, the larger reading rooms are beginning to have 
collections of their own, and almost all have at least a few 
picture bulletins. Several picture bulletins have been sent 
from the Children’s Rooms at the Central Library to two 
reading rooms. ‘The schools want especially pictures of 
birds and animals, and those which are related to geography, 
physical and political, to history and to the industrial arts. 
Such pictures we plan to supply, gradually and with little 
expense, from the branches and large reading rooms for the 
most part. A careful attempt is being made to ascertain 
and meet specific demands rather than to collect pictures on 
general subjects. 

A method of meeting the wants of the schools, under 
difficult conditions, is described in the following passage 
from the report of the Custodian of the Broadway Extension 
Reading Room: ) 

“As but small space is available at the station for pictures, 
effort has been made to adapt the poster idea to the situa- 
tion. Posters illustrating special cities, artists and famous 
men have been made and planned. These can be done in 
sets, to illustrate first the work of a special class and then 
used for general purposes. For instance, a French history 
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set, illustrating the geography-history work of the seventh 
grade (a subject passed over in two weeks by boys who have 
as background only their double promotion knowledge of 
American history, who many of them will get no other 
schooling on ‘ France’), consists at present of a poster on 
Joan of Arc, one on the French Revolution, one on Napoleon, 
with projected ones on the American Revolution in compari- 
son, on Parisian famous buildings, on famous French writers 
and scientists. These are mounted on sheets of uniform 
size and of a color especially associated with that country. 

; This is, of course, illustration and not fine arts. So 
faire it has interested the children much, and one teacher of 
an ungraded class proposes to adopt the scheme, and places 
her posters at our disposal for use at the station or for loan- 
ing to other schools. Competition is bound to improve the 
quality. Material for the station posters has been accumu- 
lating for some years, largely from condemned volumes of 
magazines. Appropriate pictures suitable for these grades 
can be supplied to the lower grades and the ungraded classes 
more easily than books, few of which exist.” 

Pictures from the Fine Arts Department, Central Library, 
have been sent each month for exhibition at the branches and 
reading rooms, as usual. They are more varied in subject 
as the central collection grows, and are more and more ap- 
preciated. One hundred and _ ninety-four portfolios of 
pictures were sent from the Central Library to schools and 
clubs through the branches and stations, as against 117 in 
the year 1904. 


BOOKS. 


The ten branches have received this year 3,291 volumes 
of new books, as against 5,799 volumes in the previous year 
(and 6,007 in the year 1903-04), a decrease of nearly one- 
half. The replacements are less by over 800 volumes. This 
reduced supply is chiefly due to lack of funds. 


EXPENDITURES — BRANCH LIBRARIES. 


The total expense of the ten branches is $63,701.83, which 
is an increase of $3,052.46 over the total for the year pre- 
vious. The increase is due to the greater cost of the South 
End Branch in its new quarters. The expense of this 
branch is $12,280.95 for the year, as against $8,788.51 in 
1904 and $4,539.17 in 1903. Books and furniture for the 
ten branches have cost much less, fuel less, light, rent and 
repairs more. If the South End Branch is left out, the 
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branches show a decrease in expenditure. ‘That is to say, the 
branches have cost less so far as regards things that it was 
possible to control. 


SCHOOLS. 


The total number of volumes sent to the schools from the 
Central Library and the branches is 19,092, as against 21,899 
volumes last year. The number of schools supplied is, how- 
ever, slightly greater. In one school-room of 50 pupils, to 
which 25 volumes were sent, each circulated 14 times, giving 
a record of 850 books read, or 7 volumes by each pupil. 

The bill for missing books for the year, which was paid 
by the School Department, was $37.40, as against $43.79 
last year. 

More Library finding lists have been sent to the schools. 

Registrations for Library cards have been taken, as usual, 
by the custodians of the branches and reading rooms. 

The establishment of new reading rooms and of new 
schools has made necessary a thorough redistribution of the 
schools, with respect to the relations of the branches and 
reading rooms of the Library to them in providing books 
and taking applications for cards. As before, each branch and 
each reading room is responsible for certain schools, and by 
co-operation with the Central Library the whole field is covered. 

The minute details of what is done for schools at the 
branches and stations cannot well be given. There is a con- 
stant effort to keep in touch with the teachers of the neigh- 
boring schools and to provide books and pictures on the 
subjects prescribed for study. The report of the Custodian 
of Station P illustrates this in a specially forcible manner. 

A circular of information was sent to the parochial schools, 
a few months ago, and ten of them are now supplied, as 
against four a year ago. 


CIRCULATION — STATIONS. 


The stations, schools, and institutions show a total circu- 
lation of 447,984 volumes, as against 444,410 volumes last 
year. <A few stations have lost in circulation, several have 
gained by being changed into reading rooms, others have 
been discontinued, and their use appears in the present fig- 
ures only to a limited extent. ‘The school circulation repre- 
sents a gain of nearly 6,000 volumes. ‘The proportion of 
fiction in the circulation of the reading rooms is approxi- 
mately 70 per cent. | 
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EXPENDITURES — STATIONS. 


The total cost of the stations is $25,584.62, as against 
$23,305.33 the year before. In the case of nearly every 
reading room except Codman Square, books have cost less 
than in 1904, but the large expenditure for that reading 
room makes the total greater. Rent has cost $4,870.83 
during the past year, as against $3,585 in 1904, but the 
increase is explained by the establishment of the new read- 
ing rooms. The amount spent for furniture is also much 
ereater, and for the same reason. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY ACTIVITIES — BRANCH DEPARTMENT. 


Deposit Work. 


We have sent from the Central Library 35,262 volumes 
on deposit, as against 35,090 volumes in 1904-05. The per- 
centage of fiction sent was 40.9, as against 42 per cent last 
year and 45 per cent the year before. The net gain in the 
deposit collection is only 987 volumes, as against 2,204 
volumes in the year 1904--05. This very small gain is due 
to the fact that a large number of replacements (more than 
2,000) have been held for consideration or refused. Of the 
27,612 volumes now in the deposit collection (of which 
several thousand are either permanently or temporarily dead 
books), 16,338 volumes are now actually out on deposit 
at branches, stations, schools or institutions. No collection 
of books in the Library is more thoroughly used or 
brings greater returns in use for the money expended 
than this. Less than 25,000 volumes of live books 
produce a circulation of approximately 281,000 volumes 
per year, almost as much as the total direct cir- 
culation of the Central Library itself. This implies many 
copies and a considerable number of new titles. The collec- 
tion is the chief resource of the reading rooms, most of which 
have not, like the branches, permanent collections, and it is 
the only reliance of ninety-seven schools and institutions. It 
is in reality not a part of the Central Library collection, but 
rather the undifferentiated library of the stations, schools 
and institutions. 

At the annual shelf reading two volumes only were 
unaccounted for. 


The Daily Issue. 


The total number of volumes issued. from the Central 
Library on cards sent from the branches and stations, by the 
wagons, is 89,121. This is 13,215 volumes less than were 
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issued in 1904. The issue for two years is divided into 
classes as follows:

Last year it was the circulation of adult books that 
increased ; this year, while both the adult and juvenile circu- 
lation have decreased, it is the former that shows the greater 
loss, more than 10,000 volumes in the class of fiction. There 
is a slight decrease in the proportion of unsuccessful cards, 
and the percentage of fiction in the unsuccessful applications 
is only 76, as against 79.9 in the year 1904-05. 

There was a substantial gain last year over the year 
1903-04 in the daily issue, and the loss this year corresponds 
approximately to the issue from the Central Library to 
Stations ©, M, U and Y, which were discontinued last 
spring. The readjustment, under the new conditions, of ap- 
plications that were made through these stations to the 
Central Library cannot be traced. But the establishment of 
the reading rooms, G, J, R and T, in place of shop stations, 
has brought in every case an increase of issue from the 
Central Library, except that the issue for J does not quite 
equal the issue for the two shop stations that it replaced. 
These were a considerable distance apart.

General. 


Several thousand volumes of books transferred from the 
branches to the Central Library have been disposed of this 
year, some of them having been sold, some added to the Cen- 
tral collection or sent to reading rooms. Last spring, when 
the Blagden-street basement had been cleared of former 
transfers, 4,700 volumes were brought in from Charlestown. 


THE Patent Room. 


During the year 68,078 books were consulted in the Patent 
Room. This is an increase from 49,631 as reported in 
1904-05. On the other hand the number of visitors for the 
purpose of consultation was 2,287, as against 2,426 in the 
preceding year. Of these 848 were non-residents. 

The number of volumes in the Patent Room has increased 
during the year from 10,155 to 10,537. | 


THE PERIODICAL Room.

It will be seen that the maximum attendance on any single 
day for the year (178) was recorded on February 5. 

The number of papers regularly filed at the beginning of 
the year was 812. During the year 13 newspapers have been 
added to the list and 9 discontinued, leaving 316 as the total 
number regularly received at the close of the year, January 
31, 1906. 

During the year the newspaper files (back numbers) were 
consulted by 1,562 visitors, of whom 590 were non-residents. 
The number of bound volumes consulted was 6,223, as “com- 
pared with 5,413 in 1904-05. 

The attendance in the Newspaper Reading Room at times 
exceeds the limit of its capacity. This is especially the case 
on Sundays, and it is frequently necessary to use vacant 
seats in the adjoining Periodical Room, in order to accommo- 
date the public.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1905-1906, 


To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 

The Examining Committee held its first meeting for organi- 
zation a re Lecture Hall of the Public Library, April 28, 
1905. . Solomon Lincoln, President of the Board of 
Ep ee was present to receive the members of the commit- 
tee, of whom thirteen were in attendance. 

Mr. Lincoln read the city ordinance relative to the appoint- 
ment of an examining committee, and explained briefly the 
nature of the duties of the committee. The committee then 
proceeded to organize by the election of Dr. George B. 
Shattuck as Chairman and of Miss Eleanor N. Colleton as 
Secretary. It was voted that the sub-committee should be 
appointed by the chairman, who requested that individual 
members should express any personal preference for service 
on special committees which they might entertain. 

Mr. Fleischner, the Assistant Librarian, came before the 
committee and answered such questions as the members 
desired to put in relation to the conduct of the various 
departments of the Library. 

The appointment of sub-committees was annie by 
mail April 29, and the chairmen were requested to call their 
committees together for organization. The Examining 
Committee met again May 15. Before the meeting those 
who wished to do so met the chairman in the Librarian’s 
office, and were shown over the various departments of the 
Library. The following sub-committees were announced :

The desirability of the purchase by the city of the Boyls- 
ton-street property of the Harvard Medical School, in case it 
should be for sale, was brought up by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Administration, and a favorable but informal 
opinion of such action was expressed. 

The majority of the committees reported fue their 
chairman that they had met and organized. 

The Examining Committee held a final meeting February 21, 
1906, to hear and discuss the reports of the sub-committees 
on what they had done and the suggestions they wished to 
make. Reports were received from all the committees. 
Nearly all of the committees had held several meetings dur- 
ing the year; most of the committees had been unusually 
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active and assiduous in endeavors to seriously observe and 
study the condition and the working of their departments. 
While the interest taken was very gratifying, it is proper to 
state that it was confined to a comparatively small number of 
the members of the General Committee. Some attended 
meetings constantly, some came occasionally, some, and 
those not a few, did not come at all, or took no part in the 
work of the sub-committees. 

At this final meeting the question of the acquisition by the 
city of the contiguous property of the Harvard Medical 
School was again discussed, and the unanimous opinion was 
expressed that it was most important that the Library should 
in some way control this property. 

The immediate and crying need of proper accommodation 
in a separate building for the branch library in the Charles- 
town District was emphasized, as also the less urgent 
requirement for better quarters in the East Boston District — 
the oldest branch of all. Improvements at the reading room 
on the Broadway Extension were also warmly advocated. 

The practice of story telling to children was brought up 
by Mr. Merriman, a member of the Committee on Adminis- 
tration. He had been much struck by its successful applea- 
tion at the Carnegie Library of Pittsburg, where it is 
understood the library is fortunate in having a very good 
story teller. The chairman is aware that this question has 
been discussed by the officials of our Library, and that a trial 
was made at the Brighton Branch. Its usefulness would 
probably be greater at some of the branches. It involves 
some expense and depends upon gifts of the story teller for 
its results. First rate story tellers for children are born, and 
if subsequently made are so only in a minor degree. The 
chairman has had submitted to him all the reports on this inter- 
esting subject from the Pittsburg Library, and the Committee 
expresses the hope that the Trustees will give it further 
consideration. 

It was voted that the chairman should make the usual 
annual report to the Trustees, and he accordingly appends a 
summary of the reports of the seven sub-committees as 
rendered. ; 

Administration. — The placing of one or more large chande- 
liers of twenty lights in the Catalogue Room of the Central 
Library would add to its cheerfulness and promote the efficient 
working of the Library by- facilitating the use of the card 
catalogue. When a suitable building for the Charlestown 
Branch is provided it should include large rooms for the use _ 
of children and good light for evening use. The same obser- 
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vation applies to East Boston also. The hanging of useful 
maps and engravings on the walls at the West End and 
South End Branches is recommended. A lighted sign at the 
front door of the Dorchester Branch is needed. Ceilings 
and walls at some of the branches should be cleaned and 
some new curtains provided for windows. 

This sub-committee calls attention to the contemplated 
sale of the adjoining property on which the Harvard Medical 
School building is situated, and would recommend the advisa- 
bility of considering the purchase of this land by the city. 
The Library at present has no accommodation for printing 
and binding, and this work is done in the building 42 Stan- 
hope street at an annual rental of $1,500. The objections 
to employment of land on the same lot with the Public 
Library for business purposes are obvious. In addition to 
the danger from fire and the interference with light and air, 
is the unfavorable contrast which a modern “ business sky- 
scraper ” would offer to the beautiful architectural effects of 
the present Library building. 

Books. — Many of the books of fiction in the branches and 
in the Central Library are in poor condition, dirty and ill- 
smelling because ill-used. Can blame for ill-use be fixed and 
penalties inflicted by means of greater care and watchfulness 
on the part of employees who deliver and receive books of 
_this class? What length of time might be considered to 
constitute the average life of a book of fiction? It may be 
easier to ask these questions than to answer them, but the 
committeee would not wish to have them answered by a 
diminution in the works of fiction. 

A greater number of books in foreign languages, when 
there is demand for such, seems desirable. The young 
should be brought up on English, but those in middle life 
and beyond can hardly be weaned altogether from customary 
reading. 

The question of keeping the books of reference in Bates 
Hall up to date is recognized as attended with some diff- 
culties. The space is limited, and often, in some subjects, 
when a new book is added an older, though perbaps an 
equally useful one, may have to be displaced. As a test of 
the serviceableness of this portion of the Library the follow- 
ing query was put to Mr. Bierstadt, the official in charge: 
What is the highest mountain in the United States south of 
Alaska? One hour and thirty minutes was spent in search- 
ing the reference books in Bates Hall, twenty-six in number, 
ranging fron 1889 to 1906, for the answer upon which these 
authorities agree. One important book of reference which 
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suggested the doubt giving rise to the question was not men- 
tioned. The result of the test cannot be considered as 
unsatisfactory. 

It is desired to say a good word again in praise of the 
management of the Children Department. 

Branches. — At the first meeting of this sub-committee the 
different branches and reading rooms were divided into 
eroups and apportioned to the members for visitation. The 
following suggestions for observation on visits were made by 
the chairman and approved: Ventilation and General Con- 
dition; Books: number, kind, condition; Foreign Books: 
character of population, condition of books; Magazines: 
what provided, what not provided but demanded, are those 
furnished adapted to the population of the neighborhood ? 
Patrons: are they chiefly adults or children? 

Mr. Ward, the Supervisor of Branches, whose unfailing 
courtesy is mentioned, was present at the first meeting, and 
subsequently proposed suggestions were discussed with him. 

The following suggestions are offered : 

1. More attention to ventilation of branches and reading 
rooms is needed. The air in many is very poor, and this, 
with the high temperature, makes continued study or intelli- 
gent reading almost impossible. 

2. Some method to obviate the filthy condition of books 
should be devised. 
3. More uniform helpfulness on the part of the assistants 
is desirable, especially to children and persons not well 
equipped to make the best use of the Library, and this is 
more true in the branches than in the Central Library. The 
instructions sent out by the Supervisor of Branches cover this 
suggestion, but the interpretation of these differs at the 
different branches, and thus their usefulness is greater or less 

in consequence. 

4. More accurate, ready knowledge on the part of assist- 
ants as to the available reference books on historical, geo- 
graphical and scientific subjects — especially of the more 
recent publications — would be desirable. | 

5. Probably occasional intervisiting of custodians and 
assistants of branches and reading rooms might be productive 
of more uniform, wholly satisfactory conditions such as 
already exist in many of the branches and reading rooms. 

Catalogues, Bulletins and Finding Lists. —'This sub-com- 
mittee has taken much pains in going over the subjects 
confided to it, and makes a very full report. It recommends 
that additional space for cabinets be provided for the public 
catalogue in Bates Hall, and more space for the co-operative 
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catalogue in Bates Hall, if the Trustees consider it advisable 
to continue this, and that some better method be devised 
for the general lighting of the Catalogue Room. Additional 
stack room for the shelving of books is urgently needed. 
And this observation has a direct bearing upon the ques- 
tion of keeping the reference library up to the highest 
standard. | 

In previous reports attention has been directed to the 
general condition of the card catalogues and finding lists in 
the main building and in the branches. The committee this 
year have taken up this subject and conclude that it is 
chiefly a question of expense, and think the renewal may 
safely be left to be attended to when the Trustees think it is 
expedient. The renewal of the card catalogue of stack four, 
circulating fiction, reprinted last year, shows how easily and 
successfully a renewal can be made. 

The expediency of furnishing a typewriting machine at 
some of the branches is suggested. Commendation is ex- 
tended to a catalogue, the work of Mr. Hunt of the Catalogue 
Department, making available many monographs in large sets 
and collections, which would otherwise be buried under the 
main title. At the branches it was found that the attendants 
had used leisure moments to re-write old and worn cards and 
that the general condition of the catalogue and lists is ex- 
cellent. In this connection this committee takes occasion to 
praise the skilful management of the branches and the de- 
votion of the attendants to their duties. ~ 

In conclusion, the chairman of this committee makes an 
interesting comparison between the report of the Library for 
1864, when he last served on one of these committees, and 
the report for last year, 1904-05. The death of Mr. Joshua 
Bates, sometimes spoken of as the founder of the Library, 
occurred in 1864. 

Finance. — The sub-committee on finance had not been 
called together in special meeting. The last printed report 
of the Trustees, recently issued, contains a financial statement 
from the Auditing Department for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1905, with the usual voluminous and detailed 
statistics. It did not appear to be expedient to call the com- 
mittee together to consider that report, inasmuch as a whole 
year of further business has already intervened. 

The system of accountability under which are conducted 
the receipts, payments, vouchers, counter-checks, etc., appears 
to be a strict and accurate one, and under the by-laws of the 
corporation the use of the funds is under the direct control 
of the Trustees. 
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The attention of the Trustees might be respectfully called 
to the increased and increasing amount of printing done by 
the Department of Printing. 

Fine Arts. — The report of the sub-committee on this de- 
partment is submitted in full: 

In the department of Fine Arts the committee believes 
the accessions to be judiciously chosen and sufficient in 
number to include all the more desirable works as they appear. 
It is rather with the circulation of such works than with 
their acquisition that a problem is presented. 

The resources of the Library in this department seem to be 
insufficiently understood and made use of. The excellent 
bibliography of architecture published eleven years ago should 
be brought down to date and re-issued, and the professional 
organizations of art students and architects should be invited 
to co-operate in its distribution among their numbers. 

It is further suggested that an experiment be made in 
printing upon mailing cards such portions of the monthly 
bulletin as relate to works of fine arts, not including music, 
and that these mailing cards be sent regularly, at cost, to all 
registered applicants. In this way the titles of all works in 
this department would be on file in many an office, workshop 
or studio whose inmates would be thus tempted to make use 
of such books. 

The committee is impressed with the probable value of an 
index of plates compiled from illustrations in this depart- 
ment, and by selection from other departments of the 
Library. Such an index has been found of great assistance 
to students in the Architectural Department at Harvard and 
the Institute of Technology. It makes immediately avail- 
able all the illustrations of any one subject that exist among 
the volumes or photographs in those libraries. With a far 
greater wealth of illustrative material, there is in the Boston 
Library no subject index to make such material available. 
The making of such an index is, however, very expensive, 
although a good beginning was made upon it some years 
ago, thanks to a private gift. The need of it can only be 
pointed out to the Trustees, with the recommendation that 
the work be undertaken as soon as provided for through gifts 
or bequests. 

Printing and Binding. — This department was visited 
several times, and the work seemed to be progressing with 
due economy and despatch. The appearance of thorough- 
ness and devotion on the part of the employees, and the 
courteous and ready attention of the superintendents are 
especially commended.

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The chairman of the general committee permits himself 
to add that those members of the committee who have inter- 
ested themselves in its work feel that they have themselves 
profited by the study of the detailed operations of a great 
and beneficent institution; they recognize that, even with 
their best endeavor, their observations must in so short a 
time be in some measure hasty and superficial; but they 
venture to indulge in the hope that some of their sugges- 
tions may be found practicable within the appropriations, and 
thought worthy, in the fullness of time, of bearing a little 
fruit.

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TRUSTEES FOR FIFTY—FOUR YEARS. 
The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 


Trustees from 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865; William 
W. Greenough, from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince, 
October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln has 
served since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five 
citizens at large until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless re-elected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board by an 
alderman and a councilman was abolished, leaving the Board 
as at present, consisting of five citizens at large, appointed by the 
Mayor.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1r,—In conformity to chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised 
Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report for the 
Department of Markets for the year ending January 31,1906. 

The work of the department has been of a general routine 
nature; the rents have been promptly paid, and the ordi- 
nances for the government of the market have been cheer- 
fully complied with; such repairs as have been necessary and 
come under the Department of Public Buildings have been 
promptly attended to, and the portion of the buildings used 
for market purposes will need only ordinary repairs during 
the year, except only the ceiling in the main passageway of 
Faneuil Hall Market, which has not been renewed since the 
completion of the building in 1826, and should now be 
replaced. I would suggest, if this is done, that it should be 
with a steel sheathing such as has been used to a great extent 
by the lessees in such parts of the market as come within the 
lines of their stalls. 

The convenience station in the basement of the market 
house, which was opened in 1908, has met every expecta- 
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tion that was hoped for, and has been a great accommoda- 
tion to thousands of people who frequent the market district, 
for whom, previous to this time, there was no arrangement 
provided. On account of these premises being below the 
line of tide water, we are frequently obliged to close them 
to the use of the public for four or five hours in times of 
heavy rains or high course of tides, and I would suggest as a 
remedy for this that a cesspool should be constructed between 
the outlet of the drainage and the main sewer to hold the 
waste at such times. Such an arrangement was previously 
provided, but when the apartments were reconstructed it 
was abandoned. It should be again provided. 

The pavement in North and South Market streets is in 
very bad condition, and should be replaced with a concrete 
base as has been done on all of the other streets directly sur- 
rounding the Market House. As sewer, gas and cold stor- 
age pipes in these streets have all been renewed within the 
past two years, it would seem as if these streets were repaved 
during the present season they would remain for some time 
without being disturbed. 

The quality of provisions brought to the Market have been 
excellent, and the laws recently enacted for the sale of pure 
food have been complied with in a manner satisfactory to the 
State Board of Health. During the year the department has 
condemned as being unfit to be used for food two hundred 
eighteen (218) lbs. poultry; fifty-two (52) lbs. veal; one 
hundred nineteen (119) lbs. mutton; three hundred five 
(305) lbs. fish; one hundred seventy-eight (178) rabbits, 
ducks and small game; besides large quantities of fruit and 
vegetables which have been sent to the dumping scow. 

The police assigned for duty in the Market Department 
have made eighty (80) arrests for the following offences : 
drunkenness, thirty (30); larceny, thirty-five (385); assault 
and battery, five (5); cruelty to animals, five (5); removing 
refuse unlawfully, five (5); total, eighty (80).

DEAR Sir, — The Board of Music Trustees respectfully 
submit their annual report, covering: the period from Febru- 
ary 1, 1905, to January 31, 1906, inclusive. 

During that period the membership of the Board has 
undergone one change. Mr. Charles T. Dolan, our colleague 
and chairman for more than three years, died September 18, 
1905, after a brief illness. A copy of the resolutions passed 
at a meeting of the Board after his death is appended to 
this report. Mr. Dolan was succeeded by Mr. Edwin A. 
Franklin, who, at a meeting held December 29, was elected 
chairman of the Board, Mr. Leahy continuing to act as sec- 
retary.

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The appropriation for the department this year was $16,- 
500. The expenditures. were $16,499.36. Office expenses 
consumed $2,122.45 of this amount, and the remainder was 
devoted to concerts. The number of concerts actually paid — 
for was seventy-eight, as against seventy-one in 1904, and 
sixty in 1903, the average cost per concert having decreased 
about 16 per cent. in the last two years. An itemized 
statement of the expenditures follows:

The expense of the concerts of July 4 was defrayed from 
the fund for Public Celebrations. 

The band, still consisting of thirty-nine players, was 
placed in charge of an experienced bandmaster, Mr. E. N. 
Lafricain, and an attempt was made to render music of a 
somewhat lighter and more festive character. It is a pleasure 
to note that the improvement in order and attention 
which set in last season has continued during the summer of 
1905. The deportment of the audiences on the Common 
has been ideal. The evening concerts, of course, though 
attended by enormous throngs, seldom approach this standard 
of behavior. Their excellence is purely relative, and most of 
them still leave much to be desired. Saturday afternoon 
concerts, like those given in Brooklyn, might well replace 
some of them, especially if the conditions recommended in a 
later paragraph of this report could be obtained. 

The importance of suitable surroundings at the concerts 
led the trustees to abandon some of the old locations this 
summer and to add several new ones. All of the new loca- 
tions proved satisfactory, and most of them were excellent. 

Valuable additions have been made to the library, and the 
department now owns a collection of music ample for its 
present purposes, the total cost of which has been very little 
greater than the rental formerly paid when the music was 
hired. 

A practice which may have to be abandoned, or greatly 
restricted, is the loaning of the bandstands now controlled 
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by the department. These stands were loaned nineteen times 
last summer, at a cost of $300. The expenditure seems a 
proper one, as the concerts assisted have all been public and 
free; but a limit must be set upon this form of generosity 
when it begins to interfere with the special and more impor- 
tant work for which the department was created. 


WINTER CONCERTS. 


The plan of the winter concerts remains the same as in 
recent seasons. Mr. Albert M. Kanrich has continued to 
serve as conductor, and the orchestra is selected from the 
best musicians in the city, several of them being soloists of 
established reputation. The attendance, now averaging 
about 650 to a concert, has shown a steady increase, and the 
attitude of the audiences, in most districts, is all that could 
be desired. The trustees have felt, however, that these 
concerts, unique and beautiful as they are, might be made 
more valuable as well as interesting by the engagement of a 
competent lecturer, who should preface the various numbers 
with explanatory remarks. This is the practice at the 
People’s Symphony Concerts given in New York, which, 
though not free ike the Boston municipal concerts, aim in 
a similar manner to uplift the people by refining their taste 
and broadening their interests. The moderate expense of 
such an additional feature is the deterring consideration, but 
we trust this obstacle may soon be removed. 

In their efforts to penetrate all sections of the city the 
trustees have opened three new halls this year, — namely, 
those of the Chapman, the Quincy, and the Ruger Wolcott . 
schools. They take this occasion to renew their acknowledg- 
ment of indebtedness to the School Department for the use 
of fifteen school halls, to the Public Buildings Department 
for the use of Curtis Hall, to the Board of Aldermen for 
permission to use Faneuil Hall, and to the Rector of the 
Church of Our Lady of Perpetual Help, Roxbury, for the free 
use of St. Alphonsus Hall. The list of winter concerts paid 
for during the fiscal year follows:

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In pursuance of their aim to establish the public music of 
the city on a basis at once economical, satisfactory to the 
lover of art, and creditable to a great metropolis like Boston, 
the trustees respectfully submit the following plans and 
suggestions for the improvement of the summer band con- 
certs. ‘These concerts, we are convinced, might mean much 
more than they do as a means of recreation and of unconscious 
education for the mass of the people. Under the conditions 
that now exist they never can achieve more than a limited 
success, and must fall far short of the influence for good 
which they might exert. The city has but one available 
bandstand, the stand on the Common having been withdrawn 
from use for the past three seasons. A great majority of the 
concerts have to be given on a rude portable platform, un- 
attractive in appearance and acoustically worthless. The 
locations, governed to a degree by the desire to reach all 
sections of the city impartially, are often far from ideal in 
character, though, perhaps, the best that a diligent search 
can discover in the various neighborhoods. 

The trustees believe that all band concerts should be 
given amid park surroundings and on suitable stands. The 
city has parks or playgrounds in almost every section, and if 
bandstands could be erected in these a new set of conditions 
would be offered which would exert a transforming influence 
on the summer work. It would be found that all the con- 
certs would approximate the model of those given on the 
Common, which are indubitably successful in the highest 
degree. 

Briefly, it is proposed 

(a) to build in the parks or playgrounds nine or ten new 
stands, making about a dozen music centres, or concert 
grounds, distributed in all sections of the city ; 
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(6) to absorb all the band concerts into these centres ; 

(c) to provide seating accommodations in the larger 
parks ; , 

(d) to give Saturday afternoon concerts throughout the 
season in places like Jamaica Pond, Franklin Park and 
Marine Park. 

These radical changes can be carried into effect without 
financial loss, and, in fact, with a saving of some $10,000, by 
devoting to the purpose the money now expended for teain- 
ing. 

At present the city pays a teamster $1,000 yearly, chiefly 
for storing and transporting from place to place an uncovered, 
portable platform, which can only by courtesy be called a 
bandstand. In twenty years this outlay, if continued, will 
amount to $20,000, exclusive of interest. For about $5,000, 
nine duplicates of the stand at Marine Park, which cost 
$971.44 and is highly satisfactory, could be built, and the 
life of each of these structures should be at least twenty 
years. For an additional $3,000, seats, in the form of solid 
benches encircling the stands, could be built at Marine Park, 
Jamaica Pond, Franklin Park, and elsewhere. The result 
would be a saving of, perhaps, $10,000 in twenty years. 
The city would own a dozen stands instead of two. The 
music would be heard to much better advantage and a higher 
order of selections would be relished. ‘The audiences would 
be, in part at least, seated and comfortable. The order 
would improve and the work of the police would be made 
easier. Better light could be provided for the musicians by 
means of electric attachments. ‘The attractive, though modest, 
appearance of the stands would add dignity to the concerts, 
and the presence of these permanent structures would be a 
constant reminder of the place which music occupies in the 
social organism and a perpetual invitation to use them. ‘The 
city concerts would derive these manifold benefits and con- 
certs arranged by private initiative would probably be multi- 
plied. 

It would be possible for the city, through an understand- 
ing between the Mayor, the Music Trustees, the Park Depart- 
ment, and the Superintendent of Public Grounds, to build 
these stands before next summer. The Music Department 
could pay for them by transferring $1,000 of, its appropria- 
tion each year to the sinking-fund. By the abandonment of 
the street concerts, now given on the portable stand, nearly 
the whole of this $1,000 would be saved to the department. — 

In pursuing this course, Boston would merely follow the 
example of New York, which has twenty-two park stands, 
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and, indeed, of most large cities. Instead of twenty-one 
locations, seven of them on street corners and only one or 
two provided with stands, our circuit would embrace twelve 
important centres, well distributed, nearly all situated amid 
park surroundings, and provided with bandstands and seats. 
For precedents in the provision of seats (if any argument is 
needed on that point), the department may point to Buffalo, 
San Francisco, London, and the beach resorts near Boston. 

A second improvement which would extend the work of 
the department while diminishing the proportionate expense 
is the division of the band. By increasing the membership 
of the present band to forty-six (the size of the municipal 
band of Philadelphia) the concerts on the Common and in 
one or two of the principal parks could be made more impos- 
ing; while this great band could readily be divided into two 
bands of twenty-three musicians, entirely adequate for the 
smaller concerts. By this arrangement the number of sum- 
mer concerts could be almost doubled, with a slight increase 
of the appropriation. The districts now calling for more 
music would be abundantly satisfied, and the result, taken in 
combination with the other plan outlined, — the transfer of 
all the concerts to attractive bandstands located amid park 
surroundings, — would be a complete transformation of the 
present course of summer music offered by the city to its 
stay-at-home residents. 7 

We respectfully urge both plans upon your attention with 
a view to action during the summer season of 1906.

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STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,202, a decrease of 46 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 294 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay-. 
ment for aid rendered to 161 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 460, 
exactly the same number as in the year previous. ‘The total 
number of cases dealt with since 1864 is 38,288.

We are now aiding but a little more than one per cent. of 
the population of Boston. ‘The past year has shown a reduc- 
tion both in the number of families aided and in the number 
of new applications for aid. The great business activity and 
the open winter have created a considerable demand for un- 
skilled labor. ‘To the fact that there is ordinarily no demand 
for this sort of labor during the winter months is attributable 
much of the distress among the poor. 

For many years past by far the larger part of our benefici- 

aries have been widows with young children, or old men and 
women too feeble to work. ‘The visitors are instructed to 
refuse aid to all families where there are able-bodied men, 
unless the man in the family is willing to work in the wood- 
yard for the aid given. ‘T’wo days’ work in the wood-yard 
entitles such a family to an order for $2 worth of grocer- 
ies. It will be seen that the number of men so working 
during the past year was one hundred and sixty-three, a 
reduction of twenty per. cent. over last year’s total.

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THE Woop YARD. 


Owing to the mild winter the sales of wood have fallen 
off considerably. Seventy-five cords of wood less than last 
year were sold in the three months of November, December 
and January, or a total of 403 cords sold this year against 
478 sold last year in the same three months. ‘This decrease 
was almost wholly in wood prepared for open fireplaces, the 
demand for kindling wood remaining normal. We wish that 
more people in Boston would help us by their patronage to 
carry on this most worthy charity which enables each citizen 
to ensure a good night’s lodging and breakfast to every 
homeless man applying for food or lodging. No one is 
turned away who is not in a state of intoxication. The 
Lodge is kept open till midnight, so that one need never fear 
to refuse aid to the street beggar even at a late hour of 
night, as a simple direction to the Wayfarers’ Lodge assures 
the applicant kind treatment and the required aid. 


THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. . 


The figures of admission to the Lodge show a great de- 
crease over last year. The number of admissions is one of 
the best barometers of the condition of the labor market. 
We said in last year’s report that “the population of the 
Lodge is quite likely to show that wholesome reduction which 
naturally follows upon the advent of better times.” This 
prophecy has been well borne out by the results. The 
number has fallen off from a total of 30,227 ia 1904 to one 
of 19,964 in 1905, a reduction of 10,263 lodgers, or almost 
exactly 34 per cent.

City TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Home was instituted for granting such temporary 
shelter and food as may be needed by persons who require 
such assistance, while endeavoring to procure employment, or 
to find friends who are able and willing to provide for them. 

The staff of the home consists of a matron with three 
assistants and a cook. 

The classes who frequent the Home are: 

First. —Shiftless women, almost habitual vagrants, com- 
ing frequently from prison. or almshouse, who work spas- 
modically. They cannot be refused admission, but they 
are not encouraged to come. We can do but little for them 
except to place them where they can earn their living for a 
while. 

Second. — Those worthy of aid. Young girls stranded in 
a strange city. Demented women waiting for the final dis- 
posing of their cases; young girls with babies from the 
lying-in hospitals, many of them needing to be taught how 
to take proper care of their children; wives and children of 
respectable working men, temporarily without shelter; found- 
lings, lost and destitute children. 

The matron superintends every department of the Home, 
and sees to the disposal of all the inmates. She succeeds in 
finding places at domestic service for most of those able to 
work, and the others are cared for in various ways. One 
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assistant matron has special charge of the nursery, the laun- 
dry and the serving of the meals for the inmates. Another 
assistant takes care of all the accounts of the Home, and 
keeps a card catalogue of the inmates, besides helping in 
other ways. She does not live in the Home. The night. 
matron has charge during the night of all admitted at night. 
She is in attendance in case of illness or infraction of rules 
in the dormitories, and attends all calls at the door. ‘The 
cook, besides preparing the food for the Home, has also the 
care of supplying bread for the Wayfarers’ Lodge. ‘The 
number of loaves sent to the Lodge this year was 8,319, 
about twice as many as were consumed in the Home. 

The accommodations of the Home consist of two nurseries 
for the children, one for day and one for night use. For the 
inmates a sewing-room, a sitting-room, a dining-room, laundry, 
two large dormitories, and four rooms for special cases such 
as illness, or mothers with a number of children. For the 
matrons, a sitting-room, a dining-room and four sleeping- 
rooms. For the administration, one committee-room and one 
office for receiving inmates. 

The children’s department of the city, and the depart-. 
ment of State minor wards and all private charitable societies 
avail themselves of the accommodations of the Home, for 
which the State alone gives compensation. 

In comparing the figures of this year with the one before, 
we find the number of lodgings furnished smaller and the 
number of meals to outsiders larger. ‘That’ may be due to 
the warm winter. The number of those known to have been 
in the almshouse only, and of those known to have been both 
in almshouse and prison is almost the same as the year 
before, and was undoubtedly composed of many of the 
same individuals. ‘Twelve women who had lost their trains 
were brought to the Home in the night by police officers, 
four who could not speak English, and six who were 
insane. The St. Vincent de Paul Society had thirty-five 
children at the Home who aggregated 116 days; the 
Federation of Jewish Charities had four children for a total 
of six days; the Children’s Aid Society, three children for 
twelve days; the Associated Charities, three children for 
twenty-six days; the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, twenty-three children for eighty-two days; the 
Society for Destitute Mothers and Infants, eighteen infants 
with mothers who together aggregated 142 days. 

The committee gratefully acknowledges the receipt of 
many useful articles, which have given much comfort and 
pleasure to the inmates. The list of donors is as follows:

PAYMENT OF PoLL TAXES. 


Under the present system of caring for the poor in this 
Commonwealth each town is obliged to care for all paupers 
who have a settlement in that particular town, regardless of 
their place of residence in the State. This settlement, which 
very often is in a town where the pauper family does not 
reside, is acquired in various ways, the most common being 
by the payment of taxes for three out of five consecutive 
years. The ordinary poor man pays no property tax, so that 
a legal settlement is most often acquired by a man by the 
payment of poll taxes. If the practice in regard to collect- 
ing poll taxes were uniform throughout the State, all towns 
would fare alike in the matter of the support of migrating 
paupers. But some cities and towns complain bitterly of 
Boston’s failure to collect, or even to attempt to collect, poll 
taxes. A very small percentage, less than twenty-five per 
cent. of the whole number of the poll taxes assessed in this 
city, are ever collected, whereas as high as ninety per cent. is 
collected in some of the Massachusetts towns. Thus it is 
quite possible for a man who is settled in a country town to 
move to Boston and reside there for many years without 
acquiring a settlement, so that if he seeks and obtains pauper 
aid it will be charged to and collected of the town from 
which he moved many years ago. 
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The injustice to the other towns and cities is even greater 
when we consider the working of the new law in regard to 
the collection of the expenses in the City Hospital and else- 
where of treatment of people afflicted with contagious dis- 
eases. Men who may never receive pauper aid either for 
themselves or their families, who earn from nine to twelve 
dollars per week, for instance, may have their children sent 
to the City Hospital when taken down with scarlet fever or 
measles or diphtheria. These men, not having paid poll 
taxes in Boston, acquire no settlement here, and the towns 
from which they may have come years before to find work in 
Boston are obliged to pay for the care of these children. 
The wrong done in this way is one of the chief causes of 
complaint from the officials of other cities and towns. Bos- 
ton could easily collect many thousands of dollars annually 
from the assessed polls, in addition to the meagre amount 
collected at present. The figures are most startling. Those 
for 1905 are:

If special officers were appointed in the tax collector’s 
office, who should devote their whole time to collecting the 
poll taxes assessed each year, two desirable ends would be 
accomplished. ‘The city would collect some hundreds of 
_thousands of dollars annually from people who now pay 
absolutely nothing for the many benefits common to all 
citizens, such as parks, streets, lights, pavements, water and 
sewers, and Boston would cease to be open to the charge of 
unfair treatment of the other cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth. The comparatively small additional expense 
arising from Boston having to pay for support or hospital 
care of the people who would thus acquire a settlement here 
would be much more than offset by the large amount of 
money collected from all classes of male voters who now con- 
tribute nothing to the support of their chosen city. We 
would respectfully suggest that some action be taken in the 
matter of the collection of poll taxes. 


HospirAn MATTERS. 


In behalf of the Trustees of the City Hospital and of the 
Board of Health this Board has continued the collection of 
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the expense of the care at the City Hospital of sick persons 
not legally settled in Boston. <A visitor and two of our 
clerks have been stationed there during the entire year who 
have devoted all their time to this work. They are occupied . 
in getting histories of the patients admitted to the various 
_ wards, both inside and outside of the Hospital, by talking 
with the patients and looking up settlements at their homes, 
or among their friends, or at the Collector’s office at City 
Hall. There has been a most gratifying increase in the 
amount of work done and the amounts of money collected 
this year, aS will be shown by the report below. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Chapter 213 of the Laws of 1902 provides that “ reason- 
able expenses incurred by the Board of Health of a city or 
town in making the provision required by law for persons 
infected with the smallpox or other disease dangerous to 
the public health shall be paid by such person or his parents, 
if he or they be able to pay, otherwise by the city or 
town in which he has a legal settlement; such settlement 
shall be determined by the Overseers of the Poor. If the 
person has no settlement such expense shall be paid by 
the Commonwealth.” These bills have to be approved by 
the Board of Health. In addition to determining the settle- 
ments, as required by the above law, the visitor of the 
Overseers of the Poor at the City Hospital in Boston acts 
as duly appointed agent of the Board of Health in collecting 
the sums due from the State and the cities and towns for 
the care by our hospital authorities of patients with diph- 
theria, scarlet fever or other contagious diseases.

It will be seen from the above that we have’ collected 
$66,402.15 during the past year, no cent of which comes to 
the benefit or credit of our department. This we have done 
at a direct expense to us of $3,058.29. In addition to this 
our office force and our visiting staff have done a great deal 
of work in notifying other cities and towns of cases, collect- 
ing bills and investigating settlements. All this is aside 
from our especial work of caring for the poor in their homes. 


WoMEN WITH YOUNG CHILDREN. 


A large number of the families aided by us are made up of 
women with young children. The husband and father has 
died or deserted his family, who are forced to apply for city 
aid till such time as the children are old enough to help sup- 
port. We have a special committee to look after cases o 
this kind, and much special work is accomplished. Our 
efforts are almost always supplemented by other organiza- 
tions. Sometimes we only help other charities to care for 
such families. Our visitors and our sub-committee by no > 
means limit their efforts to ameliorate the condition of these 
unfortunates to supplying their physical wants. Often we 
give them needed advice about schools or diet. We assist 
them to find places to work, or we aid in placing one or more 
of the children among families or relatives, or obtaining 
assistance from distant relatives. Notinfrequently we are in 
consultation with their teachers or clergymen so as to be sure 
we are doing the best thing possible for the family. 


EXPENSIVE BURIALS. 


The Board has several times called attention to the need- 
less expense incurred by the families of the poor in 
burying their dead. The desire to have a funeral on a 
grand scale leads them to deny themselves necessary nourish- 
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ment in order to keep up their payments on their mortuary 
insurance policies. The Board has adopted the rule not to 
aid the family of a deceased person when the cost of a recent 
burial has exceeded $65 in the case of an adult and $35 for 
a child. Visitors are required to notify all families aided, 
where there is sickness, of this rule of the Board in order that 
a proper economy may be exercised and that the small re- 
sources of the family may be husbanded for the needs of the 
living rather than spent in foolish pomp and display. Often- 
times the blame is attributable to the action of the undertaker, 
who possesses himself of the insurance policy and uses up 
the greater part of its proceeds in burial expenses. 


REDUCTION OF INTEREST. 


City of Boston notes to the amount of $203,000, held by 
the Board as Trustees, were paid off at maturity during the 
past year and the proceeds reinvested in other notes of the 
City of Boston bearing interest at 33 per cent. ‘This means 
a substantial reduction in the income of the trusts, as many 
of the maturing notes bore interest at 5 and 6 per cent. The 
total amount of the funds in our hands has increased during 
the year $13,841.96, and now stands at $809,273.41. 


BOYLSTON EDUCATION FUND. 


The decrease in the rate of interest upon tlie notes of the 
City of Boston in which, in accordance with wise tradition, 
the nioney belonging to this fund has been invested, has re- 
sulted in a corresponding decrease in the amount of money 
which can be expended by the Board as Trustees for the 
‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphans and deserted chil- 
dren of the Town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 
There are now supported on this fund twenty-three children, 
which is the utmost that the income now warrants. They 
are boarded out in care of various institutions, and regular 
reports in regard to the children are made to the sub-com- 
mittee of the Board, and visits.are occasionally made by the 
committee, or the full Board, to the receiving institutions. 


Trust FUNDS. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $809,273.41. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
‘ton, the Boylston Relief, ths David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt and the Thayer Funds is 252, an increase of sixteen 
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over the number aided on February 1, 1905. During the 
year twenty have died, one has gone to an insane asylum, 
two to almshouse, one left the State, and in four cases we 
have stopped the pensions which we had been giving. Forty- 
four new names have been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $6,049.39. 

For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1905, see state- 
ment submitted herewith. Extracts from the wills estab- 
lishing these trusts will be found at the end of this report. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer, submitted 
herewith, show receipts and expenditures during the last 
twelve months in detail. The books and accounts have been 
audited by an expert accountant whose certificate is hereto 
annexed.* A schedule of the personal property in our hands 
February 1, 1906, is also annexed.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
‘ SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund. — This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “ A.B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice 
Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pember- 
ton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Sam- 
uel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A citizen of 
Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Hig- 
ginson, Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from Benja- 
min Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion 
of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of the 
city. 

eo. Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and decayed 
householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty years of 
age, persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture and instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the town of 
Boston until 14 years of age.”’ 

Mason Fund. — A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called”’; interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salaries of the chaplains of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786; “income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar 
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for the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence 
of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged to take shelter 
in the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Over- 
seers of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always 
giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the pos- 
session of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of 
Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity. — Is a fund contributed by the 
late-Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of. citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity in 
all its forms in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of human life and render the condition of the 
poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.—'The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: ‘Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: * Income 
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to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
cireumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said 
festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said 
Selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of 
said Brighton in sucha manner as said Selectmen shall judge 
best and most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
such paupers. . 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, 
sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund. — A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— A legacy from the 
late Moses Hunt: ‘“‘ The income to be devoted to the relief and 
welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said 
Boston which was Charlestown.” Ten thousand dollars, re- 
ceived March 7, 1889, has been invested in a City of Boston 
note. 
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Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — A bequest of Caroline 
C. Thayer (who died about 1891) to be paid over to the 
city after the death of two sisters, the last of whom died in 
September, 1899. The fund was received in May, 1900. 
‘¢Income to be annually appropriated for the benefit and use 
of Protestant widows and single women, without distinction 
of color, preference always to be given to those who have 
seen better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the will 
of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in accord- 
ance with the wish of the donor.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the year ending January 31, 1906. 

The only construction work of importance done by the 
department during the past year, for which special appro- 
priations were provided, has been the improvement of several 
of our playgrounds. ‘The principal work was done at the 
Marcella-street, Randolph-street, and Columbus-avenue play- 
erounds, which have been graded and fenced, and shelter and 
sanitary buildings constructed. A smal! addition was made 
to Marcella-street playground by taking land, reserved, in 
the first instance, for a street, which was afterwards found to 
be unnecessary. The removal of the buildings formerly on 
the land, and the building of a retaining-wall, now in progress 
and which will permit of filling out to the new line, will 
make a large addition to the area of this playground. ‘The 
new locker and sanitary building adds much to the usefulness 
of this playground. 
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Commonwealth playground, located on the filled land 
belonging to the Commonwealth at South Boston, has been 
put in charge of the Board by the City Council, and we have 
built there a small sanitary building and put the playground 
in good condition for use. The uncertain tenure under 
which the City has this playground prevents the Board from 
considering further construction work here. 

The part of Columbia road remaining unfinished east of 
the bridge over the Old Colony Railroad has been practically 
completed. This is the last of the work which the Street 
Department was authorized to do under the Parkway Act of 
1897. The opening of this road throughout its entire length 
from Franklin Park to Marine Park adds a little more than 
four miles to the parkways now under control of the Board, 
and unites the urban and Marine Park systems, making a 
continuous park drive of about twelve miles. 

The retention of Fort Independence by the United States 
Government still postpones provision for proper shelter and 
conveniences for the public on Castle Island. This delay 
in turning over the fort to this department has been due to 
the storage in the fort of submarine mining property, which 
is awaiting accommodations to be provided elsewhere. We 
are constantly urging the War Department to remove this 
property so that the control of these buildings shall pass to 
our hands, as was contemplated by the resolve of Congress 
placing the island under the control of the City as part of its 
park system. 

The Street Department, under authority of the Charles 
River Basin Act of 1903, has completed the new foul-flow 
conduit in the Fens and rebuilt the seven-foot Stony brook 
conduit, through which the water of Stony brook now finds 
access to Charles river. This relieves the Fens from the 
contamination to which it has long been subject from this 
source. The dredging of the Fens’ basin, provided for in the 
act referred to, has also been completed in the upper basin. 

Chapter 89 of the acts of 1905 authorized the Board to 
exchange land with the Museum of Fine Arts and to enter 
into an agreement with it for relocating and reconstructing 
the Huntington avenue entrance, upon the southerly side 
of which the new Art Museum is to be built. Mutual con- 
veyances of the lands in question were accordingly made, by 
which the City conveyed to the Art Museum 22,481 square 
feet of land adjoining the Museum site, receiving from its 
Trustees a deed for 34,559 square feet of land in exchange. 
We also conveyed to the Museum, for the consideration of . 
twenty-three thousand dollars, 9,676 square feet of land on 
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the opposite side of the Huntington avenue entrance, and 
made an agreement with the Trustees, for the above-named 
consideration, for them to reconstruct the entrance and the 
parts of the Fens in the vicinity of the entrance which required 
rearrangement. ‘These changes will give a better shaped lot 
for the new Art Museum, and are also to the public advantage 
in improving the park lines. 

Commonwealth avenue from Beacon street to the Newton 
boundary line was, late in the year, placed in charge of this 
Department by the City Council. The roadways are very 
much worn and need resurfacing, for which work we shall 
require an appropriation, as well as for loam and trees, which 
are now much needed. The poor condition of the roadways 
is partly due to automobiles and the high speed at which they 
have beenrun. ‘This addition of 9.8 miles of roadway, giving 
us forty-two miles of macadamized roads which can only be 
maintained in good condition by frequent rolling with a heavy 
roller and judicious watering, will necessitate a further addi- 
tion to the number of steam rollers and water carts in use by 
the department, and will make a considerable increase in our 
expenditures for maintenance. 

We regret to be obliged to state that, under the present 
inadequate appropriations for maintenance, the general 
quality of the upkeep of our parks and playgrounds is deteri- 
orating. A certain amount of new work is given to the 
department each year, to meet which insufficient or no pro- 
vision is made. The result is that many of our roads are 
worn to the foundations and are in need of heavy repairs, and 
our trees and shrubs show the lack of good cultivation. 
This deficiency in the appropriations is very much to be 
regretted, most of all for the sake of the trees, on whose 
health and proper growth depends so much the beauty and 
value of Boston’s parks and playgrounds.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT AND JAMES 
M. PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed under the direction of your Board during the year 
ending January 31, 1906. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The improvement in the woodlands generally throughout 
the department becomes more noticeable with each season. 
Our work in thinning out overcrowding or worthless growth, 
and the cutting off of dead and diseased limbs, shows its 
good results in.the feathering out of the trees and the more 
vigorous undergrowth of native shrubs and herbaceous 
plants, strengthened by our letting in light and air. 
Another factor in the improvement of these woodlands has 
been the mulching of the surface with loam where the soil 
covering was found to be thin or poor in quality. We have 
done considerable of this work, yet much remains to be done. 
Many of the old woodlands in Franklin Park are situated 
on rocky slopes with a hght covering of loam for their sup- 
port. Additions of loam (for which we need additional 
appropriations) to trees growing under such conditions would 
materially increase their growth and beauty. 

During the past fall and winter extensive preparations 
were made for spring planting, a large number of holes 
being carefully prepared along the Canterbury-street border 
for young oaks. On Juniper hill ground was prepared for 
planting oaks and junipers, and preparations were made along 
the face of the slope of Scarboro hill for planting thorns, 
dogwood and other large-growing shrubbery. Arrangements 
for. this sort of planting were also made on the edge of the 
young plantations on the opposite slope of the hill, along the 
Circuit Drive. The material for this work is all at hand in 
the nurseries of the department. Ground was prepared last 
spring in the Wilderness for a colony of mountain laurels. 
The plants were collected from native stock, which had been 
cultivated in the department nurseries for four years, and 
were in fine condition. The planting forms an irregular 
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grouping along the road and bridle-path in the Wilderness, 
and promises, in a little time, to be a very pleasing feature. 
The young tree plantations are generally in good condition. 
Much better growth, however, would accrue each year did 
our means permit of a higher degree of cultivation. 

Smoke conditions are becoming more serious with each 
season. Evergreens especially show the effect very markedly. 
At the present rate of increase of smoke pollution in the 
atmosphere a very few years will see the end of evergreen 
conifers in our parks, except as stunted, blackened specimens. 
Therefore the planting of conifers for permanent effect would 
seem to be unwise. 

Efforts have been made for the past two seasons to breed 
pheasants in the park, by using domestic hens as brooders. 
Last year about fifty were carried through until fall, enough 
of which still remain to interest visitors to the park. 
Quail, too, are protected and fed in winter, and are fairly 
plentiful in the Arboretum and in Ifranklin Park. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM, THE ARBORWAY AND JAMAICAWAY. 


Except the ordinary work of maintenance, no work of im- 
portance was done in the Arboretum. Along the Arborway, 
Jamaicaway and Riverway a heavy thinning out of large 
shrubs was made. ‘These were principally cornels and vibur- 
nums, which encroached, by overhanging growth, on roads 
and paths. 


OLMSTED PARK. 


In Olmsted Park little was required outside of the work 
of maintenance. As in the Riverway, the remarkable growth 
of the tree and shrubbery plantations called for a large 
amount of thinning out. 


THE FENS. 


The work of the Sewer Department in the Fens, together 
with the changes consequent on the new alignment of the 
property of the Museum of Fine Arts, and the filling in of 
the new Fens’ playground, made this part of the park system 
anything but an agreeable place during the past season. The 
Fenway drive and adjoining planting spaces over the conduit 
were restored, and some planting was done. Work is now 
in progress on the grading near the Museum grounds and 
gatehouses, with the prospect that the greater portion of this 
ground will be ready for planting in the spring. 
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The work of filling the new Fens’ playground is still in 
progress, the material being mostly received from the Sani- 
tary Department. At the present rate of progress the filling 
will not be completed until the end of summer. 

The pumping of sewage from the bottom of the Fens’ pond 
by the Sewer Department is not yet completed. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The young elms planted in the spring of 1904, between 
Dartmouth street and Brookline avenue, have made an excel- 
lent growth. 

CHARLESBANK. 


The construction work of the Charles River Basin Com- 
mission has interfered sorely with the comfort and convenience 
of those using this recreation ground. However, the marginal 
conduit along Charles street is now completed, and the work 
of restoration of the surface can be undertaken. 

The gymnasiums were as usual well patronized. In the 
men’s outdoor gymnasium classes for boys and young men 
were conducted, as in the past. The report of the Massachu- 
setts Emergency and Hygiene Association, giving an account 
of the work done in the women’s and children’s gymnasium, 
will be found elsewhere in this report. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The trees at this attractive resort continue to make 
excellent growth. In consequence, the slopes, which six 
or seven years ago were bare and wind-swept, now give a 
pleasant shade to the many thousands who visit the park 
during the season. ‘The success attending the efforts to es- 
tablish tree growth on Wood Island demonstrates clearly 
that the islands in the harbor could be much enhanced in 
beauty were such portions as could be devoted to the purpose 
planted with suitable trees. 

The gymnasium, also the tennis, baseball and cricket 
grounds were well patronized during the summer season. 
As usual, the gymnasium and baseball grounds were flooded 
in winter for skating. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 
Only the ordinary work of maintenance was required here. 


MARINE PARK AND STRANDWAY. 


During the hot weather Marine Park and Castle Island 
are the most popular portions of Boston’s system of parks. 
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On the bridge or pier promenades, on the soft turf under the 
walls of Fort Independence, or under the fine old horsechest- 
nuts and elms of Castle Island, a cooling breeze can always be 
found. ‘The harbor views, also, are attractive. Many thou- 
sands enjoy these advantages on fine Sundays and holidays. 

The Strandway drive is now completed, making a continu- 
ous drive on well-kept parkways from Marine Park to the 
Public Garden, a distance of twelve and one-half miles, pass- 
ing on the way through Franklin Park, by the Arnold Arbore- 
tum, through Olmsted Park, the Riverway and the Fens. 

The portion of the Strandway lying between Newman 
street and the railroad bridge is not yet planted. The ground, 
however, is prepared and planting will be commenced with 
the opening of spring. This planting, with the loaming of 
the railroad slopes and the grading between the walk and the 
beach, was not done by the Street Department as part of the 
Strandway construction. An appropriation is needed for 
this work, also for the erection of a fence on the loam space 
extending through the section where it is impossible other- 
wise to protect the trees and shrubbery. 

Filling is still being received opposite Newman street. A 
large part of the newly filled area is now levelled and is used 
as a playground. ‘This area could be somewhat enlarged 
were an appropriation made for the removal of the barn and 
the establishment of an administrative yard on a lot nearby, 
owned by your department. 


CHESTNUT HILL PARK. 


The dwelling-house and barn fronting on Commonwealth 
avenue have been sold and removed, the cellars filled up, and 
some grading done. From lack of an appropriation, no work 
has been done toward the development of the land last pur- 
chased for the planting of a screen belt. 

Large crowds frequent Chestnut Hill Park on Sundays. 
Tennis, football and baseball fields are furnished on the 
playground and many enjoy the sports. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


Talbot and Blue Hill Avenues. 
(77 Acres.) 


Franklin Field, with its forty acres of level field, offers 
great advantages for sport and is the most popular of the 
department’s playgrounds. It cannot be termed a local 
playground ; it is a meeting place for contestants in athletic 
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_ sports from every part of Boston and the surrounding towns. 
Eighteen or twenty baseball games between regularly or- 
ganized clubs are frequently played on a Saturday afternoon. 
Three cricket creases and nineteen tennis courts are also 
furnished and are much in demand. 

The seven or eight acres which were plowed, levelled and 
seeded last spring, although used during the summer, have a 
fairly good sod considering the adverse conditions. Another 
area, of about the same size, of the roughest part of the 
ground, was turned under by the plow in the fall and will be 
levelled and seeded next spring. An enlargement of the 
levelled ground is much needed. A large piece of the 
nursery will be cleared next spring. An appropriation, 
however, will be required to get it into suitable condition for 
play. A building, too, is much needed to serve for sanitary 
and locker accommodations. At present the players have no 
facilities for changing or for safe-storing their clothing. 
An appropriation for the above-mentioned purposes is much 
needed. The field, as usual, was flooded and used for 
skating last winter. 


CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
Dorchester Avenue and Park Street. 


(5.8 Acres.) 


A portion of this playground is furnished with simple ap- 
paratus for the use of the children. A female teacher is in 
charge, and the results have been very satisfactory. ‘Tennis 
and baseball are popular features of the playground. In the 
winter a part of the ground is flooded for skating. No work, 
other than that of maintenance, has been done during the 
past season. 


SAVIN HrtL BEACH. 


Springdale Street, Dorchester. 
(18.6 Acres.) 


There is need of further extension of facilities for bathers 
at this popular resort. We now have eighty-five closets for 
men and women and two hundred and ten clothing lockers 
for boys. To relieve overcrowding, plans are in preparation 
by your department for the erection of a building to contain 
five hundred and forty-eight lockers for men. This will en- 
able us to turn over the old building of eighty-five closets to 
the exclusive use of women. ‘The beach is in need of sand. 
An appropriation for this purpose is desirable., Skating was 
provided at this playground during the past winter. 
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NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 
Neponset Avenue, 


(18 Acres.) 


This is a convenient and popular playground for baseball 
games. <A playground for children was established here two 
seasons ago. Swings, teeter-boards, tilting-ladders and other 
simple apparatus were installed, and this part of the play- 
ground was placed in charge of a female teacher. 

___ An appropriation is needed for the purchase of loam for 

levelling the inequalities of the marsh, as the levelled portion 
is now too small for the demand for baseball diamonds, and 
preparations for utilizing more of the marsh should be made. 
A good area of ice for winter skating is provided at this 
playground. | 


Mystic PLAYGROUND. 
Chelsea Street and Mystic River. 
(2.3 Acres.) 


No work was performed on this playground, except the 
usual care of the grounds, which contain a children’s corner, 
with apparatus, under the care of a teacher. A baseball dia- 
mond is also maintained. 


RoGERS PARK. 
Lake and Foster Streets. 
(6.9 Acres.) 


An appropriation is required to place the brook, which 
runs across the lower end of Rogers Park, underground. 
This will permit of the enlargement of the levelled area for 
play, which isa work much needed. It would also be desirable 
to prepare the ground and to plant trees on the boundaries of 
the playground. A dam was placed across the outlet of the 
brook last fall, and a skating pond made. 


NortH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 


Western Avenue and Harvard Street. 
(14 Acres.) 


An extension of the graded area of this playground, to 
meet the growing demand for ball diamonds, is desirable, and 
an appropriation for the purchase of loam, to fill up the 
inequalities of the meadow lands, is required. ‘Trees should 
be planted on the boundaries of the playground without 
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unnecessary delay. This will require an additional appro- 
priation for the preparation of the ground. The playground 
is flooded for skating. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 
La Grange Street, near Centre Street, West Roxbury. 
(11 Acres.) 


No work except that of maintenance was done at this 
playground during the past season. Another large sink has 
developed in the centre of the playground. This is caused 
by the shifting of the boggy subsoil, over which the original 
filling was placed. Tennis, baseball and football are the 
favorite summer games; in winter the ball field is flooded 
forskating. Shelter and sanitary accommodations are needed. 


ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 
South Walter and Robert Streets. 
(3.7 Acres.) 


About one hundred linear feet of bleachers have been 
erected in this playground. A shelter and sanitary building 
are needed. The playground is very much used, the summer 
games being tennis and baseball; in winter the field is flooded 
for skating. 


COLUMBUS-AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 
(5 Acres.) 


Here the Civic League bears the expense of kindergarten 
and athletic instructors, and also of a teacher in gardening 
work. Provision is made for baseball games, while for boys 
and small children separate enclosures are provided, in 
which gymnastic apparatus, sand-boxes, etc., are installed for 
their use, and many little gardens are cultivated. The 
grounds are flooded for skating in winter. 


PRINCE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Prince and North Bennet Streets. 
(0.4 Acre.) 


This playground, located in one of the most congested 
districts, contains teeter-boards, swings, tilting-ladders, etc., 
with a female teacher in charge. This all too little play- 
ground is very much appreciated by the children of the dis- 
trict in which it is located. 
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FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Corner of M Street, South Boston. 
(4.6 Aeres.) 


The frame work of the out-door gymnasium was set up 
during the past season ; an appropriation is needed to com- 
plete its equipment. The grounds, as usual, were flooded 
in the winter for skating. 


FELLOWS-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Fellows and Hunneman Streets. 


(0.85 Acre.) 


This playground required only the usual work of main- 
tenance during the past season. It is equipped with simple 
gymnastic apparatus for children, a female teacher being in 
charge. A sanitary building is needed. 


COTTAGE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Near Maverick Street, East Boston. 
(8.85 Acres.) 


This playground is much used for baseball, and is flooded 
in winter for skating. The pressing needs are fencing and 
sanitary accommodations. 


Forest. Hintus AND Mt. HopE PLAYGROUND. 


Between Washington and Florence Streets. 
(9.6 Acres.) 


The drainage of this playground has been much improved 
by deepening the brook and running a series of tile drains 
through the lowest parts of the grounds. While the field is 
in fairly good condition and space can be found for at least 
three diamonds, an appropriation for grading would largely in- 
crease its usefulness. Sanitaryaccomodations, too, are needed. 


MARCELLA-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Marcella and Ritchie Streets. 
(4.5 Acres.) 


During the past season a contract was made for the re- 
moval of the old “Home” building and the erection of a 
sanitary and locker building. The sanitaries are completed 
and are now in regular use. The lockers, however, are not 
yet constructed. To overcome the steep grade of the play- 
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ground a retaining-wall, with return wings, was built at the 
lower end adjoining the yard of the City Sanitary Depart- 
ment, and the entire playground was graded to an average 
pitch of 27 inches per 100 feet. The grading is now 
nearly completed. The result is very satisfactory, the new 
grade being easy and no obstacle to good play, while, at the 
same time, a large amount of useless space has been made 
available. This playground is in a populous locality and 
cannot fail to be of great benefit to a large number. 


RANDOLPH-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Albany and Randolph Streets. 
(2.8 Acres.) 


This playground is located in a populous district and con- 
tains facilities for ball playing. Children’s gardens border it on 
three sides. These gardens are protected from flying balls 
by high expanded-metal fencing, and from wandering dogs 
and careless feet, on the street side, by low pipe fences, the 
panels of which are filled with woven wire. Sanitary ac- 
commodations were provided during the past season. A 
children’s corner, provided with simple apparatus, occupies 
one corner of the playground. ‘This is supervised by a female 
teacher. The grounds are flooded in winter for skating. 


COMMONWEALTH PLAYGROUND. 


This playground, the fee of which is in the Commonwealth, 
recently put in our charge, has accommodations for five base- 
ball diamonds. It has also a corner well adapted for a 
children’s playground. Sanitary accommodations for men 
have been provided during the past season. The grounds 
are suitable for arrangements for flooding in winter for 
skating. 

SPORTS. 


On account of the mildness of the past winter, there was 
not much opportunity for skating, tobogganing and curling. 
There was a slight falling off in golf attendance during the 
season, the number being 28,000 against 32,000 of last year. 
Tennis was very popular. Baseball, as usual, took the lead ; 
of all sports it seems to be the favorite and to retain its hold 
the longest. The demand for football grounds was greater — 
than ever before. |

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSA-— 
CHUSETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSO= 
CIATION IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND 
CHILDREN’S DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 17, 1906. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN,— Our report for this, the fifteenth year of our 
superintendence at Charlesbank, presents no new features of 
special value. The everyday occurrences among the women 
and children, who pass so many of their hours at the lodge, 
on the green or in the gymnasium, though of interest to us, 
have not sufficient importance for a public record. Yet it is 
in the management of such trivial incidents that we find en- 
couragement for the friendly supervision we give. 

The numbers in attendance have been surprisingly good 
when the inconveniences connected with reaching the lodge 
are remembered. Before another season it is expected that 
they will be done away with by the completion of the bridge 
and the laying of the big sewer, when the place again will be 
in order. 

Miss Cutler, the superintendent, was assisted through the 
summer by Miss Mary J. Price, who won the love of the 
children, interested them in their games and was skilful as 
teacher of gymnastics. 

With the closing of the autumn work in October, Miss 
Cutler’s resignation, which was tendered several months pre- 
viously, took effect. She has been the devoted, efficient, wise 
superintendent for many years, giving a personal attention to 
the children that greatly benefited their health and their 
character. Her sincerity enforced the value of her discipline, 
while her cordiality made the children feel at ease with her. 
She has left to the lodge the many books she had collected 
as reading matter for the women and girls, also numerous 
games, scrap and picture books. 

Owing to the difficulty of access, the evening classes have 
been discontinued for the winter. The lodge, however, with 
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its big upper playroom, is open every afternoon for several 
hours, and in the autumn and spring there is much time 
which the children can spend on the playground. Miss 
Emma A. Phelps, who so often has acted as vacation super- 
intendent, is in sole charge of this daily afternoon care of the 


children.

PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT, 
28 CouRT SQuARE, Boston, February 1, 1906. 


Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Pauper Institutions Trustees respectfully sub- 
mit herewith their report for the financial year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1906. 

This department has charge of the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital at Long Island, the Almshouse at Charlestown, and 
the steamer “ John Howard.” 

The Board remains as constituted at date of last report, 
Mr. W. Prentiss Parker serving as Chairman, and .Mr. 
Walter Hunnewell as Secretary. 

The force in the Boston office, where the bookkeeping for 
the institutions is done, has likewise remained unchanged, 
and the work of the office has been satisfactorily conducted. 

The total amount appropriated for the use of the depart- 
ment for the fiscal year was $205,100. The total amount 
expended was $211,265.61. 

The Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island has con- 
tinued under the superintendence of Mr. James F. English, 
who was appointed on November 1, 1904, during the period 
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in which the department was under the charge of Hon. John 
B. Martin. To his energetic oversight much improvement 
in the condition of the buildings and grounds is due. The 
hospital has been under the immediate and efficient charge of 
Dr. Simon F. Cox, assistant geet Ea and resident 
physician. 

The Board cordially recognize the valuable services of the 
Visiting Medical Staff. 

During the year the resignations were received of Dr. 
Abner Post, consulting surgeon, and Dr. Paul Thorndike, 
visiting surgeon of the Visiting Medical Staff, to both of 
whom the hospital is indebted for valuable service during 
many years. 

The average daily population at Long Island has been as 
follows :

The per capita expense per week in the hospital has been 
$5.42. 

The per capita expense per week in the almshouse depart- 
ment has been $2.29. 

The per capita expense per week in the entire institution 
has been $3.87. 

The appropriation for the maintenance of the institution 
at Long Island for 1905 was $146,500. The expenditures 
exceeded this appropriation by $8,858.92. 

This deficit occurred notwithstanding careful supervision 
of the expenditures, and but for the postponement of numer- 
ous essential repairs and improvements — postponement un- 
wise from the standpoint of true economy — a much larger 
deficit would appear. 

During the year the new mortuary building was completed, 
the main autopsy-room being made practicable for pathologi- 
cal work. 

Steel balconies and fire-escapes were constructed on two 
stories of the women’s building, surrounding three sides of 
the rear open area. 

A crematory for the destruction of sputum cups, cloths, 
bandages, etc., was erected on the south side of the island, at — 
a considerable distance from the buildings, and has been in 
successful operation. 

The receiving-room for patients on the wharf at Long 
Island has been enlarged. 
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A dining-room has been provided for the matron and her 
assistants in the women’s building, thus relieving them of the 
necessity of taking their meals in the men’s building, a disa- 
greeable walk in stormy weather. 

Construction of a sea wall has been begun at the base of 
the bluff in the rear of the women’s dormitory, where the 
steady encroachment of the sea endangered the safety of the 
women’s building. This wall will be completed when the 
winter season ends. 

Substantial and necessary improvements have been made 
in the piggery, to its decided physical and sanitary benefit. 

New return steam pipes have been laid between the various 
buildings and the boiler-room, the old pipes having been 
found to be thoroughly honeycombed. 

This, together with new water-heating apparatus installed 
in the boiler-room, should result in an important saving of 
fuel. 

Various other minor alterations and improvements have 
been made to the buildings, but, as previously stated, large 
and much needed repairs have been omitted because of 
lack of money. 

The farm, as will be seen by the accompanying statistics, 
was fairly fruitful, and with the help of prison labor has been 
conducted at small expense, and consequently shows a large 
percentage of profit. 

During the summer a number of prison laborers, assigned 
by courtesy of the Penal Institutions Commissioner, Hon. 
John B. Martin, were employed on the farm, and performed 
much work which could not have been accomplished by the 
inmates of the institution. The prisoners were kept entirely 
separate from the inmates, and had no intercourse with them, 
marching directly from the boat to the scene of their labors 
and directly back again. 

The yield of milk is unfavorably affected by the inferior 
type of cattle composing the herd, and efforts are being made 
to improve this. 

On June 8, the regular graduation exercises of the Training 
School for Nurses were held in the chapel. Addresses were 
made by the Chairman of the Trustees, by Rev. Joseph H. 
Rockwell and Rev. John F. Magrath. Diplomas were 
awarded to eighteen nurses who had completed the full 
course. 

The number of the resident unpaid medical staff has been 
increased from four to six, while the salaried office of Second 
Medical Officer has been abolished. The doctors have per- 
formed their duties with skill and earnest devotion, and the 
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nurses have performed their trying labor faithfully and in an 
evident spirit of cheerfulness. The number of nurses has 
been increased by two. 

The constant ministrations of the Resident Chaplain, Rev. 
Matthew McDonald, have been a solace to the inmates, and 
have contributed in no small degree to their contentment. 
The Visiting Chaplain, Rev. William B. Toulmin, has likewise 
been regular in his attendance and faithful in his ministra- 
tions. 

The general discipline of the institution has been well 
maintained, and the superintendent has made no use of the 
small rooms formerly used for solitary confinement. 

Increasing Feebleness of Population. — 'The increase of the 
aged and feeble element of the population demonstrates 
clearly that the character of the entire institution at Long 
Island is steadily progressing toward that of a great chronic 
hospital, and emphasizes the need of developing the institu- 
tion along that line by the adequate enlargement of hospital 
facilities and equipment. At present some of the wards of 
the men’s and women’s buildings are virtually hospital wards, 
and, as a result, during the winter of 1904-05 the men’s 
building was badly overcrowded. 

Nearly 900 cases, or practically 75 per cent. of all admis- 
sions to Long Island during the past year, were sent directly 
to the hospital, and the number of indigent chronic sick will 
inevitably increase. ‘The problem of suitable provision and 
care for them cannot be ignored. It is immediate and press- 
ing. They can neither be abandoned nor neglected. Human- 
ity dictates that they be afforded all possible relief. 

The proper care of the chronic sick requires much more 
labor than that of the average acute patient, because it 
involves frequent changes of bedding and of clothing, and in 
most cases those who are more or less able to move about are 
unable to dress or undress without assistance. 

Tuberculosis. — The benefit and comfort of the large 
number of patients suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis 
has been throughout the year a matter of anxious concern. 
The men patients occupy the new wing, built in 1902, con- 
taining fifty-one beds, and also a large ward in the main 
hospital. All women suffering from tuberculosis are in a 
ward in the main hospital. Under these conditions there 
can be no complete segregation of these patients, and their 
presence in the main hospital is a source of apprehension 
and danger to other patients. , 

The new wing should be enlarged to accommodate all men 
suffering from tuberculosis. While it may be unwise at 
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the present time to build a new detached wing for women 
patients, there should be such enlargement and alteration of 
the lower. wing of the main hospital as would admit of 
effectually shutting off two wards from the others, placing 
the tuberculosis patients at the end of the wing, shut away 
from other patients, with broad sun platforms kept wholly 
for their use. 

Even though a large consumptive hospital may soon be 
erected elsewhere, there will still be need of additional hos- 
pital accommodations at Long Island for the proper care of 
other chronic diseases, while this increased accommodation is 
of vital importance now not alone to the unfortunate suf- 
ferers from tuberculosis themselves, but to other patients who 
are of necessity placed in close proximity to them in the 
main hospital. 

Vital statistics of the phthisis cases treated at Long 
Island are, viewed by themselves, decidedly misleading. 
The great majority of eases received at Long Island are those 
in which the disease has so far progressed that admission to 
other hospitals is denied. 

In some cases the pulmonary tuberculosis results from ex- 
cessive physical abuse and over-indulgence. Frequently it 
is complicated by the presence of other disorders. Under 
the law, this department cannot exercise complete jurisdiction 
over these patients. The result is that many who reach the 
hospital in a condition of almost complete exhaustion and 
emaciation, after making marked improvement in weight and 
in strength, exercise their privilege of leaving the hospital, 
frequently only to return after a short period in a condition 
as bad as or worse than when they first entered. 

These conditions necessarily result in a high rate of mor- 
tality, but it is not due to causes for which the location or 
treatment are responsible. 

As frequently recommended by the Visiting Staff, a more 
complete segregation of venereal patients should be provided 
for. 

The Nurses’ Home.—The Nurses’ Home is much too 
small to accommodate the present nursing force, six nurses 
being compelled to sleep in small quarters in the hospital 
close to their wards and to their daily work. This does not 
afford the nurses the refreshment derived from changed sur- 
roundings when off duty. 

The nature of their work is exceptionally exhausting, and 
they are justly entitled to cheerful living conditions away 
from hospital sights and sounds during the hours when they 
are off duty. 
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The lack of proper dormitory accommodations prevents a 
much-needed enlargement in the staff of nurses, which is 
insufficient for the proper care of the present hospital popu- 
lation. Accommodations should be provided for at least 
twenty additional nurses. When the nursing staff is too 
small each nurse is on the verge of overwork. Some do 
overwork and fall ill, thus further reducing the efficient staff. 
This makes the situation more difficult for all, and eventu- 
ally the patients necessarily suffer, as only the absolutely 
imperative needs can be met, and measures of alleviation 
have to be omitted. 

The increase in the nursing staff at the Long Idlaiid Hos- 
pital has not kept pace with the increase in the hospital 
population. In the year ending January 31, 1902, the aver- 
age daily population in the hospital was 226. In the year 
ending January 31, 1906, the average daily population in the 
hospital was 296, an increase of 70 patients. During the 
same period there was an increase of but three in the staff 
of nurses. 

Laundry. — The plans for the present power-house, built 
in 1899, included three sections. The appropriation for that 
year only permitted the construction of two-thirds of the 
building. The remaining one-third, which was designed to 
contain drying-rooms, sorting-rooms, etc., is now impera- 
tively needed. 

At present the laundryman, with help of paid laundresses 
only one day in the week and such inmate workers as can be 
detailed, receives and sends out weekly some 22,000 pieces. 

Without enlarged equipment and more paid help the bed 
linen and clothing of inmates cannot be properly washed and 
rinsed, while much of the clothing can only be nO ee 
whereas it should be mangled or ironed. 

For safety, cleanliness and comfort alike, the laundry 
department should promptly be enlarged and more fully 
equipped with laundry machinery, and there should be a 
larger number of paid help. 

Men’s Building. _— The renewal and scientific alteration of 
the plumbing in the men’s building has become a sanitary 
necessity, and ordinary prudence demands that it be not de- 
layed. 

New Steamer. — There is urgent need of a new steamer to 
replace the “ John Howard,” now thirty-one years old. This 
boat is unsafe, unreliable, inadequate and expensive. It is 
frequently out of commission because of necessary and 
expensive repairs. There is imperative need for unfailing 
and quick service between Long Island and the city, alike 
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for the transportation of patients and for emergency calls 
upon the visiting staff. 

Wharf. — The front wharf on the north side of the island 
is very much out of repair. It does not afford adequate or 
safe provision for the steamer service, and should be enlarged 
and rebuilt in such manner as to be available at all tides and 
in all winds. 

Receiving-room. aah proper receiving-room or shelter for 
patients who are brought to the Boston wharf in advance of 
the arrival of the steamer upon which they are to be carried 
to Long Island should be promptly provided. It now fre- 
quently happens that patients are brought to the wharf some 
hours before they can be,.placed on board the steamer. 

Central Kitchen. — The economy and efficiency of the ser- 
vice and the palatableness of the food served would be 
greatly promoted by the erection of a central kitchen, closely 
connected with the various buildings. The present multi- 
plication of kitchens is decidedly more wasteful and less 
efficient than a single kitchen properly conducted. 

Cold Storage Plant.— A cold storage plant with greatly 
enlarged refrigerator space should be provided. The old 
power-house affords available space for installation of the 
necessary plant. ‘The present refrigerator is inadequate as 
well as inefficient. ‘The quality of the meats served would 
be much improved by such enlargement. 

Employees. — The difficulty of securing efficient help at 
Long Island is greatly increased by the small salaries which 
many of the officers and attendants are now of necessity 

aid. 

7 Permanent residence at Long Island is decidedly unat- 
tractive. The life there is one of almost unvarying monot- 
ony, and steps should be taken to provide opportunities for 
some pleasant social life for the large staff of officers, both 
men and women, among whom are many who from year to 
year give patient, cheerful and unselfish service in the work 
which they have undertaken. 

Recreation Hall.—-A recreation hall for officers and 
attendants, which would provide a general meeting place, 
where healthful pastimes might be enjoyed, would be an im- 
portant help in this direction, and would tend very greatly 
to the creation of a more cheerful atmosphere, which would 
in turn redound to the decided improvement of the service 
and benefit of the inmates. 

Almshouse, Charlestown. — The Almshouse at Charlestown 
has, in an economical manner, been so conducted as to lift it 
above the ordinary plane of similar institutions. It is in 
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fact difficult to associate it with them in view of its well- 
ordered, homelike atmosphere, and general air of comfort and 
contentment. 

The Superintendent, Miss Sarah G. Weeden, and officers 
are to be commended for these most gratifying results, and 
for the excellent condition of the entire plant. 

During the year many improvements have been accom- 
plished, of which the most important has been the practical 
rebuilding of the cellar under the south side, the installation 
of a new thirty-eight horse-power brick-enclosed boiler, 
and complete laundry machinery and steam clothes-drying 
equipment.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, LONG ISLAND. 


ALMSHOUSE AND HospiraL, LoNG ISLAND, 
Boston HARBOR, January 31, 1906. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The report for the Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island, 
for the year ending January 31, 1906, is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

During the year there were 1,224 admissions to the insti- 
tution, 896 going to the hospital. There were 13 births, 
making a total of 909 hospital cases, or 74 per cent. of all 
admissions. | 

During the year considerable has been accomplished in the 
way of much needed repairs and improvements to the plant, 
among the chief items being a fire-escape on the women’s 
building; the building of a crematory for destroying sputum 
cups, bandages, etc.; clapboarding the rear of the women’s 
building; a new altar erected in the chapel; two shower- 
baths installed in the toilet-room of Ward B; a sterilizer for 
babies’ milk; a linen-room built in the basement of the west 
wing; a new dining-room for the matrons in the women’s 
building ; an addition of ten feet to building on westerly 
wharf, and the new and old hospital, men’s dining-room, 
men’s kitchen and dormitory have been painted. 

The hospital kitchen has been enlarged and thoroughly 
overhauled, and telephone service connecting all parts of the 
institution with the westerly wharf has been installed. 

Work on the embankment in the rear of the women’s build- 
ing (a sea wall) was begun, but owing to the cold weather 
we were obliged to stop work until the coming of the spring, 
at which time we will begin again and carry the work ahead 
until completed. A hot closet has been placed in the in- 
mates’ dining-room of the men’s building, making the serving 
of food more satisfactory. Window screens and doors have 
been made for the new hospital; a Jenkin’s heater has been 
installed in power-house, and 800 feet of steam pipe have 
been laid to replace old pipe. The machinery in the laundry 
has been put in good repair and the plant is now in fair 
condition. 
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The farm has been productive of good results the past 
season, and with the land in better shape than it has been 
for some years I look for still better results the coming 
season. The roof of the barn has been repaired and is now 
in first-class shape. Our piggery has received a thorough 
cleansing inside, has been painted outside, and is in fair con- 
dition. A hennery has been built, and has thus far proved a 
success. Our herd is in healthy condition, but not large 
enough to meet our demands. 

I would renew my recommendation of last year for a new 
westerly wharf, the present one being in very bad condition. 
I would recommend that the old boiler-house have an addition 
of two stories; that a cold storage plant for the preservation 
of meats, vegetables, etc., be installed in the basement, and 
that the first floor be connected with the present inmates’ 
kitchen, thereby enlarging the same. This could be made a 
central kitchen at a small cost by the addition of subways to 
the various buildings. The first story of the addition could 
be made a recreation hall for officers or for holding entertain- 
ments, which at the present time are held in the chapel; the 
second story to be used for sleeping accommodations for 
officers, which would relieve the. crowded condition now 
existing. 

The electric wiring in the various buildings is in very bad 
condition, and I would recommend that the same be enclosed 
in conduits to insure better protection. 

The number of consumptive cases is largely in excess of 
what we can properly care for, and immediate steps should be 
taken to isolate the remaining cases. 

In closing I wish to thank those who have donated books 
and papers for the use of the inmates; also to those who have 
volunteered their services in giving entertainments; to the 
chaplains, who have ministered to the wants of the sick and 
dying, and to the officers under my charge I return my thanks 
for duty well performed. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the Board of Trustees for 
the kind and courteous treatment which I have received at 
their hands.

I respectfully present my report for the Charlestown Alms- 
house for the year ending January 31, 1906. 

I am again gratified that the closing of the year finds our 
almshouse in most excellent condition, both regarding the 
health and comfort of the family and. in the prosperous tone 
of the institution throughout. 

The installation of a new boiler, hot-water heater and drying- 
room and the removal of all our laundry machinery to a re- 
modeled basement has been most successfully accomplished, 
filling a long and seriously felt need, and bringing great com- 
fort and convenience to the entire household. 

Our garden has been unusually productive, providing 
summer vegetables for officers and inmates and a fine lot for 
winter, for which we have built a new storage-room. A 
number of young rock maple trees have been planted on the 
grounds in the hope that they may replace the shade of the 
old elm trees which are gradually disappearing. | 

The clergy of St. Francis de Sales’ church have been most 
prompt in their many ministrations to our people, and we 
have deeply appreciated it ; also we would gratefully acknowl- 
edge the visits and entertainments of kind friends and much 
acceptable literature from the Boston Public Library. 

I would recommend new sanitary flooring for portions of 
the basement and a new officers’ bath-room. 

I cannot too deeply appreciate the loyalty of my officers, 
to whose faithful devotion to the institution and harmonious 
relations with each other we owe much. 

I wish to thank your honorable Board for your courtesy 
and support.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1906. 
To the Board of Pauper Institutions Trustees: 


The Visiting Staff has repeatedly called attention to the 
fact that the inmates of the Long Island Institution should 
be placed essentially in the category of the sick. In addi- 
tion to the large number suffering from well-defined disease, 
there are many others who, through the infirmities of age, 
should be classified as hospital or infirmary patients. The 
number of chronic sick is evidently increasing, year by year, 
and it is equally evident that they must be cared for by the 
city in the most humane possible manner. The problem is a 
perfectly definite one, and one which must be met in the 
near future. The matter resolves itself into the simple 
question: What is to be done with the chronic sick in this 
city? Are they to be treated simply as city charges, or are 
they to be given the advantages of the best possible modern 
medical treatment, under conditions which will remove them 
from the social stigma of pauperism? Ordinary justice 
requires that the latter course be adopted, and we have no 
doubt that public opinion will finally demand that the patient 
suffering from chronic disease is in no respect to be treated 
differently from the patient suffering from acute disease. 
This end cannot be attained until the name of the institution 
at Long Island ischanged. We would, therefore, recommend 
that measures be taken to substitute for the present name, 
which emphasizes the fact of pauperism, a title which will 
express the function of the institution and yet remove from 
it the stigma with which it is now associated in the public 
mind. If, for example, it could be called the Hospital for 
Chronic Disease and Home for the Infirm, it would continue 
to fulfil its necessary function, and also do justice to that 
most unfortunate class in the community — the chronic sick. 

In the last report reference was made to the question of 
tuberculosis as it presents itself at the Long Island Institu- 
tion. During the year which has elapsed much attention has 
been given to the subject both at Long Island and elsewhere. 
Certain misconceptions have apparently arisen which require 
explanation. It should at the outset be borne in mind that 
the results of treatment at Long Island for this class of cases, 
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as indicated by the mortality report, is not an exact criterion 
of the character of the work being done nor of the fitness of 
Long Island as a place of treatment for tuberculous cases. 
It should be remembered that the patients admitted to Long 
Island are as a rule in the advanced stage of the disease, and 
also frequently in poor condition owing to their previous 
habits of life and surroundings. It is, therefore, manifestly 
unfair to compare this class of cases with others which are 
selected for treatment. In general, all things considered, 
tuberculous patients have done well at Long Island Certain 
improvements in their care might be made in providing a 
more liberal diet. It has unfortunately not been possible to 
rectify the overcrowding; we beg leave, therefore, to call 
attention again to the regrettable situation which necessitates 
the treatment of tuberculous patients along with others 
suffering from non-tuberculous disease. 

Venereal disease should also as far as possible be treated 
in separate wards. While every care is now being taken by 
those in charge to prevent contagion, and we believe with a 
great measure of success, the danger cannot be entirely 
eliminated with the present imperfect separation. We beg 
leave, therefore, to call your attention not only to the situation 
regarding tuberculosis, but also to the lack of isolation of 
patients suffering from venereal disease in its contagious stage. 

It is furthermore desirable that more isolation rooms be 
provided for those cases of acute infectious disease which 
arise, from time to time, in the hospital wards. Patients, for 
example, suffering from erysipelas should at once be isolated 
from others to preclude the possibility of a spread of this 
virulent infection. Under present arrangements this is pos- 
sible to a certain extent, but in the opinion of the staff fur- 
ther provision should be made, particularly in view of possible 
emergencies. 

The Training School for Nurses is now established upon a 
firm basis and is doing excellent work. Not only are the 
nurses efficient in the hospital, but after graduation they are 
also succeeding in private nursing. The establishment of 
this school must be regarded as a far-sighted policy on the 
part of its originators. Itis unnecessary to reiterate the assist- 
ance which such a nursing staff affords the physicians and the 
ereat benefit resulting to the patients under their charge. 
The work of this hospital is peculiarly difficult, and more 
nurses are required. It would be to the decided advantage 
of the institution if the nursing force could be increased 
within-reasonable limits. The difficulty of securing suitable 
orderlies has presented itself at Long Island as elsewhere. 
It is hoped that arrangements may be made by which more 
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competent men for these positions may be secured than has 
in general hitherto been the case. 

A significant change in the hospital service has been 
effected during the past year by the increase of the number 
of house officers from four to six. The addition of two 
more physicians has both simplified and systematized the 
medical work which the house officers are called upon to do, 
and must in every way be regarded as a step in progress. 
It also does away, in our opinion, with the necessity of a 
second paid resident medical officer, and should, therefore, 
tend not only toward greater efficiency in medical manage- 
ment, but also toward greater economy. We wish here to 
express our appreciation of the conscientious and _ self- 
sacrificing work of the Assistant Superintendent and Resi- 
dent Physician, Dr. Simon F. Cox. His careful supervision, 
combined with his medical knowledge, has made possible 
much of the development of the past year. 

Several changes have been made in the personnel of the 
visiting staff since the publication. of the last report. 
During the past year Dr. Abner Post resigned his position 
on the staff which he had held since its organization. Both 
the staff and the hospital will feel the loss of his services 
and advice. Dr. Paul Thorndike has resigned as visiting 
surgeon and Dr. John Bapst Blake has been appointed in his 
place. Dr. Francis W. Palfrey has been appointed in place 
of Dr. H. A. Christian, resigned, as an assistant visiting 
physician, and Dr. Louis P. O’Donnell has been appointed an 
assistant visiting neurologist. After a long period of ser- 
vice, Dr. George B. Magrath resigned as pathologist in order 
to accept a position on the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health. Dr. Magrath’s service to the hospital during his 
incumbency can hardly be over estimated. Not only was he 
interested in the development of his special department, but 
also in every movement which tended toward the improve- 
ment of the institution as a whole. His resignation from 
the staff was a source of deep regret, in part palliated by 
the appointment of Dr. Simeon B. Wolbach, who is carrying 
on and extending the work which Dr. Magrath inaugurated. 

We wish finally to express our appreciation to your Board 
and to those directly connected with the management of the 
institution for consistent co-operation in the efforts of the 
staff to develop and improve the medical work.

I hereby submit my report for the year ending January 31, 
1906. 

The minor complaints of the inmates, treated in the dis- 
pensary, have been surprisingly small in number; this I 
think is due to the excellent hygienic conditions maintained 
at the institution. 

Only two cases were transferred this year to the hospital 
at Long Island; a great many cases were treated in the in- 
firmary wards with gratifying results. 

There were 6 deaths during the year, 2 men and 4 women ; 
one man, age 77, died of dilatation of the heart, the other 
man, of the same age, of pneumonia; of the 4 women, one 
died of acute gastritis, age 77, another of cerebral hemor- 
rhage, age 71, a third of the same cause as the second, age 
74, and the fourth of heart failure after long existing endo- 
carditis, age 72; average, 75 years.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous _ 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The hospital 
buildings are modern in all their appointments, and contain 
three hundred beds. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of. all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and manage- 
ment of the pupils in the Training School. 

The course of training requires two years, and includes gen- 
eral, medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of 
Nurses and the graduate head nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating-room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; bathing, prevention and dressing 
of bed sores; the making and applying of bandages, applying 
of fomentations and poultices and minor dressing, cupping, the 
administration of enemas, and use of the female catheter. 
The pupils are also given lessons in massage. Maternity 
nursing is taught by practice in the confinement rooms, 
which includes digital examination of patients. Instruction 
is also given the pupils how to act in the various emer- 
gencies which arise in child bed. Pupils are taught how to 
cook and serve food for the sick in a proper manner, the 
feeding of helpless patients, and the feeding and preparation 
of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms in 
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& proper manner, and the way to take care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin; 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons, not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the Superintendent they will 
be received for four months on probation. 

At the end of the four months, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examinations, 
they will, upon the termination of their service, receive 
the diploma of the hospital. ¥ 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 
Pupils are required after they join the school to wear the 
Training School uniform and regulation shoes.

Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER- 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the Pau- 
per Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and 
the Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, 
are hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. The provisions of chapter two hundred 
and sixty-six of the Acts of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the departments 
of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except 
as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said depart- 
ments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven ; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trustees 
shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for the 
remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without compen- 
sation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the per- 
formance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved by a 
recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring such 
expense is a member. ‘They shall organize on the first Monday 
of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by the 
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choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments, shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Srcr. 8. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the House of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital Depart- 

ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter: 
one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton Insane Hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Secr. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint one 
assistant. 

Secor. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
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report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co- 
ordination of such work, and at said conferences said mayor 
shall preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or 
more of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor thereof, 
by the officers in charge of such department or departments. 

Srect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Srcr. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and 
to be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or 
transfer shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor.

The number of commitments to Deer Island during the 
past year was 8,045 males and 1,187 females, making a total 


of 9,232. 


The daily average was 1,264, as compared with 


1,555 the previous year, a decrease of 232 males and 59 
females, a total of 291; 6,333 males and 973 females, a total 
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of 7,306, were sentenced for drunkenness ; 3,976 males, 230 
females, a total of 4,206, for non-payment of fine; and 1,712 
males and 214 females, a total of 1,926, for. various offences 
other than drunkenness. These figures show a gratifying 
decrease in the number of persons sent to Deer Island, and 
is evidence that the ee laws are being carried out more 
generally. 

Five hundred éwenty males and 199 females, making a 
total of 719, were released during the year by the Commis- 
sioner. Of ‘éhia number 31 males and 14 females, a total of 
45, were returned to the institution, having broken the con- 
dition of their probation; 616 paid fines, amounting to 
$4,750.16. 

Two hundred seventy-seven males and 66 females, a total 
of 842, were admitted to the Observation Hospital; this is 7 
less than last year. Some other hospital should be provided 
to eare for this class of unfortunates, who have committed no 
crime, and who should not be sent to a prison hospital. 

The cost of maintenance of the House of Correction will 
show a decrease as compared with last year. 

The health and discipline of the inmates is excellent. 

Religious services, Catholic and Protestant, were held as 
usual, the men attending worship in the chapel of the old 
prison and the women in the chapel of the new women’s 
prison. ‘The chaplains attend to sick calls and visit the hos- 
pital and the prisoners generally, and by their advice and 
assistance much good has been accomplished. 

Electricity is being substituted for gas and oil in all the 
buildings. 

The consolidation of the heating and power plants at Deer 
Island would result in a great saving of expense for fuel and 
maintenance. 

The work on the reservoir, under the charge of the 
Engineering Department has been done satisfactorily, and 
excavations for the basins about completed, and the main 
water supply connected with 1,681 feet 12-inch pipe. 

During the year the old laundry building has_ been 
remodelled, and a butcher shop, icehouse and store for general 
supplies, and eighteen sleeping-rooms equipped with electric 
light, steam heat, closets, etc., for the officers, have been con- 
structed in the same. 

A new dining-room for the officers has been built in the 
old prison. 

The dining-room for the men prisoners has been remod- 
elled and has now ample capacity to seat at one time all the 
inmates. 
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Recreation yard laid out,:enclosed by fence; also new 
sanitary in connection with Men’s Prison has been con- 
structed. 

The steamer “ Monitor” has been doing the work of 
Deer, Long and Rainsford Islands, and in addition to the 
large amount of freight has carried 107,558 passengers dur- 
ing the year. 

‘The wharf at Eastern avenue, where the steamer “ Moni- 
tor’ docks, was in such bad condition that it was necessary 
to replank same, repair electric wires and closets in the deten- 
tion room, at an expense of one thousand two hundred 
twelve and £2. dollars ($1,212.92), which sum was charged 
to the account of steamer *“* Monitor.” The wharf is nowina 
good substantial condition. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner, of the Women’s Prison 
Association, gives her time and personal advice to the women 
prisoners and donates during the year many delicacies, 
books, magazines and articles of wearing apparel, which are 
very much appreciated by them. Her work is unselfish, and 
its result encouraging to these unfortunate women. 

His Honor the late Mayor Patrick A. Collins appointed 
me as delegate to represent the City of Boston at the thirty- 
second annual meeting of the National Conference of Chari- 
ties and Corrections, held at Portland, Oregon, July 15-22 
last. Representatives from all parts of our country attended. 
Many papers relating to the work, methods and success met 
with were read and discussed. ‘They were interesting and 
instructive, and in all that pertained to the conditions of 
charitable and penal institutions and the care of this class of 
unfortunates Boston holds a leading position. 

This department was awarded a gold medal and diploma 
by the Universal Exposition held at St. Louis in 1904, and 
gold medal and diploma at the Lewis and Clark Exposition, 
at Portland, Oregon, in 1905. These awards were given for 
work and results. 

The Deer Island Institution is visited frequently by the 
Commissioner and Assistant Commissioner, and the prison, 
hospital, steamer ‘“‘ Monitor,” food and clothing are inspected, 
and all inmates who wish are interviewed. 

All the officials connected with the department have taken 
an interest in the work, and to them much credit is due for 
the present satisfactory condition.

DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit my annual report as 
Chaplain to the Catholic inmates of the House of Correction. 
The usual services on Sundays have been held regularly, and 
quite a large number have attended. The first Sunday of 
each month Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament has been 
given. Mass on all holy days, followed by Benediction. 
Confessions were heard on Sundays and on other days during 
the week, thus giving all who wished it an opportunity to 
receive the Sacraments. 

Quite a number of sick calls were made to the hospital. 
The Sacrament of Baptism was given to two infants and one 
adult. Many on leaving the Island took the total abstinence 
pledge. 

The chapel in the new prison for the women inmates was 
opened on January 1, 1906, with Mass at 6.30 and Benedic- 
tion in the afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

I wish to thank the honorable Commissioner, Deputy 
Commissioner, Master, Deputy Master and Resident Phy- 
sicians for courtesies extended in aid of my work.

Sir, —In accordance with section 24, chapter 8, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1906: 

This department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston, New Municipal Building, Up- 
ham’s Corner, the new city building at Codman Square, 
Dorchester, of all buildings in use for city offices, market 
purposes, halls for public meetings, and the several county 
buildings; also hired buildings or parts of the same for city 
offices, county courts, ward-rooms, and armories; also, con- 
tracts for and supplies fuel for all departments of the city 
and county not otherwise provided for; this includes the 
Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public Buildings, Library, 
Public Grounds, Cemetery and Market Departments, the 
Street Department, and Paving, Sanitary, Street Cleaning, 
Sewer and Bridge Divisions of the same, and the Quarantine 
Station at Gallop’s Island; also the police and _fire-boats. 
Requisitions are made by each department as needed, the 
quantity and quality is weighed and inspected, and certified 
to by an employee of this department. 
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All requisitions made upon the department during the 
past year for furniture, supplies, repairs and alterations have 
been given careful consideration, and practically all requests 
have been granted.

The following will give a general idea of the repair work 
_done on the various buildings in charge of this department 
during the past year: 


City Hall. 


Built new shelving in document room, in basement, and 
doors for same; made alterations in private room of 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. Fitted up book- 
cases in office of Clerk of Committees, and put up new 
office railing. Put in new compartments in vault used 
by Collecting Department. Changed entrance to toilet 
in Water Income Division and general repairs about 
building. Repaired flashing around windows in cupola, 
new copper flashing around flag-pole, general repairs 
on roof, cleaned out gutters, etc. Replaced old, con- 
demned elevator tanks with new ones, and connected 
up same, new returns to boilers (east side), covered 
piping, return tank boiler and heater with asbestos 
covering. Installed new radiators in City Messenger’s 
Department and repaired radiators in Assessing and 
Street Departments. Put up new iron gratings on win- 
dows of Assessing Department. Painted, lettered and 
numbered shelving in document room, painted walls and 
ceilings of offices of Lamp Department, Mayor’s public 
office, rooms 70 and 71, and offices of Clerk of Commit- 
tees. Painted iron fence in front of building, also all 
woodwork about dome and roof, repaired glass in sky- 
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light, and bleached, filled and varnished front doors. 
Put new curtains in offices of Lamp Department. Built 
new lining and bridge walls under each boiler, trenched 
the return pipes back of boiler, set the flagging, etc. 
Whitewashed the walls and ceilings in boiler-room. 
Lathed and plastered partition in private room of 
Board of Aldermen, changed breastwork around chim- 
ney, took down old mantel, etc. Installed new

Put in ninety-three new three-light windows; built new 
shelving in Registry Department and Building Depart- 
ment vaults; built partitions in both toilets on third 
floor, cutting for plumbers, steamfitters, etc.; took out 
old plumbing in both toilets on third floor and put in 
six new water-closets and five urinals, of most approved 
pattern, also new wash-bowls; made general repairs on 
faucets, bowls, etc., in building; put down asphalt floor 
in men’s third floor toilet; painted walls and ceilings 
in rooms 10, 16, 17, 21 and 27, also both toilets on third 
floor, and iron fence, gratings and shutters about build- 
ing ; stained, shellaced and varnished new window sashes 
on inside of building and painted all sashes and window 
frames on outside; cut out brick walls of cells in base- 
ment and built storage-rooms for Building Department 
and for City Messenger Department; repaired iron fence 
about building, also grille work and locks of elevator; 
made general repairs on steam radiators and electrical 
fixtures in building. 


28 Court Square and 30-32 Tremont Street. 


Built new fly-doors for Permit Office; new shelving in 
Children’s Institution Department; new shelving in stor- 
age-rooms in basement; changed partition and laid new 
flooring in Pauper Institutions Department; put new 
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safety treads on stairs from basement to second floor; 
put in newslop sink on top floor; new wash-bowls in 
Permit Division, Pauper Institutions Department, and 
water-closet bowl and urinal in Sewer Division; run 
hot water supply to Penal Institutions Department ; 
general repairs on faucets, tanks, etc., in the building; 
built new fireproof storage-rooms in basement for. use 
of Collecting and Printing Departments; whitewashed 
walls and ceilings of entire basement; installed new 
radiators in Sewer Division and Penal Institutions De- 
partment offices; new gas radiator in janitor’s room 
and made connections for same; general plumbing and 
steam-fitting repairs; repaired leaks in roof and gutters. 


Charity Bureau, Hawkins Street. 


New storm windows in main office, general repairs on 
windows, etc., new flooring in first floor corridors, and 
builf new closets in janitor’s apartments ; painted walls 
and ceilings of meeting-rooms, janitor’s apartments, 
Soldiers’ Relief offices, hallways, etc.; also iron fence 
and fire escapes about the building; laid new linoleum 
in meeting-room ; installed new wash-bow]l in main ofiice ; 
new waste pipe from bowl in Soldiers’ Relief office ; 
general repairs on faucets, and toilets on first floor and 
in basement; repaved and graded yard; thoroughly 
repaired roof, new course of tin around the eaves and 
put on new skylight; repaired plastering on ceiling, 
top floor, and waiting-room, also whitened same; in- 
stalled new feed pump and returns in boiler-room ;

Made necessary alterations in plumbing system, put in 
two new water-closets and two new urinals, connected 
up three sinks, all being vented, put in new soil pipe 
from basement to roof; built new sheathing about water- 
closets ; put in two new windows for ventilation ; neces- 
sary cutting for plumbers; installed new 20-inch pipe 
for ventilation. 


Temporary Home, Chardon Street. 


Took out leaky soil pipe in basement and replaced same 
with new heavy iron pipe of standard weight ; installed 
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two new water-closets, new slop sink, and connected up 
one soapstone sink with hot and cold water; repaired 
supply-pipe to boilers, also made general repairs on 
plumbing apparatus through the building; made neces- 
sary repairs on walls of boiler and flagging in boiler- 
room, also on plastering in basement toilet; repaired 
leaks in roof and gutters, put new course of tin around 
the eaves and gave same a heavy coat of paint; replaced 
all old conductor pipes with new; had carpenter repair 
floors in basement and do necessary cutting for plumber ;. 
whitened ceilings on third floor, painted walls and ceil- 
ings of front room, second floor, also kitchen, and grained 
woodwork in dining-room. 


Thomas-street School-house. 


Remodelled entire building; repaired old sills, jacked up 
floors, put in posts to support floors, removed partitions 
on top floor; built new partitions on first floor for ante- 
room; built new toilets on first and second floors, new 
wooden conductors around roof; repaired all flooring, 
new bulkhead and stairs to basement; repaired clap- 
boards and put on new base boards; removed old out- 
house in rear of building and filled in the vault; repaired 
fence around premises ; patched concrete in vard where 
necessary ; built new brick line wall in rear of building; 
put in new drain pipe from street and connected same ; 
repaired chimney tops and whitewashed entire basement ; 
put on new tin roof on both wings of building; repaired 
slate roof on main building; installed new iron con- 
ductors on front and rear of building; plastered walls 
of new partitions and repaired ceilings and walls where 
necessary ; installed large new furnace with necessary 
piping and registers ; made general repairs on gas piping 
and installed new lights on two meters; installed new 
large-size iron soil pipe, new pattern water-closets, 
urinals, sinks and wash-bowls, with necessary traps and 
ventilation pipes run above the roof; painted entire 
building on outside with two coats of oil paint, tinted 
all ceilings and gave all walls and woodwork two coats 
of oil paint.

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After the early tabulations for this report had been completed 
there were 7 returns of death added to the record, making the 
total number 11,007. ‘There were four males, three females. 
One male and two females were infants, less than one year of age, 
all born in Boston, and the cause of death in each case was 
unknown. One female was married, 34 years old, and born in 
Massachusetts ; of the males, one was married, 44 years old, and 
born in Norway; one was single, 22—3 years old, bornin Massa- 
chusetts ; one was single, 21 years old, and born in Ireland; the 
adult female and the adult males all came to their deaths by 
accidental drowning. 

The general form of the report for this year had been altered 
somewhat from that of its predecessors, by the addition of new 
tables in the death .and marriage divisions and the omission of 
some descriptive text containing percentages, it having been 
found that the percentages calculated were not required by those 
interested in the subject. of vital statistics, and it was thought 
better to give more figures and let each one interested in certain 
lines of study figure such percentages as he might require for the 
purpose of study. While the amount of textual matter is reduced 
more information has been given. 


DEATHS IN BOSTON IN 1905. 


There were 11,002* deaths recorded by this department in 
1905, or 245 more than in 1904, or 2.2 per cent. 

The following table, based on the Massachusetts State Census 
of 1905, will show the mortality in different classes of the popu- 
lation and the death rates of each. 

The death rate based on the whole number of deaths occurring 
in the city was 18.48.

The whole number of deaths of residents was 9,717; the 
number of deaths of non-residents was 1,020; the number of 
deaths of those whose residence was unknown was 265. 

Sexes.—The total number of recorded deaths was 11,002; there 
were 5,838 males and 5,164 females. 

Of the deaths of residents of the city, 5,071 were males and 
4,646 were females. 

Of the non-resident deaths, 591 were males and 429 were 
females. 

Of the decedents whose residence was unknown or not given, 
176 were males and 89 were females. 

There were 666 still-born infants which are not included in the 
total number of deaths as given above. 

Table I. shows the population of each ward, the number of 
deaths in each, the per cent. of deaths to total mortality of 
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residents, the per cent. of mortality to the population of the 
ward, number of deaths under one year, per cent. of whole 
number of deaths under one year, deaths under 5 years, the

Color. — Of the total tabulated mortality of eleven thousand, 
10,711 were white and 289 were colored. 

Sex.— There were 5,838 males and 5,164 females; of the 
colored decedents there were 160 males and 129 females. 

Age. — There were 2,163 decedents under one year of age, or 
more than one-fifth of the total mortality; 448 between 1 and 2 
years of age; and 416 between 2 and 5 years, making a total of 
3,027 decedents under the age of 5 years, or more than 27.5 per 
cent. of the total mortality. 

The number of deaths between 5 and 20 years was 628, or 
®).7 per cent. 

The number of deaths between 20 and 50 years of age was 
3,234, or 29.4 per cent. 

The number of deaths of all over 50 years of age was 4,111, 
Or 37.0 per cent, 

The greatest number of deaths for any 5 year age period 
(other than those under 1 year) was 677, in the 60-64 year 
period. 

Month and Season. —The greatest number of deaths in one 
month is recorded in July, 1,006; the least number was 801, in 
June. 

The greatest number of deaths of infants under 1 year of age 
in any month was in August. 

The greatest number of deaths in any quarter of the year was 
in the first quarter, and the total number was 2,899; the least 
number for any quarter of the year was in the last quarter, 2,599. 

Nativity. — Of the total mortality of 11,000 deaths 4,563 of 
the decedents were natives of Boston, or 41.4 per cent.; 2,381 
were born in the United States outside of Boston; so that 6,944 
decedents were native Americans, or 68.1 per cent. The greatest 
number of deaths of natives occurred in Ward 6, 394; this ward 
has the largest foreign population of any in the city, but there 
were 181 deaths of infants under 1 year of age in this ward 
which would account for the large mortality of natives. 

The largest number of decedents of a foreign nativity were 
those born in Ireland; there were 1,989, or 18.08 per cent.; of 
these 930 were males and 1,059 females. 

The British Provinces of North America was the birthplace of 
773 decedents, or 7.2 per cent. 

Natives of Great Britain numbered 3833, of Germany 194, of 
Italy 203, of Russia 195, of Norway 17, of Sweden 72, of: 
China 15, of France 21, of Turkey 17, of Austria 19, of Portu- 
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gal 13, of Holland 10, of Belgium 2, of Switzerland 5, of 
Greece 5, of Denmark 10, of Cuba and West Indies 13, of all 
other countries 23, of unknown birthplaces 140. 

Parentage. —'The parentage (both parents) of 2,418 dece- 
dents was American, or 21.9 per cent. of the total mortality. 

There were 836 decedents of mixed (foreign and American) 
parentage, or 7.5 per cent. 

There were 321 decedents the nativity of whose fathers was 
unknown, but the country of birth of the mothers has been given ; 
of these 210 had native mothers. 

There were 239 decedents the nativity of whose mothers was 
unknown, but the country of birth of the father was given; of 
these 109 had native fathers. 

There were 6,379 decedents whose parents were both foreign, 
or 57.9 per cent. 

There were 802 decedents whose parent nativity was unknown, 
or 7.2 per cent. of the total mortality. 

Table XIII. shows the relative parent nativity of all the 
decedents in the city in 1905. 


PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Pneumonia. — As in every year since 1900, with one excep- 
tion, 1901, pneumonia is the leading cause of death, there 
being 1,567 deaths from this cause; 534 of these decedents were 
less than five years of age, or more than one-third of the total 
mortality from this cause. The males numbered 850 and the 
females 717. 

Pneumonia as a cause of death is increasing very rapidly; in 
1875 there were 632 deaths from this cause as against 1,357 
deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis, which was then and for 
many years afterward the leading cause; even as late as 1890 
the deaths from tuberculosis and phthisis were 525 more than 
those from pneumonia; since that year, however, the disparity has 
been less marked, and, as has been said, for a number of years 
pneumonia has been the leading cause of death. There was an 
increase of 179 deaths from this cause over the number recorded 
for 1904. 

Phithisis and Tuberculosis. —The number of deaths returned 
under this heading is 1,290, an increase of 17 over the number 
for 1904. ‘The number of deaths from this cause is gradually 
decreasing; there is not always a steady decrease in each 
sequential year, but the number of deaths from this cause is not 
as great as it was in 1875, when the population was more than 
250,000 less; in 1880 there were 1,371 deaths from this cause, 
in 1890 1,603 deaths, in 1900 1,392 deaths, with a steadily 
increasing population. ‘This condition is due to several causes, 
the chief of which are the new modes of treatment of the disease, 
a preventive treatment of the surroundings of a tuberculosis 
patient, and the incorporation of new racial elements in our 
population, who are not so prone to the inception and trans- 
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mission of the disease. It may well be in future years that the 
‘¢oreat white plague” will be a misnomer as applied to phthisis 
and tuberculosis. : 

The greatest number of deaths from this cause for any 5 year 
age period was 188 in the 380-34 year period; this number is 
closely followed, however, by the deaths in the 25-29 year period, 
which numbered 188; there were 88 deaths from this cause of 
children under 5 years of age. 

Diseases of the Heart. — Under this head are also classified 

affections of the pericardium and aorta, as well as specific 
affections of the organ itself; there were 1,372 deaths from these 
causes in 1905. Deaths from these causes have increased with 
the growth of the city in greater ratio than have those from any 
other cause. In 1875 the number of deaths returned from this 
cause was 322; in 1885, 553; in 1890, 758; in 1895, 820; 
in 1900, 1,118. The greatest number of these deaths for any 
5 year age period was 141 in the 65-69 year period. 
- There were 707 deaths, or more than 50 per cent. of these 
deaths of decedents between the ages of 50 and 75 years; there 
were 65 deaths of children under 5 years of age from these 
causes. 

Apoplexy, Cerebral Hemorrhage. — These causes are classified 
together, as they were formerly held to be synonymous, and are 
still so held by many medical men, and the return of death in 
most cases is not specific enough to determine whether a different 
classification should be made. ‘There were 594 deaths in this 
class in 1905, an increase of 104 over the record for 1904. More 
than 53 per cent. of these deaths were of persons between the 
ages of 45 and 70 years. 

Cancer. — There were 524 deaths from cancer in 1905, an 
increase of 87 over the previous year; the increase in the number 
of deaths from this cause has been constant for the last five 
years, but the greatest yearly increase has been in this last year; 
a comprehensive tabulation of deaths by cancer with the location 
of the disease, from 1849 to 1903, was published in the depart- 
ment report for 1904. 


PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH OF INFANTS AND CHILDREN UNDER 
BY hans. 


Cholera.— The leading cause of death among infants is 
cholera, which claimed 461 victims under 1 year of age, and a 
total of 535 of 4 years of age and under; an increase of 22 over 
the number for 1904. 

Congenital Debility and Inanition. — Deaths returned as due 
to these causes were 461 in number; an increase of 73 over the 
record of 1904. 

Diphtheria. —There were 87 deaths by diphtheria of children 
under 5 years of age; the total mortality of all ages from this 
cause is very much reduced from the record of 1904, which was 
194 deaths against 120 in 1905. 
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Meningitis. — There were 274 deaths from meningitis of chil- 
dren under 5 years of age, and of these 117 were less than one 
year of age; the total mortality from this cause exceeds the total 
for 1904 by 118. 

Scarlet Fever.—The number of deaths from this cause of 
children under 5 years of age was 25, and the total mortality 
from this cause, of all ages, was 46, or 5 more than in 1904. 

Old Age. — There were 288 deaths due to advanced age in 
1905; this is an increase of 45 over the record for 1904. The 
deaths due to this cause in some previous years have been as fol- 
lowes tm1675, 257; in 1880, 215; in 1885, 247; in 1890, 257; 
the figures for 1895 and 1900 are not available. 


DEATHS FROM EXTERNAL CAUSES. 


Accident. —There were 517 accidental deaths recorded in 1905 ; 
of these, the greatest number given as due to any specific cause 
are those caused by ‘ falls,” of which there were 138; there 
were 75 deaths caused by railroad accidents; 56 by ‘* burns and 
scalds”’;- 55 by ‘‘drowning”; 61 by ‘fractures, ruptures, 
etc.”; ‘* electric shocks ’’ caused 2; ‘* chemical poisoning,’’ 10; 
‘¢ illuminating gas,” 18; ‘‘run over by vehicle,” 17; ‘‘run 
over (?)’’ 5; ‘‘ elevator accidents,” 11; ‘*‘ wound by firearms,” 
4; **starvation,’’ 1; ‘‘ strangulation,” 1; ‘* crushed by falling 
body,’”’ 7; ‘* suffocation by overlaying,” 8; by ‘‘ fire smoke,” 10 ; 
by ‘‘ various causes,” 11; by ‘‘ explosion,’ 2; ‘‘ succeeding a 
surgical operation,” 8; nature of accident ‘‘not given,’’ 17. 
There were 93 more ‘‘ accidental” deaths than in 1904. 

Suicide. —'The whole number of deaths by suicide was 88, or 
18 more than in 1905; the greater number of these deaths was 
by the use of poison; of these there were 36; there were 6 by 
drowning, 6 by hanging, 21 by the use of firearms, 8 by illu- 
minating gas, 5 by cutting or stabbing, while in 3 cases the 
manner of self-destruction was unknown or not given. 

Homicide. —'The number of deaths by homicide was 14, or 10. 
less than in 1904; there were 7 deaths caused by the use of fire- 
arms, 4 by a violent blow or push, and in 38 cases the manner of 
death was unknown or not given. 


THE ConJUGAL CONDITION OF THE DECEDENTS oF 1905. 


Of the 11,002 deaths tabulated for 1905, 5,401 were of per- 
sons who had never been married; 38,509 were married at the 
time of their decease, 1,961 were widowed, 41 were divorced and 
of 90 the conjugal condition was unknown. 

Of the unmarried decedents 3,095 were males and 2,306 were 
females; there were 2,013 married males and 1,496 married 
females; 639 males were widowers, and 1,322 females were 
widows; 21 males and 20 females were divorced; while of 70 
males and 20 females the conjugal condition was unknown. 
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The greatest numberof unmarried decedents in any 5 year period, 
above the age of 19 years, was 265 in the 20 to 24 year period. 

The greatest number of married decedents in any 5 year age 
period was 346 in 35 to 39 year period; the greatest number of 
married males for any 5 year age period was 201, in the 50 to 54 
year period; of females 175, in the 30 to 34 year period. 

The greatest number of widowed decedents for any 5 year age 
period was 265 in the 70 to 74 year period ; of widowers 77, in the 
75 to 79 year period; and of widows 193, in the 70 to 74 year 
period. 


DEATHS IN INSTITUTIONS IN 1905. 


The total number of deaths in hospitals, etc., in 1905, was 
3,834; of these, 2;228 were males, and 1,606 were females; 2,793 
were residents of Boston, 1,616 males, 1,177 females; 828 
were non-residents, 482 males, 346 females; and of 213 the 
residence was unknown, 130 males, 83 females. 

The number of residents for each ward who died in the various 
institutions of the city is given below:

DECEDENTS OF GREATEST AGE. 


The greatest age attained by any decedent in 1905 was 105 
years; this was a female, born in Ireland of Irish parentage; he 
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next oldest decedent was a male whose age at time of death was 
104 years, 7 days— he was also born in Ireland of Irish parent- 
age; there was one male decedent of 100 years and 7 months 
also born in Ireland, parentage unknown; one male decedent of 
99 years, 2 months, born in Ireland, nativity of parentage un- 
known; one of 99 years, born in England of English parentage ; 
one of 97 years, 8 months, 9 days, born in Ireland, father born 
in Ireland, mother in Massachusetts; one of 95 years, 10 months, 
born in Ireland of Irish parents; one of 95 years, 1 month, born 
in the British Provinces, nativity of parents unknown; one of 95 
years, born in Boston, both parents Russian. 

Of aged female decedents, other than the one noted above, 
there were two of 98 years, one of whom was born in Poland, as 
were her parents; the other was born in Ireland of Irish parent- 
age; one of 96 years and 7 months, born in Ireland of Irish 
parents; one of 96 years, 5 months, 19 days, born in the British 
Provinces, father in Ireland, mother unknown; one of 96 years, 
4 months, 16 days, born in Massachusetts of Massachusetts 
parents; one of 95 years, 4 months, 16 days, born in Massachu- 
setts of Massachusetts parents; one of 95 years, 8 months, 18 
days, born in Maine, as were also her parents; one of 95 years, 
2 months, 19 days, born in Boston of Boston parentage.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1905. 


There were 6,775 marriages recorded as having taken place 
in Boston in 1905. ‘This number is 39 more than in 1904. 

In 6,571 cases both contracting parties were white; in 172 
cases both parties were colored; in 28 cases the groom was col- 
ored and the bride white, and in 4 cases the bridegroom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Seasons. —In June the greatest number of marriages for any 
month occurred, 916 being the record for the month; the least 
number was in March, 387. 

The greatest number of marriages for any quarter-year period 
was 1,974, in the last quarter of the year; the least number was 
1,329, in the first quarter of the year. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials. —There were 
5,607 marriages solemnized by clergymen of the various denomi- 
nations and rabbis, and 1,168 by justices of the peace. 


Residents and Non-Residents. 


The number of persons who were recorded as having married 
in Boston in 1905 was 13,550; of these, 11,054 were residents of 
Boston, or one in each 53.86 of the population. 

The marriage rate was 18.56 per 1,000 of population. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 2,450 in number. 

In 4,996 cases both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 679 cases both parties were residents elsewhere in the United 
States. 

In 279 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides were residents elsewhere in the United States. 

In 756 cases the grooms resided in the United States (exclu- 
sive of Boston) and their brides were residents of Boston. | 

In 10 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides were foreign residents. 

In 17 cases the grooms were foreign residents and the brides 
were residents of Boston. 

In 18 cases the grooms were residents of the United States and 
the brides were foreign residents. 

In 6 cases the grooms were foreign residents and the brides 
residents of the United States; and in 14 cases both parties were 
residents of a foreign country. 
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Mixed (as to color) Marriages. (Taste XVI.) 


There were 28 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women, and 4 cases of marriage between white men and 
colored women. 

In 19 of these marriages the officiating person was a clergy- 
man, and 13 were performed by justices of the peace. 


Marriaces: AGEs or Grooms anp Bripes. (Taste XVII.) 


In 2,170 marriages, or 32.03 per cent., the grooms and brides 
were of the same age, or of the same age-period. The number 
of grooms less than 25 years of age was 1,965, or 29 per cent.; 
the number of grooms between 25 and 35 years of age was 3,472, 
or 51.24 per cent.; so that over 80 per cent. of the grooms mar- 
ried in Boston in 1905 were less than 36 years of age. ‘The 
number of grooms less than 21 years of age was 188, or 2.8 per 
cent. 

The number of brides who had not reached the age of 25 years 
was 3,629, or 53.56 per cent. ; the number of brides between the 
ages of 25 and 35 years was 2,454, or 36.22 per cent.; so that 
about 90 per cent. of the brides were married before reaching the 
age of 36 years. 

The number of brides who were less than 18 years of age was 
162, or almost 2.4 per cent. 


Marriaces: Nativities oF Bot Partirs. (Tasie XVIII.) 


There were 1,195 grooms who were born in Boston, or 17.63 
per cent. of the whole number of grooms; 637 married brides who 
were born in Boston, 299 married brides born in the United 
States outside of Boston, 88 of their brides were born in Ireland, 
110 in the British-American Provinces, 35 in Great Britain, 6 in 
Germany, 6 in Italy, 2 in Russia, 5 in Sweden, 1 in Austria, 2 in 
Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Cuba, and 2 in countries not speci- 
fied in the table. 

The grooms who were born in the United States (exclusive of 
those born in Boston) were 2,119, or 31.27 per cent. of the 
whole number of grooms; of their brides, 565 were born in 
Boston, 1,010 in the United States (exclusive of those born in 
Boston), 114 in Ireland, 325 in the British-American Provinces, 
51 in Great Britain, 8 in Germany, 1 in Italy, 7 in Russia, 1 in 
Norway, 14 in Sweden, 1 (a white woman) in China, 5 in France, 
2 in Austria, 2 in Belgium, 2 in Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, 4 in 
Cuba, 2 in countries not specified in the table, and of 3 the nativ- 
ity was unknown. 
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. American Brides and Foreign Grooms. 


There were 689 American-born (including Boston) brides 
whose grooms were of foreign birth; of these grooms 109 were 
born in Ireland, 261 in the British-American Provinces, 105 in 
Great Britain, 32 in Germany, 57 in Italy, 47 in Russia, 2 in 
Norway, 15 in Sweden, 2 in China, 4 in France, 5 in ‘Turkey, 7 
in Austria, 11 in Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Belgium, 3 in 
Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, 16 in Cuba and West Indies, and 9 
in countries not specified in the table. 
= There were in all 3,314 native-American grooms, or 48.89 
per cent.; there were in all 3,200 American brides, or 47.23 per 
cent. The number of marriages in which both parties were 
American was 2,511, or 37.06 per cent. 


Marriages Between Natives of the Same (foreign) Country. . 


The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the table 
represent the marriages in which both parties were of the same 
nativity. 

Six hundred and eighteen grooms were born in Ireland, and the 
brides of 461 were of the same nativity. 

Six hundred and eighty-eight grooms were born in the British- 
American Provinces, and the brides of 389 were of the same 
nativity. 

Two hundred and thirty-four grooms were born in Great Brit- 
ain, and the brides of 50 were of the same nativity. 

Kighty-three grooms were born in Germany, and the brides of 
36 were of the same nativity. 

Six hundred and seventy-nine grooms were born in Italy, and 
the brides of 597 were natives of the same country. 

Six hundred and ninety-five grooms were born in Russia, and 
the brides of 604 were natives of the same country. 

Thirty-seven grooms were born in Norway, as were also 24 of 
their brides. 

One hundred and seventy grooms were born in Sweden, and 
143 of their brides were natives of the same country. 

The proportion of grooms and brides of other specified nativi- 
ties may be found in the table; those quoted above are the most 
numerous and important. 


NouMBer OF MarriacGe. (Taste XIX.) 


There were 5,936 grooms and 6,045 brides who had not been 
previously married; there were 610 widowed grooms and 501 
widowed brides who were parties to a second marriage; there 
were 38 widowed grooms and 14 widowed brides who married for 
the third time; 2 widowed grooms and 1 widowed bride who mar- 
ried for the fourth time, and 1 widowed groom who contracted 
his fifth marriage. 
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There were 167 grooms and 193 brides who had been divorced 
and were inarried the second time; 5 divorced grooms and 5 
divorced brides who married the third time. 

Of the 5,936 grooms who had not been married previously, 
5,538 had brides who had not been previously married, 273 mar- 
ried widows whose second marriage it was, 3 married widows 
who had been married twice before, 118 had divorced brides 
whose second marriage it was, and 4 had divorced brides who had 
been twice previously married. 

Of the 610 widowed grooms marrying the second time, 383 had 
brides who had ‘not previously married, 178 married widows who 
had married once previously, 8 married widows who had been 
twice married, and 41 married divorced women who were marry- 
ing for the second time.

Of the 88 widowed grooms who married the third time, 21 mar- 
ried brides who had not previously been married, 13 took for 
brides widows who had been once married, the brides of 2 had 
been twice married, and 2 had brides who had been divorced and 
whose second marriage it was. 

Of the 2 widowed grooms marrying for the fourth time, 1 mar- 
ried a widow who had been married once, and 1 married a widow 
who had been married three times. 

The widowed groom who married for the fifth time took a 
widowed bride whose second marriage it was. 

The 167 divorced grooms whose second marriage was recorded 
had as brides 100 who had not been previously married, 34 
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widows who had been once married, 1 who had been twice mar- 
ried, 31 who had been married once and divorced, and 1 who had 
been married twice and divorced.

There were 15,702 births registered in this office in the year 
1905; there were 8,193 males and 7,509 females. 

The number of births recorded was 67 less than in 1904. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows: Parents residing in Boston, ward resi- 
dence known, 14,902——males, 7,764, females, 7,138; ward 
residence unknown, 9, all males; born in Boston of non-resident 
parents, 602 — males, 326, females, 276 ; born in Boston, parents’ 
residence unknown, 198 — males, 103, females, 95. 

Total number of children born in Boston, and recorded, 15,681 — 
males, 8,184, females, 7,497. 

There were 664 stillbirths which are not included in the above 
total.

The ward from which the greatest number of births was 
returned was Ward 6, 1,521; this number was 26 less than the 
number for 1904; the number of births in this ward was 9.7 per 
cent. of the whole number of births in the city.

There were 278 births of colored children recorded in Boston 
in 1905, or 6 less than in 1904; of these, 251 were of parents 
residing in Boston; of 21 the parents were non-residents, and of 
6 the parents’ residence was unknown or not given. 

The births of colored children were 1.7 per cent. of the total 
number of births in the city. 

Of these births, 142 were males and 186 females. Three were 
recorded as yellow, or Chinese, and were females. 
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The greatest number of these birchs was in February, 29; the 
least number was 18, in January and May. 

Ward 18 is credited with the greatest number of colored births ; 
there were 90, or 7 more than in 1904; there were 45 of each sex. 

In Wards 2, 3, 5, 6, 15, 16, 19, 20, 24 there were no colored 
births. The yellow, or Chinese, births were all in Ward 7.

There were 2,701 fathers born in Ireland, 1,652 in the British 
Provinces of North America, 562 in Great Rritain, 251 in Ger- 
many, 1,893 in Italy, 1,765 in Russia, 73 in Norway, 254 in 
Sweden, 3 in China, 27 in France, 101 in Turkey, 119 in Austria, 
54 in Portugal, 12 in Holland, 13 in Belgium, 15 in Switzerland, 
17 in Greece, 41 in Denmark, 36 in Cuba and the West Indies, 
41 in all other countries not specified in the table, while of 637 
fathers the nativity was unknown, or not given.

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WARD STATISTICS, 1905. 


The following pages give the more important vital statistics 
and population, also a comparative analysis for the years 1901, 
1902, 1903, 1904, 1905, together with the area, number of dwell- 
ings to the acre, number of persons to a dwelling (the facts as to 
families, and persons to a family and to a dwelling being the same 
as in the report for 1901, no figures being available for this year), 
and number of persons to the acre, or density of population, for 
each of the wards in the city; also the principal causes of death 
in each, the chief cause being first in order. 

The figures for population are those of the census of 1905 
(Massachusetts State) and are furnished by the State Bureau of 
Labor and Statistics. The areas are from the report of the City 
Engineer for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the 
present ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses 
are taken from the report of the Assessing Department for the 
year 1905, and is a statement of the number of dwellings in 
existence on May 1 of that year. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will proba- 
bly hold good for 1905 for all general purposes. In some cases 
the census reports have differed materially with the report of the 
Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in the 
ward, as the definition of the word ‘‘ dwelling” has evidently a 
different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors.

Topography. —'The East Boston portion of the ward is gener- 
ally of good elevation, consisting of two hills, one rising to 85 
feet, on which is located the reservoir; another at the south- 
eastern extremity, rising to about 50 feet. A depression almost 
to tide-water exists southeast of the tracks of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. 

The section known as Breed’s Island consists of practically 
one large hill, whose maximum height is above 160 feet, sloping 
abruptly westwardly, and gradually eastwardly to the water. 

Almost one-half of this section of the ward is low, being little 
above marsh level. 

This is very largely a residential section, with the exception of 
the shore front, and contains 86 acres of park land and 10 acres 
of cemetery area.

MIscELLANEous Tastes C, D, E ann F. 


The deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis, pneumonia, diseases 
of the heart, apoplexy and cancer aggregate more than one-third 
of the total number of deaths from all causes in the city. Table 
C shows the number of deaths recorded by each of these causes 
in each year, from 1811 to 1905, with the population of the city 
in each census year during that period, and an estimated popula- 
tion for each inter-census year since 1850. 

From 1811 to 1821, inclusive, Boston was under a town govern- 
ment and its growth averaged about a thousand souls per year. 
During this period the deaths by tuberculosis and _ phthisis 
averaged 191.5 per year; those from pneumonia, 42.4; from 
cancer, 3.1; from diseases of the heart, 2.6; and from apoplexy, 
10.5 per year. : 

From 1822 to 1849 (in which year this department was estab- 
lished, and the present system of recording births, marriages and 
deaths was inaugurated) the number of deaths by phthisis and 
tuberculosis was 7,881, or an average of 291.9 per year; those 
from pneumonia, 121.4; from cancer, 11.8; from apoplexy, 
17.8; from diseases of the heart, 25.5, respectively, per year. 

The next period of years is from 1850 to and including 1867, 
which was the last year of the city before the annexations of out- 
lying cities and towns now included in its territory commenced, 
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except that part which is known as South Boston. In the eigh- 
teen years comprising this period the deaths from phthisis and 
tuberculosis averaged 756.6 per year; from pneumonia, 231 per 
year; from cancer, 42.6 per year; from diseases of the heart, 
103.8; and from apoplexy, 45.5 per year. 

The next period of years includes the annexation of Roxbury, 
Dorchester, Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton, and is 
brought down to the year 1875, when Boston began existence 
within its present territorial limits; in the seven years thus in- 
cluded there were 7,542 deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, an 
average of 1,077.4 per year; from pneumonia, 2,892, an average 
of 413.1 per year; from cancer, 793, an average of 113.3 per 
year; from diseases of the heart, 1,608, an average of 229.7 per 
year; and from apoplexy, 789, an average of 112.7 per year. 

The last period of years in the table, from 1875 to and includ- 
ing 1905, involves the period of the real growth of the city as it is 
to-day. During the thirty-one years there were 43,407 deaths from 
phthisis and tuberculosis, or an average of 1,407.2 per year; from ~ 
pneumonia, 32,059 deaths, an average of 1,034.1 per year; 
from cancer, 10,017, an average of 323.1 per year; from diseases 
of the heart, 23,127, an average of 746.0 per year; and from 
apoplexy, 10,068, an average of 324.8 per year. 

These averages are presented more concisely in the following 
table :

A careful perusal of Table C will show the comparative decrease 
of deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, and the remarkable in- 
crease of deaths by pneumonia (which in a number of years has 
exceeded the number of deaths by the ‘‘ white plague”), and of 
deaths by cancer and diseases of the heart. 

Table D shows the number of native-born fathers and mothers, 
and of both parents of the children born in Boston in 1900-04; 
also the same details for the children of foreign-born parentage 
of the nativities most largely represented in the population of the 
city. 
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Table E shows the number of deaths caused by cancer by loca- 
tion of the disease from 1849 to and including 1903. This has been 
compiled for the reason that it has been publicly stated that there 
are more deaths from cancer in Boston than in any other city 
in the conntry, and it was thought that these figures might be of 
some value to those who are interested in the study of the 
statistics of this disease. 

Table F shows the population of Boston distributed into native 
and foreign, and the number of foreign-born of each nativity, for 
the census years 1870 to and including 1900. 

Table G shows total mortality, all causes; deaths from 
phthisis; per cent. of deaths from phthisis of whole number of 
deaths for each year from 1311 to 1905, inclusive. 

Table H gives same information for deaths by four principal 
causes for the same years.

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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 


The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
—in all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster’s wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. ‘There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the ‘* Mill pond” land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a small portion 
of it is now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being ‘‘ rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
-20 or 30 houses.” In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
ably that of Cotton Mather in his ‘‘Magnalia” 1.31, ‘‘ seven 
_ thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot.” 

Estimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 ‘‘ beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town.’’ 

On Bonner’s map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time ‘‘near 12,000 people.’’ In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gaye 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored — total, 15,731. In 


1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the — 


number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 1763, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows :

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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only). 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were ‘‘ old, 
infirm, and decrepit.”’ 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174. 

The following table gives the number of polls at different 
periods, and estimates of the population at about the same time :

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000; this statement is consistent with that of Bonner’s map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. ‘The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. A writerin the ‘‘ Columbian Magazine,”’ of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is ‘* supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants,”? but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the 17th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads. 

The population of Boston Proper, or the old town site, for the 
census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusively, is given in the 
following table:

Charlestown 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. ‘There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families. 

The population of Charlestown for the U. S. Census years 
from 1800 to 1900 inclusive, is given in the following table:

South Boston. 


This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the ‘‘ Neck,’’ as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, it is probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
orazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 18385 the population was 
5,595. | 

The population of the South Boston district for the U. S. Cen- 
sus years from 1840 to 1900, inclusive, is given in the following 
table :

The original land area of South Boston was about 795 acres; 
its present area is a little more than 1,200 acres. 
The number of dwellings in South Boston in 1900 was 7,336. 
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East Boston. 


The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of East Boston, Noddle’s Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle’s, Breed’s and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 1833, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle’s 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
vr their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 
island; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
matriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not official, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section:

Dorchester. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. ‘There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 1636 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. ‘The.ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were ‘‘ not less than six score or thereabouts,’’ which 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
‘that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites 
and 37 colored persons; of the former 685 were males and 688 
females. ‘There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table :

Roxbury. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War.

The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson’s statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. ‘These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have — 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes &0 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. 

The white population of Roxbury in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2,150. 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. 8. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

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West Roxbury. 


Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812; in 1860 it was 6,310; in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ** Population of Boston Proper and Annexations.’’ 


Brighton. 


This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as ‘* Lit- 
tle Cambridge”’ until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the ‘* Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688,” the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks ; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table :

DEAR Sir, — In accordance with the provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners submits herewith its fourth annual report, cover- 
ing the period from February 1, 1905, to February 1, 1906.

POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


In view of the terms of the act establishing this Board 
and those authorizing the loans that enabled it to perform 
certain portions of its duties (chapter 473 of the Acts of 
1901, chapter 386 of the Acts of 1902 and chapter 392 of 
the Acts of 1905), it seems desirable to summarize briefly 
the powers and duties of the Board before reporting in 
detail on what has been undertaken. | 
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The Board has charge of all school buildings and grounds. 
To keep in order and to repair these the city can appropriate 
25 cents per $1,000 of the tax levy (about $300,000). The 
Board has also the responsibility of selecting land for new 
school buildings (the district where one is needed being first 
designated by the School Committee) and requesting the 
Board of Street Commissioners to take the land selected; of 
appointing the architects, and of erecting and furnishing the 
buildings ready for use. To meet the expenses of this work 
the city can appropriate forty cents per $1,000 of the tax levy 
(about $500,000 per annum). ‘The Legislature may also 
authorize the city to borrow within the debt limit for this 
purpose, and, as the purchase of land and erection of new 
buildings is a permanent investment, the city government 
has taken the stand that all new work should be paid for 
from the loans, and that the taxes should not be increased for 
this purpose. The first acts (chapter 473 of the Acts of 
1901 and chapter 886 of the Acts of 1902) provided for 
$5,500,000, and in the Report for 1904—05 will be found a 
statement (pp. 1-4) of how this amount was expended in 
meeting the needs contained in the lst of forty-two items, 
and in improving the plumbing and heating of old buildings. 
Certain items remained over unprovided for. ‘These were 
practically all buildings connected with higher education ; 
the amount spent on new buildings having been devoted to 
the primary and grammar needs, which had seemed to the 
Board to demand its first attention. This statement closes 
(p. 4) with the request to the Legislature for further per- 
mission to borrow for the purpose of erecting the Normal, the 
Girls’ Latin, the Charlestown High and the Mechanic Arts 
High addition, thus completing the original list of 1901, and 
also to enable the Board to dispense with hired quarters, as 
the needs of any district justified the erection of a new build- 
ing; in other words, to erect such new buildings as might be 
required to meet the current growth of the school population 
in the city. 

The Board asked for $1,000,000 in the year 1905 and 
$500,000 a year in 1906, 1907 and 1908. They expected 
thus to be able to provide for the continuous work of the 
Board for at least four years in advance, so that the work 
could be properly studied, laid out, estimated and arranged 
for in readiness for execution when the appropriations were 
made year by year. 

The Legislature was, however, unwilling to pass the bill 
in the form in which it was presented, and, taking for 
granted that $1,500,000 would be ample to provide for the

high school needs, which had not yet been met, they author- 
ized the city to borrow $1,500,000 within the debt limit in 
the year 1905, but made no provision for the succeeding 
years. When this appropriation was made by the City 
Council and approved by the Mayor, the Board at once pro- 
ceeded with the work then in hand, completing the drawings 
and specifications for the Mechanic Arts High School addi- 
tion, for the Charlestown High School, and for the Normal 
and Latin group, which comprised the Normal, the Model 
School for the Normal, the Girls’ Latin School and a Common 
Building, shared by the pupils of the Normal and Latin 
Schools for their two gymnasiums, their wardrobes, lunch- 
rooms, dressing-rooms, lockers and _ baths. 

Further, it began the study of the other needs which 
seemed at the time to be most pressing — the enlargement of 
the Dorchester High School, by building accommodation for 
additional classes, and a number of minor problems connected 
with the growth of the school population, primary and gram- 
mar. In this the action of the Board is considerably ham- 
pered by the fact that it has no definite knowledge of 
the provision that will be made year by year to meet the 
expenses of the work that is being laid out, and until such 
provision is made the Board does not feel justified in taking 
any final steps towards the acquistion of land, the appoint- 
ment of architects or any other work that involves the 
expenditure of money, but can only study the problems with 
the aid of its own force. 

According to the act establishing the Board the city may 
not borrow money, even within the debt limit, for the pur- 
pose of new school buildings, without authorization from the 
Legislature, and if it is the policy of the city to erect new 
school buildings and pay for them from the proceeds of 
bonds it will be necessary to go to the Legislature for per- 
mission to do this. If it is the policy of the city to pay for 
such buildings from taxation, the city has the power to 
appropriate an amount equivalent to forty cents on a thou- 
sand of assessed valuation for this purpose. 

In view of the fact that the needs of the city in respect to 
school accommodation are constantly growing, and that occa- 
sionally instances arise where a large annual expenditure is 
necessary, and this amount is in every case expended for 
buildings of first class construction, permanent investments 
for the city, it seems to this Board that there should be a 
certain amount raised by loan every year, and a certain 
amount appropriated from taxation every year, which latter 
should be cumulative and available at any time. 
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Whether funds are provided by loan or from taxation, one 
thing is essential for the intelligent execution of the work 
of this Board, and that is, that it should know for two or 
three years in advance, at least approximately, what funds 
are to be at its disposition, for without such knowledge it - 
is impossible to make proper provision for the growing needs 
of the city, and to lay out the work so that it can be promptly 
undertaken when the need becomes finally imperative.

Item 36. The Dearborn School, E. J. Lewis, Jr., 
Architect. This school was to have been completed 
July 1, 1905. There were delays in connection with the 
foundations, on account of an unusual and somewhat 
inexplicable flow of water in the basement, and delay on the 
part of some of those executing portions of the work for the 
general contractor. Notwithstanding every effort of the 
architect and the Board the building was not certified as 
practically complete until December 16, 1905, and was 
occupied January 2, 1906. 

In this case, where there were four contractors on the 
building, it will undoubtedly be difficult for the Board to fix 
definitely the responsibility for this serious delay and the loss 
to the city occasioned by their inability to occupy the building 
when the school term opened in September. The accounts 
for this building have not yet been closed, but the original 
contracts and the amount. of the contracts to date are as 
follows :

Item 30. The Thomas Gaeee School, Stickney & 
Austin, Architects. As with the Dearborn, so also with 
the Thomas Gardner, there were continuous delays in 
the completion of this building. It was to have been 
completed on December 30, 1904. For what seemed to 
the Board good and sufficient reason the time was 
extended to February 1, 1905. It was not certified as 
being practically complete until June 16, 1905, and was 
occupied September 13, 1905. 

There seems to have been no such obvious reason in con- 
nection with the Thomas Gardner as there was in connection 
with the Dearborn, but again, there being four contracts on 
this building, it will be difficult to fix definitely the respon- 
sibility for this delay. Pending the question of damages for 
delay the accounts are not yet closed on this building, but 
the cost to date compares with the original contract prices as 
follows:

Item 38. The James Otis Geneon Winslow & Bigelow, 
Architects. This school was urgently needed, and was let ina 
single contract, to be completed in eleven months. It was 
due September 7, 1905, was completed August 5, 1905, 
and the Contractor, Henry McGahey, received a bonus of 
$1,350. This was another clear-cut example of the desir- 
ability of a single contract where rapid completion is 
aimed for. It was occupied on September 13, 1905. The 
original contract was $107,213, and the actual cost, 
including the bonus of $1,350, was $107,818. The cost per 
cubic foot and per pupil will be given later in the schedule. 
The excess of cost is due almost wholly to the piled founda- 
tions. Such expense is generally offset by the cost of the 
land, which is lower than available solid land. 

Item 33. The Samuel W. Mason School, John A. Fox, 
Architect, was due August 1, 1905, about thirteen months 
being allowed for completion. It was let in four contracts, 
but the time being ample and the building being well handled, 
both by the architect and contractor, it was certified as being 
complete at the appointed time, and was occupied Septem- 
ber 13, 1905. This was a piled foundation like the James 
Otis School, and also a very large lot to grade. The original 
contract prices and the actual cost of the building are as 
follows :

The new Tuckerman School, Charles K. Cum- 
mings, Architect, was let in four contracts, and a short 
time was set for completion. Let on December 8, 1904, 
it was to have been completed August 15, 1905. This 
is one of the instances where a building let in this 
way was carried through to completion on time, and that 
time a reasonably short one. The building is not large, 
and there were no complications in connection with the 
foundations or with water, and, as compared with the John 
Greenleaf Whittier, it seems to have been entirely a case of 
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the competency of the general contractor, the architects 
in both cases having given excellent service. The building 
was certified as complete on August 15, 1905, and was occu- 
pied at the beginning of the school term, September 13, 
1905. The completed cost compares with the original con- 
tract prices as follows:

Item 28. The school previously reported as the Harvard- 
street District, James E. McLaughlin, Architect, has now 
been named the William E. Endicott, for the late master of 
the Christopher Gibson School. The building was let in 
four contracts, which include the grading of the extensive 
grounds containing not only this school, but two other 
wooden buildings. The cost to date compares with the 
original contract prices as follows:

The building was let December 8, 1904, and was to have 
been completed December 8, 1905, in twelve months. For 
good and sufficient reason the time was extended eight 
weeks to January 29, 1906, and on February 1 was still 


incomplete. 


The same limits applied to this building as to the Tucker- 
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man and Whittier, and consequently the outside limit of cost 
should have been $77,000. The cost per cube and per pupil 
are given in the schedule later. 

Item 17. Phillips Brooks District, W. H. McGinty, Archi- 
tect. The addition to the Howard-avenue School has been 
named the Nathaniel Hawthorne School. ‘This is a nine-room 
primary, and the limit was set in the previous report to be 
$69,300. The building was let in four contracts, the main 
contract April 26, 1905, and was to have been completed 
December 26,1905. For good and sufficient reason the time 
was extended to January 26, 1906. There were serious 
delays on this building in furnishing the ornamental terra- 
cotta. Part of this delay was due to the action of the 
Board, who considered for a while eliminating altogether 
this ornamental work, and thus delayed the order for the 
terra-cotta. With this exception the building has gone 
along fairly well, but it is evident it cannot be completed 
on the date as extended. ‘The cost to date compares with 
the original contract prices as follows:

Item 24. The Primary School-house in the Lewis District, 
Schweinfurth & Craig, Architects, has been named the Sarah 
J. Baker School. This building was let in a single contract 
on March 27, 1905. It will be noted that this was let nearly 
two months after the William E. Endicott. It was let in a 
single contract with a $50 per diem bonus and forfeiture 
clause, and was to have been completed on February 27, 
1906. The building was certified as being practically com- 
plete December 12, 1905, and the contractor received a bonus 
of $3,850. On this building the board had a clerk of the 
works from the beginning of the work, a very competent 
contractor, Angus MacDonald, a careful and conscientious 
architect, and the work in every respect was remarkably well 
carried on. ‘The limit of cost had been set at $158,400. It 
was let for $158,820, and was completed, irrespective of the 
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bonus, for $157,208.38, thus showing that there were no 
omissions in the plans and specifications which involved addi- 
tional expenses. With the bonus added, the building is but 
very slightly in excess of the low limit for a primary build- 
ing. The cost per cubic foot and per pupil is given in the 
schedule later. 

Item 11. The Charlestown High School. Messrs. Stick- 
ney & Austin, who were appointed architects on July 18, 
1904, were considerably delayed in the preparation of their 
plans, owing to the fact that this was the first high school 
which the Board had had an opportunity of studying in 
detail. It found nothing on the records of high schools 
previously erected for the City of Boston which gave it 
any definite information as to what the cost per cube or the 
cost per pupil should be in a high school of given accommo- 
dation, nor what relation the cubic contents should bear to 
the number of pupils that were provided for. The plans | 
therefore were not ready to be advertised until the summer 
was nearly over, and, fearing that the cut granite for the ex- 
terior might delay the building if the contract was let in the 
autumn, the late Mayor Collins authorized advertising for bids 
for granite in August. On August 31, 1905, the contract 
for the granite was awarded to the New England Granite 
Company in the sum of $58,000. This firm were unwilling 
to sign the contract and forfeited their check, and on Septem- 
ber 9, 1905, the Board rescinded the award to the New Eng- 
land Granite Company. On September 12, 1905, they 
awarded it to the second bidder, the Pigeon Hill Granite 
Company, in the sum of $67,000. In November, 1905, they 
advertised for the remainder of the building, which was to 
be let in a single contract, covering all the remainder of the 
trades. The lowest bid was that of Henry McGahey, amount- 
ing to $239,137. Before awarding this contract the Board 
made certain changes in the equipment of the building and 
got figures from the architects and the contractors for allow- 
ances of $11,510.70. On November 18, 1905, they accepted 
the original contract and signed the orders for deduction. 
These contracts, however, did not have the signature of your 
Honor until January 8, 1906. The building is under a 
bonus and forfeiture for completion in fourteen months, which 
date will run from January 8, 1906. 

ltems 20, 21 and 22 comprise the group now known as the 
Normal and Latin Group. The three Architects, Messrs. 
Peabody & Stearns, Maginnis, Walsh & Sullivan, and Cool- 
idge & Carlson, who were appointed May 18, 1904, at the 
request of the Board, made their own arrangement as to the 
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conduct of this work, and decided that they would have the 
work executed by all three firms in an independent office, in 
which one man should be the agent and representative of the 
three. This arrangement has worked admirably, and it has 
greatly simplified the consultations between the Board and 
its architects, and has enabled the Board to have the advan- 
tage of the experience of a large number of able architects, and 
yet the convenience of acting in most cases with a single man. 

The borings showed that only one building would have to 
be piled. Piling drawings were made and the Board adver-. 
tised for bids for the piling, so as to get them in before the 
winter, but the bids received being high and the drawings — 
being well on toward completion for the whole group, all the 
bids were rejected, and the piling will now be included in the. 
general contract. The drawings and specifications are now 
nearly complete. The group will be let as a whole, but the 
principal trades will be divided, the general contract, the 
heating, the plumbing and the electric work being each 
separate. 

ltem 19. The Mechanic Arts High School addition, 
Wheelwright & Haven, Architects. This building having 
been held up last year by lack of funds, was this year held up 
by the report of the Commission on Height of Buildings, 
which put the district in which the Mechanic Arts High 
stands under a limitation of eighty feet. The building was 
planned for a height of one hundred feet. It was not until. 
November 20; 1905, that the Commission on Height of 
Buildings passed an order exempting this school from the 
restrictions and thus freeing the Board to go on with the 
work. As the new School Committee took office on Janu- 
ary 1, 1906, it was thought best to defer advertising for 
bids until matters, not yet finally settled, could be presented 
to them for their approval. 


In a schedule (Appendix VII.) is given a list of all the 
buildings erected by the Board, showing what extras or 
deductions have been made, and it will be seen that the 
architects employed by the Board have made a very 
creditable record in this respect. 


New Work, Not on THE List oF Forty-two ITEMS. 


The Board has necessarily looked ahead beyond the items 
which were down in the old list and has studied a certain 
number of the more pressing of the problems. The only 
ones about which any definite action has been taken are as 
follows: 
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The Dorchester High Annex. For some years the Dor- 
chester High School has had its very large capacity seriously 
overtaxed, and each year is adding to the growth of this 
school. The Board had previously considered the desira- 
bility of attempting to fit for use the space in the roof, but 
the cost of this seemed to be entirely dispropertionate to 
what would be gained. They therefore decided that it 
would be better to purchase adjacent land, which could be 
done at a reasonable price, and erect thereon a building for 
class-rooms only, leaving the original building just as it 
stands. On May 24, 1905, the Board requested the Board 
of Street Commissioners to take land containing 20,680 
square feet. Messrs. Hartwell, Richardson & Driver, the 
architects of the Dorchester High School, were, on June 24, 
1905, appointed architects for the new building, and have 
made preliminary sketches for the same which have been 
approved. ‘These drawings contemplate a building contain- 
ing twelve class-rooms and six recitation rooms and with a 
seating capacity for four hundred and twenty. As the old 
building has seating capacity for seven hundred and forty, it 
- will when completed be the largest high school in the city. 

The Edward Everett District. As far back as the time 
when the list of forty-two items was made, in 1901, there was 
a demand for a new grammar school in the Edward Everett 
District. It was not thought to be absolutely imperative at 
that time, but it seems now asif the time had come when 
the new building should be built. With this in view, the 
Board has asked and received the opinion of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools confirming their selection of a lot, but no 
other action has been taken. 

The Board has also made a careful study of the more 
congested districts, and is prepared to advise with the 
Superintendent as to the best method of meeting other press- 
ing needs. 


(2.) CRITICAL SUMMARY, REVISING THE LIMITS IN 
GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The experience of the Board in connection with the erec- 
tion of its more recent buildings leads it to believe that the 
limits that have been set for the cubic contents and cost per 
cube are fairly accurate, but that either of the extremes is 
difficult to meet. Of the four small primaries, three of ten 
rooms and one of nine, the nine-room building and one of the 
ten-room buildings came within the high limit, the former only 
because it was an old lot, already graded, paved and fenced, 
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so that there was but very little expense outside of the build- 
ingitself. It seems evident that only the most rigid economy 
in the primary buildings having an accommodation of twelve 
rooms and under, will keep them below the limit of 35,000 
cubic feet per room, and 22 cents per cubic foot, and that even 
rigid economy will not do this if there is anything unusual, 
such as expensive foundations or exceptional expenses outside 
the building. A problem equally difficult is to get even the » 
largest buildings down to the low limit. While everything 
that was necessary was included in the Sarah J. Baker School, 
a twenty-four room building, the most strenuous efforts were 
made to keep the building down, by the elimination of every- 
thing that was not essential. Notwithstanding this care, 
however, the building has just reached the low limit. 

With the grammars it has been found even more difficult to 
keep the small buildings within the high limit; 45,000 cubic 
feet per class-room and 22 cents per cubic foot seems to be an 
extremely difficult figure to meet, unless the building is cer- 
tainly larger than fourteen rooms, and, with one exception, 
the Oliver Wendell Holmes, which is one of those examples 
which occasionally brightens the career of the statistician and 
helps to balance averages, the Board has not been able on 
large grammar buildings to get down to the low limit of 40,000 
cubic feet per class-room and 22 cents per cubic foot. 

As the grammar has more rooms for general use than the 
primary, these rooms being standard in size and equipment, 
so is the difference between a large and a small grammar 
more marked than between a large and small primary. Both 
large and small grammar schools contain assembly halls to 
seat five or six hundred, and a cooking-room and manual 
training room. The cubic feet for a grammar might be re- 
vised as follows:

Further figures have been taken which may prove useful 
as indicating how the expense of the buildings is divided up 
among the contracts which are generally in use in the City 
of Boston—that is the four contracts—for the building, 
for its heat, its plumbing, and for its electric work. 
Roughly speaking, 84 per cent. is the building, and of 
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the remainder (16 per cent.), 9 per cent. goes to the heating, 
4 per cent. to the plumbing, and 3 per cent. to the electric 
work; on a basis of 22 cents, 18 cents to the building, 2 
cents to the heating, 1t cents to the plumbing, and # cent 
to the electric work. A schedule is included elsewhere 
(Appendix VI.) giving the cost of the various buildings, the 
percentage of the different contracts, the cubical contents, 
the cost per cubic foot, and the cost per cubic foot of the 
various contracts, with the accommodation of the school 
and the cost per pupil. 


(8.) STANDARDS FOR HIGH SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION. 


In attempting to establish similar standards for high 
schools, the difference between a large and small school is 
still more marked than it is in grammar buildings. Every 
high school requires, besides its class-rooms, at least three 
laboratories with a lecture room, a handicraft room (corre- 
sponding to the grammar manual training room), household 
science rooms (corresponding to the grammar cooking 
room), and a gymnasium with its dressing rooms and baths. 
All of these are of standard size to accommodate a class, and 
consequently are fixed irrespective of the number of pupils 
in the school. 

Beside such high school requirements as these, which are 
fixed by the size of a class, and not by the size of the school, 
there are the assembly hall and the recitation rooms, which to 
a certain extent would be governed by the size of the school. 
One would expect therefore to find a difference in cost 
between a school of five hundred and one for seven hundred 
or one thousand to be small compared to their difference in 

ccommodation. 

During the period from 1898 to 1901, the city has built 
three high schools, the Dorchester, the East Boston and the 
South Boston High. These three, and the Charlestown High, 
under construction, figure as follows:

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Of the above schools, the Dorchester High encloses a large 
unfinished space under the roof, and consequently is not a 
good guide as to the economical cube in relation to accom- 
modation. It will be seen later, however, that its excessive 
cube is more than offset by its low cost per cube, and conse- 
quently its actual cost is within the reasonable limit for its 
accommodation. The East Boston High and South Boston 
High are compact plans, and the plans of the new Charles- 
town High have been very carefully studied to contain all 
modern requirements, including household science and handi- 
craftrooms. ‘Taking these three examples of carefully studied, 
compact plans, the following experimental table is compiled. 
Beginning with a school accommodating five hundred and 
forty pupils, 82,000 cubic feet per forty pupils is allowed. 
A school of larger accommodation will cost practically the 
same amount per cubic foot, but will have a cubic contents 
ereatly reduced in proportion to its accommodation, because 
the necessary high school equipment will remain fixed and 
ouly class-rooms will be increased. 

The ratio appears from these three examples to be a reduc- 
tion of about 4,000 cubic feet per forty pupils for every 
increase of one hundred and twenty pupils in the total accom- 
modation. This would givea table as follows for calculating 
the cube of a building whose accommodation is fixed :

To arrive at the proper cost per cubic foot, one may take 
the cost of primary and grammar as a basis (22 cents) and 
add 1 cent to the general contract for the extra equipment, 
z cent on the plumbing for laboratories and distributed 
toilets, and % cent on the electric for the work in labora- 
tories. This would give 24 cents in place of the 22 cents 
for the cost per cubic foot, both these figures based, of 
course, on the conditions of solid ground for foundations. 
As elsewhere stated, piling or very deep footings will add 
about 2 cents. 
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Applying these figures to the four buildings, now including 
the Dorchester High, it is seen that the Dorchester High 
answers to test and is shown to be economical.

In the above cases the figures are all on the same basis. 
The actual cost of the three completed high schools includes 
what is in the contract for the Charlestown High School, that 
is, all the equipment of every description, except the furni- 
ture. In no case is the architect's commission included, 
consequently the figures in the three completed high schools 
will be lower than those given in the auditor’s accounts, as 
these include the architect’s commission, which for purposes 
of comparison are left out here. - 


(4.) SANITATION INSTALLED. 


As reported last year the work of replacing unhealthy sys- 
tems of sanitation in the old school buildings was practically 
completed then. ‘This is by no means equivalent to saying 
that the old buildings are now equipped with modern first- 
class plumbing. Among the oldest buildings there are some 
the condition of whose structure is hardly such as to war- 
rant going to the expense of putting in new plumbing. 
There are buildings that ought to be taken down and replaced 
by suitable modern buildings. ‘There are a large number of 
buildings that have systems that were installed under the 
City Architect some ten or twelve years ago, which have flush 
yaults, a system not in itself unsanitary, but by no means up 
to modern standard, and in some cases these systems are not 
even in condition which would warrant their being pro- 
nounced good of their kind. The work of improving sani- 
tary conditions in future will, however, fall entirely upon the 
amount appropriated each year for repairs. 

The fixtures in use by the Board are the same as those 
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reported on in previous years. The following is a descrip- 
tion of the work done this year: 


BLAcKINTON ScHOOL. ‘This is an eight-room building, formerly 
a primary school in the Emerson District, but now used for both 
primary and grammar classes in the new Blackinton District. 
Old brick flush vault, together with all old plumbing throughout 
building, removed. New system installed in basement, consist- 
ing of 24 short hopper closets, 36-foot slate urinal, 2 slate sinks, 
1 galvanized-iron sink for janitor. Above the basement were 
placed 4 slate sinks, a new master’s closet and bowl. All new 
vents, wastes and supplies throughout building. A new system 
of yard drainage, consisting of 3 catch-basins, was also installed 
and connected to main sewer. In connection with this work a 
new master’s office was built on the second floor and the building 
painted and tinted throughout. Completed September, 1905. 
Cost, $5,555.89. 

DoRCHESTER-AVENUE SCHOOL. This is a four-room primary 
building in the Mary Hemenway District. Old brick flush vault 
and urinal, together with allold plumbing, removed. New system 
installed in basement, consisting of 10 short hopper closets, 15- 
foot slate urinal, 1 galvanized-iron sink for janitor, 2 slate sinks. 
Above the basement were placed 2 slate sinks, 1 water-closet 
and bowl for teachers, 1 water-closet for kindergarten, 2 slate 
sinks. New wastes, vents and supplies throughout. In addition 
to this, new sill cocks and conductors were installed. Fan sys- 
tem of local ventilation; building painted and tinted throughout. 
Completed September, 1905. Cost, $4,811.85. 

JosHua Bates Scuoot. This is an eight-room primary build- 
ing in the Dwight District. Old long hopper closets and all old 
plumbing in building removed. New system installed in base- 
ment, consisting of 17 short hopper closets, 20-inch slate urinal, 
2 slate sinks, 1 janitor’s galvanized-iron sink, 1 janitor’s water- 
closet. Above the basement were placed 2 slate sinks, 1 teachers’ 
closet and bowl. New wastes, vents and supplies throughout. 
A complete system of yard drainage was installed, consisting of 
4 catch-basins, connected to main sewer. Electric fan system of 
local ventilation installed. Owing to nature of soil in this locality 
it was necessary to relay the entire basement floor, which had 
settled badly. Iron floor beams were laid, on these a flooring of 
concrete slabs was placed and the entire floor covered with an 
asphalt finish. ‘The heating and ventilating system was repaired, 
the stacks in basement bricked up and and a general rearrange- 
ment of galvanized iron in-takes made. Completed September, 
1905. Cost, $7,500. 

Prescorr ScHoou. ‘his is a ten-room grammar school in the 
Charlestown District. All old sinks removed, with vents, wastes, 
and supplies connected to same. New installation of slate sinks, 
5 in number, 1 galvanized-iron sink for janitor, new master’s 
closet and bowl, new teachers’ closet and bowl, new janitor’s 
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closet. New installation connected to present drain. Completed 
September, 1905. Cost, $2,396.75. 


(o.) Fire PROTECTION. 


This year the Board has laid out, as in previous years, a 
considerable amount of work to be done along the lines of 
their previous recommendations, of fireproofing and making 
more safe the basements, and of improving the exits from the 
buildings, and also continuing the work of installing fire-escapes 
where theyseemed most needed. Owing to the increased 
burden on the amount appropriated for repairs, and the fact 
that the expense of fire protection could no longer be taken out 
of the now exhausted appropriation which covered such needs 
under the original bill, the Board was obliged to curtail con- 
siderably the amount of work laid out, and was obliged to 
curtail still further the amount of work actually put in 
hand, owing to the expense of the fire which occurred in 
the Lewis School while repairs were being made in it dur- 
ing the long vacation. | 

The following work has been done: Doors have been 
changed to swing out at the Roger Wolcott and Lowell 
Schools, and in the building on East Fourth street in South 
Boston. The ceiling over the furnaces has been protected 
in the Everett primary; a fire escape has been provided for 
the old Agassiz; fire extinguishers have been provided in 
twenty-one schools, and an additional exit has been provided 
in the fire escape at the Somerset-street School. 

Another year the Board expects to continue this work as 
rapidly as their funds permit, but an even larger portion of 
the expense of the department will this year be charged 
against the repair account, and, as pointed out later, it will 
be seen that, owing to the very large amount of new erection 
in the last five years, the needs for repairs have increased 
more rapidly than the amount set aside therefor.

REPAIRS. 


Under the appropriation of 25 cents per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation $301,700 was available in 1905 for repairs, against 
which must be charged, according to the Act passed in 1904 
(Acts of 1904, chapter 376), the bulk of the expenses of the 
department, amounting in 1905 to $24,054.69. This leaves 
$277,645.31, that is, less in 1905 than in 1902, although the 
city owns now new schools costing over $3,500,000, which 
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were not in existence in 1902. Incidentally the repair 
account suffered still further in 1905, owing to a fire in the 
Lewis School, on which the Board was making extensive 
repairs. It cost $15,666.57 to make good the damage here. 

The old buildings, notwithstanding the fact that the major- 
ity of the repair money has been spent on them, require each 
year a large amount if they are to be kept in as good condi- 
tion as their construction permits, and also meet the constant 
demand for altered accommodations to suit new requirements. 
The new buildings, to keep them always in good condition 
and to prevent depreciation, require constant petty repairs 
and a steady expenditure on their wood floors and painted 
walls. 

In 1905 the total value of the school buildings in Boston, 
including those completed before February, 1906, amounted 
to $12,289,767. The oldest buildings are placed at assessed 
valuation, the more recent buildings at their actual cost. 
These may be roughly divided into those of first class con- 
struction and those not first class. The first group comprises 
all the buildings built by the Board and some of the earlier 
ones. ‘These may therefore be called new buildings. These 
cost $4,455,667, and on repairs on these buildings $21,837 
was spent in 1905. The rest of the school buildings are 
valued at $7,834,100, and on these $245,148 was spent in 1905. 
Much of the first amount ($21,887) was spent ou, minor 
equipment and not on actual repair to make good ordinary 
wear and tear. Half of one per cent. is a small amount for 
this latter purpose alone, and it is poor economy to build 
first class buildings and not maintain them in perfect condi- 
tion. Of the latter amount ($245,148) by far the greater 
part was spent in actual renewals or major repairs which are 
essential for the proper conduct of the school work in these 
older buildings, and very much of this work remains to be 
done — modern heating and plumbing, fire protection, better 
exits, good floors, clean paint, new blackboards. 

From the above we believe that it must be evident that 
the amount appropriated for repairs, increasing only accord- 
ing to the increase in assessed valuation, is inadequate to do 
the work as it should be done, and as it would be done by 
the business management of similar valuable property ; and 
that no reduction should be made until all the old schools, 
whose construction would justify the expenditure, have been 
put in really good structural and hygienic condition. 

With the establishment of a new School Committee, whose 
number is reduced from twenty-four to five, the Board hopes 
that it will be possible for them to work conjointly in matters 
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that are of common interest; to develop a system whereby 
petty repairs may be made without the annoyance, delay 
and expense of the present cumbersome method; to have| 
such regulations as to discipline in the schools, and as to the 
service of janitors, as shall tend to prevent unnecessary de- 
terioration of buildings ; to insure proper care of buildings 
and grounds when they are used for purposes other than 
those connected with the day schools. All these are matters 
that might well be arranged between the two authorities. 
At present the conditions referred to in the Report of 1904 
still exist. ‘The evening schools, vacation schools and edu- 
cational centres not only require in some cases expenditures 
for equipment, but are also more apt than the day schools to 
cause damage in excess of ordinary wear and tear. ‘This 
work is as important as any educational work undertaken by 
the city, and there should be no difficulty in organizing these 
schools as perfectly as the day schools. 

In Appendix III. can be found a statement showing how 
the repairs are distributed in the various schools. 


._(1.) THE System EMPLOYED FoR REPAIR WoORK. 


When a repair is needed the Master of the school states his 
request on requisition blank marked 1 (see cut). This is 
then forwarded by him to the Schoolhouse Commissioners. 
One of the Commissioners authorizes the work, signing the 
requisition as indicated ; or refuses the request; or else gives 
the requisition to the Inspector of the district in which the 
school is located to investigate and report on the same. 
In case the report is satisfactory the work is authorized ; if 
not, the requisition is rejected. If the work is authorized, 
blank marked 1 is signed, specifications for the same are 
written and at least three bids obtained on said work. The 
specifications are written on or attached to the proposal blank 
marked 2, unless the work called for is painting, in which 
case the regular proposal for painting is used, with specifi- 
cations printed thereon. With the proposal blank is sent to 
the bidder a permit, marked 8, to secure admission to the 
school building, in order that the bidder may estimate the 
cost of the work on the premises. These blanks, together 
with an envelope, marked 5, addressed to the Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, are sent to each bidder in the regular office 
envelope. ‘The blank, marked 7, is then filled out and filed 
with the Commissioner for reference. The bidder returns 
the proposal blank and specifications with his estimate on 
the same, in the addressed envelope, and fills in the name of the

schoolhouse and the kind of work in the lower left corner of 
the envelope. The bids are opened on the day and at the 
hour specified in the specifications. The lowest bid is usually 
the one accepted. When the bid has been accepted and the 
work authorized, the Commissioner signs the blank marked 
2, t.e., the proposal, and returns it to the Inspector of the 
district. The Inspector then fills out in his order book 
the blank marked 8. This is done in triplicate. One of 
these sheets is sent to the contractor whose bid is accepted, 
one is filed with the accepted proposal and specifications, 
and the third is left in the inspector’s order book. When the 
work has been completed to the satisfaction of the Master, 
the order sent out to the contractor is returned to the Com- 
missioner, signed in the lower left corner by the Master of 
the school, expressing his approval of the work. With this 
the contractor sends his bill marked 4 made out in duplicate. 
The same number which appears on the order blank in the 
upper right corner must appear on the bill in the upper left 
side inside the circle left for the same. The bills are then 
passed upon first by the Inspector, then by the Secretary and 
finally by the Chairman of the Board, and, if approved by 
them, are sent to the City Auditor for payment. The 
Inspector notes on the order blank left in his book the date 
and amount of the bill for the work ordered. All of the above 
applies to work the value of which exceeds $50, and for such 
work is no more cumbersome than is necessary to insure the 
necessity of the work, its careful estimating and its satisfac- 
tory performance. ‘The same routine, however, necessarily 
governs the smallest repairs except for the fact that competi- 
tive bids are not asked for. ‘The routine is so cumbersome 
that constantly the first step, the order from the Master, is 
not taken. The repair may be a broken pane of glass, a 
break in a water or waste pipe, reported hurriedly by the 
Janitor of a primary school, perhaps a half a mile away from 
where the Master is, in his grammar building. The requisi- 
tion then, instead of being signed by the Master, is signed by 
the Inspector, and when the order comes back to the Master 
for his approval of the work done, he is perhaps ignorant that 
it has even been required or ordered. In regard to such 
petty repairs, especially those that are of the nature of 
urgent necessities, the Board believes that a more satisfactory 
arrangement might be made. 
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IV. 


POLICY OF THE BOARD. 


In the report of 1904 the Board reported on first, what 
they considered proper accommodation for children of pri- 
mary grade; second, the same for the grammar grade (no 
change has been made on either of these); third, the agree- 
ment with architects employed by the Board. This also 
remains unchanged, but for reference is given in Appen- 
dix X. 

The establishment of fixed standards for primary and 
grammar schools, and the gradual development of the specifi- 
cation, which is complete and thorough, has been possible 
only through the co-operation and support of the Architects 
employed by the Board. ‘The results of this work have 
been to eliminate practically altogether the extras which are 
ordinarily such sources of annoyance to the owner, to 
the Architect and to the Contractor. The table given in 
Appendix VII. gives a complete statement of all the buildings 
erected by the Board, the original contract price, and the final 
price paid. In three cases, out of twenty-three buildings 
completed, substantial additions were made, which were really 
in the nature of supplementary contracts for work not origi- 
nally included in the first contract. These were the Mather 
Grammar School, for which a contract was made to finish and 
complete three class-rooms and a cooking room in the base- 
ment at a cost of $12,882.60; the Oliver Wendell Holmes 
School, where grounds beyond the lines of the original con- 
tract, and in connection with an adjacent primary school, 
were graded, paved, planted, etc., at an expense of $7,620, 
and the John Greenleaf Whittier Primary School, in which 
was installed a plant of the Vacuum Cleaner Company, 
largely for the purpose of experimenting as to whether this 
method justifies the expenditure by its economy and the thor- 
oughness of results. This cost $2,150. If these three items 
and the net bonus, $3,121, were eliminated, as in justice they 
should be, the figures would show that twenty-three build- 
ings were completed for $3,501,293.39, or $13,435.51 less 
than $3,514,728.90, the amount of the original contracts, 
showing that there were deductions in excess of the extras. 
Furthermore, awards on the buildings completed ahead of 
time, the Board paid $5,220 as bonus, and has deducted as 
forfeiture for buildings that were late $2,099, with three 
claims for damages still unsettled, thus showing the con- 
stant efforts of the Board to have their work done on time. 
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In cut form will be found a series of bianks used in 
connection with new buildings, and which help the Board 
to follow closely the work on the buildings. When 
the work is first let, the Contractor is obliged to present to 
the Architect a schedule, showing how the total amount of 
his contract is subdivided among the various trades. He is 
not required to name his sub-contractors on this list, although 
the Board has the power to inquire into this matter, and 
sometimes requires the names of the principal sub-contractors 
on the proposal sheet of the contract, but the list is intended 
to show how the total amount of his contract is chargeable 
against the different portions of the work. When he applies 
for a payment the Architect fills out the form marked 4, and 
in the right hand lower corner makes a detailed list of the 
value of the various portions of the work that have been 
completed, which the Board can check against the list on 
file, showing how much of each portion of the work is certified 
as being complete. This application is certified to by the 
Architect, approved for payment by the Chairman, and the 
order for a special draft, marked 5, is attested by the Secre- 
tary, signed by the Chairman, and sent to the City Auditor 
to be approved for payment. Notice of the draft is sent to 
City Treasurer on blank marked 6. To keep a constant 
written record of the progress of the work not only for the 
information of the Board, but as a definite record of progress, 
as it might have a bearing on a decision as to delay, the 
Board requires from its Architects a weekly report, marked 1. 
If any changes are required in the work, whether of addi- 
tion or deduction, the Architect makes out the form, 
marked 2, in triplicate. In some cases the change may be 
urgent, and it may not be practicable to state at the time the 
money value of the change, and whether or not it affects the 
time for completion, but ordinarily the Architect is expected 
to fill out in this order the amount to be added or deducted 
and to state whether or not it will affect the time of comple- 
tion. If this is approved by the Chairman, all three are signed, 
two returned to the Architect, one for his own use and one for 
the Contractor, and the order, marked 8, is made out. This 
order gives a complete statement of the financial condition 
of the work, and is signed by the Chairman and by the 
Mayor, and filed with the Auditor. 

The Board is now engaged in studying the high school 
problem, hoping to be able to put this on the same definite 
basis as the grammar and primary. In the grammar and 
primary the School Committee co-operated with the Board 
in cutting out what they considered superfluous, and the 
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Board studied kindergarten, manual training and cooking 
rooms until they had arrived at what seemed to be an 
economical standard equipment. ‘The same thing should be 
done with the School Committee as to high schools. Espe- 
cially does the Board wish advice as to the size and equip- 
ment of laboratories. At present they are equal to many of 
the best college laboratories. Perhaps this is really neces- 
sary, but if it is not, it could be modified at a considerable 
saving. 

At present the requirements of a high school are as follows: 
In addition to class-rooms studied to take. the number of | 
pupils in the school, in single rooms accommodating from 
thirty-five to forty-two, or double rooms accommodating from 
sixty to eighty, there would be the following more or less 
fixed equipment, depending on the size of a class rather than 
on the number of pupils in the school: Laboratories for chem- 
istry and for physics, and for botany and zodlogy combined ; 
in connection with these laboratories a lecture-room, capable 
of seating ninety pupils, a drawing-room, a room for handi- 
craft, rooms for household science, a gymnasium, a library, 
principal’s room, reception rooms, and the rooms for the men 
and women teachers. There would also be the assembly 
hall and the recitation rooms, the latter of an area of 500 or 
600 square feet; the size of the assembly hall and the num- 
ber of these recitation rooms would depend more or less on- 
the number of children and the number of class-rooms. 

The Board has continued its policy as to the conduct of 
domestic engineering, and has employed a single firm to do 
all the work, both on new buildings and on the old buildings. 
The Engineers advise with the Architects as soon as the latter 
are appointed, and after seeing that the sketch plans are 
made with due provision for the heat, ventilation and electric 
work, make the working drawings and specifications on 
which competitive bids are received through advertisement. 
They superintend the work constantly during execution and 
make final tests when it is completed, and see that the jani- 
tors who are put in charge are familiar with the plants. The 
advantages of having the service of a single firm for this 
work lies in the establishment of uniform standards for 
gravity or plenum systems, and in having a consistent record 
of the efficiency of the systems installed. These advantages 
alone might not justify the Board in not offering to other 
firms an opportunity to design systems along the lines 
proved by experience to be best, just as is done in the case 
of the Architects, but the Engineers perform other services 
for the Board which could not be performed except by a 
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single firm, that is, the charge of the more complicated prob- 
lems of heating, ventilation and electric installation in the 
old buildings. . 

This requires familiarity with the plant of every school 
that is heated by boilers. During three and a half years the 
Engineers have conducted work in or advised the Board in 
regard to one hundred twenty-five schools out of a total of 
two hundred twenty-five, and on a number of others reports 
and examinations have been made, but no work has been 
carried out. This gives them a familiarity with the problem 
in the schools throughout the city which is of great value 
to the Board in enabling it to decide wisely as to the expen- 
ditures really necessary. 

Incidental to the regular. work the Engineers have con- 
ducted and are conducting tests of efficiency, tests to deter- 
mine the desirability of moistening the air in winter (see 
Appendix VIII.), tests of automatic devices and tests of 
methods of artificial lighting. This work could be con- 
ducted only by a single firm constantly employed. 

The Board believes that it has been entirely justified in 
the past in continuing this policy, but that now that the prob- 
lems have been thoroughly studied and many of them com- 
pletely solved, it is competent to carry on this work in its 
own department, provided it has the expert assistance of 
men who are familiar with the work that has been done dur- 
ing the last four years by the domestic Engineers, and are 
familiar with the schools of the City of Boston. ‘Such men, 
working under the direct supervision of the Board, should 
be able to do the drawing and specification writing connected 
with the new buildings, which will not .in the future be 
erected in such numbers annually as they have been in the 
past, and they will also be able to give even more contin- 
uous attention to the tests of efficiency which the Board 
considers it most desirable to continue. 

With the establishment, January 1, 1906, of a new School 
Committee, a body of five men, who must necessarily be more 
independent and more judicial in their action than the old 
Board of twenty-four, and who will, perforce, be guided by 
the expert knowledge of those in charge of the educational 
and material sides of the school problem, that is, the Super- 
intendent and Supervisors on the one hand, and the Board 
of Schoolhouse Commissioners on the other, it is to be hoped 
that a harmony of action may follow as a matter of course. 
According to the act establishing this Board, it was given 
certain powers which seem more naturally to belong to the 
educational department, and the Board in deciding such 
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matters has tried always to govern itself by the opinion of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 

For example, the Board was obliged to determine what 
school buildings were required prior to 1902. This was a 
matter about which the Superintendent and Board of Super- 
visors might be expected to know more than the Board of 
Schoolhouse Commissioners. ‘The lst was made in confer- 
ence with the Superintendent and the School Committee. 
The final decision in this, as in the matter of accommodation 
in each school, or the plan or construction of a school, rested 
wholly with the Board, subject only to the “* written opinion ” 
of the Superintendent of Schools. The Board has its own 
Inspectors, and from the nature and scope of its work is now 
as familiar with the questions of accommodation and growth 
of school population as is the Superintendent through his 
Board of Supervisors, but not more so, yet it is practically 
empowered to decide these questions. On the other hand, 
the determining of the bounds of school districts, a matter 
closely allied to accommodation and new buildings, is left 
wholly in the hands of the School Committee, who have 
never hitherto consulted the Board in making changes, or 
even advised it in advance when such changes were contem- 
plated. 

The Board is obliged to find accommodations for school 
children, but the School Committee have power to grant 
transfers for children of grammar grade, while children of 
primary grade are given their choice as to the school they 
attend. High school pupils also may choose. In’ this way 
the Board constantly finds that it is unable to relieve a 
crowded school by transfers to other schools where there is 
room. 

It has been the theory both of the School Committee and of 
this Board that primary schools should be small and many, so 
that any given district will be served without necessitating 
long walks for little children. It has not always been found 
practicable to do this. Large primary schools have been 
erected with a view to relieving crowded conditions extend- 
ing over a large area, and then it has been found difficult 
to relieve the small crowded schools, and force the children 
to walk a long distance to the new school. 

In these and in many other matters the educational and 
material authorities should work closely together. 
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GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 

Last year the Board summed up the requirements for its 
primary and grammar buildings. Repeated very briefly and 
with short revision they are —all buildings fireproof (so- 
called, first class construction) throughout; cost limited by 
allowing from 30,000 cubic feet for a large primary to 30,000 
cubic feet for a small primary, and 22 cents per cubic foot; 
by allowing a sliding scale of cubic feet per class-room for 
grammar (given on p. 14) and 22 cents per cubic foot; com- 
mon red brick and stone for the exteriors, and the smaller 
the building the less the ornament; the grounds outside the 
building from 25 to 40* square feet per pupil, to contain 
playgrounds, planted spaces and gardens, and to be as open 
as possible for daily use; to this one may add the experimen- 
tal figures for estimating cost of high schools, varying from 
82,000 cubic feet per class of forty in a small high school 
to 66,000 cubic feet per class of forty in a large building, 
and the addition of 2 cents to the cost per cubic foot, making 
it 24 cents for the high schools. 

The general information now given covers primary, gram- 


mar and high schools. The latter may be revised another 
‘year in the light of further study. 


GENERAL INFORMATION FOR FIRST 
CLASS CONSTRUCTION. 


PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


SCHOOL-ROOMS. (1.) Size will be 24 by 30 Primary and 26 
by 32 Grammar and not less than 13 feetin clear. 
Modification allowable only after consultation 
with the Board. Every room shall be numbered 
on the plans to designate it. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left hand lighting. The glass shall contain not 
less than of floor area, about 160 square feet for 
a room 24 feet wide; fT neither double run of sash 


_*In the last report 25 feet was mentioned as a reasonable limit. In outlying dis- 
tricts, where land is cheap and the school nuildings small, as much as 40 feet may be 
given. ? 

+ It is evident that if this area of glass is requisite to light a room in a building with 
free space about it, such for example as the Sarah J. Baker School, it is inadequate 
for a room in a building situated, like the Christopher Columbus, on a narrow street. 
Under exceptionally free conditions, with no obstruction to the direct light from the 
sky, itis possible that the area of glass might be reduced, but it appears to be no more 
than enough for the ordinary conditions of the new buildings, and should be increased 
if possible for such situation as that of the Columbus. 
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nor double glazing will be required, but a dust- 
proof weather strip ; the head square and close to 
the ceiling ; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from 
floor ; the windows divided with muntins, no large 
sheets of glass. Finished with plastered jamb, 
no architrave, metal corner bead. 

(38.) Doors.—One to corridor, 3 feet 6 inches 
by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, placed 
preferably near the teacher’s end; brass-plated 
steel butts, 3 lever mortise lock, master-keyed ; 
cast-brass knobs, marble thresholds to fireproof 
corridors. Doors to have 2-inch plain brass 
numbers and cardholders 34 inches by 5 inches. 

(4.) Floors will be Georgia pine rift, or 
maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards or of tack boards, and above this 
plaster, tinted in water color; the blackboards 
4 feet high; 2 feet 2 inches (in Kindergarten), 
2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 6 inches from floor in 
Primary and 2 feet 6 inches to 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grammar. Behind the teacher and on one long 
side in Primary, and behind the teacher on long 
side and end in Grammar and High. ‘These will 
be of best black slate, 4-inch thick. In Pri- 
maries a rack or tack board for holding cards 
is required above the blackboard. <A _ picture 
moulding at top of burlap and also near ceiling 
in both Primaries and Grammars. (See draw- 
ings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster, no paint 
nor tint. 

(7.) Lights. — Six groups of four lamps 
each and light for teacher’s desk; electric, no 
gas. 
(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — The inlet 
for heat about. 5 square feet, the outlet for ven- 
tilation about 5 square feet for gravity system 
and 3 square feet for fan. 

(9.) Bookcase. — Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes; upper doors fitted with pin 
tumbler locks, and latch and knob; drawers fitted 
with pin tumbler locks. Lower doors to have 
pin tumbler locks; same lock in each bookcase ; 
all bookease locks master-keyed. (See drawing.) 

(10.) Map Supports.— Provide one map 
support for each class-room in Grammar Schools, 
preferably behind the teacher’s desk or opposite 
the windows, fixed close to the ceiling. (See 
drawing.) 
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(11.) Teacher's Closet. — Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable from 
the wardrobe. 

(1.) Size. — Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors. — Outside 
light; two doors, both connecting with school- 
room and not to corridor, and having no thresh- 
olds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 inches 
wide, brass double acting butts, foot and hand 
plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold open, 
ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) loors as in school-rooms. 

(5.) Walls. — Painted burlap up to hook 
rail; poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and ‘pins over, 56 in number. Shoe- 
rack and umbrella clip below. (See drawing.) 
Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height of lower 
pole, Kindergarten, 30 inches from floor; Pri- 


- mary, 86 inches to 40 inches; Grammar, 44 
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inches, 48 inches and 52 inches; distance 
between poles, 8 inches for Primary and Gram- 
mar, 12 inches for High Schools. 

(6.) Ceiling. — Plaster. No tint. 

(7.) Light.—One lamp. Ceiling outlets, 
electric. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — Heating, 
direct. Ventilation, direct, 14 square feet area 
across section. 

(1.) Size. —Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet for 
over four rooms, governed by length, access to 
stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows. — Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.—Outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master-keyed, school 
lock; door check; heavy hooks to hold open. 
Vestibule doors open out, heavy butts, pulls, 
push plates, hook to hold open, door checks, no 
locks. 

(4.) Hloors. — Tile, terrazzo or granolithic. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings. — Painted 
burlap, 7 feet high, untinted walls and ceilings. 
Finish burlap with painted line or a dado cap, 
and put picture moulding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Light. — Ceiling lights, two lamps each, 
electric, also gas for emergency in corridors, on 
stairs and in vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — Heat,. di- 
rect. Ventilation, none. 
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(9.) Sinks and Closets. —On each floor 
above the first one or two 4-foot sinks and 
emergency closets; one for boys and one for 
girls. 

STAIRCASES. (1.) Number and Arrangement. — Deter- 
mined by building laws, but fireproof construc- 
tion in all cases. 

(2.) Material.—The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface. Rails of a simple pat- 
tern, easily cleaned; wall rails not necessary.* 

(3.) Steps.— About 64 or 7 inches by 10. 
Rail not less than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 3 
feet on landings. , 

SANITARIES. (1.) Size. —General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 3 water- 
closets for each school-room, two girls’, one boys’, 
and 86 inches of urinal for every school-room, 
arranged for convenient supervision and circula- 
tion. Slate sinks, length from 10 inches per 
class-room in small buildings to 6 inches per 
class-room in large buildings, located preferably 
in the play-rooms. In large schools the num- 
ber of closets may be considerably reduced, 
especially on boys’ side. The above refers to 
mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.— Ample _ outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with fac- 
tory ribbed glass. 

(3.) Doors.—The doors arranged ‘‘ in” and 
‘¢out,’’ with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ripple or 
ribbed glass; half-doors to water-closets except 
where ordered omitted. 

(4.) #loors.— Asphalt. Boys’, drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor-wash. 

(5.) Walls. — Salt-glazed brick, or other 
non-porous, inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted. 

(6.) Ceiling. —Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. No basement ceiling need be 
furred level. | 

(7.) Light.—Ceiling lights in groups of 
three lamps. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation. — Heat direct. 
Ventilation through fixtures back of urinals, and 
10 square inches local vent from each water- 
closet. 


*In many schools the children are required to file in the centre of the stairs and to 
keep away from the walls. Where this is the rule a rail on the wall appears needless. 
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(1.) In each grammar school a room of about 
240 square feet for the master, with a water- 
closet and bowl and a_ book-closet adjoining. 
This room should be near the centre of the build- 
ing, 7.é., on the second floor in a three-story 
building. In all schools, a room or rooms for 
teachers, averaging about 300 square feet for 
ten teachers, with one water-closet and bowl for 
each ten. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are teachers, 
a separate small room with toilet accommodations 
for men. 

(8.) Opportunity in teachers’ rooms for warm- 
ing luncheon, either gas or electric, unless 
there is a cooking-room in the building. 

(1.) All free basement space to be arranged 
as play-rooms for boys and girls. Salt-glazed 
brick, 7 feet high, and painted or whitewashed 
brick or stone walls above. Asphalt or cement 
floors, plaster ceilings or whitewashed concrete. 

(1.) Water-closets.— The basement water- 
closets for primary and grammar schools are 
short hopper closets; elsewhere, a heavy wash- 
down closet. (See drawing. ) 

(2.) Slate Partitions. — Supported at ends 
with iron pipe about 8 feet high, tied together 
and to the wall, to which doors are hung. (See 
drawing. ) | 

(3.) Urinals. — The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, without partitions, 
flushed automatically through $-inch perforated 
pipe, with hot and cold water; vented at bottom 
into space behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks, of black slate, self-closing cocks, 
set 15 inches on centres, and cup-hooks at each 
side of cocks. 

(5.) Floor-washes in sanitaries, as already 
mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Piping. — (a.) Cast iron, must be in 
trenches in basement, running trap with direct 
indirect fresh-air inlets, clean-outs at every 
change of direction. Soils and vents exposed as 
far as possible, no asphaltum, but oil-tested, red 
lead and three coats paint. 

(6.) Supplies. — Exposed as far as possible ; 
where covered may be lead, elsewhere brass, 
no nickel-plate. Hot water for janitor’s use in 
basement; for urinal, cooking-room, and, if con- 
venient, for master’s and teachers’ rooms. Supply 
from boiler and from summer boiler, if any, or 
from a gas heater, or from cooking-room range. 
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(c.) Fire Lines. —In first class buildings 
over 3 stories high, one or more lines of 3-inch 


pipe. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


(1.) Assembly halls should accommodate the 
whole number of pupils in smaller grammar 
buildings, but it is not customary in the larger 
schools to seat over 800 or 900. The platform 
should be capable of accommodating one, or, in 
the large schools, two classes, and should have 
removable stepped platforms of wood to take the 
benches. Galleries may be used where the hall 
is two stories in height. Anterooms near the 
platform are desirable, and a connection from 
adjoining class-rooms to the anterooms or 
directly to the platform. A dignified architec- 
tural treatment of the walls and a studied color 
scheme is expected. The hall floor will be level. 
The lighting and acoustics should be such as 
belong to a small lecture hall. 

(1.) Size.—Room, generally located in 
basement, should be approximately of dimen- 
sions equivalent to a class-room and its ward- 
robe, preferably a corner room; and arrange- 
ment, shown by drawings, for number of benches 
there given, 28. 

(2.) Light. —The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two adjacent 
sides. Artificial light should be provided in 
six groups of four lamps, as in class-rooms or 
individual light for each desk. This latter is 
preferable where the occupation of room for 
manual training is permanently fixed. 

(3.) Heat. — Heat and ventilation the same 
as in class-rooms. 

(4.) Stock-room. —Stock-room should con- 
tain at least 80 square feet, preferably long and 
narrow. ‘Two 18-inch shelves should run around 
the room, 5 feet 6 inches and 6 feet from the 
floor. 

(5.) Wardrobes. —Wall space for 30 hooks, 
not necessarily a separate room. 

6.) Teachers’ Closet. — Teachers’ closet 
should be large enough to be used also for stor- 
age of finished work, and should be fitted with 
all shelving possible as well as with the custom- 
ary coat-hooks. An area of 40 square feet is 
adequate. 
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(7.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms. 

(8.) Blackboards.— Blackboard space of — 
about 30 running feet, 4 feet high. 

(9.) Workrack.— About 28 feet long, 6 
feet 6 inches high, and 2 feet deep. 

(10.) Washbowl. — A 3-foot sink is a con- 
venience, but not a necessity. 

11.) Linish of Room. — A basement room 
should be finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up 
to 7 feet where exposed, and above, brick walls 
whitewashed; if above the basement, finished 
as a Class-room. The floor is of wood. 

(12.) Furniture. — (Not included in the 
building contract.) The furniture comprises 28 
benches and stools, 4 display frames about 6 
feet long and 80 inches wide, demonstration 
steps and guard rail, teacher’s desk, table 4 feet 
by 24 feet with unfinished top, one desk chair 
and two common chairs. (For all of these see 
drawings. ) 

(1.) Size. — Should have an area equivalent 
to class-room and its wardrobe, preferably a 
corner room. 

(2.) Light. — As much light as a class-room, 
but not necessarily left hand; if located in a 
corner, light from two sides. Artificial ight as 
in a class-room. 

(3.) Heat.— Less heat is required than in- 
a Class-room, but the ventilation should be the 
same, with additional vent from the demonstra- 
tion ranges. : 

(4.) Wardrobes. — Provision for 28 pupils, 
clothes hooks in separate lighted closet and 
small teacher’s closet. 

(5.) Interior Finish. — Above basement, 
similar to school-rooms, blackboards 4 by 10 feet, 
back of teacher’s desk. Walls and ceilings 


_painted in oils. A basement room may have 


salt-glazed brick walls up to 7 feet and white- 
washed brick above. The floor of wood. 

(6.) ile. —'The floor space occupied by the 
ranges and the wall space back of them (include 
sides if in recess) to a height of 7 feet, un- 
glazed red tile or salt-glazed brick. (For all 
this see drawings. ) 

(7.) Hittings. —(a.) Work Benches, ac- 
commodating 28 pupils, fitted with compartment 
for utensils, bread board, ete., a Bunsen burner 
with a hinged iron grill over it, set on aluminum 
plates at each station; benches arranged in the 
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form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 26 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stan- 
dards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set incentre. (See drawings. ) 

6.) Dresser. — Ten feet long, in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or hinged, 
doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 2 cup- 
boards on lower part. 

(c.) Muel-box. —-In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 380 inches deep, with 
hinged lids; small shelf in one section. Build- 
ings having cooking-rooms should have special 
accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(d.) Bookcase. — Similar to those provided 
in class-room. 

(€.) Sink. —Soapstone, 5 feet long; 2 
cold and 2 hot-water cocks; drip shelves 24 
inches long at each end of sink. Sinks should 
be near ranges. 

(f.) Hot-water Boiler. — (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(g.) Coal and Gas Ranges.— A six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range with hood 
provided and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(h.) hefrigerator. — Will’ be a part of the 
furniture. Furnished under another contract. 

(1.) Size.— The rooms can be contained in 
the space of a class-room and wardrobe, but a 
slightly larger area is desirable. They comprise 
a large room, a small room, a supply closet, 
wardrobe, teachers’ closet and a water-closet and 
bowl or sink. | 

(2.) Light.— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. Ex- 
posure should be sunny. Artificial light of the 
class-room type, arranged for the different rooms. 

(3.) Heat.— Heat and ventilation as in 
class-rooms. 

(4.) Large Room.— The large room should 
take a 16 foot circle, regulation lines painted on 
the floor, with at least 4 feet all around it when 
doors are open into small room. 

(5.) Bookcase and Blackboard, — Like a 
primary class-room. 

(6.) Small Room.— About 200 square feet, 
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with a blackboard opposite window, and wide | 


doors opening into large room. 

(7.) Wardrobe. — Hooks for 60. Arranged 
as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closet. — For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(9.)  Toilet-room.— With seat and bowl or 
sink. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of 36 or 42, generally the latter. A 
standard grammar class-room, 26 feet by 32 feet, 
will accommodate 42 high school desks. The 
large class-rooms are to accommodate from 60 
to 80 pupils; the larger number can be accommo- 
dated in a room 88 feet 8 inches by 48 feet. 


(1.) Size.— Area to depend on number of — 


seatings required or number of pupils in classes ; 
should be large enough for two classes and 
should occupy a position between the laboratories 
for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light. — As much glass area from the 
rear as possible. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. — In the same 
proportion as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment. — Fitted with demonstra- 
tion table adapted to experiments both in chem- 
istry and physics, containing drawers, locker, a 
pneumatic sink at end, supplied with hot and 
cold water under reduced pressure, and cold 
water under street pressure for quick filling; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 


by-pass to summer boiler; gas hose connection, 


gas air suction, and two forms of electric cur- 
rent — first, a direct current of 110 volts; 
second, a direct current with a range from 0 to 
10 volts. A stereopticon with a reflectoscope 
and connections. ‘These currents should be con- 
trolled under table. Over demonstration table, 
secured to ceiling, provide a plank with heavy 
screw hooks. Provide a hood with exhaust 
ventilation. Behind lecture table provide slid- 
ing blackboards and a canvas curtain on a heavy 
spring roller for attaching charts. Provide a 
screen at side of room for stereopticon projec- 
tions, the size to depend on distance and lenses 
used. .Hang black opaque curtains over each 
window, sash, door glass, and skylight, for com- 
plete cutting out of all light when they are 
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drawn. Control the artificial lighting of room 
at demonstration table. Lifting seats with desk 
for taking notes, arranged on platforms, so that 
the successive rows will rise one above the other 
to insure an unobstructed view of demonstration 
table. 

(1.) Size. — About 30 by 40 feet; prefera- 
bly a corner room. 

(2.) Light.—As for class-rooms, about one- 
fifth of floor area. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. —On same 
general basis as for class-rooms, with additional 
provision for exhaust ventilation from hoods. 

(4.) Walls and Ceiling. —Wall of brick 
painted, or some light colored brick, or plastered 
with some hard variety of cement. Where walls 
and ceiling are painted, zinc white should be 
used. 

(5.) loor. — Wood laid on two thicknesses 
of waterproof paper. 

(6.) Furniture. — Lid arm chairs, grouped 
in front of demonstration table. 

(7.) Equipment. — Pupils’ work tables, fitted 
with sink, a soapstone trough in centre of table, 
with standing overflow waste, to fill trough for 
pneumatic experiments. Table top of white pine 
stained with aniline hydrochlorate. A glass 
shelf for reagents above the sink, on bronze 
standards. -Each pupil’s station provided with 
hot and cold water, main supply to each table 
controlled by a valve for reducing the pressure. 
Gas hose-cock terminals and double electric plug 
terminals, with a voltage ranging from 0 to 10. 
Two drawers with cupboard under, in sections 
18 inches long; an individual drawer reserved 
for each pupil with lock and key and master- 
keyed. Four pupils use each cupboard in com- 
mon. Each third cupboard is left open for an. 
earthen jar. At side of room a slate shelf, 24 
inches wide, provided for ten advanced pupils. 
A small, portable, copper, steam bath, fitted 
with concentric rings, vented into exhaust venti- 
lation from hoods. <A drying oven of copper, 
heated by an electric radiator at bottom, vented 
to roof. Large general sink, with shelves at 
each end, supplied with hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure, and cold water under street 
pressure. Demonstration table, similar to one 
specified for lecture-room, 7 feet by 2 feet 9 
inches by 2 feet 8 inches high. To have gas, 
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electricity, steam and blast apparatus fittings, 
like those for table in lecture-room. Blackboards 
to be back of demonstration table, to be a sliding 
blackboard, similar to one in _ lecture-room. 
About 15 linear feet of slate blackboard on 
wall to be provided for pupils’ use. Shelves 4 
or 5 inches wide to be constructed on walls, of 
wood, with glass tops for bottles. 

(1.) Size. — About 300 square feet of area, 
adjoining chemical laboratory, connecting di- 
rectly with laboratory and lecture-room. 

(2.) Light. — Ample outside light. 

(3.) Hquipment. — Furnished with ample 
drawers and lockers in lower section and 
enclosed cases above. A _ slate shelf for a 
chemical balance. A work table, with hot and 
cold water through a combination goose-neck 
hose-bibbed cock. Gas hose terminals, the two 
forms of electricity specified for demonstration 
table, and sink about 24 inches square and 10 
inches deep, drawers and cupboard underneath. 
Bookcase for reference books on chemistry. 
One gas outlet. 

(1.) Size. — Any available space, about 
10 by 15 feet, entered through a vestibule. 

(2.) Hquipment. — Fitted with a wall bench 
and case of drawers, sink 4 feet by 2 feet by 
8 inches deep, with drip shelves at ends. Slate 
shelves over sink for draining plates. Gas and 
electric outlets on wall bench, and ruby lantern. 

(1.) Size. —30 by 40 feet. 

(2.) Light. —'The same basis as for school- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lwmiére studies. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation. —On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Furniture. — Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number of tablet 
arm-chairs to accommodate the entire division 
during the demonstration exercises. Chairs to 
be placed in the rectangle formed by the pupils’ 
tables and demonstration table. 

(5.) Hquipment. — Provide at least 6 tables 
to accommodate at. least 4 pupils to each table. 
To be built of hard wood, cherry tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar, 4 electric and gas hose-cock outlets. At 
wall provide a slate shelf, supported on heavy 
wrought-iron brackets. The full length of one 
side of room against windows fitted with at least 
10 hose-bibbed, goose-necked cocks for cold 
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water under reduced pressure, with movable, 
planished, lined copper pans connected with a fun- 
nel-shaped waste, connected into a common waste 
pipe, trapped at end of table on slate riser of 
shelf. Provide for each pupil gas, hose-cock and 
electric binding posts with a voltage from 0 to 
10 volts for each pupil. Fit to window on 
south side a special wood shutter, painted black 
and adapted to receive a porte lumiére, and fit 
windows, doors and skylight with opaque curtains 
as described for lecture-room. Demonstration 
table as described for chemical laboratory. 
General sink, 20 inches by 48 inches by 8 inches. 
Two cold water cocks, one under reduced pressure 
and one under street pressure, hose-bibbed and 
fitted with aspirator. Blast apparatus at end of 
demonstration table. 

(1.) Size. — About 30 by 40 feet, preferably 
a corner room, with southeast exposure. 

(2.) Light. — On the basis of three-tenths of 
the floor area. 

(3.) FHurniture.—Forty-two adjustable screw 
revolving chairs. 

(4.) Hquipment.—Twenty-one pupils’ tables, 
54 inches by 24 inches by 380 inches high, 
each to accommodate two pupils, to have plate 
glass tops; windows hung with light gray shades 
at top and green shades at bottom. Marble sink 
120 inches by 30 inches, accessible on all sides, 
divided transversely into two parts, 72 inches 
and 48 inches, respectively; the 72-inch section 
10 inches deep, and the 48-inch section 18 inches 
deep. Waste for each end. Supplies with hot 
and cold water, about 6 bibbs, quick fillers for 
48-inch section. One aquarium 48 inches by 36 
inches, with supply, standing waste and draw 
cock. Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. Cases 
built wherever practicable. ‘Three sections to 
contain 42 pigeon holes, 3 inches by 8 inches by 
8 inches, for storage of instruments. A liberal 
supply of cases to contain drawers and cupboards 
in lower compartment, and shelves above for 
exhibition of specimens, storage of material, 
instruments, books, charts, etc. 

(1.) Size. — About 300 square feet of area, 
adjoining chemical laboratory, connecting directly 
with physical laboratory and lecture-room. 

(2.) Light. — Ample outside light. 

(3.) Equipment. —To be provided with a 
liberal supply of drawers and cupboards in lower 
sections, and cases with adjustable shelves en- 
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closed with glass air-tight doors. Work tables 
60 inches by 24 inches, with two drawers, heavy 
maple tops, iron vise, 2 gas outlets. Sink, 24 
inches by 24 inches by 12 inches. 

(1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
exercises, athletic games, and the drilling of the 
school cadets. On account of its size and for 
structural conditions, to be generally located in 
the basement, directly under the assembly hall, 
with clear span of ceiling and combined height 
of basement and first story, with visitors’ gal- 


lery generally provided, but not essential, at one 


end at same grade and entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size.— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are generally about 50, and a suita- 
ble floor space for this number and a full com- 
pany of cadets at drill is from 3,000 to 3,850 
square feet. The height should be not less than 
24 feet. 


¢ 


(3.) Light. — Ample outside light in all 


cases. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation. —The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 60 
degrees, and about twice as much ventilation as 
is customary for the ordinary class-room. This 
is, of course, insufficient for the number of peo- 
ple who might occasionally occupy the gymna- 
sium for exhibitions, but it is more than enough 
for the ordinary number using it for class exer- 
cises. 

(5.) Hquipment.— The gymnastie appara- 
tus consists of the following fixtures, which are 
slightly modified in the different schools :

(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the guns 
carried by the cadets should be provided on wall. 

(7.) Special Rooms. — Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 feet 
square should be provided for school matron and 
director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing Rooms, Baths, and Lockers, — 
(a.) In the high schools under construction the 
Board is experimenting with the following system, 
which has been tried with success in many out- 
side gymnasiums. ‘This consists in keeping all 
the clothing of all the pupils in a central locker 
room, each set being numbered and all being under 
the control of the attendant in charge. Dressing 
rooms are. provided in a number equivalent to the 
number of aclass. A class coming for exercise 
is given their gymnasium clothing and the key to 
a dressing-room, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. _ Returning, they can be given 
the opportunity to take a shower bath in a large 
room fitted with individual showers, arranged in 
three banks for different temperatures, all turned 
on at once by the attendant if a class as a whole 
is bathing. Returning, the class give up the 
keys, but leave their gymnasium clothing to be 
gathered up by the attendant. The clothing is 
carried to the dry-room, and when dried each set 
is put back in its proper pigeon hole. 

(6.) The locker room contains pigeon holes, 
10-inch cube, one for each pupil in the school, 
contained in a room completely controlled by the 
attendant. Beside this there is a counter over 
which to deliver the clothing, and adjoining this 
the dry-room capable of being heated to a high 
temperature and thoroughly ventilated. 

(c.) The dressing rooms are small cabins, 
about 3 feet square with a locked door, a seat and 
hooks. The shower baths are 38 feet square, 
divided by slate partitions, similiar to those for 
water-closets, each having a bath at the front, 
over which a cotton sheet can be dropped. Each 
compartment has two sprays in opposite corners. 

(1.) This work in high schools corresponds 
with and is a continuation of the manual training 
work in grammar schools, 
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(2.) Size. —— A space 30 by 40 feet appears 
to be ample for this work. : 

(3.) Light. — As for a class-room. 

(4.) Hquipment.* — Twenty-eight of the 36- 
inch manual training benches, fitted with two 
vises. Teacher’s demonstration bench; clay 
modelling boards; wall bench, fitted with iron 
vises and tool drawers and racks; gas hose-cock 
terminals above bench; buffer, grind-stone, 
lathe, sewing-machine for leather work — these 
four run by power; gas blast-burners and blow- 
pipes for annealing metals; drill and punch and 


metal-beating anvils. Under consideration for — 


future installation, mechanical equipment ope- 
rated by power, wood-turning lathe, four metal- 
turning lathes, small circular saw, etc. Cases 
for work in process, instruments, etc. Room for 
the storage of lumber and supplies. 

(1.) Size. — The space should be approxi- 
mate to that of a large class-room, intended to 
seat about 80 pupils, that is in the neighbor- 
hood of 30 by 40 feet, and this space should 
accommodate the kitchen, two small rooms for 
showing the care of a dining-room and of a bed- 
room, and a china-closet and pantry. 

(2.) Light, Heat, etc.—The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Hquipment.—The kitchen to contain 
the same equipment as that for grammar school 
cooking-rooms, but for 24 stations only; a 
kitchen pantry fitted with shelving and a china 
closet fitted with a sink; drawers, cupboards, 
and shelves enclosed with glass doors. The 
dining-room and bed-room simply finished rooms 
having no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) Size.— The size should be about the 
area of a large class-room, and is preferably 
divided into two drawing-rooms with a work- 
room between. 

(2.) Light. — Light preferably from the 
north. This is not a necessity except for the 
room in which drawing is done from models. 

(3.) Hquipment. — Will .include cases for 
drawing boards, for models and stock, and a 
book case, the details of which are given in 
Appendix XIJ., a small sink, with hot and cold 
water. 


* This equipment, while recommended by the authorities, has not as yet been given 
any final test, and is subject to considerable modification. 
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(1.) The lunch-room equipment in high schools 
will depend largely upon the location of the school. 
If the pupils come from a distance and a large 
proportion of them stay for the noon hour, the 
Board puts in a lunch counter, equipped so that 
simple food can beserved hot. ‘This is generally 
managed by arrangement with outside caterers. 

(1.) <A space equivalent to a small class-room 
is ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size of 
the school. The library is planned as a reading- 
room, that is, with the books in the room and not 
in the separate class-rooms. 

(1.) In high schools a common wardrobe. is 
advised for all the clothing, situated on the 
lower floor to avoid bringing dirt into the upper 
floors. There being an attendant on the lower 
floor the room as a whole can be locked up. 

(2.) Light. — The room should have outside 
light. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation. —It should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated. 

(4.) Lquipment.— The poles, hooks ete., 
will be similar to those used in the other schools. 


HEATING, VENTILATION AND ELECTRIC 
SYSTEMS. 


(1.) Heat-ducts for MSchool-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. — Allow about one square foot are across 
section for each nine occupants. 

(6.) Location in a corner room to be within 
10 feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in a room with one outside 
wall to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Bottom of opening to be about 8 feet 
above floor. 

(é.) Opening to be same area as duct. 

(f.) Opening will be provided with {§-inch 
ground and galvanized iron. 

(g.) Galvanized-iron deflectors painted to 
match walls will be placed in each opening. 

(2.) Vent-ducts jor MSchool-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. —- Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each ten occupants. 

(6.) Location in a corner room at inside 
corner of room, and where possible on same wall 
as heat-duct. 

(c.) Location in a room with one outside 
wall to be on inside wall near middle as possible. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 
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(€.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and baseboard carried in around. The 
inside of duct to be finished to match adjoining 
wall. 

(f.) No guard will be installed. 

(1.) Heat-ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. — Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each fourteen occupants. 

(6.) Location in a corner room to be within 
10 feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in a room with one outside wall, 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Bottom of opening to be about 8 feet — 
above floor. 

(é.) Opening to be one-third larger than area

ELECTRIC 
WORK. 


SCHOOLHOUSE DEPARTMENT. 45 


(1.) WService.—(a.) This should enter base- 
ment underground at location to be determined 
by reference to Edison mains and building ar- 
rangements. 

(6.) Main switch, cut-outs and meter should 
be located as close to service as possible and 
placed in a cabinet. 

(2.)  Conduits.—(a.) All wires to be run 
in an iron conduit concealed, except conduits for 
mains in basement, and side outlets in boiler, 
engine and stack-rooms. 

(6.) Tap circuit conduits to be run above 
rough floor wherever possible. If floor construc- 
tion will not allow this they are to run below 
floor beams and above ceiling, a space of 2 inches 
being left in which they can be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot.— Near each end of a 
large building, or near the centre of asmall one, 
either an open shaft at least 24 inches by 30 
inches, or a slot in wall 4 inches deep and 18 
inches wide, should be provided from a point

vided with 6 four-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by two switches, and one light for teacher. 

(6.) Wardrobes to have 1 two-light ceiling 
outlet, controlled by switch in class-room. 

(c.) Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. 

(d.) Height of side outlets in rooms to be 
6 feet, and in corridors 6 feet 4 inches. Switch 
outlets to be 4 feet. 

(e.) Switches in corridors, play-rooms, and 
pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated by private 
key. 

a .) Mixtures. — Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Gas.—Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways and _ boiler- 
room; all except vestibule to be wall outlets. 
Gas-piping to be included in the Engineer’s work. 

(9.) Stereopticon. — All grammar halls and 
high schools to be provided with an eiectric 
stereopticon and reflectoscope. 
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(10.) Clocks and Bells. —(a.) All schools 
to be provided with a system of clocks, operated 
by a master clock. 

(6.) All primary schools to be provided with 
a system of signal bells, operated by push- 
buttons. 

(c.) In all grammar and high schools the 
bell system to be operated automatically by 
master clock, according to prearranged pro- 
gramme. 

(11.) Telephones.—In all schools, each class- 
room, hall, teachers’ room, and boiler-room to be_ 
connected to master’s office, or to room occupied 
by the first assistant, by a telephone system. 

(12.) Auxiliary Fire-alarm. — At one or 
more points in each floor there are to be located 
push-buttons connected with an auxiliary fire- 
alarm box, which is a part of the city fire-alarm 
system.

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The original appropriation of $5,500,000 (Land and Build- 
ings for Schools), available under the Acts (chapter 473 of 
the Acts of 1901, and chapter 386 of the Acts of 1902), will 
be exhausted with the completion of the work now in hand. 
To this has been added the appropriations authorized by the 
Act of 1905:-(chapter 392) of $1,500,000. The whole of 
this amount will be required to complete the work now 
under way, the Charlestown High, the Mechanic Arts High 
addition, and the Normal and Girls’ Latin group. 

Other work is already pressing, and unless the Board is 
given funds to continue the work of building the city will 
sooner or later revert to the condition of 1900, to remedy 
which this Board was established. To plan intelligently to 
meet the growing needs of Boston it is essential that the 
Board should know, for many years in advance, what amount 
will be available for building. 

The Board believes that the loan for-which permission 
was asked last year should be made, $500,000 in the year 
1907, $500,000 in the year 1908, thus completing the 
$2,500,000 asked for, and that, beginning with the year 
1906, a certain amount, not less than 10 cents on $1,000 of 
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assessed valuation should be appropriated from the tax levy, 
this appropriation to be increased each year by 10 cents 
until it reaches the full amount available under the law. 

A statement of the expenditure of the appropriation for 
Land and Buildings for Schools will be found in Appendix 
II. At the end of this Appendix will be found a statement 
of the income received by the department, which goes to the 
Sinking Fund, and is applicable to the payment of the inter- 
est on the bonds issued. 


VII. 


CONCLUSION. 


With another year’s work the Board feels convinced that 
the standard of accommodation and cost are now accurate 
and economical, and that in the present state of the market 
they cannot be reduced without a material loss to the schools. 
Three small and one large primary building, the last erected, 
show that we can keep fairly close to our limit. 

The slow execution of drawings on the part of our Archi- 
tects was referred to in the last report, and the Board is 
inclined to think that it has been over sanguine as to 
what can be accomplished when its own requirements as 
to drawings necessary before bids are asked for are con- 
sidered. Two firms, one with the experience of a previous 
building, and one without, attempted to make a set of 
drawings under pressure of the Board as quickly as possible. 
The former were appointed on July 22,1904. Drawings and 
specifications were not ready for bids until October 25, 1905. 
The latter were appointed August 11, 1904, and drawings and 
specifications were not ready until March 18, 1905. In the 
one case fifteen months, in the other seven months. The 
drawings made by the Architects for the former were for a 
high school, the first that the Board had planned. It 
was not able therefore to give the Architects information at 
the outset, but was constantly changing instructions and 
modifying the plans presented. ‘The preliminary drawings 
were not accepted until April, 1905, so that the actual com- 
pletion of this set of high school drawings occupied about six 
months. The total number of drawings in the set was 
thirty-six. To this are added the drawings made by our 
Engineers, seven in number for the heating, and nine for the 
electric work, and a specification of 159 printed pages, which 
was type-written more than once, corrected on galley and 
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page proof by the Architect and by the Chairman, before 
being finally printed. In the latter case the total number of 
drawings in the set was twenty-five. To this are added the 
drawings made by our Engineers, eight in number for the 
heating and ten for the electric work, and a specification of 
118 printed pages. In Appendix XIV. will be found repro- 
ductions of the Architects’ drawings, exclusive of the framing 
plans. All this takes time, and if it results in avoiding — 
errors and having no extras itis time wellspent. The second 
of the buildings referred to is complete, finished two months 
ahead of time, and the record of changes is $320 added and 
$1,931.62 deducted, and finished, irrespective of the bonus 
($3,850), for $157,203.88, or $1,611.62 less than original 
contract price. 

The pressing work which the Board when first established 
was empowered to do — the erection of the buildings necessary 
to catch up, as it were, with the school population, the 
installation of proper and sanitary systems of plumbing and 
of modern systems of heating and ventilation in the schools 
that were of sufficient importance to justify this expenditure, 
and the bettering of conditions as to safety in case of fire — 
all this has been begun and carried well towards completion. 
But such work is never finished, and the Board earnestly 
hopes that with the favorable conditions now existing in the 
School Committee the work may be carried on more intelli- 
gently and more successfully in the future. Many cities are 
looking to Boston as one of the cities that is aiming to lead 
in all matters pertaining to education. The Board is anxious 
to justify that position. 

The Board wishes to take this opportunity of thanking 
those who have helped it in the accomplishment of this 
work. First, the late Superintendent, Mr. Conley, and the 
Board of Supervisors. They have given freely their time 
and knowledge, and have helped the Board in many matters 
that required the technical knowledge of the educator. In 
the equipment of kindergarten, manual training, and cooking 
rooms, and in the larger problems involved in the Normal 
and Girls’ Latin group, the Board would have been helpless 
without them. They have been equally helpful in such 
minor questions as fixing the various grades in new build- 
ings, and simplifying the problem of furniture that depended 
on this. 

The Masters, perhaps even more than the Supervisors, have 
been as usual the chief source from which the Board learns 
its mistakes and how to rectify them. They are in touch with 
the daily life of the school, and see it from a point of view that 
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is impossible for the Board. Occasionally the Board has been 
obliged to decide in opposition to an individual Master, some- 
times in opposition to a number, but as a rule the Board finds 
that the Masters are right, and is glad to follow their advice. 

Almost equally valuable lessons might be learned from the 
Janitors, who, when really interested in their work, as most of 
them are, can tell better than any one else what will and what 
won’t work or wear under the every-day school conditions. 
As has been said in previous reports, a closer connection be- 
tween the Janitors and the Board would be highly desirable. 

To the Architects who have worked for it the Board 
owes a peculiar obligation, for not only have they given most 
faithful service, not only have they given up their regular 
office customs to adopt those of the Board, but they have 
_ also readily contributed to the Board anything in their offices 
that the Board wanted. The good points in their plans, their 
specifications, their office practice, have been appropriated by 
the Board and, still worse, handed over to the next Architect 
to use in his work for the Board; all, with the good will 
and approval of the Architects. This is a spirit that is 
_very highly appreciated by the Board, and if there is anything 
really good in the buildings erected under this Board, it is 
due entirely to the unselfish and conscientious work of the 
Architects. 

The Board owes its thanks to the experts, who in various 
lines have helped in the study of problems. Professor 
Chandler, who was professional adviser to the late Mayor, 
gave freely of his time to help the Board in all its building 
problems. No plan has ever gone through the offices of the 
Board without having been improved by his advice and keen 
critical judgment. 

In experiments connected with color the special committee 
of the Public School Art League has given very valuable 
service. The committee originally included the late Mrs. 
Whitman, to whose good taste the Board is chiefly indebted 
for the initiative of the work. Since her death it has been 
carried on by the other members of the Committee, Messrs. 
J. T. Coolidge, Jr., and J. Randolph Coolidge, Jr. A series 
of experiments both in old and new buildings have resulted 
in giving us a number of color schemes for various aspects 
which both esthetically and from the point of view of the 
oculist are satisfactory. 

Dr. Cotton has continued his work on the school chairs, and 
the Board has now another pattern for the high schools (see 
Appendix IX.), and, working with Dr. Parmenter, a some- 
what similar seat has been devised for use in lecture rooms. 
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Professor Sanger is advising the Board on matters con- 
nected with chemistry, Professor Sabine on physics, and Dr. 
Jelly on the care of the special classes. To all of these 
gentlemen the thanks of the Board are due. 

In conclusion, the members of the Board wish to express 
to your Honor their appreciation of the confidence you have 
shown in them by appointing them to serve under you in 
your administration, which confidence they will endeavor to 


deserve.

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APPENDIX I. 


NOTES ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


CHARLESTOWN HIGH SCHOOL. 


The Charlestown High School is erected on the original lot 
belonging to the City of Charlestown, twice enlarged by the City 
of Boston, until it now comprises the whole block bounded by 
Monument square, Bartlett street, Laurel street and Cedar 
street. The new building faces southeast towards the Monu- 
ment. ‘The ground slopes abruptly from Laurel street to Bart- 
lett street, so that the entrance on Laurel street is six steps 
above the ground floor and the entrance on Bartlett street on a 
level with the basement floor, while the main entrance on 
Monument square is but a few steps below the ground floor. 
The building is of granite throughout. This was decided upon 
because it occupies an important position on Monument square, 
where stands the granite monument of Bunker Hill. 

The basement contains nothing except the heating apparatus. 
On the ground floor are the gymnasium, with dressing-rooms, 
baths, and lockers and drying-room arranged on the system de- 
scribed in the report. ‘The showers are not intended for use by 
regular classes of fifty, but for those taking special gymnasium 
exercises, and for the teams. Here also are the wardrobes, 
toilets, lunch-room and the department of household science. 
On the first floor the upper portion of the gymnasium, a room 
for handicraft, four small class-rooms, three recitation-rooms, a 
room for the principal and one for the women teachers. On the 
second floor, the library, the assembly hall, two large class- 
rooms, three small class-rooms, a recitation-room and a room for 
the men teachers. ‘he third floor contains the upper part of the 
assembly hall, chemical and physical laboratories, with the lecture- 
room and apparatus-rooms between ; the laboratories for botanical 
and zoological work, the drawing-room and a recitation-room. 

As stated in the earlier portion of this report, this building, 
which is intended to accommodete five hundred and forty pupils, 
would be rated according to the tentative schedule as thirteen 
and a half rooms at 82,000 cubic feet per room and 24 cents, or 
a cost of $265,680. The contracts as signed amount to $306,137, 
and by omission of bath equipment and other apparatus in the 
basement, which is now occupied by nothing except the heating 
apparatus, and by certain less important changes in the building, 
the amount was reduced by $11,510.70, so that the contracts at 
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present stand at $294,626.30. The cost is partly accounted for 
by the additional cost of the granite, over and above the cost of 
the material usually employed for the exterior of school buildings, 
and which the Board feels justified in expending on account of the 
position of the building, and partly by the general rise in prices. 

The heating system will be a combination pressure (with pump 
and receiver), or may be run gravity return. When school is in 
session, the water of condensation may be returned to the boiler 
by means of the pump. At night, when the fires are banked and 
the steam system has dropped, the water will be returned directly 
to the boilers by opening the by-pass valves. 

There will be two horizontal return tubular boilers, 90 horse 
power each, 66 inches in diameter, 16 feet 4 inches long; there is a 
total of 10,569 square feet of heating surface, comprising indirect 
radiators, placed in primary heating chamber, and at the base of 
the fresh-air ducts to the school-rooms, and direct radiators, 
located in the small rooms and corridors. 

Air will be furnished by a 10-foot cone fan, driven by a 12-inch 
by 8-inch horizontal, low pressure, centre-crank, belted engine, 
run at 25 pounds steam pressure; this fan to be run normally 
at 100 revolutions per minute, and at a maximum of 120 reyo- 
lutions per minute when the entire building is in use, and is to 
deliver 50,000 cubic feet of air per minute. When this pressure 
is required for the engine, the building will be heated by reducing 
this pressure to 5 pounds or less. The ventilation will be stimu- 
lated by means of aspirating coils, heated by exhaust steam 
from the engine and pump. ‘This exhaust may also be used in 
connection with the general heating system. 

The main ducts in the building are of masonry construction in 
the basement. The main duct is of the nature of a plenum 
chamber, in which are located some of the supplementary radi- 
ators. 

Automatic temperature control will be installed in all class- 
rooms, assembly hall, and gymnasium. | 

The school will be furnished with electric lights, electric clocks, 
electric bells, operated by a program regulator, connected to 
master clock, and a telephone system, and stereopticons for 
assembly hall and lecture-room. There has also been provided 
for purposes of instruction in electricity, in the laboratories, 
apparatus for generating direct current of low potential, with 
proper switches for controlling it, and instruments for measuring 
the output. A supply of this low-voltage current can be ob- 
tained at each pupil’s place, in both the physical and chemical 
laboratories. 
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NORMAL AND GIRLS’ LATIN GROUP. 


The buildings for the group, known as the Normal and Latin 
Group, comprise the Normal School, which contains all the class- 
rooms, recitation- 
rooms and laboratories Ae wh 
for the Normal work ag eae 
for 350 pupils, men and 
women; the Model 
School, in which are 
seventeen class-rooms 
for all grades from 
kindergarten up to and 
including the ninth 
grade, two rooms for

robes and lunch-rooms. 2 

This group of buildings is situated on the lot on the Tremont 
entrance to the Fenway, Worthington street and a Board of 
Survey street, containing 111,000 square feet, as noted in last 
year’s report. 

The buildings are grouped around a central courtyard, and face, 
a little to the south of east, on a planted lot of land belonging to 
the Park Department of the City of Boston, across which thorough- 
fare has been given for footways to the schools. The Latin and 
Normal Schools occupy respectively the north and south ends of 
the lot. The Common Building comes between on the east, and 
this will be kept low so as not to shadow the court, and the 
Model School occupies the space between the buildings on the 
west. ‘This leaves, flanking the Model School, two playgrounds 
on Worthington street, for the girls and boys in the Model 
School; and tke central courtyard is arranged partly for orna- 
mental and partly for experimental gardening. The buildings 
are designed as an harmonious group, executed in brick and 
limestone with the cornices of terra-cotta. 

The heating apparatus for the whole group is a steam boiler 
plant located under the Latin Building and piped to the apparatus 
in the various buildings. The boilers are designed to run under 
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about 40 pounds pressure. The return will be arranged to come 
back to the boilers either through a receiving tank and pumps, or 
by opening by-pass valves returning to the boilers by gravity so 
that the entire plant may be run for the four buildings as a low 
pressure gravity system. 

There will be four 72-inch by 24-foot (133 horse power each) 
horizontal tubular boilers, having a total horse power of five 
hundred and thirty-two. 

The total radiation in the Latin Building is 10,486 square feet, 
in the Normal School 10,591 square feet, in the Model Building 
8,355 square feet, and in the Common Building 5,270 square feet, 
a total of 34,702 square feet. 

Air will be furnished by fans located in each building, driven 
by 12-inch by 8-inch horizontal centre-crank, belted engine as fol- 
lows: For the Girls’ Latin, a 10-foot fan run at a maximum speed 
of 120 revolutions per minute to deliver 50,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute; for the Normal, a 10-foot fan run at maximum speed of 
120 revolutions per minute to deliver 50,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute; for the Model, one 9 foot, #-housing fan, maximum speed 
130 revolutions per minute and to deliver 40,000 cubic feet of 
air per minute; for the Common Building, the air supply is by 
gravity, but two 5-foot full housing fans driven by alternating 
current motors are installed to remove foul air from the building. 
These last are to run at a maximum speed of 200 revolutions per 
minute and to remove 10,000 cubic feet of air per minute. This 
latter building being used independently at different hours by the 
two schools, it was desirable to have the ventilation system of 
each studied independently. In addition to this ventilation, there 
is a special 24-inch fan with direct connected motor to ventilate 
the toilet-rooms. | 

Automatic temperature control will be installed in the class- 
rooms, assembly hall and library of the Latin School, and the 
corresponding rooms in the Normal; in the class-rooms and 
assembly hall of the Model School. | 

All the buildings will have electric light and will be equipped 
with clocks, bells and telephones. Stereopticons haye been pro- 
vided in the Latin building for the assembly hall, physical labor- 
atory and lecture-room; in the Normal for the study hall and 
lecture hall, with provision for the use of the stereopticon in 
several other rooms; in the Model for the assembly hall. All of 
these stereopticons are provided with reflectoscopes so that 
opaque objects as well as the standard lantern slides may be used. - 
For the purpose of instruction in electricity, apparatus for the 
generation of direct current of low voltages, and for controlling 
and measuring the electricity used in experimenting, has been 
provided in the laboratories of the Latin and Normal buildings, 
and a motor has been provided for driving the machine tools in 
the handicraft-room in the Normal School. 
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GIRLS’ LATIN SCHOOL. 


The Girls’ Latin School contains in the basement the boilers 
for the whole group and the engines and fan for this building; on 
the first floor, five small class-rooms, one large class-room, two 
recitation-rooms, and assembly hall and rooms for the principal 
and women teachers; on the second floor, five small class-rooms, 
one large class-room, the library, two recitation-rooms, a second 
room for women teachers and the upper part of the assembly 
hall; on the third floor one large class-room and two small rooms, 
two recitation-rooms, a lecture-room and the laboratories for 
physics and botany. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The Normal School contains in the basement the engine, fan, 
primary coils, and engineer’s room; on the first floor, handicraft- 
rooms, rooms for manual training, both woodwork and cardboard, 
and a teachers’ work-room, a lecture-room, two drawing-rooms, 
with work-room between, music-room, large and small room for 
psychology, with work-room between, and a suite of rooms for the 
teachers, including the principal’s room, a reception-room, rooms 
for the men and women teachers, and a teachers’ lunch-room. 
On the second floor, the library, a room for history, two rooms for 
English, with a work-room between, a large and small room for 
geography, with a work-room between, two rooms for mathematics, 
with a work-room between, and two rooms for instruction in 
kindergarten work, and also a large study hall capable of seating 
three hundred and fifty, a hospital-room and toilets; on the third 
floor, two laboratories for physiology, with a work-room between, 
rooms for household science, containing kitchen and pantry, and 
a dining-room and bed-room, a chemical laboratory and work-room, 
and laboratories for physics, zodlogy and biology, with work-rooms 
between the two last. 


COMMON BUILDING. 


The Common Building contains in the basement the heating 
ducts; on the first floor, which is on a level with the first floor of 
the adjoining Normal and Girls’ Latin Schools, the main vestibules 
at either end, the wardrobes, toilets and lunch-room, on the Normal 
side for men and women, on the Girls’ Latin side for girls only, 
and in the central section slightly below this floor, and on the 
mezzanine immediately above it, dressing-rooms, bath-rooms and 
lockers, arranged on the system described in the body of the 
report, for the pupils in the two schools, two independent plants. 
In the case of the Normal School, the classes consist of thirty 
pupils, and as their gymnastic training is of a serious nature for 
which they will regularly dress, provision is made so that the 
whole class can bathe after their work; the thirty showers are 
arranged in three ranks with separate control for each rank and 
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separate mixers; three temperatures can therefore be provided, but — 


the class as a whole will be bathed at the same time, taking 
probably not more than two or three minutes. On the Girls’ 
Latin side the classes are fifty in number, and it is not expected 
that the classes as a whole will bathe after their ordinary calis- 
thenies ; twelve showers are provided for the use of those who are 
taking additional exercise or who are working in connection with 
athletic teams, and these are supplied and controlled separately. 
On the second floor are the gymnasiums for the two buildings, 
each gymnasium being approximately 55 by 70 feet. Rooms for 
the Directors of Physical Training are provided on the floor and 
small galleries for spectators at the end of each gymnasium. 


MODEL BUILDING. 


The Model Building contains in the basement the fan, engines 
and primary coils, the play-room, the toilet-rooms and standard 
rooms for manual training and cooking; on the first floor, the 
assembly hall, which occupies a story and a half, four class-rooms, 
large and small room for kindergarten, and the teachers’ and head 
master’s rooms; on the second and third floors, six rooms each. 
It has kindergarten, two first, two second, two third, two fourth, 
two fifth, two sixth, two seventh, one eighth and one ninth grade. 
Counting the two kindergarten-rooms as one class-room, this is a 
seventeen class-room building, ranked as a grammar school, be- 
cause of its assembly hall, cooking-room and manual training- 
room. 


ESTIMATED COST OF THE GROUP. 


The Model School is the only building on which the figures of 
the Board will give a definite basis on which to estimate before- 
hand the cost. Being a grammar building of medium size, seven- 
teen rooms, it would, according to the revised grammar schedule 
given in the body of the report, be allowed 42,000 cubic feet per 
class-room, and at 22 cents per cubic foot should cost $157,080. 

The Latin School, ranking as a high school, with an accom- 
modation of six hundred pupils, would, according to the tentative 
schedule for high schools, be ranked as a fifteen class-room build- 
' ing, and, allowed the maximum, 80,000 cubic feet per class-room, 
at 24 cents per cubic foot, would-cost $288,000. This building, 
although a high school, does not contain within its walls a gym- 
nasium and its equipment, nor lunch-room, lockers or toilets, all 
of which are in the Common Building. 

For the Normal, if we take the cube which the actual plan gives 
us, 1,026,795, at 24 cents, it would cost $246,430. 

These two figures together, the Normal and the Latin, should 
properly cover the cost of the Normal, the Latin and the Common 
Building, and adding to these the cost of the Model would give 
$691,510. There is, however, an element of uncertainty on this 
figure, in connection with the foundations. The Latin School 
must be piled. The remainder of the group must go down ten 
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or twelve feet to reach solid ground, and the basement floors 
of two buildings require to be reinforced to give stability. It 
may be considered that the cost of these foundations would add 
2 cents to the total cost per cubic foot of the buildings, piled 
or haying exceptional foundations, namely the Latin and the 
Model. The cubes of these are, the Latin, 898,000; the Model, 
681,000; making $31,580, which added to the $691,510 given 
above makes about $723,000. With the large amount of work 
in connection with the grounds and the adjacent streets, the 
Board believes that the figures ought to be between $720,000 and 
$740,000. These figures cover, of course, all trades and the 
buildings completely equipped with all fittings ready for furniture.

APPENDIX VIII. 


AIR MOISTENING IN SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


We respectfully submit a report on air moistening in the schools 
as per your request. 

The tests which have been made are confined to two schools, 
the Farragut School, Huntington avenue, and the Andrews 
School, Genesee street. ‘These tests were partly made last year 
and continued this, with a view to determining the following 
questions : 

1. How high au nereentene of moisture is desirable? 

2. Can a given percentage be maintained ? 

3. How much attention is necessary to maintain the desired 
percentage of moisture ? 

Without going into details, more than is necessary, we will try 
to answer these queries. 

The answer to the first one would be that from 40 to 50 per 
cent. is desirable in cold weather. It was found that while on 
mild, bright days even a higher per cent. than 50 was permissible, 
on cold days it was objectionable in some rooms, 

The moisture in the Andrews School was presumably equally 
distributed to the various rooms. On the sunny side with 50 per 
cent. moisture there was very little condensation on the windows. 
On the shady side it was objectionable and the teachers com- 
plained of a dampness in the air. This was probably due to the 
extra cooling of the air next windows and walls on the shady side, 
which tended to raise the percentage of humidity in part of the 
room to perhaps 70 per cent. or more. 

Considering buildings then as a whole, about 40 per cent. 
humidity in very cold weather and 50 per cent. in ordinary 
winter weather seems about right. 

To determine the answer to the second question we have tried 
to control the percentage by means of humidostats. 

The apparatus used is briefly described as follows: 

A fan and radiators controlled automatically to deliver air to 
the rooms at a uniform temperature of 67 degrees Fahrenheit. 
(This particular school has steam coils in the rooms to make up 
the necessary heat over what enters with the air to rooms.) 
Steam pipes perforated to blow steam directly into the air 
entering; a valve on supply to pipes to control flow of steam; 
an humidostat in the school-room to control automatically the 
valve on steam supply pipe; a recording hygrodeik to record the 
per cent. of moisture in the rooms. 
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The records show that the humidostat did open and close the 
valve so that there was a per cent. ranging about five points each 
way above and below the set point when the apparatus was 
properly run. Greater variations are recorded, but a cause can 
be given in nearly every case. ‘The experiment is limited to one 
humidostat, and how permanently reliable humidostats would 
prove is not determined. 

The third question is an important one, and can only be 
answered in a general way. 

With the present state of development of this apparatus, for 
this work, a great deal of attention is necessary. ‘The simplest 
method and least expensive to install for the average building is 
the one at the Andrews School. It is the nearest to a scientific 
system, as it attempts to control the percentage of humidity in a 
simple way. 

Two phases have been developed which tend to show that 
especial care is needed, and they are as follows: 

First. —So much steam taken from the boiler requires con- 
stant care to see that the water line does not get down to the 
danger point. 

Second. — There has been complaint of a bad odor in the 
rooms, and this was due to the sediment and dirty water in the 
boilers. | 

There is a question of whether the water can be kept sufficiently 
clean in the boilers to obviate this. 

The alternative of having a pan of water, with submerged steam 
pipes and air passing over the surface on its way to the rooms, 
has advantages, but this water pan would have to be kept clean, 
and there are many places where it is not practical, on account of 
the space required. 

The situation, we think, is fairly stated by saying that the 
humidifying of school-rooms is practical and can be regulated, 
but the results with the average janitor, due to the attention 
necessary, are not commensurate with the expense and mainte- 
nance of the installation.

Notre. — To the above statement, the Board would add that, in 
its opinion, the moistening of the air is so desirable that it pro- 
poses to continue experiments and see if results cannot be 
obtained that will justify the more general use of moistening 
apparatus, both on account of its effect on the health of the. 
children and on account of cleanliness in the buildings. They 
believe that the expenditure of money or of time necessary to 
moisten the air will be well spent. 
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APPENDIX IX. 


REPORT ON SCHOOL FURNITURE. 


There is relatively little to report this year in regard to the 
matter of school furniture. The work has consisted, in the main, 
first, of a continuation of the old routine of installation of the 
adjustable furniture in the new schools; second, of oversight of 
the use of such furniture as was already installed in the older 
schools; third, of the perfecting of a new model of seat-back for 
certain scholars of the higher grades. ‘This last, perhaps, needs 
a few words of explanation. 

The designs for the two forms of seat-back now in actual use 
were developed to meet what a careful testing of individuals 
showed to be the average lumbar spine curves in children of 
primary and grammar school age. As the time went on and these 
models came into actual use for hundreds of scholars, it became 
obvious that one factor had not been sufficiently considered, 
namely, the change in pelvic and lumbar curves in certain girls 
at, and beyond, the age of puberty. There is, of course, at this 
age a marked physiological and anatomic change. The boy 
changes in size only, the girl in shape as well, and no change 
in height adjustment can make it practicable to. fit male and 
female scholars with any single form of back-rest when once the 
females have undergone this change. 

This change of curves affects but a small proportion of grammar 
school scholars in sufficient degree to be worth considering, yet 
even this small proportion must be considered. It was obvious, 
moreover, that we must have furniture that would accommodate 
high school as well as grammar grades. 

Accordingly, such provision has been made by the designing 
of a special seat-back. It is our intention that this seat-back 
shall be used, not for all upper grade scholars, not even for all 
girls of these upper grades, but only for such asmay not be ade- 
quately accommodated by the other models. ‘That this might be 
done, it was necessary to design a proper seat-back that could be 
used only as needed for special individuals, and therefore used 
only in special instances in rooms provided with the furniture 
suited to the average of scholars of the given grade. 

After a good deal of trial and experiment, a model has been 
evolved which seems to meet all these requirements adequately. 
The points to be considered. are that the girl of the given age, 
thirteen to fifteen, or thereabouts, may, in certain instances, 
show : 

(a.) An increased breadth of hips. 
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(6.) An increased antero-posterior curve of the lumbar spine. 

(c.) An increased height from seat to waist, due not to bone 
change, but to the increase of fat tissue in the gluteal region (and, 
incidentally, to the increased bulk of clothing that comes with the 
assumption of adult styles). 

It is notin all cases that these changes occur. Even with the 
completion of the changes of this period, many mature and nor- 
mal girls show little of this special change in curves, but the 
minority who do show such change must be comfortably accom- 
modated, and for this reason this new seat-back has been 
designed, showing the following modifications : 

(1.) An increase of the lumbar curve in the antero-posterior 
plane. 

(2.) An increase in the maximum height to which the back 
may be adjusted. 

(3.) A broadening of the curves of the seat as a whole. 

(4.) A flattening of the lower curve, corresponding to the 
maximum breadth of hips, with a rounding off of the lower 
corners, which in the model of ‘‘ Type B” were properly left 
somewhat prominent. 

The increase of the lumbar c curve is rendered necessary by the 
actual anatomical increase of this curve in these larger girls. 

The increase of height is necessary because the rapid growth 
of fat on the hips and the increased bulk of clothing give a much 
increased sitting height, an increase beyond the ordinary range 

of adjustment. 
The broadening and flattening of the transverse. curves is 
a necessary provision to accommodate the actual increase in the 
breadth of the hips. 

The requirements have been carried out actually by providing 
a different wooden back, set at a slightly different pitch on a new 
type of casting. This casting, however, fits into the ordinary 
back upright, and the ordinary seat-back may be exchanged for 
this with no more trouble than unscrewing and screwing up the 
wing-nut that clamps the seat-back in its proper place. 

As yet this new ‘‘ Type C” is not in actual use, but the model 
has been tried on many suitable pupils in the school-rooms and 
promises to be very satisfactory. The plan is to have rooms for 
high school scholars and the seventh, eighth and ninth grades set 
up with the usual ‘‘ Type B ”’ furniture, to have this adjusted, and 
then to have the new seat-backs at hand in sufficient number so 
that they may be substituted for the routine back where needed, 
without calling for any other change. 

It is impossible to say in advance how many scholars of a given 
room will need this change. It applies of course to girls only, 
and to a proportion of the girls that varies not only with age, but 
with race, etc., hence different for each section of the city, even 
for each school. 

The only practicable method is, as above noted, to leave this 
matter to personal observation by the teacher, who, if interested, 
should be perfectly competent to decide this matter. 
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In regard to the use of the adjustable furniture in general, it is 
becoming more and more practicable to rely on the co-operation of 
the teachers. As the system grows more familiar, each teacher 
becomes a fair judge of the proper adjustment, and, being on the 
ground, can have changes made by the janitor which formerly 
would have had to await the occasional visit of inspection. 

It would be desirable to have some system of desk and seat 
inspection that would relieve the teachers and janitors of all this, 
but this seems impracticable, at least for the present, yet the 
visits of inspection, though relatively infrequent’ in any one 
school, seem when aided by the teacher’s interest to be enough. 

As things stand the furniture is adequately adjusted to the 
scholars and seems to be very satisfactory. Particularly in regard 
to the much discussed seat-back, it may be said that it gives 
adequate support, is comfortable and convenient, and yet, accord- 
ing to the teachers, tends to discourage and minimize faulty sitting 
positions. This of course does not apply to the largest girls, 
whose comfort is considered in the newly-designed back support.

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APPENDIX X. 
ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a 
building is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 


Section 1. — The Board.—(a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(6.) Is to employ domestic engineers to confer with the Arch- 
itect during the preparation of preliminary studies, and when 
these are accepted by the Board to advise the Architect in the 
details of their work, and make the necessary working drawings 
and specifications for, and have the direction of, the heating, 
ventilating and electric work for the building, said work being 
hereinafter designated as the domestic engineering ; 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots ; 

(d.) Is to make all borings necessary to determine the qual- 
ity of the foundations, and, on request of the Architect or of any 
person doing work on the building, furnish him full information 
relating to the above, the sewer, water, gas and .electric service, 
and to the rights, restrictions and boundaries of the lot on which 
the building is to be constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect. —(a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will acquaint 
the Board with the contemplated arrangement, design, construc- 
tion and cubical contents of the building, and enable them to agree 
with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost therefor, and to 
accept said preliminary studies as the basis of working drawings 
and specifications ; 

(6.) Is to make, upon the basis of said preliminary studies, 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth 
scale and such detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary 
to explain the specifications ; 

(c.) Is to furnish, revise and correct for the printer one com- 
plete set of specifications for everything to be furnished or done 
in constructing the building, except the domestic engineering ; 
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(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blue prints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings ; 

(e.) Is to re-study and if necessary re-draw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if, owing to an un- 
warranted departure from the approved preliminary studies or to 
a needlessly extravagant or elaborate interpretation of them in said 
drawings and specifications, the lowest bid for doing the work in 
accordance therewith over-runs the limit of cost agreed upon by 
the Architect and the Board ; . 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the Board, 
to remain their property, two sets of blue prints mounted on cloth 
taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspective draw- 
ing of the exterior of the building suitable for reproduction, and 
at the conclusion of the work a complete set of working draw- 
ings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or a 
copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction ; 

(g.) Is to make application for a building permit to the Build- 
ing Department on a form signed by the Chairman of the Board, 
and deliver to the Building Department two sets of such blue 
prints from the said set of working drawings as may be required 
by the Building Department (the Board furnishing specifications 
to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
work ; . 

(7.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certificates 
of said Engineers as to their accuracy ; 

(j.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do; 

(4.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein and be account- 
able for any failure so to do. | 

Sect. 3.— The City, as full compensation for the services 
aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 24 per cent. upon the cost of 
the domestic engineering, and 5 per cent. upon the cost of 
all other work, payments to be made as follows: 24 per cent. 
upon all contracts other than those for domestic engineering is to 
be paid on the signing of such contracts, and thereafter 25 per 
cent. upon the value of the materials and labor, as specified in 
each estimate for payment under the contract, is to be paid on 
the making of the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is 
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made, and if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion of the 
work it is then to be paid. When preliminary studies are com- 
pleted the value of the Architect’s services to date shall be 
reckoned one-fifth of the estimated total commission; when 
working drawings and specifications are ready for contract, the 
value of his services to date shall be reckoned as three-fifths of 
said commission. If the Board discontinues the services of the 
Architect at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall 
be reckon” gproportionately. 

Srct. 4% Bhen for any reason other than those stated in 
Section 2,\y' sh e., above, the Board shall set aside the whole 
or any part Architect’s studies, drawings and specifications 
while retaining him to prepare corresponding new studies, draw- 
ings and specifications for the same school building, the City 
shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside a sum not 
exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, and the new 
work shall be paid for on a commission basis as stated in Section 
3, above. 

Sect. 5.—In the above agreement the term ‘* building” is 
used to define not only the structure itself, but all work in con- 
nection with it committed to the Architect by the order of the 
Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration.

Section 21 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice, by advertisement or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that ‘‘in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In comphance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights and measures to be tested and sealed. 

Seciion 22 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes also pro- 
vides that at any time after said notice the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and: 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section who have 
neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, and 
having entered the same, with the assent of the occupants, 
shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and measures, and 
shall be entitled to receive for said service the compensation 
set forth in chapter 62, section 34, of the Revised Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a reason- 
able time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office 
or at their places of business, and in the former case no charge 
would be made for such services, proceeded thereafter, with 
their consent, to test and seal the same.

to report to you as follows: 


REPORT. 


I inspected carefully the entries of all transactions for the 
period audited, and reviewed in detail all the clerical work 
performed — such as additions, postings and verification of 
balances. Finally, I traced all results into the balance sheet 
of the 30th day of April, 1906, which is a true abstract from 
the ledger. 

I verified the correctness of the amounts of cash, belong- 
ing to the different funds, deposited in the various banks 
and trust companies of the city, the total of which was 
(April 30) $1,944,969.86; and also as of the same date, 
examined all the investments of the Sinking Funds, and 
found the amounts of bonds required by the books, amount- 
ing to $29,057,830, in the possession of the Treasurer. 

Furthermore, I examined thoroughly the Treasurer’s annual 
report to you — under date of February 1, 1906 — and certify 
that the statements contained therein as to the receipts and 
disbursements of cash, the amounts of investments and the 
debt liabilities and resources of the Sinking Funds, are true 
in all particulars.

Hon. JoHn F. FirzGEra.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 
Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year ending January 31, 


1906. 
DUTIES. 


The powers and duties of this department are recited in 
sections 18 and 19 of chapter 79, Revised Laws, under 
which authority soldiers’ relief is paid to qualified veterans 
of the War of the Rebellion, their dependents, and to army 
nurses of the same war, and in chapter 381 of the Acts of 
1904, a re-enactment of certain sections of chapter 79 of the 
Revised Laws, by which Massachusetts soldiers in the War of 
the Rebellion and the War with Spain are entitled to state 
and military aid —their dependents, in certain cases, and 
army nurses to state aid, and soldiers in the above wars 
from all states and certain of their dependents to burial. 


APPLICATIONS. 


Instead of the decrease in applications, which might 
naturally be looked for forty years after the close of the 
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rebellion, the converse is the fact, as may be seen by the fol- 
lowing table. An analysis of the subject shows that the 
increase is due prindipally to two causes: rst. — Many 
soldiers of the War of\ the Rebellion have, up to the present 
time, been wage-earners, and therefore able to support them- 
selves and their families; now, however, they are incapaci- 
tated for labor through advancing age and the disabilities 
attendant thereon, and for the first time in their lives are 
compelled to have recourse to the beneficent laws made by a 
grateful people in their favor. Second. — Many veterans, 
who have provided liberally for their families during their 
lives die without leaving any provision for the support of 
their widows, who are thus obliged to apply to this depart- 
ment for the help made necessary by the loss of the bread- 
winner. For these reasons a small but sure increase of 
applicants may be expected for yet a few years. 

Applications are recorded in blanks prepared for the pur- 
pose, and an investigation made in each case for the purpose 
of ascertaining the needs and eligibility of the applicants. 
If the report be favorable, recommendation is made for an 
allowance sufficient to relieve the necessities of the applicant 
to the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, which meets the first or second Friday of each month 
to hear applicants and grant soldiers’ relief, over which it 
has sole power, and to exercise concurrent power with the 
State Aid Commissioner in granting state and military aid. 
The committee of the past year, Aldermen William J. Hen- 
nessey (Chairman), John E. Baldwin and James M. Curley, 
have been uniformly courteous to the officers of this depart- 
ment, and have invariably displayed sympathy and generosity 
in the performance of their humane duties. 
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VISITATION. 


This department is required by section 15, chapter 381, 
Acts of 1904, to visit beneficiaries, from time to time, id 
keep advised of such changes in their conditions as might 
necessitate an increase or a decrease in the assistance rendered 
to them. All the time that could be spared from the clerical 
duties of this office by our officials has been devoted to such 
service, with the result that 717 visits have been made during 
the year, and in consequence of the information gained 
thereby a substantial saving has been made to the city by 
reason of the improved financial condition of the parties 
visited rendering assistance no longer necessary. 


STATE AID. 


This is the oldest and most familiar form of soldiers’ aid 
on the statute books, having been renewed every seven years 
since 1862. The present law is chapter 381, Acts of 1904. 
Under it by far the largest amount is paid to Massachusetts 
soldiers, and their wives, when married before the soldier left 
the service, and their widows, when married before 1880. 
The entire expenditure under this law is reimbursed by the 
Commonwealth on December 10 of the year immediately 
following the year of payment.

MILITARY AID. 


Aid under this form is authorized by sections 9 to 11° 
chapter 381, Acts of 1904, and is intended for the relief of 
such Massachusetts soldiers of the War of the Rebellion and 
the War with Spain as are not adequately provided for under 
the State Aid Law, and is divided into four classes, viz.: 

First Class. — Indigent persons having no pension or state 
aid, but having a legal settlement in the city or town aiding 
them. 

Second Class. — Indigent persons whose pension and state 
aid are inadequate for their relief, and who have a legal 
settlement in the city or town aiding them. ' 

Third Class. —Indigent persons having no pension or 
state aid, or legal settlement, but who are actual residents of 
the town or city aiding them, and of the state, for the pre- 
ceding three years. 
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Fourth Class. — Indigent persons having no legal settle- 
ment, whose pension and state aid are inadequate for their 
support, and who are actual residents of the town or city 
aiding them, and of the state, for the preceding three years. 

One-half of the amount paid to persons of the first and 
second classes, and the whole amount paid to persons of the 
third and fourth classes, are reimbursed by the Commonwealth. 

As the benefits of this law are extended to soldiers only, 
the number relieved is comparatively small, as is shown in 
the following table :

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Formerly the soldier whose pension and state aid were 
insufficient for the support of himself and family was 
obliged to apply for additional assistance to the Overseers of 
the Poor or be supported in an almshouse, and thereby 
become a pauper. To remove all veterans having legal 
settlements in Massachusetts from the ranks of pauperism 
and enable them to live outside of an almshouse the Legis- 
lature enacted the Soldiers’ Relief Law, now section 18, 
chapter 79, Revised Laws, which authorizes cities and towns 
to give to qualified applicants such sum in addition to their 
pension, and state or military aid, as will provide for their 
necessities. In order to be eligible for such relief from this 
department the applicant must have a legal settlement in 
Boston, and, if a dependent, the soldier upon whose military 
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service the application is based must have had a legal settle- 
ment in this state, acquired subsequent to May 1, 1860. 
The following table shows the work performed under this 
law during the past year:

Whenever possible applicants are, for obvious reasons, 
allowed state or military aid, which, in many cases, is inad- 
equate for their support. Such parties are granted further 
assistance in the form of soldiers’ relief, the result being that 
the preceding tables contain a large number of duplications.

BURIALS. 


Sections 17 and 18, chapter 881, Acts of 1904, are re- 
enactments of sections 20 and 21, chapter 79, Revised Laws, 
and of chapters 250 and 292, Acts of 1902, and provide for 
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the payment of $35 each for the burial of impecunious 
veterans of the War of the Rebellion and of the War with 
Spain, their dependents, and army nurses of the War of the 
Rebellion, in places not used for the burial of paupers. 

Col. Charles E. Hapgood, No. 60 Pemberton square, who 
has for many years served as burial agent for this city, being 
appointed by this department, is charged with the execution 
of this law, giving his services gratuitously. Following are 
the number of burials during the year and the expense 
thereof :

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ADDITIONAL VOLUNTARY SERVICE. 


It is found that many of the older veterans, who are with- 
out families, or permanent homes, would be greatly benefited 
by entering the soldiers’ homes, so generously provided by 
the state and nation, where they would be sure of better 
clothing, food and lodging, and in case of sickness be under 
the gentle ministrations of skilful’ physicians and trained 
nurses. In all such cases it has been our custom to advise 
and urge them to apply for admission, our clerical force hold- 
ing itself always ready to fill out the necessary blanks and 
use every endeavor to make the application successful. This 
is desirable not only for the good of the applicant, but for the 
benefit of the city, which is thus saved the expense of his 
support. Of 54 applications made during the year the 
department has succeeded in securing admission for 30 to the 
Massachusetts Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, and 4 to the 
National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Me. 

We greatly appreciate the courtesy and co-operation of the 
Institutions Registration Department, whose ambulance has 
been placed at our service whenever needed to convey sick 
or disabled veterans to the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea. 

Many applicants have been found, upon investigation, to 
have no claim for assistance on the city, but by reason of 
their legal settlement elsewhere are eligible for relief from 
other cities and towns within the state. In all such cases 
we have not considered our duty fully performed until we 
have used every effort to secure for them from such places 
the help of which they stand so much in need. 

We also execute many pension vouchers gratuitously, 
thus saving expense to the worthy recipients of the generous 
bounty of our city and Commonwealth. 

The following statement shows the net cost to the city for 
the maintenance of the department and for the support of its 
legally settled soldiers and their dependent ones:

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk and 
stenographer. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS, No. 12. 


This number of our Special Publications is the next in the 
series, after No. 10, to be printed, the intervening number 
(No. 11, pertaining to extraordinary receipts and expendi- 
tures) having been delayed. No. 12, covering the five-year 
period, 1900-1904, contains the same complete detail of 
ordinary receipts and expenditures as the preceding numbers 
of like import. 

In the fiscal year 1904—05 the actual receipts of the city, 
viz.. the total of ordinary and extraordinary receipts, 
amounted to $32,959,266, an increase of 3.87 per cent. over 
the preceding year; while actual expenditures amounted to 
$33,781,877, an increase of 0.92 per cent. Jn the decade 
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1894-1903 the actual receipts of the city ranged between 
$23,677,811 in 1894 and $33,502,585 in 1902, being on the 
average $28,457,618, or $4,501,649 less than their amount 
in the fiscal year 1904-05. 

In the year 1904-05 the actual expenditures, amounting 
to $33,781,877, were $5,383,862 above the average for the 
preceding ten years, and $2,991,515 above the average for 
the five years 1899-1908. 

Ordinary receipts in the year 1904-05 amounted to 
$24,941,072, against $24,601,129 in the year preceding. In 
the decade 1894-19038 they ranged between $16,935,814 in 
1894 and $24,601,129 in 1903, showing an average for the 
ten years of $20,749,962, and of $23,148,381 for the five 
years 1899-1903. 

Ordinary expenditures of the city ranged between $16,836,- 
636 in 1894 and $24,156,654 in 1903, their average for the 
decade being $20,447,288, and for the latter half of same 
$22,503,401, against a total for the year 1904-05 of 
$24,719,388. : 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to defray 
which the ordinary receipts are applied, appear in the fol- 
lowing statement:

$89,380,034, was 43.7 per cent. of the aggregate ordinary 
expenditures for the decade.

In the five years which have elapsed since the tax-limit 
was raised, viz., 1900-04, ordinary receipts amounted to 
$119,806,521, an increase of $24,108,160, or 25.2 per cent. 
over similar receipts in the last five years in which the $9 
tax-limit was in force; while extraordinary receipts (loans, 
etc.) in the period 1900-04 amounted to $35,866,132, 
against $42,486,621 in the period 1895-99 — a decrease of 
$6,620,489, or 15.6 per cent. 

Ordinary expenditures, also, in the later of these five-year 
periods, increased to $116,236,446, having been in the pre- 
ceding period (1895-99) $96,119,188, a gain of $20,117,258, 
or 20.9 per cent. ; while extraordinary expenditures increased 
from $40,483,605 in the earlier period to $41,719,339 in the. 
later, or 3 per cent. 

The average annual ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools, and Street Department, taken together 
for the periods 1895-99 and 1900-04 respectively, are set 
forth in the following statement :

The foregoing comparison shows an increase of expendi- 
tures for Schools, in the later five year period, of 33.6 per 
cent.; for Street Department an increase of 23.6 per cent. ; 
while for Debt Requirements the increase is but 8.2 per cent. 


MontTHLY BULLETIN. 


The Monthly Bulletin, established in 1899, has been con- 
tinued during the past year. Each number bears the date 
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of the last preceding month for which returns are available. 
The following is a descriptive list of the principal special 
studies which have been published in the Appendix to the 
Bulletin : 


Bulletin Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, Volume VII., Apri, 1905. 


Population, Valuation, Taz-rate and Indebtedness of 
Massachusetts Cities, 1904. 


The various small tables, one full page and one-half page 
table, that make up most of this article, present much the 
same facts and comparisons of municipal finances for the 
cities of Massachusetts as have been set forth annually since 
1898 in the Appendix. But this article consists of four 
pages instead of two (as heretofore), the additional matter 
being devoted to statistics of taxation and municipal 
habilities. 

Although Boston ranks 1 in “ Valuation” and ‘ Indebted- 
ness” and 2 in “ Net Debt per Capita,” it stands next to the 
lowest in “ Tax-rate” (ae., 22), and there are twenty-one of 
the thirty-three cities that show a higher “ Per cent. of Net 
Debt to Valuation.” The latter seems a fairer criterion than 
the “ Tax-rate” of a city’s financial standing; thus Boston’s 
percentage in 1904 was 4.64, against Taunton’s 7.74, the 
highest, and Salem’s 2.12, the lowest in the list. 

As to changes in tax-rate, fifteen cities show an increase 
over 1903, that of Gloucester ($3.00) being the largest, and 
that of Beverly ($0.10) the smallest; nine cities show a 
decrease, Brockton the greatest (#2.10) and Malden the least 
($0.10), while in nine cities the tax-rate remained the same 
as in the preceding year. There are twenty-three different 
tax-rates shown, ranging from $21.60 per $1,000 in Taunton, 
to $14.60 in Springfield. Boston’s tax-rate, $15.20, was 40 
cents higher than in 1908. 

From the new table of taxation statistics it appears that 
76.5 per cent. of the total property-tax assessed in the entire 
State was levied upon 248,485 persons holding property in 
the cities, and that Boston’s total tax levy was 35.7 per cent. 
of the entire levy for the municipalities of the State, although 
its population was but 20 per cent. of the State’s total. 

Another significant new table shows the rank of each city 
as to “ Per cent. of Net Debt to Valuation,” “ Tax-rate,” “ Per 
cent. of Foreign-born” and “ Per cent. of Persons Assessed 
on Property to Those Assessed Poll-tax Only.” It appears 
from this table that the amount of debt in cities is not propor- 
tionate to the foreign-born element in their population. 
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The latter part of the article affords a comparison between 
the six groups of cities into which the thirty-three are 
divided, as to the absolute and relative amount of debt 
incurred for certain principal objects, 7.e., streets, sewers, 
etc. It is made plain that the more highly developed cities, 
those of the Metropolitan District, are incurring debt to meet 
distinctively modern urban needs, and on an ambitious scale, 
while the rural and semi-rural cities are obtaining loans for 
more fundamental urban needs, such as water-works and 
sewers. 

The preponderant liabilities of the three classes of cities 
appear to correspond with the needs peculiar to the stage 
of urban development that they have attained. Where 
the pressure of population is greatest, viz., in the Metro- 
politan District, the largest outlays and the largest propor- 
tion’ of outlays have been made for Highways and Bridges, 
Public Buildings and Parks, whereas the largest proportional 
outlays in the rural cities have been for Water Works and 
Sewers. 


Bulletin Nos. 5, 6 and 7, Volume VIL, July, 1905. 
Liabilities, by Objects, of Massachusetts Municipalities, 1904. 


This six-page article is a continuation of the discussion 
begun in the preceding number of the Bulletin. 

The material from which the ten tables are made was taken 
mostly from (1) ‘“ Aggregate of Polls, Property and Taxes, 
etc., 1904,” and (2) “Report of the Tax Commissioner of 
Massachusetts, 1904.” 

This Department supplied (1) the mean tax-rates for the 
several districts and groups of municipalities, taking as tax- 
rate the ratio of the amount of the tax-levy (less the poll- 
tax) to the thousand of valuation in each case, and (2) the 
totals, as well as percentages of liabilities, by objects. 

The 353 municipalities of the State were divided into dis- 
tricts and groups. ‘The five districts contain those munici- 
palities within, or partly within, a circle whose radius extends 
ten miles from the centre of the following cities, viz.: Bos- 
ton, Fall River, Lowell, Springfield and Worcester. Those 
circles include or intersect the boundaries of twenty-one 
cities and sixty-nine towns, whose aggregate population in 
1900 was 83.6 per cent. of the urban and 29.5 per cent. of 
the rural, or 65.8 per cent. of the total population of the State. 

Outside these five urban districts there remain (1) twelve 
detached or rural cities, more than ten miles distant from 
any of the five cities taken as a centre, and for the most 
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part from any other city, and containing 11 per cent. of the 
State’s population in 1900, and (2) 251 towns containing 
23.3 per cent. of the same. The 251 towns outside of the 
urban districts are sub-divided into’ (1) ten towns of 10,000 
inhabitants or upwards, with an aggregate population amount- 
ing to 4.1 per cent. of the whole, (2) 185 smaller towns 
having an aggregate population amounting to 17.1 per cent., 
and (3) 56 towns (remarkable for having no liabilities), 
with 2.1 per cent. of the State’s total. 

The chief matter of interest in the tables, I.—VII., is the 
amount of liabilities in 1904, stated for each municipality, 
and the principal objects for which they were incurred, viz. : 
Cars Highways and Bridges”; (2) ‘ Public Buildings” ; 
(8) “Parks”; (4) “ Water Works,” and ()) “Sewers.” 
In a separate column the amount of has incurred for 
“ Other Objects” is shown. 

The three summary tables consist of groups, by districts 
and by cities and towns (separately), showing the totals in 
absolute numbers, the percentages of ‘ Principal Liabilities ” 
to “Total Liabilities,’ and the percentages of the State’s 
population, valuation, liabilities, etc., by districts and groups. 

The outcome of this study of municipal indebtedness goes 
to show that the stage of development attained by a munici- 
pality largely determines its relative burden of debt. Near- 
ness to a large centre of population seems also to be an 
important factor.

(A.) The results of the annual School Census, taken in 
September, 1905, are given on the first and second pages 
of this Appendix; also a half-page table showing the distri- 
bution and movement of the school population, by wards, for 
the six years, 1900-05. By “school population” is meant 
the persons from 5 to 15 years of age, not including those 
of 15. 

Table I. shows that: (1) of 101,865, the total number of 
persons 5 to 15 years old, 49,218 were boys and 52,647 were 
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girls; (2) 75,368 were in public schools, 15,913 were in 
private schools, and 10,584 attended no school; (3) 21,096 
were 5 or 6 years of age, 70,282 were 7 to 13, and 10,487 
were 14 years. Ward 20 continued to contain a larger 
quota of the school population than any other ward, the 
number being 7,236, while Ward 11 contained but 1,638, 
the smallest number in any ward. 

The entire school population numbered 1,498 more in 
1905 than in 1904, being a decrease of 1,274 from the 
average annual gain in the five-year period 1900-04. ‘The 
number not attending school was much in excess of that 
shown during the previous five years, being 1,683 greater 
than in 1904 and 1,257 more than the annual average increase 
for the period 1900-04. 

A summary table for five years shows the number of 
pupils registered in the day schools during the year ending 
June 30, including those of 15 years and over. The total 
of such pupils in 1905 was 102,880, against an average of 
95,036 for the period 1900-04. This table also shows the 
enrolment on January 31 of each of the five years, which in 
1905 was 91,805, against an average of 84,622 for the five- 
year period. The maximum enrolment is in November of 
each year and the minimum in June. The mean enrolment 
for the school year of ten months was 91,262 in 1905 and 
88,402 in 1904. 

From Table II. it appears that the largest decrease in the 
school population from 1904 to 1905 was 517 in Ward 8, 
and the largest increase was 398 in Ward 24. The Dorches- 
ter and Roxbury wards contained four-fifths of the total 
increase for the year. 

(B.) The publication of the results of the State Census, 
taken in May, 1905, gave occasion for showing the compara- 
tive number of inhabitants of Boston in 1905, 1900 and 
1895. Ina half-page table the figures are given by wards, 
for those three census years, together with the percentage of 
the city’s population found in each ward, the increase or 
decrease from the earlier to the later year, and the percentage 
of the change. According to these figures the increase for 
the city, from 1895 to 1900, was 63,972, or 12.87 per cent., 
and from 1900 to 1905 it was only 34,488, or 6.15 per cent. 
This is the most striking fact brought out by the table. 

In comparison with 1900, seventeen wards show an 
increase ranging between 9,249 (28.41 per cent.) in Ward 20, 
and 267 (1.85 per cent.) in Ward 3; while eight wards show 
losses ranging between 2,463 (10.02 per cent.) in Ward 9, 
and 187 (1.46 per cent.) in Ward 5. Inonly two wards did 
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the increase of population from 1900 to 1905 exceed the 
increase between 1895 and 1900, viz., in Wards 1 and 2. 

This article concludes with comparisons, for the same cen- 
sus years, of the population of the Metropolitan district, the 
latter shown in three divisions, viz.: (A.) Boston; (B.) 
First Zone, and (C.) Second Zone. ‘The first, or inner, zone 
comprises fourteen municipalities which are contiguous to 
Boston, while the second zone comprises fifteen municipali- 
ties lying outside those of the inner zone. It is evident 
from these comparisons that the population has increased in 
the first and second zones at a more rapid rate than in 
Boston, notably so in the first. The latter’s per cent. of 
increase for the ten-year period 1895-1905 was 30.58, and 
that of the second zone was 25.38, while Boston’s was but 
19.81 per cent. 

Not only Boston and the Metropolitan District suffered a 
check in growth of population from 1900 to 1905, but the 
State also. This is not without precedent, as is shown by a 
brief statement giving the per cent. of increase in Massachu- 
setts and in Boston for each five-year period since 1870. 

(C.) It has been estimated that three-quarters of Bos- 
ton’s supply of milk comes to the city by rail. In 1904, the 
number of cows returned by the assessors of the 30 cities 
and towns within 10 miles of the State House was 10,524, 
of which only 724 were in Boston. ‘The table in this article 
shows the number of quarts of milk received in Boston, in 
each of the nine months from January to September (inclu- 
sive), 1905, by each of the following railroads, viz., Boston 
& Albany, Boston & Maine and New York, New Haven & 
Hartford. This information was furnished by the Massachu- 
setts Railroad Commissioners. ‘The total receipts for the 
nine months mentioned were 86,044,778 quarts. The supply 
brought into the city in wagons, from places near by, con- 
tinues to hold its own. 

(D.) This is an outline full-page diagram showing the 
actual boundary lines of the twenty-five wards of Boston, 
with (1) the population in 1905; (2) the change since 1900, 
and (3) the percentage of population for 1905 in each ward ; 
these three items being grouped with the ward numbers in 
the space outlined for each ward.

(A.) The summing up of the mortality statistics con- 
tained in the monthly reports of the Health Department for 
1905, and of the number of persons supported or aided: in 
the various city institutions, constitutes the first part of this 
Appendix. 

During the year covered by these reports, there were 
11,007 deaths in Boston, or 5,839 males and 5,168 females, 
which total exceeds that of 1904 by 250 deaths. The 
annual death-rate per 1,000 inhabitants was 18.49, against 
18.28 for 1904. The mortality from infectious diseases was 
2,161; from pneumonia, 1,274; from tuberculosis, 1,194; 
and from heart disease, 1,082, these making 51.9 per cent. of 
the total number of deaths. 

The year’s figures for the City Institutions, as to the 
average number of inmates, were as follows: Pauper Institu- 
tions, 974; House of Correction, 1,286; Insane Hospital, 
671; City Hospital, 608. The whole number of cases 
recorded in Hospitals was 30,450; in Children’s Institutions, 
19,792; in Penal Institutions, 34,681, and the total of cases 
where aid was given to Indoor Poor was 36,650, and to Out- 
door Poor 105,319, making a grand total, for all classes of 
cases cared for, 226,892. The number of different persons 
cared for cannot be shown from the returns furnished by the 
institutions. 

(B.) In this article the salient results of the State Elec- 
tion of 1904 are shown for the thirteen cities and seventeen 
towns of the Metropolitan District. The principal table 
shows (by individual municipalities, by groups of the same, 
and for the district as a whole) the number of votes cast for 
Presidential Electors at Large, and candidates for Governor, 
also the per cent. of the actual to the possible vote. 

Judged by the vote for Electors at Large, the district 
appears to be safely Republican, since it shows a net majority 
of 16,298 for Roosevelt over Parker, in a total vote of 
178,664. Only Boston and Cambridge show Democratic 
majorities. The Republican party is found to be relatively 
stronger in the towns than in the cities. 
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But the vote for Governor shows strikingly different results 
from that for President, the net Democratic majority being 
34,461 in the district. Four cities and five towns that declared 
for Roosevelt gave majorities for Douglas, conclusive evidence 
of a notable independent vote. The total vote for Congress- 
men appears to come nearer to showing the normal strength 
of the two leading parties, the Republican majority being 
20,111 in that contest. 

From a comparative summary it appears that if the four- 
teen cities and towns contiguous to Boston were annexed, 
neither party would be preponderantly strong in the resulting 
district. 

(C.) This Appendix concludes with two tables showing 
(1) the population of Boston, by wards and precincts, and 
(2) the legal voters, by wards and precincts, as ascertained 
by the State Census of May, 1905. The precinct showing 
the largest population is Precinct 5, Ward 8, with 6,832 
inhabitants, and that showing the smallest is Precinct 4, 
Ward 6, with 1,029 inhabitants. Ward 20 shows the largest 
population of any ward, or 41,805, and Ward 4 the smallest, 
or 12,499. 

The same wards show respectively the largest and the 
smallest number of legal voters, viz., 10,866 in Ward 20, and 
3,207 in Ward 4. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


This department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, has 
been intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1905, and seeing it through the press. 
At our suggestion, the Joint Committee on Rules and Orders 
again authorized the publication of a document edition of the 
Register in addition to the usual edition bound in cloth. 

The Register for 1905, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 303 pages, including an index of 
nine pages. ‘The usefulness of the Register would be greatly 
enhanced if it could be printed more promptly. The delay 
which has marked its publication in some years has been due 
to circumstances over which this department has no control. 

At the opening of the year we issued a new publication, 
viz., the Municipal Calendar for the year 1905. ‘The pur- 
pose of the calendar is to furnish authoritative information 
succinctly for the convenience of those who have to do busi 
ness for or with the city on dates established by ordinances, 
regulations or statutes. Accordingly, under the several 
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months, the dates are given for the organization of the city 
government, the holding of elections, the meetings of the 
City Council and of the School Committee, for making appl- 
cation for licenses, abatement of taxes, etc., for the payment 
of certain classes of department employees, and for rendering 
reports and returns to the state and city governments. Gen- 
erally, the ordinance or statute under which a date is fixed 
is cited. 

At the request of the managers of the Franklin Fund the 
secretary of this department made a special study of the 
organization and work of the Cooper Union and other insti- 
tutions in New York city devoted to technical and trade 
instruction, and of the existing sources of industrial training 
in Boston. ‘The results of this study, submitted in the form 
of a report, were published in two pamphlets by the managers 
of the Franklin Fund. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city among 
individuals, libraries, and the executive departments of other 
cities, and the securing of municipal and governmental reports 
and publications in return, continues to form a considerable 
and important part of our work. 

It should be noted in this connection that the work of this 
department in supplying statistical and other information in 
response to applications from members of the city govern- 
ment, from heads of departments, and from citizens of thisand 
other cities, continues to increase.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operation and expenses of the Street 
Department for the cee 1905 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 


ORGANIZATION, 


The work of the department during the past year has been 
carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891, and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the department 
being as follows: 


Central Office, Paving Division, 

Boston and Cambridge Sanitary Division, 
Bridges, Sewer Division, 

Bridge Division, Street-Cleaning Division, 

Ferry Division, Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 
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The Boston and Cambridge bridges are managed by two 
commissioners. ‘The Superintendent of Streets was the com- 
missioner for the City of Boston until October 28, 1904, 
when the Deputy Superintendent of the Bridge Division was 
appointed as commissioner, the other commissioner being 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of aca 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work for the 
past year was made available under the following appropria- 
tions : 

First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised by 
taxes. Previous to the commencement of the financial year, 
February 1, the department estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the various divisions are 
submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recom- 
mendation as he may deem proper to the City Council. The 
maintenance appropriations, as passed by the City Council, 
were as follows:

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Fourth. — In 1891 an Act was passed by the Legislature 
entitled “ An Act Relating to the Location, Laying-out and 
Construction of Highways in the City of Boston.”

Attention is again called to the badly corroded condition 
of the Huntington avenue bridge over the Boston & Albany 
railroad. From an inspection made by the City Engineer 
when this bridge was last repaired it was found to be ina 
very bad condition, so that extensive repairs were necessary 
to make it safe for travel, and an appropriation should be 
made for the construction of a new bridge as a matter of 
public safety. 


FERRY DIVISION.

A contract has been entered into for building a new coal- 
pocket at the East Boston side of the North Ferry. Work 
on this new pocket would have been commenced at once but 
for the danger of a possible strike and consequent shortage 
of coal, which caused it to be deferred until later in order to 
enable this division to store coal in sufficient quantities to 
carry it through. The construction of the pocket will 
probably be begun by May 1, 1906. 

During the past year the United States Government | 
issued an order that all boats carrying passengers must be 
provided with life-boats and life-rafts, life preservers, fire 
extinguishers and fire pumps, in order to insure the safety of 
the passengers. Accordingly the City Council voted a 
special appropriation to meet these demands, and now all our 
boats are in first-class condition in this respect. 

The old piers on the Boston side of both Ferries should 
be replaced by new ones. These old piers require constant - 
repairs and in the interest of economy should be entirely 
rebuilt.

Work has been finished on Columbia road from the bridge 
over Old Colony avenue to Covington street, thus complet- 
ing the Boulevard from Franklin Park to Marine Park, a dis- 
tance of nearly four (4) miles. The West Roxbury high- 
ways, Belgrade avenue and Hyde Park avenue, were also 
completed. 

Geneva avenue from Westwood street across Vaughan 
avenue was widened and rough graded to meet the conditions 
caused by the construction of the new bridge of the New 
England Division of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad. 

Granite block paving with pitch joints on a concrete base 
has been laid to the extent of about 31,000 square yards in 
the business section of the city. 

Bitulithic pavement has been laid in the residential dis- 
tricts to the extent of about 33,000 square yards and is 
proving very satisfactory. This pavement is laid with a ten- 
year maintenance guarantee. 

During the year the department force has been employed 
in repairing and resurfacing streets. About 38 miles of 
streets have been resurfaced, but a vast amount of work 
remains to be done not only on macadam streets, but also 
upon paved streets, in order that they may be put in proper 
condition.

The cost of the collection of material is much increased by 
the fact that the dumping places are so remote from the place 
of collection, and the purchase of carts having twice the 
capacity of those in use at the present time is respectfully 
urged, as this would make the unavoidably long hauls less 
frequent. 
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There should be a dumping station at the South End and 
one somewhere in the vicinity of the Charlestown bridge as 
was recommended in the report_of last year. 

The expense of repairing one of the dumping boats is very 
large. This boat has been in service over twenty years and 
ought to be replaced by a new one. 

The stables at Albany street and North Grove street 
should be thoroughly overhauled and enlarged in order to 
accommodate the horses, as many of them are now kept in 
sheds.

Stony Brook conduit and the West Roxbury low level 
sewer should be extended southward from Jamaica Plain. 

The work of separating the systems of the low-level dis- 
trict is now necessitated by the building of the Charles River 
basin. 

The brook and its principal tributaries must be improved 
to the Hyde Park line in order to fit them to receive the 
surface water drains which must be built in each street in 
the valley. 

The completion of the conversion of the combined to the 
separate system of sewers in the high level or South Metro- 
politan district and in so much of the low level or main 
drainage territory as is tributary to the Charles River basin 
is urged. , 

The old channel of Stony Brook should be rebuilt, also 
the Dorchester Brook and Maywood’s Brook sewer systems, 
the auxiliary east side intercepting sewer built and the Kast 
Boston intercepting system completed. 

The construction work in the Back Bay Fens has been 
completed.

The work of this division for the past year has been of the 
ordinary, almost routine, character. During July and August 
an attempt was made to flush some of the down-town streets, 
with two flushing carts, loaned by a concern in a neighboring 
city, but the experiment proved costly, besides wearing in 
some places on the joints of the block pavement, and was 
consequently abandoned. 

In our last report some very important recommendations 
were submitted, but were not acted upon. ‘Again recognizing 
their importance, I would ask that money be made available 
for them as speedily as the financial condition of the city 


warrants it.

Mr. CHARLES LOGUE, 
Acting Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit herewith the annual 
report of the expenditures, income and operations of the 
Bridge Division of the Street Department for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1906. 

There are in the City of Boston 159 bridges, not including 
culverts. Seven of these, namely, Harvard, West Boston 
(temporary), Prison Point, Cambridge street, Essex street, 
Western avenue to Cambridge, and North Harvard street, 
all connecting Boston and Cambridge, are in charge of two 
commissioners, one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of 
the City of Boston and the other by the Mayor of the City ~ 
of Cambridge. One, Craigie’s, from Boston to Cambridge, is 
in charge of the Charles River Basin Commission, and will 
be replaced by the Charles River Dam, now under construc- 
tion. 

One hundred fifteen bridges are supported wholly or in 
part by the City of Boston, twenty-seven of these being tide- 
water bridges provided with a draw. 

Forty-two bridges are supported wholly by railroad corpor- 
ations. 

There are thirteen important tide-water bridges maintained 
by the City of Boston, namely, Mt. Washington avenue, 
operated by hand power; Broadway, Chelsea South, Con- 
gress street, L street and Warren, operated by steam power 3 
and Charlestown, Chelsea North, Dorchester avenue (for- 
merly Federal street), Dover street, Malden, Meridian street 
and Summer street, operated by electricity. 

The force employed on the tide-water bridges is on an eight- 
hour basis, which necessitates the employment of nine men 
on each of twelve bridges, and twelve men on the Charles- 
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town bridge, making a total force of one hundred and twenty — 


men employed on the thirteen principal drawbridges. 

Repairs have been made on the different bridges at various 
times ; the operating machinery on the drawbridges has been 
frequently inspected and such repairs made as were needed, 
and the surfaces and structures of the different inland bridges 
have received attention, from time to time, as the necessity 
arose, and all defects promptly and properly remedied. 

iE would respectfully call your attention to the badly cor- 
roded condition of the Huntington-avenue bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

From an inspection made by the City Engineer when this 
bridge was last repaired, it was fully demonstrated that pub- 
lic safety demands that an appropriation be made during the 
coming year to rebuild it as soon as possible. According to 
an estimate of the City Engineer, this would cost about 
$35,000. 

The Mt. Washington-avenue bridge was closed to public 
travel on July 11, 1904, and the draw-way of the South 
Boston channel was widened to fifty feet, as ordered by the 
Secretary of War. 

No additional work has been done on this bridge, and it 
has been closed to public travel now for over one and one- 
half years. 

Some action should be taken to either abolish and remove 
the bridge, or to re-open it during the coming year, as in its 
present condition it is an expense to the city, without any 
corresponding benefit to the public.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


NortH Ferry, East Boston, February 1, 1906. 


Mr. CHARLES LOGUE, 
Acting Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir,—I respectfully submit report of income, ex- 
penses and operation of the Ferry Division, for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1906. 

During the past year, owing to a terrible calamity in New 
York harbor, the United States Government promulgated 
new and stringent rules governing all vessels carrying pas- 
sengers. ‘l’o meet these demands a special appropriation of 
$12,000 was made by the City Council to equip our boats. 

Every ferry boat was hauled out on the railway, and new 
sea cocks were put in and the whole hull gone over. New 
life boats and rafts, double the number of life preservers, 
fire extinguishers and fire pumps were added to conform 
with the new rules, so now these boats are in first-class 
condition so far as the saving of life is concerned. 

A special appropriation of $25,000 to build a new coal- 
pocket at the North Ferry was also given us. Plans were 
made and the contract was awarded to build same. Work 
would have commenced on this pocket by this time except 
that there was danger of a coal strike and work was de- 
ferred until later. It is confidently asserted that work will 
start on this by May 1. ‘This improvement has been 
needed here for a number of years, as the old shed was 
dilapidated and antiquated. 

Your attention is called to the condition of the piers on 
Boston side of both ferries. These piers are old and require 
constant repairs. In the interest of economy they should be 
entirely rebuilt, as in my judgment it is a waste of money to 
keep repairing them. With these exceptions the rest of the 
plant (buildings, drops and boats) is in good condition. 

The property in charge of this division is as follows: 
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South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. -— Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 square 
feet of land and water. On these premises are one head- 
house, with canopies; one workshop for carpenters, machin- 
ists and blacksmith, both \of the above buildings being at 
present time in course of construction; one storehouse and 
temporary waiting-room, one new, modern coal-pocket, three 
new piers which form the/ two slips, two drops and tanks, 
one new wharf and dock, where boats are laid when not in 
use or while undergoing repairs. 

South Lerry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,135 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house with canopies, 
one gate-room, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Battery street, and covers an area of 45,000 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house with canopies, 
one gate-room, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Border street, and covers an area of 62,138 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house with 
canopies, one boiler and oil-room, one stable, one coal-shed, 
three piers, which form the two slips, and two drops and 
tanks.

DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
expenditures and income of the Paving Division of the 
Street Department for the financial year ending January 31, 
1906, showing the nature of the work, the number and 
variety of permits issued, and the details of expenditures 
involved in paving, macadamizing, regulating and construct- 
ing various streets.

The Paving Division has charge of the following work: 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or occupy the streets or 
for such other purposes as may be required under the 
ordinances. 

The removal of snow and ice from the gutters, streets and 
plank sidewalks. 

The cleaning of streets in the suburban districts not 
covered by the Street Cleaning Division. 

The division is in charge of a deputy superintendent, 
with a clerical foree under the direction of a chief clerk, 
and an engineering force under the supervision of a chief 
engineer.

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The repairs upon asphalt pavement have been supervised, 
located and plotted upon plans prepared for that purpose, 
and tables are annexed showing the amount of repairs and 
the cost in detail on all asphalt streets upon which the main- 
tenance guarantee has expired. 

The agreement which was entered into with the Barber 
Asphalt. Paving Company in 1904, whereby the asphalt 
repairs on streets, on which the maintenance guarantee has 
expired, are guaranteed for a period of three (3) years, was 
continued during the year. 


Geneva avenue, from Westwood street, across Vaughan avenue, 
was widened and the rough grading done to meet the conditions 
caused by the new bridge of the New England Division of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. This work was 
done by John E. Gill under contract dated May 16, 1905. 
Work was commenced May 22, and completed June 17, 1905. 


Under the provisions of chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, 
and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, there 
were two (2) streets and one (1) boulevard completed 
during the year. 


Belgrade avenue, from South street to Anawan avenue; the 
regulating and macadam surface have been done this season and 
the street is now completed. 

Columbia road, from the bridge over Old Colony avenue to 
Covington street, was finished, thus completing the boulevard 
from Franklin Park to Marine Park, a distance of nearly four 
miles. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Walk Hill street to about 287 feet 
north of Ashland street; the regulating and macadam surfacing 
were done this year, thus completing the work started in 1904. 


During the yeara number of streets in the residential 
sections of the city have been surfaced with bitulithic pave- 
ment. This pavement was introduced three years ago, and 
is a very satisfactory pavement, particularly on grades, where, 
on account of the peculiarity of its composition, horses are 
enabled to travel upon it in safety.

The department force has been employed during the year 
in repairing and resurfacing streets, and about 38 miles, or 
552,146 square yards, of streets have been resurfaced.

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Albany street, from Beach street to Kneeland street, was 
paved under contract by John E. Burns, with large granite blocks 
on a 6-inch American Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and 
pebble joints.

Chatham street, from Merchants row to Commercial street, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, by D. J. Kiley, who 
also did the excavating and regulating. The old paving blocks 
were hauled to the lot on Massachusetts avenue and to Burnham’s 
wharf by the contractor. The former surface was granite blocks, 
on a gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Chatham row, from Chatham street to State street, was paved 
with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints, by D. J. Kiley, who also did 
the excavating and regulating. The old paving blocks were 
hauled to Burnham’s wharf by the contractor. The former sur- 
face was granite blocks, on a gravel base, with gravel joints. 
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Columbus avenue, between Roxbury street and Cedar street, 
was repaved on ‘the westerly side by the James J. Coughlan 
Construction Company.

ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. . The excavating and regulating were done by 
John E. Burns. The former surface was part Trinidad asphalt 
and part granite block on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Bolton street, from C street to D street, was paved with one 
and one-half (13) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface on 
one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The regulating was done by William Higgins, and the excavating 
was done by the city. The former surface was macadam. 

Devonshire street, from Milk street to Franklin street, was 
paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surface, and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous 
concrete binder on the old concrete base under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
who also laid Portland cement concrete which was required to make 
up the difference in the thickness between the old block paving and 
the new asphalt pavement. John E. Burns did the regulating and 
the city removed the old blocks. The former surface was granite 
blocks on a concrete base with cement grout joints. 

Harrison avenue, from Decatur street to Gloucester place, was 
paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous 
concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, - 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The track area was paved with large 
granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base with 
pitch and pebble joints, under contract by John E. Burns, who 
also did the regulating and excavating. The old paving blocks 
were hauled to the South End paving yard by the city. The 
track area was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. ‘The former surface was granite blocks on a gravel base 
with gravel joints. 

Hayward place, from Harrison avenue about 192 feet westerly, 
was repaved with’ one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of 
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bituminous concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, under a\ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company, who also did the necessary ex- 
cavating. ‘The former surface was asphaltina on a concrete 
base. On account of the subway work in Washington street 
that end of Hayward place was not resurfaced. 

Norman street, from Green street to South Margin street, was 
paved with one and one-half (13) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous 
concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The excavating and regulating were 
done by D. J. Kiley. The former surface was granite blocks on 
a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Northampton street, from Washington street to Shawmut 
avenue, was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of 
bituminous concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The track 
area was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints, under contract 
by Thomas McMan, who also did the excavating and regulating. 
The track area was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. ‘The former surface was granite blocks on a gravel 
base with gravel joints. 

Salutation street, from Hanover street to Commercial street, 
was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surfaee, and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous 
concrete binder on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, under 
a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company, who also did the regulating and excavating. 
The old blocks were hauled to the North End paving yard by the 
city. The former surface was granite block on a gravel base 
with gravel joints. 

South Margin street, from Staniford street across Norman 
street, was paved with one and one-haif (14) inches of Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of 
bituminous concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company.

a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company, who also did the regulating and excavating. The 
old paving blocks were hauled to the North End paving yard by the 
city. The former surface was part Trinidad asphalt on a cobble 
base and part granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 
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West Sixth street, from C street to D street, was paved with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing sur- 
face and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete 
binder, the greater part on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base and a small part on existing concrete base, under a ten (10) 
years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving . 
Company. ‘The track area was paved with large granite blocks 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints, under contract by William Higgins, who also did the 
regulating. The excavating was done by the city. The track 
area was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The former surface was mainly granite blocks on a gravel base 
with gravel joints, a small amount being asphalt. 

Wiggin street, from Tileston street to North Bennet street, 
was repaved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of 
bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Paving Company, who also did the excavating and 
regulating. The old cobbles were hauled to Burnham’s wharf 
by the city. The former surface was Trinidad asphalt on a 
cobble base. 


BITULITHIC PAVEMENT. 


This is a patent pavement composed of crushed stone and 
bituminous cement. It is laid six (6) inches deep, four 
inches of which is composed of No. 1 crushed stone well 
rolled and treated with two layers of bituminous cement. 
The other two inches, or wearing surface, is composed of a 
crushed stone varying in size from two (2) inches to a fine 
dust, and heated and mixed with bituminous cement and 
rolled with a steam-road roller. This pavement was laid in 
the following streets under a ten (10) years’ maintenance 
guarantee, by the Warren Brothers Company. 


Albany street, from northerly side of Stoughton street across 
East Concord street. The contractor did the excavating and the 
city removed the excavated material. The former surface was 
Sicilian Rock asphalt on a concrete base. 

Albuny street, from Massachusetts avenue about 225 feet 
northerly. The contractor did the excavating and regulating. 
The former surface was granite block ona gravel base with gravel 
joints. 

Allen street, from Chambers street to Charles street. The 
contractor did the excavating and regulating. The former sur- 
face was macadam. 

Boylston street, from Massachusetts avenue to the Parkway, 
with the exception of the track area, which was paved with large 
granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base with

pitch and pebble joints. The contractor did the excavating and 
regulating. The track area was paid for by the Boston Elevated 
Railw ay Company. The former surface was macadam. 

Clarendon street, from Beacon street to Boylston street, minus 
Commonwealth avenue intersection. The contractor did the 
excavating and regulating. ‘The former surface was macadam. 

Dorchester street, from the northerly side of Broadway to Eighth 
street, with the exception of the track area and the intersections 
of Fourth, Old Harbor, Fifth and Telegraph streets, which were 
paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base with pitch and pebble joints. The contractor did the 
excavating and regulating. The track area was paid for by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The former surface was 
macadam. 

Harrison avenue, from Northampton street, across East Spring- 
field street, with the exception of about 140 square yards of 
asphalt near East Springfield street, and track area which was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base with pitch and pebble joints. The contractor did the exca- 
vating and regulating... The track area was paid for by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The former surface was 
granite blocks ona gravel base with gravel joints. 

McLean street, from Chambers street to Blossom street. The 
contractor did the excavating and regulating. The former sur- 
face was macadam. | 

St. Alphonsus street, from Tremont street across Smith street. 
The contractor did the excavating and regulating. The former 
surface was macadam. 

Thomas Park, South Boston. The contractor did the exca- 
vating and regulating. The former surface was macadam. 

Tyler street, from Beach street to Harvard street and from Oak 
street to Curve street. ‘The contractor did the excavating and 
regulating. The former surface was macadam. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been completed under the pro- 
visions of chapter “323” of the Acts of 1891, and the acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 


Belgrade avenue, from South street to Anawan avenue, has 
been completed during the year. Work was resumed on that 
portion between South street and 120 feet west of Newburg street, 
April 4, 1905, by Philip Doherty, under his contract, dated April 
25, 1904, and completed August 25, 1905. Work on that portion 
between 120 feet west of Newburg street and Anawan avenue 

was resumed April 10, 1905, by Philip Doherty, under his contract 
dated June 6, 1904, and completed November 14, 1905. The 
street is about 4,588 feet long and 70 feet wide, including side- 
walks. It has two (2) 12-foot crushed stone sidewalks, granite 
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edgestone, three (3) foot granite block gutters and flagging 
crosswalks. ‘The roadway, with the exception of the track area, 
which was paved by the Boston Elevated Railway Company, is 
principally 6-inch macadam. There is also a small amount of 
granite block paving on a gravel base with gravel joints. The 
straight edgestone, flagging and crushed stone were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The gutter blocks and 
the circular edgestone were furnished by the city on the site of 
the work. 

Columbia road, from the bridge over Old Colony avenue to 
Covington street, was completed May 6, 1905, by T. F. Bradley, 
under his contract dated July 15, 1903. This street is about 
4,550 feet long. At the bridge over Old Colony avenue there is 
a single telford-macadam (8-inch telford, 4-inch macadam) road- 
way, with two (2) crushed stone sidewalks each 10 feet wide, 
running in a northeasterly direction for about 200 feet, gradually 
widening into two (2) roadways. The easterly or pleasure drive 
is 42 feet wide, of 9-inch macadam, with 15-foot crushed stone 
sidewalks and edgestone. A fifteen (15) foot planting space is 
between the roadways. ‘The westerly or traffic road is 30 feet 
wide, of 4-inch macadam on 8-inch telford base with 8-foot 
crushed stone sidewalks and edgestone. ‘This type of construc- 
tion continues in a northerly direction for about 800 feet. From 
here the pleasure drive continues of the same width and descrip- 
tion to a point near Hyde street, where it turns in an easterly 
direction, and running about 600 feet connects with a drive of the 
same character built by the Park Department. The loam space 
between this driveway and a traffic road to be built on Old Colony 
avenue (proposed) has been constructed to a point near Hyde 
street at a width of 23 feet. From thence following the pleasure 
drive it gradually widens until it meets the Park construction 
opposite Newman street, at which point it is 40 feet wide. From 
a point opposite Hyde street on Old Colony avenue to Newman 
street, a traffic road (telford-macadam) 30 feet wide has been 
built with 17-foot sidewalks and edgestones. Ten (10) feet of 
the sidewalk is crushed stone and seven (7) feet is loam. From 
Newman street to Covington street, a part of Columbia road, 
formerly Ninth street, a traftic road (telford-macadam) 42 feet 
wide with 8-foot sidewalks and edgestones has been built. The 
straight edgestone and flagging and crushed stone were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city on the site of the 
work. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Walk Hill street to about 287 feet 
north of Ashland street was completed during the year. Work 
on that portion between Walk Hill street and Stony Brook was 
resumed April 17, 1905, by Thomas F. Minton, under contract 
dated May 12, 1904, and completed November 20, 1905. On 
that portion between Stony Brook and 287 feet north of Ashland 
street, work was resumed March 24, 1905, by Thomas F. Minton, 
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under his contract dated July 7, 1904, and completed December 
13, 1905. This\street is about 7,200 feet long and is 80 feet 
wide, including sidewalks. It has two (2) thirteen (13) foot 
crushed stone sidewalks, granite edgestone, 3-foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks and a 6- inch macadam roadway, 
excepting the track area, which was paved with granite blocks on 
a gravel base with gr avel joints by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. ‘The straight edgestone, flagying and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone and gutter blocks were furnished by the city 
on the site of the work.

BONDS. 


All bonds (excepting those of responsible corporations ) 
are guaranteed by some one of the surety companies author- 
ized to do business in the State of Massachusetts. 

There have been 1,649 bonds cancelled during the year. 
There are in force 1,341 surety bonds and 71 corporation 
bonds. 


NOTICES. 


There have been 15,137 notices sent to the various fore- 
men during the year directing them to repair defects in the 
public streets which had been reported to the police, inspec- 
tors and others; also 3,500 notices sent to departments, 
corporations and individuals to repair streets where they had 
received permits for excavations; also to owners of estates 
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where coal-holes or sidewalk coverings over areas were 
defective. Four hundred notices have been sent to depart- 
ments, corporations and owners of abutting estates at the 
request of the chief engineer and foremen of the Paving 
Division calling for various changes on account of street 
improvements. 

Each foreman receives a daily statement of all permits 
issued the preceding day for street openings in his district. 
A statement is sent to the Board of Health every Monday of 
all pedlers’ permits issued during the preceding week. 


INSPECTORS. 


With the exception of those required in the office for 
emergency work the inspectors are still located at the various 
paving yards. ‘The inspectors report daily by mail to the 
Permit Office, and on their complaints notices are sent to the 
proper parties directing repairs to be made, and each inspector 
is expected to see that these complaints are given proper 
atten tion. | 

There have been other inspectors detailed to serve with, 
and at the expense of, the various corporations excavating 
in the streets. These inspectors make a written report daily 
and weekly on blanks prepared for the purpose. 


EMERGENCY PERMITS. 


The system adopted a few years ago of having reports 
made on openings under emergency permits still continues, 
and a great improvement is shown, although there is still 
opportunity for further improvement in this direction. 


ELECTRIC POLES. 


By order of the Board of Aldermen, or at the request of 
the Wire Commissioner, there have been permits granted for 
the erection of 268 new, for resetting of 750 old and the re- 
moval of 173 poles. Plans showing the location of new 
poles have been approved by the Superintendent of Streets 
and placed on file in the Permit Office. 


AREAS AND COAL VAULTS. 


Twenty-nine permits for the construction of coal vaults 
and areas have been issued in compliance with the orders 
passed by the Board of Aldermen.

SANITARY DIVISION.

Mr. CHARLES LOGUE, 
Acting Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income, and operation of the Sanitary 
Division of the Street Department for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1906. 

This division has charge of the removal of house offal, 
waste and jrubbish, house dirt, and ashes accumulated from 
burning of material for heating buildings and domestic pur- 
poses, and also has charge of the construction and repairs of 
carriages, carts, wagons, harnesses, etc., of the Street Depart- 
ment and other departments, and the painting of street signs 
for the Paying Division. 

The abnormal increase in cost of collection of material, 
owing to the difficulty in obtaining suitable dumping places 
and the dumping places being so remote from the place of 
collection, presents a serious problem. I recommend the 
purchase of carts having twice the capacity of those in use 
at the present time, as this would lessen the time consumed 
by the long hauls. 

I further recommend that additional dumping boats be 
provided at the South yard on Albany street, and at the 
Charles River-avenue bridge. This additional equipment will 
materially aid in the solution of the dumping problem as far 
as Charlestown, North and West Ends and South End are 
concerned. 

On account of the poor condition of, and the excessive 
expense incurred in, repairing one of the dumping boats, which 
has been in the service for over twenty years, I recommend 
the purchase of a new boat. 
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The stables at Albany street and at North Grove street 
are in such poor condition that they require extensive repair- 
ing. It is also necessary that they be enlarged to properly 
accommodate the horses, as many of them, at present, are 
kept in sheds.

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 
Wooden two-story stables and sheds, with accommodations 
for twenty-one horses, located at 817-319 West First street, 
South Boston. Leased from the T. P. Frost estate. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 
The Sanitary Division hires stable accommodation for 


fifteen horses of the Paving Division. The stable is located 
at No. 324 East Eagle street, East Boston. 
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Charlestown Stable. 


Wooden two-story stable with accommodations for twenty- 
five horses located on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 
square feet of land; stable was built in 1875, costing 
$5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings were built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodations are provided by the Sewer Division at its 
stable on Western avenue for two horses of the Sanitary 
Division. 

Highland Stable. 


Brick stable built in 1875, at a cost of $88,594.13, on the 
old almshouse lot, Highland street, with accommodations for 
seventy-two horses. The lot contains 81,082 square feet of 
land. A partof this stable and adjoining lot is used by the 
Paving Division. There is an offal shed on this lot, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. It was abandoned on April 
1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was remodelled, and is now 
used as a carriage house and wash-room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 90,780 square feet of land. The stables and 
buildings connected therewith are of brick. There are also 
on the premises five wooden sheds used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and 
has accommodations for one hundred and two horses. Total 
cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. There is a wooden 
stable on the lot with accommodations for twenty-three 
horses. In 1899 a veterinary hospital was built and equipped 
for the purpose of caring for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint 
and harness-maker’s shops, in which wagons, carts, harnesses, 
etc., used by this and other departments, are constructed and 
kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop for shoeing the horses 
of the department located in this section of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is of brick, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 
50 feet, located on North Grove street; built in 1860 with- 
out buildings attached to the same. It has accommodations 
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for forty-five horses. The lot contains about 45,152 square 
feet of land. There are three one-story wooden stables with 
accommodations for twenty horses, and a horseshoeing shop 
established May 11, 1896. — 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, used as a dumping station 
for the city’s garbage and refuse, and as a mooring place for 
dumping boats and scows which convey this material to sea 
and to the plant of the New England Sanitary Product Com- 
pany. Cost of construction platform and dredging dock, 
$6,219.33. There are three Barney dumping boats which 
are in continual use, and are towed to sea by the department 
tugboat “Cormorant.” A portion of the wharf is used by 
the Street Cleaning Division asa locker for patrol push-carts, 
etc., and a part is used by the Paving Division. 


Intchfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at No. 466 to No. 470 Atlantic avenue, contain- 
ing about 35,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, 
March 1, 1898, for a period of ten years. The property is 
now owned by the Middlesex Trust. This wharf adjoins 
Fort Hill Wharf and is occupied in part by the City Refuse 
Utilization Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 
Also by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a 
berth for their scows. 


Packard's Wharf. (Leased.) 


The use of this property by the Sanitary Division has 
been discontinued. 


Weighing Shed. ( Hired.) 


Situated at the corner of Massachusetts avenue and 
Southampton street. Rented from the Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company. Lot contains about 2,300 square feet of 
land.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
SEWER DIVISION. 


30 TREMONT STREET, Boston, MAss., February 1, 1906. 


Mr. CHARLES LOGUE, 
Acting Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, — The former Deputy Superintendent of the 
Sewer Division having resigned and no successor having as 
yet been appointed, it devolves upon me, as the Acting 
Deputy Superintendent, to make the annual report. In 
compliance, therefore, with the revised ordinances, the annual 
report of the operation and expenses of the Sewer Division 
of the Street Department for the year 1905 is herewith 
respectfully submitted, together with the reports of the 
Assistant Engineers. 

Appended to this report are the detailed schedules of sewer 
construction for the year 1905, and also for the years 1900 to 
1904, inclusive, omitted from former reports. The publica- 
tion now makes the list of schedules complete. 

The large and important works required to obviate the 
deficiencies of the Boston sewer system are as follows: 

First.— The extension of the Stony Brook conduit and 
the West Roxbury low level sewer southward from Jamaica 
Plain. 

This conduit is the main channel for the surface water 
of the Stony Brook valley. The sewer systems of the 
valley are still mainly upon the combined principle, carrying 
sewage and storm water in the same channel. The storm 
water is, therefore, conveyed to the brook through sewers 
and discharged into it through overflows; consequently 
sewage is mingled with the brook water during every rain. 
This must of necessity continue till every sewer system in 
the valley is converted from the combined to the separate 
system. A portion of the valley is in the high level or the 
South Metropolitan district and a portion in the low level or 
main drainage district. The separation of the sewer systems 
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of the high level portion is mandatory upon the city under 
chapter 383 of the Acts of 1903, and funds for this work are 
provided for by this Act; but no such provision is made for 
the separation of the systems oi the low level portion. The 
only money available for this, as well as for the building of 
the main conduit itself, is the General Sewerage Loan, pro- 
vided by chapter 426 of the Acts of 1897. (Amended, 
Chap. 450 of 1899.) 

The separation of the systems of the low level district is 
now necessitated by the creation of the Charles River basin. 
The brook, as well as its principal tributaries, must be 
improved to the Hyde Park line either by building covered 
conduits or deepened open channels in order to fit them to 
receive the surface water drains which must be built in each 
street in the valley. The covered conduit substantially as 
recommended by the commission of 1886 must certainly be 
carried to a point a little south of Forest Hills. Beyond this 
to the Hyde Park line further study may show that a deep 
open channel, bordered by a strip of land treated as a park, 
may be constructed at less expense than the heavy masonry 
conduits planned by the commission of 1886, if the Park 
Department will co-operate. An attractive water park would 
be thus created, with no danger of sewage pollution ensuing 
such as beset the Fenway, because all the surrounding sewer 
systems, as well as those of Hyde Park, must be later con- 
structed on, or changed to, the separate system. When 
these improvements to the main channel and tributaries are 
carried out and the surface drains constructed in each street 
the Commissioners’ channel will be free from sewage pollu- 
tion. 

The cost of the construction of the main conduit and 
accompanying low level sewer to the brook crossing south of. 
Forest Hills, where such an open channel may be substituted, 
may be estimated at $1,150,000. The low level sewer is 
carried with the conduit, and is designed to afford house sew- 
erage to certain streets and areas which are too low to be 
drained by the Stony Brook valley sewer, as well as to 
supplement the capacity of the latter. Its estimated cost is 
included in that of the conduit. ‘The above estimate, as well 
as those which follow, are all exclusive of land damages. — 

Second. — The rebuilding of the old channel of Stony 
Brook. 

The condition of this channel and the recommendation for 
its rebuilding have been discussed in annual reports for many 
years. It is not necessary to rehearse these, but it will suffice 
to say that it is in a dangerous condition, structurally consid-

ered, and in the worst possible condition from a sanitary 
point of view. It is the main channel for surface water for 
the lower square mile of Stony Brook valley, and must be 
rebuilt for the purpose of cutting off local sewage pollution 
and for the purpose of affording a clean main channel for 
surface water of the tributary surface-water drains which 
must be constructed throughout this territory. 

The sewer systems of this portion of Roxbury are all upon 
the combined principle, and must all be converted to the 
separate system in consequence of the building of the Charles 
River dam and the conversion of the Charles river into a 
fresh water lake. This impending change in the condition of 
the Charles River basin has necessitated the change from the 
combined to the separate system throughout the Stony Brook 
valley, as well as in the Back Bay. The estimated cost of 
rebuilding the old channel is $400,000. 

Third. — The rebuilding of the Maywood’s Brook sewer 
system in Roxbury. 

This subject has been treated in detail by Assistant Engi- 
neer Bowes in his report on South Roxbury. It consists 
essentially of the rebuilding upon the separate principle of 
the main sewer — now a combined sewer — from the junction 
of Hampshire and Whittier streets through Ruggles street, 
Shawmut avenue, Washington street, Circuit street, Ray 
street, Regent street, Dale street, Laurel street, Ottawa and 
Sherman streets. The sewers of all these streets, particularly 
the last named and adjacent streets, are all too small, and the 
abutters have suffered from repeated floodings for many 
years in the past. This work should be carried on continu- 
ously until completed. The estimated cost of the main line 
is $308,000 to complete. 

Fourth. — The rebuilding of the Dorchester Brook sewer 
System. 

This subject has also been treated in detail by Mr. Bowes 
in his report on North Dorchester. The work is very similar 
to that described in the foregoing paragraph, namely, the 
replacing of the overcharged inadequate combined sewer by 
main sewers upon the separate system. The construction 
which has been started in Rockford street should be carried 
on continuously at least as far as Lawrence avenue. The 
estimated cost of this improvement is $168,500. 

fifth.— The building of the auxiliary east side intercept- 
ing sewer. 

This subject has been discussed in former reports. The 
necessity for it arises from the overcharging of the east side 
intercepter, with consequent overflows into the docks and the 
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backing up of sewage in the Canal-street relief sewer and 
tributary sewer systems in a large portion of the business 
section of the city. | 

Upon consulting the City Engineer, Mr. Jackson, a differ- 
ence in opinion developed between the Engineering Depart- 
ment and this division, Mr. Jackson claiming that the proper 
course to pursue was to rebuild all the leaky sewers in the 
city proper district, and that if this were done there might 
not be a necessity for building this auxiliary intercepting 
sewer. Ido not agree with the gentleman, but admit that 
further studies may be profitably prosecuted, and such 
studies will be made by this division. Ags there are about 
seven and one-half miles of old wooden sewers that ought 
to be rebuilt in the city proper, some idea may be derived of 
the expense and the length of time required for the alterna- 
tive scheme proposed by Mr. Jackson. ‘The estimated cost 
of building the auxiliary intercepter is $230,000. 

yath.— ‘The completion of the intercepting system in 
East Boston. 

A considerable portion of the water front of East Boston, 
namely, on the north and east of the island, the shores of 
Breed’s Island and the East Boston shore of Chelsea creek, 
still remains unprovided with intercepting sewers, the common 
sewers discharging into the harbor and upon the flats. 
Nuisances have resulted, and these intercepting sewers 
should be built. This involves finishing section 4 of the 
East Boston low level sewer in Boardman and Saratoga 
streets, to Bennington street, building section 7 from 
Butler avenue to Bennington street at Leverett street, and 
a sewer encircling the northeasterly shore of the island ~ 
from the above-mentioned sewer to the Moore-street outlet, 
and also a sewer running from Eagle square along the shore 
of Chelsea creek to Putnam street. The estimated cost of 
these intercepting sewers is $181,000. 

Seventh. — The completion of the conversion of the com- 
bined to the separate system of sewers in the high level or 
South Metropolitan district. 

During the year just passed 108,240 linear feet, or 20.50 
miles, of sewers and surface drains have been constructed in 
the work of changing to the separate system. In certain 
districts the work is well advanced. 

In the Lauriat avenue district, bounded roughly on the 
north by Franklin Field, on the east by Milton avenue, on 
the south by Morton, Norfolk and Walk Hill streets, and on 
the west by Blue Hill avenue, and containing about 500 
acres, the work is 90 per cent. done. 
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In the Talbot avenue district, bounded roughly by Talbot 
avenue on the south, Blue Hill avenue on the west, Wash- 
ington street on the north and Park and Bernard streets on 
the east, and containing 316 acres, the work is 62 per cent. 
done. 

In the Ruthven street district, bounded by Cobden street, 
Walnut avenue, Ruthven street, Elm Hill avenue and Seaver 
street, and containing 76.9 acres, the work is 77 per cent. 
done. 

In the Smith street district, bounded by Tremont, Parker 
and Ward streets and Huntington avenue, and containing 
50 acres, the work is 77 per cent. done. 

In the Hemenway street district, bounded by Hemenway, 
St. Stephen and Boylston streets and Massachusetts avenue, 
and containing 40 acres, the work is 72 per cent. done. 

In an area of 60 acres in Brighton, bounded by the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, Brooks, Faneuil and Bigelow streets, the 
work of separation is entirely done. 

In total since 1908, 283,694 linear feet, or 53.73 miles, of 
sewers and surface dr: ains have been built. 

There remain about five and one-half million dollars worth 
of work to be done in the high level district in affecting the 
change to the separate system. 

Kighth. — The conversion of the combined to the separate 
system in so much of the low level, or main drainage, terri- 
tory as 1s tributary to the Charles River basin. 

The fact that the Charles River basin is to be converted 
into a fresh water pond by the building of a full-tide dam to 
replace the Leverett-street bridge makes it necessary to con- 
sider the condition of the sewer system of the territory which 
is tributary to the Charles river. Part of this territory is 
included in that of the Metropolitan high level sewer, or the 
South Metropolitan district, and throuyhout this district the 
conversion of combined systems to separate systems has been 
recognized as a necessity and funds therefor provided by law. 
But there is a large territory remaining in the Stony Brook 
valley and in the Back Bay and the slope of Beacon Hill 
which will remain tributary to the Boston main drainage 
system, with overflows (provided the system remains a com- 
bined one) discharging storm water mingled with sewage 
into the Charles River basin. 

Of this kind of territory there are 1,525 acres in the Stony 
Brook valley, in the Back Bay and on Beacon Hill. 

The quality of sewage pollution carried into the Charles 
river by these overflows is particularly bad in the Back Bay 
region and nearly as bad in the lower square mile of Stony 
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brook, which is tributary to the old channel of Stony brook. 
This is due to the fact that main sewers are laid at a very 
flat gradient and consequently accumulate sewage sludge 
throughout the dry period between rains. 

The main sewers of the Back Bay are practically septic 
tanks. When there has been a long period of dry weather 
—as often happens in the summer— the accumulation of 
decomposing sewage is large. When the next rain comes, 
particularly if it be a violent thunder shower, great masses 
of this are swept out of the outlets at once, and the over- 
flowing material at that time is many times worse than 
normal sewage. 

The problem of handling this sewage overflow from the 
Back Bay region and the Stony Brook channels is the prin- 
cipal one raised by the project of building the Charles River 
dam. At the time of the inception of this scheme, no plan 
seems to have been seriously considered except that of con- 
veying this material by means of the marginal intercepting 
conduit to the harbor below the dam, and Mr. Freeman in 
his report does not seem to have anticipated any evil result 
from so doing, or at least has laid but little stress upon it; 
but as the project became developed this aspect of the prob- 
lem assumed greater importance. The harbor below the 
dam will be practically a currentless channel, obstructed by 
thousands of piles supporting the railroad bridges, and to 
store this great mass of pollution in at a point just below 
the dam is likely to produce a great nuisance. 

The engineers of the Charles River basin are, therefore, 
confronted by this problem: Whether to dispose of this 
foul material below the dam or into the basin. 

During the year 1903 this department brought up this 
question before the Charles River Basin Commission, taking 
the ground that neither of these methods of disposal was 
satisfactory nor even allowable, and a number of meetings 
with the commission ensued, at which the matter was dis- 
cussed. ‘The department claimed that the only rational 
solution of the problem was to convert the combined systems 
of sewers into separate systems, whereby the sewage proper 
from the residence would be taken directly through separate 
channels to the main drainage system and thence to the out- 
fall at Moon Island, leaving nothing but surface water and 
street wash to be carried by the old sewer systems (which 
would then be converted to the surface water portion of the 
separate system) to the river. ‘There would be then no inter- 
mingling of sewage and surface water, and, therefore, no 
sewage carried over into the basin. 
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A bill to effect this and to provide a sum of $500,000 
annually for this purpose was introduced into the Legislature, 
carried up to the governor, and vetoed by him, with the con- 
sent of Mayor Collins, as has been related in the annual 
reports of 1903 and 1904. 

The net result of the whole discussion seems to have been 
a reduction by the commission in the size of the proposed 
marginal conduit from the 16 feet by 16 feet and 12 feet by 
12 feet sizes discussed by Freeman, to a conduit of 7 feet in 
diameter. The basis upon which this was determined is 
unknown to me, but probably this size was selected as a size 
which would convey as much of this. foul sewage polluted 
overflow to the harbor below the dam as it was safe to deposit 
there, and that the remainder must of necessity go into the 
basin. 

This 7-foot conduit is being built, with numerous side 
overflows, which will work at grade 8.50, so that as soon as 
its capacity is exceeded by the combined flow from the Back 
Bay and Stony brook areas it will discharge its contents into 
the basin. This arrangement amounts to a direct discharge 
into the basin in all except the very smallest storms — sewage 
polluted overflow flowing in at one side of the marginal con- 
duit and out at the other. 

A part of the scheme is to store as much of this foul flow 
as the marginal conduit will hold, and run it back into the 
Boston main drainage system or the Metropolitan high level 
sewer system, to be pumped and discharged at either Moon 
Island or Nut Island. 

The reduction in the size of conduit favors the preserva- 
tion of the purity of the harbor below the dam, but at the 
expense of introducing more pollution into the basin. ‘The 
reduction in size also militates against the storage scheme. 
Comparatively little can be stored in this small conduit. It 
cannot be drained back into either the Boston main drainage 
system or the Metropolitan high level until after the storm 
has ceased, because at the time of the storms these systems 
will be pretty fully occupied in carrying storm water from 
their contributary areas. If an attempt is made to store the 
flow from what promises to be a small storm, and it then 
develops into a storm somewhat larger than was anticipated, 
the first flow — which is the foulest — will necessarily have 
to be discharged into the basin, and all that would be stored 
would be the comparatively clean afterflow. It is doubtful 
whether any could be received by the Boston main drainage 
system, until some time after the cessation of the storm, 
without endangering the low districts in Boston, namely, 
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Dover street, Dedham street, Church street and Beach street 
districts, in which nothing now keeps down the level of 
water in the sewer systems below the level of cellars during 
rains at high tide but the open connections into the inter- 
cepting system and the pumping at the Cow Pasture 
pumping station. 

The whole arrangement is cumbersome and irrational. It 
consists, first, in mingling sewage with a great volume of 
surface water through the operation of the combined system, 
and then attempting to dispose of it either by sending it 
below the dam or into the basin. 

Neither of these methods of disposal is satisfactory. I 
see no reason to change from the opinion advanced by this 
department in 1903, that the only rational solution of the 
problem is the introduction of the separate system throughout 
the area tributary to the Charles River basin. 

The expense uf this change will be very great. Recent 
estimates by the engineers of this division show that the 
changes in the sewers only will figure $2,464,000; if the cost 
of carrying out connections to the estates be borne by the 
city (and I think there can be little doubt that it will) the 
cost will rise to $3,142,000. It is problematical whether the 
expense of making changes in plumbing, roof leader connec- 
tions, etc., on the estates, should be borne by the city or the 
Jand-owner, but it seems that, inasmuch as the present 
arrangements have all been made in compliance with existing 
laws, and the change required is one inuring to the sanitary 
benefit of the whole community, rather than one conferring 
special benefit upon individual estates, this cost also must 
be borne by the city. The estimate of the cost of making 
such changes in the plumbing of estates as will be necessary 
to exclude the roof and yard water from the connections with 
the sanitary system, and convey this water to the surface 
drainage portion of the separate system where it cannot other- 
wise be disposed of (and excluding those cases where the 
arrangement of the plumbing is such that unusual expense 
would have to be incurred), is $1,376,000. This brings the 
total probable expense to $4,518,000, or, in round numbers, 
$4,500,000. 

All these expenses and trouble are entailed by the project 
of a full-tide dam —a fresh-water basin — instead of a half- 
tide dam with a salt-water basin. If the latter project were 
substituted for the former almost all these difficulties would 
immediately disappear, and most of the benefits would 
still be received —the principal difference being that the 
basin would not be absolutely free of tidal currents; but a 
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half-tide dam may be so designed and maintained that these 
currents would be slight as compared to the currents now 
prevailing under free tidal conditions. 

There is no reason, from an engineering point of view, why 
a half-tide dam cannot be constructed, which should later be 
converted into a full-tide dam, and the great advantage of 
this arrangement would be this, that 1t would give time to 
the municipalities affected to make these expensive changes 
in their sewer systems. It is not reasonable to expect such 
great expenses to be incurred in a very short period of time. 
It is reasonable, and almost universal practice, when expen- 
sive changes of this kind are involved, to so arrange the 
administration of affairs that the great expenses may be 
spread over a considerable number of years and the financial 
burden thereby lessened. 

The Charles River Basin Act calls for a full-tide dam. I 
recommend that it should be amended to the effect that the 
dam should be constructed as a half-tide dam and should so 
remain until the sewer systems in the surrounding territory 
have been put into a condition suitable for the maintenance 
of a fresh-water basin, or until this work shall have been 
sufficiently advanced, in the judgment of the State Board of 
Health, to permit of the complete exclusion of the tide, 
whereupon the original design shall be completed. 

In the discussion of the last two subjects very large expen- 
ditures have been mentioned. This division is unfortunate 
in having these great expenditures forced upon it. Previous 
to 1897, when the $1,000,000 loan was passed, the division for 
many years had been practically starved with insufficient 
appropriations and the sewer system was in very bad condi- 
tion. The demands upon it were out of all proportion to the 
funds that it had had at its disposal. Sewer systems had 
been enormously extended so that main sewers were over- 
crowded, floodings of premises and streets were numerous, 
relief sewers and large surface drains were called for, and 
the main drainage pumping station was in urgent need of 
expensive repairs and enlargement. 

All this has been largely remedied, and the division was 
becoming nearly able to meet the demands upon it when, in 
1903, the building of the Metropolitan high level sewer 
imposed the first large and unusual burden upon it in the 
introduction of the separate system throughout the high 
level territory. 

Now, in addition to this, comes the Charles River basin 
project, entailing practically as much more of unusual expen- 
diture in the separation of the sewer systems in the low leyel 
territory tributary to the Charles river. 
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These are not burdens which have come as a result of 
plans or theories of this division. They are burdens entailed 
by the projects and operations of the State, solely. 

The Fenway work is completed. As the cost of this work 
is under investigation, I will make no comments further than 
to call attention to the difference between the amount of the 
work which was actually built and the amount contemplated 
at the time Mr. J. R. Freeman made his report on the pro- 
posed Charles River basin. The work then proposed was to 
build a gate-house across the open canal at the Huntington 
entrance to the Fens, at a point about half-way between 
Huntington avenue and the ornamental bridge then existing 
in the Fens, and a 12-foot by 12-foot covered channel from 
this gate-house to Charles river. 

On account of the changes in the roadways of the Fens 
and the exchanges of land agreed upon between the Trustees 
of the Art Museum and the Park Commissioners, the route 
for the conduit, or conduits, imposed upon this division by 
the Park Commissioners, and the condition in which the 
existing 7-foot by T-foot wooden covered conduit was found 
to be, the work actually done was to extend the Commis- 
sioners’ channel from Huntington avenue to the Fens, build 
one new gate-house, including sub-structure, with four 8-foot 
by 12-foot gates, build the sub-structure with three gates of 
the same size for the old gate-house and .move the super- 
structure of thesame over on to it, and build 12-foot by 12-foot 
and 7-foot by 7-foot covered conduits from the gate-houses 
to the river. 

The dredging of the sewage sludge deposit in the Fens 
ponds was also interrupted and delayed by changes in plans, 
the result being that great additional quantities of sludge 
came down from the Commissioners’ channel, where it had 
been storing for years, and increased the total amount to be 
pumped out of the Fens ponds to more than double the 
amount estimated by Mr. Freeman. 

Photographs of the Fens work accompany this report and 
will give some idea of the magnitude of it. As no photo- 
graphs have been published of this work, I have not confined 
them to the work of the year last past. 

Reports from the assistant engineers of this division, 
over their own signatures, are hereto appended, together with 
the usual tabular statements.

The total length of Stony brook water course to be cared 
for and inspected after each storm is 64 miles. The number 
of loads of material removed from channels during last year 
was 1,320. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The following repairs and renewals have been made: 

The air pumps on Nos. 3 and 4 engines have been replaced 
by Tomlinson condensers. A new suction pipe has been laid 
from the salt water pumps to the well. Repairs have been 
made on the high pressure link and a new throttle valve 
supplied to No. 4 engine. An 8-inch injection pipe, for 
sewage, for No. 5 engine, and a new steam line to circulating 
pump, have been installed. Also new boxes for reach rod, 
No. 1 engine, new spray for Nos. 1 and 2 condensers, new 
steam drum for No. 3 engine and repairs on the valve cham- 
ber, new piston valve in governor of No. 4 engine and new 
reducing valve for Worthington steam line. 

New plungers were put in No. 1 and repairs made on rods 
and rings. ‘The filth hoist cages were repaired and new 
chains put on those on the south side. New weighing-out 
scales were put in the boiler-house. Some new steam piping, 
with covering, was erected in engine-house. The force mains 
between the engine-house and pipe chamber, which have 
been in use over twenty years and showed some leakage, 
were reinforced with concrete and steel bands. New rafts 
were put in the deposit sewers. 


Recommendations. 


An independent main steam line to No. 5 pump is greatly 
needed. With only one steam line for the whole plant, 
repairs on same can only be made by shutting down the 
plant, which cannot be done for any length of time.

LYONS-—STREET STATION. 


This pumping station has been operating satisfactorily, 
minor repairs only having been necessary. 


Moon ISLAND. 


All of the reservoir walls, where necessary, which included 
the greatest portion of the old part of the reservoir, have 
been repointed and are now in good condition. 

Minor repairs have been made on all the buildings to keep 
them in proper repair, one of them being reshingled. A new 
floor was laid in the gate-house at the outlet to replace the 
old one, which was destroyed by a storm. ‘The mechanism 
of the tide-gauge was removed from the gate-house at the 
outlet to a new building that was erected for the purpose. 

The old barn at Squantum was jacked up, the floor levelled, 
new posts and sills placed under same, and a new top floor 
laid, as the conditions were unsafe. 

The fence on both sides of the roadway embankment, on 
line of taking at Squantum, and around the connection 
chamber, were renewed and new gates were set up at the 
entrance to the property. 

A new timber floor was laid over the boat chamber. Two 
heavy ladders were built and set up on each side of the 
wharf. Three of the upper sewer gates were removed, 
repaired and replaced, including the necessary bulkheads in 
the sewer and openings. ‘The old iron gate frame bolts were 
removed and replaced by new ones of composition, and all 
wearing parts of the gates and frames were faced with com- 
position, together with new cross-heads and screws for each 
gate. Three of the lower gates were repaired, the chief 
items of which were new composition cross-heads, lifting and 
adjusting screws. 

The roadway on the embankment from the reservoir to the 
connection chamber at Squantum has been resurfaced with 
3 inches of binding gravel, and is in good condition. 


Recommendations. 


Repairs on the turbine are needed and the recommendations 
made in the last report should be carried out, namely, the 
installation of gasolene engine as an auxiliary to the turbine 
in place of the old steam engine. 

The water end of the force pump is badly corroded and 
should be renewed. The piping in the engine-room leaks in 
_ several places and should be renewed; also the piping on the 
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reservoir bottom, which is in very bad condition. The 
hydrants on this pipe are in good order. The brick ventila- 
tors on the discharge sewers should be relaid from the arch 
up. The stonework at the outlet and portions of the sea- 
wall need repointing. Considerable pointing of the brick- 
work on the long gate-house and at the connection chamber 
is needed, while the building at the outlet is in such condition 
that the walls need laying up over again. 

The improvement of conditions following the discharge of 
sewage at Moon Island should receive the attention of the 
department, and I suggest two methods towards this end 
which I think it would be well to consider. 

Complaints are numerous during the summer season from 
people using pleasure boats anywhere in the vicinity of the 
course of the flow of the discharged sewage. ‘The presence 
of the sewage is apparent to the eye and the knowledge of 
its being there magnifies the odor of it, and, coupled with 
the fact that it blackens the paint of the boats that sail 
through it, makes a condition of things that favor comments 
and complaints. 

Attention has been called to this matter before, in a way, 
as you will see from an extract which I subjoin from a com- 
munication on several subjects sent to the Deputy Superin- 
tendent in 1902, soon after his assumption of office: 

‘* When the new pump is installed it will often happen 
that the reservoir will be filled before time of discharging. 
At the time these works were designed it was thought that 
the time might come when the reservoir extensions would 
cover the whole island. At the time I was constructing the 
present extension I looked over somewhat the matter of still 
further extension. While I did not go into the matter very 
deeply I came to the conclusion that some method other than 
building more reservoirs would be more economical, and I 
mentioned to the Superintendent at that time that I thought 
a scheme of extending the present outlet about 1,000 feet 
into the harbor and discharging all surplus, above the present 
reservoir capacity, at as great a depth below the surface as 
possible, should be thoroughly worked up. ‘This or some- 
thing else pointing to the same end should be taken in hand 
or the time may come soon when we can send more sewage 
to the outlet of the works than we can handle in a manner 
satisfactory to the Board of Health and the public.” 

With the outlet extended and so arranged that the dis- 
charged could take place along the whole length of the 
extension, the whole quantity of the discharge, whenever 
made, could be mingled with the tidal current over a large 
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area and at a considerable depth. This would save the 
department complaints, if not criticism. 

The other idea that it would be well to consider at the 
same time as the above, which, if feasible, would avoid any 
extension of the outlet, follows: 

At the pumping station the sewage, after passing through 
the pumps, runs through the deposit sewers, where all the 
heavy matter is deposited and then removed. If, ‘at this 
point, chemicals were added to the sewage that would 
quickly precipitate the organic matter, and allow a com- 
paratively pure effluent to flow on to the reservoir, the 
department would make a discharge above criticism. The 
only thing to consider would be, as regards expense of the 
two methods, whether the cost of this treatment would 
exceed the interest on the cost of the extension of the 
outlet, provided the precipitate had no value. I have reason 
to believe, though, that the deposit in the deposit sewer can 
be disposed of to advantage. If this precipitation can be 
accomplished it would not practically increase the present 
cost of removing the deposits. 

I would recommend that some action be taken to test the 
feasibility of the above idea as soon as convenient.

REPORT OF GEORGE W. HAMILTON.

DEAR Sir,— The following is my report on the principal 
work done in the districts under my charge during the 
year February 1, 1905, to January 31, 1906, together with 
suggestions for work which it is desirable to do during the 
coming year: 


EASt BOSTON. 


During the year there have been built: 
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3,077.84 linear feet of brick sewer.

The most important of this work is the building of sec- 
tions 2 and 3 of the East Boston low-level sewer from Addi- 
son street to Boardman street, and section 4 in Boardman 
street, as far as Saratoga street —in all about 2,775 linear 
feet. 

Also about 700 linear feet of 24-inch brick sewer for 
Moore street intercepter, between Trumbull and Saratoga 
streets. 

The Porter-street overflow was extended between Bremen 
and Frankfort streets, a distance of about 450 feet. This 
structure was of concrete, 7 feet 6 inches by 4 feet 6 inches 
and 7 feet 6 inches by 5 feet 9 inches. The work was 
necessitated by the abolition of grade crossings in this 
vicinity, and was done by the Boston & Albany Railroad 
under the supervision of and according to plans furnished by 
the Sewer Division. 

The sewer in Bennington street, between Bremen street 
and Neptune road, and its outlet to Chelsea street, also the 
sewer in Curtis street, between Chelsea and Pope streets, 
have been rebuilt at a lower grade, on account of the aboli- 
tion of the grade crossings at these streets. This work is 
being done by order of the Grade Crossing Commission. 


Suggestions. 


The East Boston low level sewer should be connected with 
the Metropolitan sewer at the pumping station near Chelsea 
street, and section 5 finished in Saratoga street, between 
Boardman and Bennington streets. The section between 
Butler avenue and Leverett avenue, about 2,400 linear feet 
of 3-foot and 2-foot by 8-foot brick sewer, should be built, 
thus completing the East Boston low level sewer, which will 
furnish an outlet for all of the Bennington-street boulevard, 
between Saratoga street and Leverett avenue. 

There is great demand for the completion of Moore-street 
intercepter, between Saratoga street and Moore street. This 
will require about 3,800 linear feet of 24-inch and 20-inch 
sewer, which, when done, will relieve the nuisance at present 
existing on the flats at the foot of Moore street, and will 
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intercept the sewage from Saratoga and Bennington streets, 
between Trumbull and Wordsworth streets, which now 
empties into the flats at Trumbull street. 

The separation of the sewerage system at Breed’s Island, 
already begun, should be continued until finished, thus pre- 
venting any of the sewage from this section from emptying 
into tide-water. 

It is desirable to build about 2,650 linear feet of 12-inch 
and 15-inch intercepting sewer to take the sewage from the 
Putnam and Glendon streets outlets on northerly side of 
East Boston. These outlets at present empty on to the flats — 
at Ch@sea street, and cause a nuisance at low water, particu- 
larly during warm weather. 

Additional work necessitated by the abolition of grade 
crossings will be required in Saratoga street, between Chelsea 
street and Pope street, and at Sumner street and Maverick 
street, between Bremen street and Orleans street. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


During the year there have been built in this district: 


829.52 linear feet of brick sewer.

The most important of this is the rebuilding of the sewer 
in Rutherford avenue, between Tibbets Town Way and 
Middlesex street. 


Suggestions. 


The separation of the Vine street sewer system should be 
completed, and new sewers built to replace the old wood and 
brick and wooden sewers in Tibbets Town Way, Essex, 
Lyndeboro’, Middlesex and Dunstable streets. 


BRIGHTON. 


During the year there have been built: 


3,496.85 linear feet pipe sewer.

Total, 6,638.22 linear feet. 


The most important of this is the 949.89 linear feet of 
2-foot 6-inch brick surface drain in Allston and Warren 
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streets, and 693 linear feet of 12-inch pipe surface drain in 
Sutherland and Lanark roads. 


Suggestions. 


There is urgent need for the construction of the Shepard 
brook conduit from Faneuil Valley brook, near North Beacon 
street, to Shepard street, a distance of about 5,200 feet. This 
conduit will relieve the sewers in the area draining down 
Market street, which are badly overcrowded at every rainfall 
of any duration. Numerous complaints have been received 
regarding damages to property, caused by flooded cellars, 
particularly in the vicinity of Washington, Cambridge and 
Winship streets. This conduit will vary in size from 6 feet 
to 3 feet circular, and the estimated cost is $100,000. This 
matter has been under discussion for the past twelve years, 
and takings in private land, between Wool pond and Market 
street, were made and paid for in 1898, but work of con- 
struction has not yet been begun. 

It is also desirable to make a start on the construction of 
the easterly branch of Shepard brook, between Charles river 
at Western avenue and Murdock street. Profiles, over what 
is considered the most desirable route, have been made and 
estimates prepared. ‘The total distance is about 11,000 feet, 
at approximate cost of $200,000.

The most important work done has been the completion of 
the sewerage systems in Hyde Park avenue to Ashland 
street, and in Belgrade avenue to Anawan avenue. The 
starting of the Roslindale brook conduit, between Cohasset 
and Linden streets, and the connection of the Roslindale 
main sewer in Washington street with the Metropolitan high 
level sewer. The last will do away for the present with the 
overflows into Stony Brook at Forest Hills square and the 
consequent nuisance caused by them at every rainfall. The 
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Addington road sewer has been completed from Weld street 
to Maple street, and the extension of the same has been 
begun and is to be carried to Walker street. This, when 
completed, will give an outlet for the territory north of Weld 
street and west of the Brookline line. 


Suggestions. 


Sewers should be provided for the territory draining into 
Poplar street, between Canterbury and Beech streets. Numer- 
ous petitions and requests for these have been received 
during the past eight years, and also for the area bounded by 
Canterbury street, New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road and Grew avenue. ‘The natural outlet for the greater 
part of this territory is down Dale street, Metropolitan 
avenue and Grew avenue into the Town of Hyde Park. At 
the present time this town has no sewers nearer than 1,400 
feet to the dividing line between it and Boston, and as far as 
its own needs are concerned will, probably for many yeais to 
come, be under no necessity to build any sewers which might 
serve as outlets for Boston territory. Should some arrange- 
ment be made between the City of Boston and the Town of 
Hyde Park by which the latter would extend their sewer 
from Hyde Park avenue across the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, near Clarendon Hills Station, and up 
Dale street to the dividing line, the City of Boston could 
drain into such sewer the territory lying between Metropolitan 
avenue and Hauteville street and to a line about 1,500 feet 
north of Poplar street. This will give about 90 acres 
draining into Hyde Park from Dale street at Hyde Park line. 

The area east of Metropolitan avenue and bounded by 
Metropolitan avenue, Poplar street, Grew avenue and Hyde 
Park line contains about 20 acres and will drain down the 
valley of the brook, which lies just west of Grew avenue and 
nearly parallel with it, into Hyde Park territory. This area 
at present is occupied partly by greenhouses and gardens and 
is part marsh land, at present containing only three or four 
houses. It will probably not be developed for several years, 
and there seems no reason at present to request the Town of 
Hyde Park to build an outlet for it. If the arrangement 
with Hyde Park cannot be made, about 60 acres south of 
Poplar street and west of Grew avenue will remain without 
proper drainage, but that portion of the drainage area lying 
north of Poplar street ean, by cutting through the summit in 
Poplar street near Metropolitan avenue, be drained through 
Poplar street to Canterbury street; thence through Canter- 
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bury street and private land to Clifford street; through 
Clifford street and private land across New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad to Hyde Park avenue, and in Hyde 
Park avenue and Canterbury street to Metropolitan high 
level sewer. The following is an approximate estimate of 
cost for a sewerage system for this area: 

No. 1. On a basis of draining the territory along natural 
lines, with the larger part having outlet in Hyde Park; and, 
No. 2, by omitting the area south of Poplar street and forcing 
the divide near Metropolitan avenue, thus draining into the 
Metropolitan sewer at Canterbury street, we have: 

No. la. With outlet down Dale street to Hyde Park 
line: sewers in Beech street, James street, Cornell street, 
Poplar street, between Beech street and Summit ; Metropolitan 
avenue, between Burley street and Summit; Burley street 
and Dale street from Poplar street to Hyde Park line:

No. 1b. Having outlet in Hyde Park avenue and Canter- 
bury street to Metropolitan high level sewer: Poplar street, 
between Summit and Canterbury streets; Canterbury street, 
between Poplar and Perkins streets; private land from Can- 
terbury street to Clifford street; Clifford street, private land 
from Clifford street to Hyde Park avenue, near Richards 
avenue; Hyde Park avenue, between Richards avenue and 
Canterbury street, and Canterbury street to Metropolitan 
high level sewer:

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Poplar street into the high level sewer at foot of Canterbury 
street than it would to drain it along natural lines into Hyde 
Park, supposing the outlets were built up to ie Hyde Park 
line.

This is because the sewerage of Metropolitan avenue, 
south of Poplar street, Burley street and Dale street is left 
out of Scheme No. 2. | 

There is urgent need for the improvement of Roslindale 
branch of Stony brook, from Linden street to Centre street, 
in order to afford relief to Roslindale main sewer, which is 
overcrowded at every heavy rain, and also to afford relief 
from the flooding caused by surface water in time of storm. 
The estimated cost for this work for the entire distance is 
one hundred thousand (100,000) dollars. i 

A temporary improvement between Linden street and 
Belgrade avenue is imperative in order to provide an outlet 
for the surface drains in Belgrade avenue, between Dudley 
avenue and Anawan avenue. This temporary improvement 
would consist of a walled channel along the line of what 
will eventually be the permanent location, and with perma- 
nent culverts under all existing streets. The estimated cost 
for this is about twenty-five thousand (25,000) dollars. 

Many complaints are received each year regarding condi- 
tions along Florence-street brook, between West Roxbury 
playground and Poplar street. The sewers of this section 
have been in great part designed on the separate system, and 
there is no proper outlet for surface water. The brook 
itself, or what remains of it, stands in stagnant pools in dry 
weather, and is a source of annoyance to residents in the 
vicinity. - 

At the upper end, at Poplar street, the brook flows on to 
the streets, and running down the gutter is carried into the 
sewer. In time of storm the sewer is overcrowded and the 
water overflows the street, runs into yards, and becomes a 
nuisance to the entire neighborhood. 

Taking plans have been prepared for this, but takings have 
only been made for the lower part, between Florence street 
and Ridge street. The entire length to be built is 4,000 
feet of 5 feet 9 inches, 5 feet, 4 feet 6 inches, 4 feet and 
3 feet 6 inches conduit. The estimated cost is sixty thousand 
(60,000) dollars. 
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The lower 800 feet, lying in an accepted street, and in a 
taking already made, can be started at any time. 

The area bounded by Cass, Centre, Baker and Spring 
streets is in a wretched condition from a sanitary standpoint, 
and several requests have been made for a sewer to relieve 
this territory. The natural outlet for such sewer is down 
the valley of Spring-street brook to the Metropolitan sewer, 
a distance of about 8,200 feet, at a probable cost of twenty- 
three thousand (23,000) dollars. 

— This outlet will lie in land at present totally undeveloped, 
but if built would afford an outlet for sewers which at present 
would receive the drainage of some 40 houses. 

A sewer is also desired in Spring street, between Metro- 
politan sewer and Baker street, a distance of about 2,400 
feet. This street and streets leading from it at present 
contain about 35 houses. 

It will be necessary in the near future to make a radical 
change in the existing sewerage system of the area bounded 
by Chestnut street, Boylston street, Centre street, and divide 
line about 400 feet west of Spring Park avenue. The 
sewers of this territory are on the combined system, and are 
utterly inadequate to carry away the storm water brought to 
them in time of heavy rain, without first flooding numerous 
cellars. Back water traps placed on the house drains serve 
to some extent to remedy this trouble, but they require con- 
stant watching and are a source of considerable care and 
trouble. When these sewers were built they were of suffi- 
cient size to meet all requirements, but with the development 
of the drainage area a change to the separate system becomes 
necessary. There are two ways in which this may be done: 
Hither build a system of surface drains in the streets having 
the present sewers to carry only house sewage, or retain the 
present sewers, when practicable, to carry the storm water 
and lay a new system of pipe sewers, when necessary, to 
carry only house sewage. The latter course will probably 
be far the cheaper and much more satisfactory. In this case 
it would be necessary to disconnect all roof water leaders 
from the house drains and connect them with the surface 
drains. It is also desirable to separate the systems draining 
into Boylston street, between Stony brook and Washington 
street, and in Brookside avenue between Boylston street and 
Green street. 

In May, 1905, the Roslindale main sewer in Washington 
street was connected with the Metropolitan high level sewer 
by special permission from the Metropolitan Water and Sewer- 
age Board, and with the understanding that within five years 
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or less the sewers now connected with it would be changed 
to separate systems sewers and those to be built after the 
connection was made should be on the same basis. Part of 
this agreement would be carried out by building the Roslin- 
dale brook conduit, as above mentioned, with surface drains in 
the various streets. The remainder of the area to be considered 
lies north and east of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad and south of Centre street. The surface water 
from this will flow into the Arundel-street brook. This should 
have a covered channel from Birch street to culvert under 
Belgrade avenue and from covered channel at Roberts street 
to and across South street, Farquhar street and Hewlett 
street, a distance of about 1,600 feet at an estimated cost of 
about $20,000. 

The area bounded by Williams street, Pores Hills street, 
Lotus street, and Plainfield street lies considerably below the 
surface of these streets, and is now being rapidly filled in. 
Two watercourses flow down from Franklin Park through 
this land, and are taken into a conduit built part way up 
Williams street. This conduit should be completed up 
Williams street to Forest Hills street to intercept the east- 
erly branch where it crosses that street, and another built up 
Keyes street to take the westerly brook at the crossing of 
Kkeyes street. At the present time the natural channels are 
being encroached upon by the filling, and in time of storm 
the brooks overtlow their banks and flood the cellars in the 
vicinity.

DEAR Sir, — The following is a statement of the lengths 
of sewer and surface drains built in South Dorchester from 
February 1, 1905, to January 31, 1906, with a list of the 
most important work done, general comments and recom- 
mendations for future work: 

During the year there have been built in this district

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sewer, 32,617.89 linear feet of pipe surface drain, and 
1,299.50 linear feet of brick surface drain, making a total of 
40, 396.92 linear feet, or 7.65 miles. 

‘Attached to this report you will find a list of streets, with 
length and sizes of sewers and surface drains constructed in 
the district. 

The most important work started during the past year was 
the building of 1,675 linear feet of 4-foot 3-inch brick sewer 
on the Talbot-avenue high level sewer, between Morton and 
Don streets, and the construction of 980.50 linear feet of 
10-foot by 8-foot 6-inch brick conduit for the improvement of 
Canterbury branch of Stony brook, between Harvard and 
Don streets. These two channels from Harvard street to 
Don street were carried in the same trench and was neces- 
sarily a very expensive job on account of the large amount 
of ledge encountered. 

We have also advertised the remaining section on the 
Talbot-avenue sewer, between Don street and Lyons-street 
pumping station. This will be a tunnel section through 
private land, and at this date we can state that all work on 
the Talbot-avenue high level sewer as tar as the pumping 
station is under construction or advertised to be constructed 
during the coming year. ‘This improvement will do away 
with the Lyons-street pumping station and take out the 
sewage from about 450 acres from the Talbot-avenue sewer, 
which has been a source of many complaints and suits against 
the city. 

On the Dorchester high level sewer the connection with 
the Metropolitan high level sewer at the Hyde Park line was 
made, which will allow drainage for houses on River street, 
between Mattapan square and the Hyde Park line, as we had 
already built a 4-foot 9-inch circular brick sewer between 
these points without an outlet. ! 

On account of the question of routes between Fremont 
street (the end of the present work) and Board of Survey 
street No. 516, this section was omitted, and from the above 
street No. 516 to Groveland street, a distance of about 2,000 
feet, a section was advertised and let, but as yet no start has 
been made on the same. 

A start on the improvement of Tenean creek, between Mill 
and Park streets, was made, and 122 linear feet of 14-foot 
by 12-foot brick conduit was built to date. This work 
has been repeatedly called for by petitions and delegations 
from the property owners in this vicinity, and will abate a 
long standing nuisance. 

The building of house sewers in Ashmont and Adams 
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streets, between Elm place and Wrentham street, the houses 
on which formerly drained into the South branch of Tenean 
creek, thereby removing a part of the pollution to the main 
channel, is also worthy of mention. 

On Freeport street, between the Dorchester intercepting 
sewer and Neponset avenue, the house sewer was built, which 
will afford drainage for twelve houses that formerly drained 
on to the marsh in the rear and caused many complaints from 
the Board of Health. 

Sewers were built in Boutwell, Groveland, Harvard, 
Hollingsworth, Richmond, River and Walk Hill streets, all 
of this work having been repeatedly called for by petition. 

As provided for by the Separate Systems Act, many streets 
in which sewers were overcrowded by reason of catch-basins 
being connected with the same, received our attention, and 
about 338,000 linear feet of pipe surface drains were built. 

The extension of the surface drain in Sturbridge and 
Sanford streets was also made. ‘This improvement will 
do away with the many floodings of cellars we have had in 
this district in the past. 

The contract for the building of the sewer in Norwood 
street was advertised and let, but no start has been made on 
the same. ‘This sewer has been petitioned for many times 
and is a much needed public improvement. . 

On River street, between Mattapan square and the Hyde 
Park line, a complete system of catch-basins, surface drains 
and catch-basin drains was built, which will allow the street 
to be put in good condition for public travel. 


Suggestions. 


The most important work contemplated in South Dor- 
chester for the coming year is the extension of the Dorchester 
high level sewer from the end of the present work contracted 
for to Meeting House Hill. The choice of lines for this 
extension is one of great variation and should receive our 
earliest attention, especially the portion between the end of 
completed work at Fremont street and the portion now under 
contract. This is a question of raising the present grade of 
River street, or extensive rock cutting through private land 
to the north. 

On the Talbot-avenue high level sewer the extension from 
the Lyons-street pumping station to Talbot avenue is worthy 
of consideration, as this will provide an outlet for rebuiiding 
the Talbot-avenue sewer at a lower and more satisfactory 
grade. 
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The Oakland Brook channel, on which we have spent so 
much money on the upper end, should be extended from the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad to the existing 
covered channel, and from River street to the Neponset river. 
As it is to-day we have a large conduit without a suitable 
outlet. 

On the Davenport brook, between Adams and Van 
Winkle streets, the old channel is in a very unsatisfactory 
condition, and as we have had petitions and complaints, and 
are also threatened with suits on account of the floodings, I 
think it advisable to give this matter our earliest attention. 

The pollution of Tenean creek in Christopher street, by 
reason of houses on this street draining into the storm water 
conduit, and the sewage being carried to the tidal creek 
below, thereby causing a nuisance, should be attended to 
this coming year.

REPORT OF THOMAS F. BOWES. 


Mr. E. S. Dorr, 
Chief Engineer : 
DEAR Sir, — There have been built in this district during 
the past year: 


NortH DORCHESTER. 


3,025.50 linear feet pipe house sewer. 
14,476.63 fens Se surface drains 


— 


Total, 17,502.13 linear feet — 3.31 miles. 


The principal items of construction are: Dorchester brook 
sewer in Rockford street, Brook avenue and Brook-avenue 
place. This very important work, which consists of the 
entire rebuilding of the main Dorchester brook sewer on the 
separate system, has just been started, a contract having 
been let for about 1,200 linear feet of this sewer. This has 
been petitioned for for many years by residents in the vicinity 
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of the Hugh O’Brien School, and will not only give better 
drainage and relieve the flooding of cellars, so common here, 
but will provide an adequate outlet for the upper regions on 
this line, which are badly in need of some relief. 

Pipe house sewers have been built in Church street, Ham- 
ilton street, between Coleman street and Bowdoin street, 
Prescott place and in private land between Columbia road 
and Moseley street. 

Private parties have built from city plans, and under city 
supervision, sewers in Cameron street, Doris-street extension, 
Gardner avenue, Glynn street, Kingsdale street and Norton 
street. 

A large number of pipe surface drains have been built in 
the high level area, especially in those streets where small 
pipe sewers carry the combined sewage and storm water flow. 
Much of this work has been done in districts where the small 
lateral sewers were overcrowded in time.of storm and where 
ultimately it will be necessary to effect the entire separation 
of storm water from the sanitary sewers. 

The Harvard street district has been completed on these 
lines already, with the result that flooded cellars, formerly so 
common here, are now entirely free from this trouble, and 
nearly all the storm water from an area of 150 acres is 
carried to the storm water drain in Franklin Field instead of 
being carried by the common sewers to Calf Pasture Pumping 
Station. 


Recommendations. 


Freeport-street brook. — A portion of this brook course, 
between High street and Bowdoin street, is the only piece of 
uncovered channel between the source at the junction of 
Hancock street and Columbia road and the outlet on the tidal 
marsh below Dorchester avenue at Freeport street. The 
conduit should be constructed as soon as possible, not only 
to provide an adequate outlet for the proposed drain in Bow- 
doin street, but to get the full benefit of large storm drains 
built on this line above this point. 

Bowdoin street.— This work involves the building of a 
storm drain heretofore called the Coleman-street branch of 
the Freeport-street brook, from the main line just mentioned, 
through Bowdoin street, Draper court, private land, Hendry 
street and Coleman street to Quincy street. This has been 
recommended for several years past, and as conditions have 
fast been growing worse, owing to extensive building in this 
territory, it is absolutely necessary that this line of sewer be 
rebuilt in the near future. 


STRBET DEPARTMENT — SEWER DIVISION. 109 


Tenean creek, between Westville street and Speedwell street.— 
This old watercourse takes the surface drainage from an 
extensive, well built up territory, and is the source of very 
great nuisance. No single piece of work in Dorchester 
demands the attention of the department more than this, 
but considering that most of the line passes through private 
property releases are difficult to obtain, consequently the 
expense is great. 

Dorchester-brook. sewer. — As mentioned before, start has 
been made in the work of rebuilding this line of sewer. The 
territory from which the greatest number of complaints come, 
however, is near the junction of Lawrence avenue and Blue 
Hill avenue, but as this is so far above the point at which 
present construction is in progress, no sign of relief can be 
afforded property owners.on Intervale street, Otisfield street, 
Gannett street, Holborn street, Lawrence avenue, and other 
streets, unless a large section of this sewer is built every 
year until Lawrence avenue is reached. ‘The growth of this 
section of Dorchester has been very great during the past 
ten years, and the old main trunk sewer has become entirely 
too small to handle the storm flow. 

Dorchester high level sewer.— This sewer which is now 
in progress in South Dorchester will eventually be carried 
into this district, but not until the lower sections have been 
built, which will give time for study of the most available 
route. 

Oakland Garden fork of Canterbury branch of Stony 
brook. — 'This brook course has its source at the junction of 
Blue Hill avenue and Seaver street, and has been built as a 
covered channel of various sizes through Seaver street, 
Columbia road, Hewins street, across private land, Erie 
street, Elmo street, Fowler street and Greenwood street, to 
a point near Harvard street. The remaining portion in Har- — 
vard street, Standish street, West Park street, and Bernard 
street to Franklin Field should be constructed in the near 
future. This channel will then take the proposed drain in 
Kilton street, also Faxon street, between Kilton street and 
Washington street, and give adequate relief to the low-lying 
district between Mt. Bowdoin and Harvard-street railroad 
station. 

Dudley-street Railroad Crossing. —'The proposed abolition 
of this grade crossing makes necessary the study of a plan 
for rearranging the system at this point. As it is proposed 
by the department to eventually introduce the separate sys- 
tem into this district, a brick surface drain, together with 
pipe-house sewer, will be necessary in Dudley street, from 
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Humphrey street to Magnolia street. The foundation for 
the piers of the new overhead bridge will cut off the present 
sewer, so that some other arrangement will be necessary to 
earry on this work in connection with the work on the piers. 

Shamrock-street outlet. — This outlet will have to be ex- 
tended from its present terminus on the land of Neil MeNeil 
to the open culvert under the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, owing to the land on both sides of the 
channel being filled in. ‘This has been called for in previous 
reports, and undoubtedly something would have been done 
the past year but for the fact that a land taking is necessary, 
and the owners have no definite plan for the laying out of 
this property. 

House sewers should be constructed in Kimball street, 
Dorchester avenue, between Kimball street and Linden 
street, Edison green, both sides, between Dorchester avenue 
and Pond street, Baker court, Vaughan street, Clayton street, 
connection with interceptor at Greenwich place, Payson 
avenue, Olney street, DeWolf street. 

Surface drains should be constructed in Longfellow street, 
Topliff street, Speedwell street, Leonard street, Granger 
street, Dickens street, Greenwich street, Fenton street, 
Homes avenue, Franklin Park brook, between Harvard 
street and Blue Hill avenue, and Marlowe street. 


SouTH RoxBoury. 
There have been built in this district during the past year: 


4,252.29 linear feet pipe sewer.

Total, 21,252.29 linear feet = 4.03 miles. 


The principal items of construction are: 

Maywood’s brook conduit in Ruggles street. —The work has 
been under construction during the entire year. Progress 
has been as rapid as is commensurate with such heavy work 
and in such a locality. Borings made on this street showed 
that a soft stratum of peat underlaid the whole territory, 
and at Ruggles street and Westminster street this layer was 
27 feet thick. Buildings all along the line of this work 
showed unmistakably that much settlement had taken place, 
and great care had to be exercised to prevent any further 
movement of these buildings. It was anticipated that 
numerous Claims for damages to buildings would arise from 
the construction of this sewer, and to safeguard the interests 
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of the city a careful personal examination by an expert 
builder was made of the interior and exterior of every build- 
ing on the street. Photographs and minute measurements 
were taken by the engineers of every structural defect, and 
all carefully preserved for future reference. An accurate 
‘set of levels was run, and marks or tell-tales placed on each 
of these buildings, and subsequent levels have been taken 
during the progress and after the completion of the work to 
note any movement of the same, but no noticeable change 
has taken place. ‘The results of these precautions and extra 
labor has already proved of considerable value in view of 
the fact that the several claims presented by abuttors have 
been entirely contradictory to the evidence in the city’s 
possession. The section of our open trench shows that five 
different macadam roadways had been built here, one over 
the other, since the street was first opened for travel, and so 
great has been the settlement of the surface that the road- 
way was found 1.50 feet below the established grade. All 
the construction here has been upon the separate system — 
a 24-inch pipe sewer on the north side, an 18-inch pipe 
sewer on the south side, and a 11-foot by T-foot 6-inch 
brick surface drain in the centre of the street. These pipe 
sewers laid at a very low elevation give adequate drainage 
for all the low cellars in the immediate district, while the 
large surface drain will ultimately carry the storm water 
from about 850 acres in Roxbury and deliver the same to 
the old Stony brook channel in Whittier street at the corner 
of Hampshire street. 

Hammond street. — This work was carried on from last 
year and completed to Shawmut avenue. Satisfactory drain- 
age has now been afforded the low cellars formerly flooded 
during every heavy rain. 

Sewers have also been built in Beech Glen street, Bower 
street, Elm Hill avenue, Hartwell street, Howland street, 
Munroe street and Sherman street. Separate systems of 
drainage have been installed in Alaska street, Aspen street, 
Bower street, Brookledge street, Cheney street, Devon street, 
Elmore street and many others. 

These smail surface drains were built mostly throughout 
the high portion of the high level area in Roxbury, so that 
catch basins could immediately be taken out of the common 
sewer and at the same time provide a separate outlet or drain 
for roof water leaders. In this way all new buildings con- 
structed on any of these streets had the separate drainage 
installed at the outset in accordance with the State 
requirements. 
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Most of these streets have small pipe house sewers, which 
had to carry the combined flow from the streets, roofs, sinks 
and toilets, and as a rule were not designed to take all this 
flow. 

The additional catch basins built in recent years instead of 
being taken into storm sewers had to be taken into the 
small house sewers, as there were no other drains to take 
them. Consequently the storm water fallmg upon the roofs, 
yards and streets was all conveyed to the main interceptors, 
and thence to the pumping station. In some portions of 
Roxbury the same is true to-day, notwithstanding the fact 
that the surface drains have been built in many small streets, 
owing. to main drain not having been carried up from the 
lower territory to take all the flow separately from these 
drains and convey the same directly to tide-water. 

Wherever this separation has been effected in lateral 
streets and not in main streets, advantage has been taken 
of the fact that in many cases the present sewers in main 
streets are or will be large enough to act as surface drains 
when the separation is complete. Therefore, instead of 
building surface drains in streets where the existing sewers 
are large enough for storm drains, new pipe sanitary sewers 
will be constructed at a lower elevation. 


Recommendations. 


Old channel of Stony brook. —'This channel, while plenty 
large in places, needs rebuilding badly. Attention has been 
called to its condition many. times in recent years, and 
numerous cave-ins have caused a great many repairs. It may 
be found impossible to do any work upon the upper end of the 
line the coming year, as expense will be very heavy, but a 
comprehensive plan for the construction of this channel, 
together with the various complicated details to be met with 
at the various street and sewer crossings, is under way. 

Maywood’s brook conduit.— This conduit is now com- 
pleted from the junction of Hampshire and Whittier streets, 
through Hampshire and Ruggles streets, nearly to Shaw- 
mut avenue. Work should be pushed forward up 
Shawmut avenue, at least to Vernon street. Here the old 
3-foot 6-inch by 5-foot 6-inch brick sewer which is now carry- 
ing all the flow from the higher portion of Roxbury is met 
with, and a large overflow can be established for the relief of 
this line. It will then be possible to skip a portion of this 
trunk sewer and pick up the reconstruction again at the 
corner of Washington and Circuit streets. The section from 
here through Circuit street, private land, Ray, Regent, Dale, 
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Laurel, Ottawa and Sherman streets should be started as 
soon as possible. ‘This work was started in Circuit street in 
April, 1904, but was stopped on account of the land takings 
necessary and the very heavy expense. If this construction 
had proceeded the abutters on Laurel, Ottawa, Sherman and 
Lansing streets would now be relieved of the great nuisance 
of flooded cellars from which they have suffered many years, 
and the small lateral surface drains all picked up, and the 
storm water system made practically complete. The serious 
drawback in the way of a complete separation lies in the 
fact that though the large storm drains be built, a large per- 
centage of storm water will for a long time reach the sanitary 
sewer from the roofs and yards. ‘This will crowd the small 
sanitary sewers to such an extent that the overflows in the 
Stony brook will be in operation during every heavy storm, 
something which the department is strenuously trying to 
avoid. The only recourse the city has is to compel each 
property owner to connect his soil pipe with the sanitary 
sewer and the roof and yard water leaders into the storm 
drains as construction progresses. As this proposition may 
sound all right for theory, in actual practice, I think, it will 
be found well-nigh impossible to effect the separation for 
several years after the system is installed. A portion of the 
Roxbury high level sewer will have to be built in connection 
with this work, and the best route to be adopted for the same 
is still in doubt. 

Roxbury high level sewer.— Construction has yet to be 
started on this line, having been postponed for several 
reasons, the actual necessity of this sewer not being so great 
as in the case of the Talbot-avenue high level sewer and the 
Dorchester high level sewer; these have taken - preference. 
The line is also a difficult one to locate and an expensive 
one to build, while the advantages to be gained for the 
general system of drainage are slight in comparison with the 
two former sewers. ‘This sewer must be built, however, and 
the separate system established throughout the entire area 
which it drains, if the pollution is to be removed from the 
channel at Stony brook and the pumping station relieved of 
the expense of handling such an enormous amount of storm 
water. The fact that a portion of this sewer will have to be 
built in Dale street, together with the Maywood’s brook con- 
duit spoken of above, complicates the problem and delays the 
construction of the latter conduit. While the Maywood’s 
brook conduit is imperatively needed in Dale street, the high 
Jevel sewer is not, but for cheapness and simplicity of con- 
struction they should be built at the same time in the same 
trench. ‘To do this without first building the outlet for the 
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high level sewer, from Dale street to the corner of Boylston 
avenue and Centre street, Jamaica Plain, would leave a 
stretch of sewer in Dale street unused until such time as the 
outlet should be built, thus inviting the criticisms of the 
general public. Meanwhile the residents along the streets 
previously mentioned must suffer from the poor system of 
drainage. 

Cabot-street intercepter. — This intercepter above Ruggles 
street has always been overcharged in time of storm, with the 
result that it has backed up through its connections with 
common sewers, and has probably contributed greatly to the 
pollution of the old Stony brook channel in Whittier street. 
The large regulator on this line at the corner of Cabot 
and Ruggles streets, which was installed when the intercepter 
was built, had a point of cut-off so low that the portion of 
the intercepter above this point carried only little sewage, 
even in dry weather. The Stony Brook valley sewer, which 
enters this intercepter at Elmwood street, brought down 
enough flow to entirely fill the intercepter, even if the latter 
were free to carry it, and not being able to escape this way, 
the flow was naturally diverted into Stony brook through 
the overflow near the Boston Belting Company. This brings 
up the question of the rebuilding of — 

The Elmwood-street overflow.— This should be rebuilt of 
a larger size to take the storm flow from the immense area 
drained by the Stony Brook valley sewer. | 

Fenner-street surface drain. — This is a surface drain 
designed to connect the large surface drain in Washington 
street, near Cobden street, with the surface drain in Walnut 
avenue at Cobden street, and relieve the sewers and drains in 
the so-called Ruthven street district, together with the flooded 
cellars on Cobden street. 

Sewers should also be constructed in Westminster, War- 
wick, Sussex, Sterling, Winslow, Eustis, Chadwick, Fellows, 
Williams and Cabot streets and Willow park. 


SouTH Boston. 
There have been built in this district during the past year: 


245.50 linear feet brick sewer. 
4,158.43 ‘¢ pipe sewer.

Total, 7,023.84 linear feet = 1.33 miles. 


The principal items of construction are: 
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A street, between Binford street and Congress street. — 
Work has been carried on here throughout the year upon a 
new system of sewers and surface drains designed to take 
the sewage, in place of the broken down and inadequate old 
wooden sewer built here in 1879, and carry the storm water 
directly into Fort Point channel. This has been a very slow 
and expensive piece of construction, owing to the fact that 
the sewer and surface drain had to be carried along in the 
same trench on a platform with pile foundation. The heavy 
flow coming from the old sewer, which drains all the area 
between Fort Point channel and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, had to be taken care of, and as the 
elevation of the new house sewer is about the same as that 
of the old sewer, this was a serious handicap. In addition, 
all the old drop inlets on the easterly side of the street were 
converted into regular size catch-basins and connected with 
the surface drain. Likewise all old drains encountered, which 
were found not to carry sewage, were connected with the 
surface drain. ‘The portion of the trench under the Summer- 
street bridge, which is 100 feet wide, had to be excavated by 
special machine. ‘The pile driving for this section also pre- 
sented a problem, as the clear headroom under the bridge is 
but 15.60 feet, thus preventing the use of the ordinary der- 
rick with sliding hammer. Concrete piles were decided upon 
to take the place of the wooden piles, and these were con- 
structed as follows. A 10-inch iron pipe was first driven 
well into hard bottom by means of a hammer worked by hand, 
through the limited space under the bridge girders. The 
interior core of gravel, mud, oyster shells and general filling 
was then drilled by hand power and washed up with ordinary 
fire hose attached to a city hydrant. When the pipe was 
considered clear, a testing ring 9 inches in diameter, consisting 
of an iron ring, in the centre of which was a 4-inch by 6-inch 
wooden timber, and around the interior face of which were 
fastened six lugs, was dropped into the pipe, to make sure 
that the entire amount of material had been removed, to the 
bottom of the proposed pile. When the pipe was found 
clear, four #-inch twisted steel rods were placed in the pipe 
to reinforce the concrete. ‘These rods were first tied at top 
and bottom to two T-inch centering rings, which held the rods 
exactly in place, so that throughout their entire length 
(average 25 feet) the centre of each rod was 1% inches from 
the finished face of each concrete pile. 

Portland cement concrete mixed 1 to 24 to 44 was then 
admitted to the cylinder and very tightly rammed, so that 
each of the rods was entirely surrounded by concrete. After 
the concrete had been brought up to a height of two feet, that 
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portion of the iron pipe was raised, and the process continued. 
When the last batch of concrete was deposited, 1#-inch twisted 
steel rod, 1 foot 7 inches long, was inserted in the centre of 
the concrete pile 12 inches deep for a dowel, to, fasten the 
8-inch by 8-inch pile cap above. The slight remaining space, 
if any, between the top of the pile and the bottom of the pile 
cap, also the space between the dowel and the 13-inch hole 
through the pile cap, was filled with Portland cement mortar. 

These piles were driven in bents 5 feet apart and 2 feet 
10 inches on centre. ‘Two of these piles were driven to a low 
grade and supported a 24-inch pipe sewer, while the third 
pile was driven to a grade 3 feet higher, and together with 
blocking from the lower flooring supported a 2-feet 6-inch 
brick surface drain. Owing to the fact that this street carries 
the heaviest trucking in the city, and that there was only 
three feet of covering over the brick surface drain, a strong 
structure with heavy foundation was imperative. 

Congress street. — The portion of this street between Fort 
Point channel and the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad has been entirely remodelled. The old 15-inch pipe 
sewer in the centre of the street has been succeeded by two 
pipe sewers, one in each sidewalk, built at a considerably 
lower elevation. The same construction was followed here 
as in A. street, that is, the roof water leaders were all 
detached from the main soil pipe wherever encountered, and 
together with catch-basins connected into the brick surface 
drain in the centre of the street. The house sewer in A street 
which takes the sewage from Congress street, Sleeper street, 
Farnsworth street, Pittsburgh street, etc., is thus relieved of 
a large amount of storm water. Te surface drain here enters 
into Fort Point channel at the old Congress-street draw- 
bridge, and will serve as an outlet for the streets just named 
when the latter are built upon the separate system. By the 
construction of this street the department has not only car- 
ried on the separation scheme inaugurated in A street, but 
has stopped the flooding of cellars so common in this district, 
has relieved the intercepting system and the pumping station 
of a large amount of storm water, and has generally bettered 
drainage conditions in this important warehouse district. 

Vale-street outlet, between Columbia road and tide-water. — 
The 6-foot 6-inch brick conduit has been built across the 
playground at McNary Park to afford an outlet to tide-water 
for the system of combined sewers, the sewage from which 
enters the intercepter at the corner of Vale street and 
Columbia road. The structure was completed as far as the 
filling now going on here would allow, and will have to be 
extended from time to time as the filling encroaches on the line. 
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House sewers have been built in Champney street, between 
Columbia road and Old Colony avenue; in Q street, between 
East Second and East Third streets; also surface drains and 
catch-basins in Thomas Park. 


Recommendations. 


A street, between Mt. Washington avenue extension and 
Binford street. — Construction on A street, previously men- 
tioned, was started at Binford street for the reason that it 
-was impossible at the time to determine whether the old 
overflow which leads into Russell’s dock at this point, or a 
new route selected in Mt. Washington avenue extension, as an 
outlet for the storm water drain. Objections were raised by 
the officials of the Boston Wharf Company to the continued 
use of this dock for an-outlet, and later they granted the use 
of the Mt. Washington avenue line. ‘This much having been 
settled, the remaining portion of A street should be finished 
at once. | 

Mt. Washington avenue. —'This line having been decided 
upon as the route for the outlet for the storm drain in A 
street should be constructed the coming year. 

P street. — This street, between First street and Third 
street, is badly flooded at times of heavy storm and is greatly 
in need of a lower sanitary sewer. 

FH street, between Hast Eighth street and East Siath street.— 
This sewer should be rebuilt of a larger size and at greater 
depth to relieve the flooded cellars on Seventh street and 
Sixth street. 

E street, between Seventh street and Ninth street. — This 
is a very low territory and one difficult to provide with 
satisfactory drainage. Many of the cellars are below the 
legal grade (grade 12), and the surface at the corner of 
E street and Eighth street is at elevation 14.50. Having 
for outlets the D-street sewer and the West Seventh-street 
sewer, which are both overtaxed in time of storm, it seems 
likely that a new route will have to be selected to the Dor- 
chester-avenue intercepter. 

Many of the sewers in South Boston are very old and the 
problem of satisfactory maintenance is a difficult one. Much 
of the trouble arises from the deposits of sludge, both in the 
common sewers and in the intercepter. <A sufficient force of 
men should be established here to adequately care for the 
entire system.

Fulton street, between Cross street and Ferry street. 
Chatham street, at Commercial street. 

Charter street, between Phipps place and Marshall place. 
Hligh street, between Oliver street and Hartford street. 
Pinckney street, overflow at Brimmer street. 

Union Park street, overflow. 


Sewers have been built by the Transit Commission in 
Washington street, between Hollis and State streets. 


Recommendations. 


The sewer in Congress street is in a dangerous condition ; 
it should be rebuilt immediately. If it should fall so as to 
dam the sewer, cellars would be flooded, and if a storm 
should occur at the same time, the district flooded would 
include many business houses; the damage to goods and 
property would be very heavy. 

North Grove street. — This sewer is built of wood and is 
so rotten that it has caved in several times, causing dangerous 
holes in the street. When holes have occurred the sewer 
has been patched. The condition of the sewer is such that 
it must be rebuilt. I would therefore recommend that it be 
done before some serious accident occurs. 

The Canal-street relief sewer in Commercial street, where 
it crosses State street, was settled by the construction of the 
East Boston tunnel. On account of the condition of the 
sewer, we have been unable to determine how much it has 
settled. It is desirable that the grade be restored. 
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The old wooden sewers in Milk street, Broad street and 
India street have open joints and cause trouble by leaking 
into cellars. Although these sewers are not rotted enough 
to be in danger of falling in for some time, they are gradu- 
ally rotting away, which makes it desirable to build tight 
brick sewers of modern construction. 

Beach-street sewer is in poor condition It has been 
patched and may last for some time, but like most of the old 
wooden sewers it is rotting more each year, which will make 
it necessary to rebuild it in the near future. 

Fellows street. — On account of the nature of the ground, 
this sewer has settled. It has gone down below the grade of 
the outlet at Albany street. I would recommend that a 
sewer be built on piles in Northampton street, between 
Harrison avenue and Fellows street, and Fellows street be 
rebuilt as far as Orange court. The sewer in Fellows street 
above Orange court does not require rebuilding. 

East Lenox street. — This sewer has caused the department 
a great deal of trouble. It is badly settled, and is frequently 
found to be broken. It being impossible to clean it in its 
present condition, I would recommend that it be rebuilt 
immediately. 

Oxford street.— 'This sewer has been broken and patched 
many times. It is in such poor condition that it is broken 
in the patched places, the sides not proving solid enough to 
hold up the new roof. It is necessary that this sewer be 
rebuilt at the earliest opportunity. 

North Market street.—'This sewer is in poor condition. 
It is leaky, and is probably the cause of water in cellars 
which has to be pumped so frequently. It should be rebuilt. 

Hast side intercepting sewer, mentioned in last year’s 
report, is in about the same condition. It is impossible to 
make a house connection with sewers that are drained by 
this sewer on account of the depth of water or sewage in 
them. 

There are several miles of wooden sewers in the city 
proper district in different states of preservation. Many of 
them have open joints, which allow water to escape from 
them, which may find its way into adjoining cellars. Where 
water in a cellar has been traced to a leaky sewer, or where 
one has broken down, it has been rebuilt. Ags these sewers 
are getting older and consequently more rotten, it will not 
be far in the future when they will all have to be rebuilt. 
This depends largely how wet they are kept by the ground 
water outside or the sewage inside. Many that are connected 
or have their outlet into the east side intercepting sewer are 
kept full of water. This preserves them, but when the east 
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side intercepting sewer is rebuilt and water lowered to its 
proper level many of these sewers will begin to go very fast.

The sewer in private street and Worthington street should 
be built to furnish a drain for the normal school on Wor- 
thington street, which is about to be constructed. 

Surface drains, mentioned in last year’s report, should be 
built in Jersey street, Queensberry street, Huntington avenue, 
Vila-street district, Fenway lands, Westland entrance, and 
on the west side of Parker Hill. 

Muddy river conduit, mentioned in previous reports, has 
not been rebuilt. 

The old channel of Stony brook, mentioned in previous 
reports, is still in the same condition. ‘This should be 
rebuilt, as it is unsafe to travel over, and also because of its 
unsanitary condition. :

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REPORT OF WILLIAM F. MAHONEY.

DeAR Sir, — The following is an account of the work 
performed on Stony brook during the year ending January 
31, 1906: 

The entire work of building the conduits has been finished. 
The remainder of the work completed is the superstructure, 
the conduit connections, the installing of the gates and the 
setting up of electrical machinery on Gate House No. 1; the 
forebay, tailbay, sub-structure, superstructure, gates and 
machinery on Gate House No. 2. 

The construction of Gate House No. 2 presented some 
very complicated features, not generally met with in ordinary 
construction. ‘To facilitate this work it was necessary to 
build a coffer-dam of 6-inch tongued and grooved sheeting, 
which broke twice owing to heavy rain storms and high tides 
occurring simultaneously. This was overcome by building a 
second dam outside and puddling between. A siphon was also 
built beneath the 12 feet by 12 feet structure to grade 12.00, 
in which peat and quicksand were encountered, and the gases 
emanating from the peat overcame the workmen to such an 
extent that they were obliged to work in two-hour shifts. 
The drainage at this point likewise presented many difficul- 
ties, as did also the excavation of silt which had been accu- 
mulating for years. 

The work of extending the covered channels should be 
continued from Green street to Forest Hills to alleviate the 
damage caused by the heavy floods which generally occur 
every winter. Surveys and plans have been completed as far 
as Forest Hills, and surveys for the extension of the brook 
to the Hyde Park line are being made. 

The old channel from the gate house to Elmwood street 
should be rebuilt immediately. That portion especially 
which lies between Tremont street and Vernon street is in 
such adilapidated condition that it is a constant menace to 
life and health. In places the covering over the channel 
consists of rotten timbers and broken slabs and has to be 
repaired frequently. The entire channel needs rebuilding, 
and surveys and plans for this work have already been 
completed. 

The work completed for this year is: 
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Superstructure and machinery Gate House No. 1. 

The entire structure of Gate House No. 2. 

97 linear feet 12-foot by 12-foot reinforced concrete 
conduit. 

97 linear feet 10-foot by T-foot 6-inch reinforced concrete 
conduit. 

94.86 linear feet T-foot reinforced concrete conduit; 3 
manholes; 225 linear feet 10-inch pipe under-drain.

REPORT OF CHARLES L. WEEKS. 


Mr. E. 8S. DorR, 
Chief Engineer. 


DEAR Sir, — The portion of the Fens pond between 
Agassiz road and the gate house was dredged in 1904. A 
detailed description of this work is contained in last year’s 
report. Dredging commenced in September and continued 
until ice in the Charles river and ponds caused a shutdown 
in January, 1905. The material dredged from the ponds 
was pumped to a crib in the Charles river and there 
redredged into scows and towed to sea. The dredging in 
1905 was commenced June 1, and ended January 28, 1906, 
being in that portion of the ponds from gate houses towards 
Brookline avenue; and, also, the portion dredged in 1904 
was redredged on account of deposits from Stony brook 
channels flowing into the basin, where formerly the mud in 
the basin was at such a height that it acted as a dam to the 
Stony brook channels, and the deposits remained in those 
channels. | 

The quantity of the material dredged in the Fens ponds 
varies from Mr. Freeman’s estimate contained in the Charles 
River Dam Report. The total amount dredged in the Fens 
ponds in 1904 was 63,500 cubic yards, of which 13,000 cubic 
yards came down from Stony brook since Mr. Freeman’s 
estimate and during the time of dredging. In 1905, 41,000 
cubic yards was dredged, of which 26,000 cubic yards was 
from Stony brook. Below Agassiz road remains 26,000 
cubic yards, and in that part of the ponds, filled at the request 
of the Park Department, there was 15,000 cubic yards before 
fillmg was begun. This makes a total of 145,000 cubic yards 
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of material, of which 104,000 cubic yards has been removed, 
or the whole of the material above Agassiz road except that 
portion which the Park people have filled for playground. 

After being tied up by the ice, dredging could have been 
resumed by the Ist of March, 1905, but was delayed on 
account of discussions between Mayor Collins, the Park 
Department, City Engineer Jackson and the Sewer Division, 
relative to the disposal of the remaining sludge in the Fens 
ponds above Agassiz road. 

The Park Department wished to have this material pumped 
to be discharged into a basin in the upper end of the ponds, 
which they contemplated filling for a playground. Mayor 
Collins approved the position of the Park Department in 
this respect, inasmuch as a saving could be made by discon- 
tinuing pumping to the crib in the Charles river and thereby 
saving rentals on the dredge, scows and tow-boats in the 
Charles river. 

Against this proposition the Sewer Division protested, and 
their contention that a nuisance would be created by 
pumping the filthy sludge into another part of the ponds 
was justified by complaints regarding the odors that came 
from the partially filled hole, not only during pumping, but 
at all times afterwards. This discussion dragged along, and 
it was not until June 1 that dredging was resumed, the Park 
Department having gained their point. The pipe line was 
changed from the river and sludge was pumped as filling for 
the proposed playground. Pumping continued in this place 
until August 26, when 23,000 cubic yards of material had 
been deposited. 

Complaints regarding odors were frequent, and on August 
26, at the request of the Park Department, discharging into 
this sink-hole was stopped; the pipe line was changed over, 
so that discharge would go into the crib in the Charles river. 

In the meantime the Superintendent of Streets on June 
15 ordered the contractor to remove his dredge, scows and 
tow-boats from the work, so when pumping was resumed on 
September 15 the material pumped was discharged into the 
erib and then flowed into the Charles river. 

Pumping was continued until January 27, 1906, and 22,000 
cubic yards had been dredged and discharged into the river. 

The portion above Agassiz road is clean, and small fish 
are seen in the water where formerly nothing but bacteria 
reigned supreme.

Mr. CHARLES LOGUE, 
Acting Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR SrirR,—I have the honor to submit the annual 
report of the Street Cleaning Division of this department 
for the year ending January 31, 1906. 

The work of the year has been of the ordinary, almost 
routine character. 

An attempt was made during July and August to flush 
some of the down-town streets with flushing carts furnished, 
for the experiment, by a firm from a neighboring city; but 
they proved costly, besides wearing very heavily in some 
places on the joints of the block pavement, and were, con- 
sequently, abandoned. 

Of the amount charged to snow, namely, $57,437.03, the 
greater part of it — $50,143.54 — was spent during the snow 
season of 1904-1905, the balance — $7,293.49 — represent- 
ing the amount debited to this work during the closing 
months of the year just elapsed. 

Some very important recommendations were submitted in 
the report of last year, and, if they were not acted upon, it is 
only right to conclude that the appropriation did not war- 
rant it. 

Again recognizing their importance, and, in the hope that 
some future committee on appropriations will appreciate 
them as the division does, I beg leave to repeat them and to 
urge their realization. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Extend the lines of the Dorchester District. 

A larger force for Roxbury, to cover the entire district. 
Establish small force in Jamaica Plain and Brighton. 
A new stable for South Boston and Dorchester. 
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Extend the push-cart system. 
Scow at the end of Charles River avenue. 
Uniform size receptacle for store and house dirt.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF BOSTON AND 
CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Boston, February 1, 1906. 


Mr. CHARLES Locus, 
Acting Superintendent of Streets: 


Sir, —I herewith submit the following report of the cee 
done on the Boston and Cambridge bridges for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1906. 

The Commission is composed of one member from Boston 
and one member from Cambridge, and had, during the early 
part of the year, the management of the eight bridges 
between the two cities, and the expense of maintaining them 
was borne equally by the two cities. Two of these bridges 
have been closed to travel during the year, and the Commis- 
sion has the care of the remaining bridges. 


CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


Electric motors have been installed for operating the draw. 
The deck planking and stringers on the Boston side of the 
bridge and the planking along the waterway need extensive 
renewal; one draw-arm should be replaced and the abutments 
need small repairs. 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


On July 1 this bridge was closed to public travel, and the 
maintenance and operation of the temporary bridge built in 
its place passed into the hands of the Charles River Basin 
Commission. 


ESSEX-STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge was closed to travel October 2, and is now 
being rebuilt; the new bridge is to be known as Brookline- 
street Bridge. 
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HARVARD BRIDGE. 


During the past summer the asphalt sidewalks for the 
entire length of the bridge on both sides and the planking 
supporting them were removed, and a new walk of 3-inch 
hard pine plank laid. The curb stringers were also renewed 
for the entire length on both sides. The sidewalks and the 
roadway of the fixed spans are now in good condition; the 
flooring of the draw, however, is in very poor condition and 
should be rebuilt at once. The stringers and nearly all of 
the lower planking are those put in when the bridge was 
built in 1891, and they are now so badly decayed that the 
deck cannot be considered safe for the heavy loads passing 
over it. The sheathing is worn so thin that it should be 
renewed at once, and it would not be economy to put new 
sheathing on so poor a lower planking. 

The planking of the draw-fender pier is very rotten, and 
although it has been patched in many places, a person walk- 
ing on the pier is liable to break through. 

The caps on the fender-guards are also badly decayed and 
several of the iron plates have disappeared from the corners. 
Both fenders should be repaired. 

The gates across the roadway at the draw are old and 
should be replaced by iron gates of more approved design. 

The girders are somewhat rusty and should be painted in 
the near future. The railings on both sides of the bridge were 
painted during the past year, and the whole bridge presents a_ 
much better appearance than it has for a number of years. 

With the exception of the tracks, which are somewhat 
worn, the machinery of the draw is in good condition and 
the draw is working very satisfactorily. 


NortH HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE. 


The original bridge was built in 1662. It is in poor con- 
dition and too narrow, and should be replaced by a wider 
bridge. 

Prison Point BRIDGE. 

The present temporary bridge is kept in repair by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, the Commission having charge 
of the operation of the draw. 


West Boston TEMPORARY BRIDGE. 
This bridge was built to accommodate the travel until 
Cambridge Bridge should be built. The deck planking is 
in poor condition and frequent repairs are made on it. 
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W ESTERN—AVENUE BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. 


The Boston end of the bridge needs general repairing. 
The Cambridge end is in fair condition, except some of the 
lower planking, which needs renewal, and the pis nee 
repairing. 3 


IN GENERAL.

draw openings and the number of vessels which passed 
through. 
- The amount of revenue for rents, wharfage, ete., during 
the year has been $824.90. One-half of this has been paid to 
each city. The City of Cambridge paid the City of Boston 
on December 29 the sum of $1,457.97, being one-half of 
the weekly pay-rolls for reconstruction of Harvard Bridge 
sidewalks.

Sir, —I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done for the Street Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1906: 


ATLANTIC—AVENUE RECONSTRUCTION. 


In consequence of dredging in the dock between Central 
and India wharves and of the action of the propellers of the 
steamers using it, the filling under the sea-wall at the head 
of the dock had fallen away and caused a settlement of the 
street back of the wall at this point. The face of the wall 
had also slid forward leaving a large cavity about ten feet 
long in the middle of the wall. This cavity was filled with 
Portland cement concrete and stone ballast was deposited 
between the bulkhead and the front of the wall and a timber 
bulkhead about 52% feet long was built on the street line. 
The work was done by Lawler Brothers under a contract and 
was completed early in July, 1905. 


COTTAGE-STREET F'OOT—BRIDGE. 

This bridge was partially destroyed by ice early in 1904 
and was closed to travel. A contract was made October 4, 
1905, with the William 8. Rendle Company for repairing the 
bridge, which required the driving of 166 new piles and 
placing new caps, stringers and planking in a large part of 
the bridge. ‘The fences were painted for their entire length. 
The work is completed with the exception of painting the 
fences. 

DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 

Plans and specifications were made for widening the draw- 
way about 3 feet to 40 feet. A contract was made with the 
Cahill Construction Company for doing the work which has 
been commenced. 
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East Boston FERRIES. 


Coal-pocket. — Plans and specifications were made for 
building a coal-pocket at the East Boston landing of the 
North Ferry to replace the present coal-shed. Bids were 
received October 9 and a contract was made with George 
Hayes, the lowest bidder, for doing the work. No work has 
yet been done under the contract as the coal-shed was in use. 

Areas of Cabins. —'The areas of the cabins and passage- 
ways on all the ferry-boats have been measured. . 


NORFOLK-STREET BRIDGE. 


The contract for building the steel superstructure for this 
bridge was completed by the Boston Bridge Works early in 
May ata cost of $12,123.47. Thesouth roadway was opened 
to travel May 13, 1905, and the north roadway at a later 
date. 

The through steel truss bridge was built across the railroad 
location on a skew, resting on the abutments, which were 
completed the previous December; the bridge consists of 
three riveted steel trusses each 111 feet long, centre to centre 
of bearings, and 20 feet deep, centre to centre of top 
and bottom chords. ‘These trusses are spaced 23 feet 3 
inches on centres; the floor beams are of steel, riveted to 
bottoms of posts, and support a floor system of hard pine 
stringers and 4-inch spruce deck plank, upon which is laid a 
wearing surface of 2-inch spruce. ‘The centre truss divides 
the roadway into two parts, each 13 feet 6 inches in the 
clear; there are two sidewalks each 7 feet 4 inches wide, 
and the total width of the bridge from centre to centre of 
the outside trusses is 46 feet 6 inches. The floor beams 
overhang the trusses 3 feet 6 inches forthe purpose of sup- 
porting water and gas- pipes. Provision is also made for a 
line of car tracks of the Boston Elevated Railroad, in each 
roadway, but the rails are not laid on the bridge at present. 


STAIRWAY FROM SUMMER-—-STREET BRIDGE TO A STREET. 


Under a contract with the New England Structural Com- 
pany, a flight of stairs has been built from the southerly 
walk of the bridge on Summer street to the westerly side- 
walk below on A street. The work was completed early in 
May, 1905, at a cost of $592.25. The foundations for the 
stairs were put in by D. J. Kiley and safety treads at the 
landings were furnished and placed by the Universal Safety 
Tread Company.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1905-1906. 


Boston, February 1, 1906. 
Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in its care, for 
the year ending January 31, 1906: 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 32,055 square feet was taken for street purposes. 
Streets having a total length of 2,696.40 feet were made 
public ways. Under authority of the acts of the Legislature, 
for the assessment upon abutting property of the benefit 
derived by it from the laying out and construction of streets, 
there has been assessed upon twenty-five streets a total of 
$165,831.17 and upon five public alleys a total of $6,568.61. 
For benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount of 
$132,280.51 have been made. The total of benefits assessed 
for streets, public alleys and sewerage works during the year 
is the sum of $304,680.29. 

The Board has issued eleven orders of notice of intention 
to lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets 
or parts of streets calling for public hearings. It has con- 
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sidered 48 petitions for street improvements. In the settle- 
ment of damages for taking of land, etc., for various changes 
in the city’s streets, 52 cases have been acted upon. Claims 
for damages for sewers and surface drains ordered have been 
settled to the number of 27. Under authority of the act 
empowering the Board to apportion assessments on parts’ of 
a divided lot, 79 assessments have been apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature, giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for and 
order the construction of sewerage works, orders have been 
passed for the improvement and relocation of various natural 
streams or watercourses, and surface drainage has been sup- 
plied for territories needing it, as follows: 

Passageways between Beacon and Ivy streets, north of 
Ivy street and north of Mountfort street.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division has been carried on 
with practically the same working force as during the preced- 
ing season, and with equal results. One second hearing was 
held during the year as well as a number authorizing changes, 
under the legislative Act of 1898. 

It was deemed expedient to take all possible advantage of 
the extreme openness of the season and accomplish as much 
field work as possible, even if it were to the sacrifice of the 
plotting and computations usually carried on during the fall 
and early winter months; consequently, contrary to the 
usual custom, no plans showing the result of the field work 
were filed at the close of the season; but many have been 
prepared for that purpose, and although somewhat delayed 
will be filed early in the spring, leaving the field entirely 
clear for next season’s work. 

The territory covered by the surveys made during the year 
ageregates nearly 1,000 acres, the major part of which is 
located in that part of Boston formerly Brighton. ‘This terri- 
tory includes the portion of Brighton lying east of Market 
street and extending from the banks of the Charles River 
southerly to the Boston & Albany railroad. | 

A large part of this territory has been developed to a 
certain degree, through the natural growth from year to year, 
and recently by private inducements, leaving, however, much 
to be done to bring it to a state of completion. Within the 
described limits can be found a number of open spaces, one 
of 56 acres, one of 39 acres, another of 24 acres, one of 15 
acres and one of 9 acres, aggregating about 143 acres on 
which nothing whatever had been done in the way of improve- 
ments to bring it to a marketable condition. 

Efforts have.here been made to introduce such features as 
will, when adopted, stimulate and promote a healthier growth 
for the district. 

A part of West Roxbury also received consideration for 
treatment; it consists of about 130 acres located at Roslin- 
dale, lying principally between Washington street and Hyde 
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Park avenue. Most of this territory 1s quite compactly built 
upon, but, as usual, there are still a few open areas, aggregat- 
ing perhaps 3 or 4 acres, lying upon the easterly side of 
Washington street, immediately north of Ashland street, 
which require additional streets for its complete development. 
These areas are within the drainage area of Stony Brook and 
are relatively somewhat low. 

The entire territory here considered is bisected north- 
westerly and southeasterly by Ashland street, an important 
thoroughfare, extending from Washington street, at the 
locality formerly familiarly known as “ Taft’s Tavern,” to the 
old Dorchester boundary line, and thence by way of Oakland 
street to Blue Hill avenue, at Mattapan square. 

This most important thoroughfare, the principal avenue of 
communication between the two villages, over two miles long, 
it is proposed to widen to 80 feet. 

A portion of the central part of Dorchester was also under 
consideration during the year. It consists of a territory 
lying upon and in the immediate vicinity of Mt. Bowdoin. 
No large tracts of undeveloped land were here found for 
treatment, and the work was largely of a supplementary 
nature; several open spaces, aggregating in all perhaps 20 or 
30 acres, were supplied with streets necessary for a proper 
development. Much of the land in this vicinity is quite 
desirable, being well elevated, particularly that lying upon 
Mt. Bowdoin, whose elevation, about 170 feet above sea 
level, commands a fine view of the harbor. 


PLAN 8. 


The statement made in the report of last year regarding 
the distribution of the working force of the department and 
the amount of work done can be repeated this year. 

Plan 8 received the greatest amount of attention, and a 
larger force was here placed in the field during the entire 
season than elsewhere, and with the filing of the plans 
prepared that part of Boston formerly Brighton will be 
shown practically covered by treatment for development. 
The territory within this district which has been under con- 
sideration during the year lies northwesterly of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, and extends from Franklin street 
northeasterly to Charles River. <A large part of this ter- 
ritory lying between Western avenue, North Harvard street 
and Charles River, contains many acres that cannot be 
utilized for building purposes, it having been dedicated to 
the public as recreation grounds; the Metropolitan Reser- 
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vation with the Speedway Drive, and many beautiful river 
paths, the contiguous grounds of Harvard College, including 
the Longfellow Meadows, Soldiers Field, with its Stadium, 
the point of attraction for thousands on many days during 
certain seasons of the year, and our own Municipal North 
Brighton Playground. Although this territory could not be 
considered for treatment, it was thoroughly covered by our 
surveys to the river bank, and connection made with those 
of the Metropolitan Department, that our own work shall 
eventually comprehensively cover the entire city. The ter- 
ritory lying upon Western avenue and extending northerly 
to the reservation immediately west of the North Brighton 
Playground presents an exceedingly shallow depth, and is 
capable of development in but one direction and upon limited 
lines. ‘The result of the studies to that purpose, shown upon 
the plans prepared for filing, show the introduction of several 
40-foot streets, which leads from Western avenue, and 
running northeasterly, make connection with the Reservation 
Drive in the Metropolitan Park Reservation. The first of 
these streets is No. 2100, which leaves the avenue nearly 
opposite Richardson street, while 200 feet easterly from and 
practically parallel with it is projected street No. 2212, 
leaving the avenue at a point directly opposite Kelley court; 
both of these streets are shown to be 40 feet wide; still 
further easterly at a point opposite a proposed extension of 
Litchfield street over avenue A, a third of this group of 40- 
foot streets (No. 1030) will, in a like manner, connect 
Western avenue with the Drive in the Reservation. 

On the northwesterly side of the North Brighton Play- 
eround, as a boundary way, has been located a 40-foot street 
(No. 2119), whose southeasterly line is coincident with the 
line of the playground; it extends from Western avenue 
northeasterly, uniting with Stadium Road, just as the latter 
makes entrance into the grounds of Charles River Reser- 
vation. 

From this street (No. 2119) a 40-foot way (street No. 2120) 
is projected to run parallel with and about 225 feet from 
Western avenue, for a distance of about one-quarter of a 
mile, connecting with Telford street a short distance south 
of the point where the latter enters the Parkway. 

From Western avenue, at a point opposite Everett street, 
another 40-foot street (2117) takes an almost direct northerly 
course to the Parkway. From the Reservation Drive, at its 
junction with the last described street, a 40-foot way (street 
No. 2121) is designed to run southeasterly, approximately 
parallel with street No. 2120, terminating at street No. 2119. 
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From street No. 2121, about 200 feet westerly from street 
No. 2119, another street of the same width (street No. 2118), 
running northeasterly and parallel with the latter, makes 
connection with the Parkway. 

From Western avenue, at a point 200 feet from street 
No. 2119, another way (street No. 2219) of the same width 
as those already described runs in a northeasterly direction, 
ending at street No. 2120. 

On the south side of the North Brighton Playground, a 
thoroughfare 40 feet wide (street No. 2122) has been located, 
its northwesterly line coinciding with the southeasterly line. 
of the playground, from Western avenue to Stadium road. 
This last named street (No. 2125) has been designed to run 
along the northeasterly line of the playground, forming a 
boundary of the latter, and for the southwesterly side of the 
grounds of Harvard College, including Soldiers Field, wherein 
is located the Stadium. This street will doubtless eventually 
become quite an important thoroughfare, extending in a south- 
easterly direction from Charles River Reservation to North 
Harvard street, and still farther beyond, into sections previ- 
ously filed, ending at a point’ on street No. 2129, about 225 
feet northwest of Western avenue, near the bridge leading to 
Cambridge. 

Two hundred and fifteen feet southwest of Stadium road, 
a 40-foot street (No. 2124) is projected to run parallel with 
Stadium road to street No. 2122. 

From street No. 2124, at a point midway between North 
Harvard street and street No. 2122, a new way (street 
No. 2123) is projected; it takes a southwesterly course in 
which it continues parallel with Western avenue, making 
entrance into street No. 2122 at a point about 250 feet 
northwesterly from the latter (Western avenue). 

At the locality colloquially known as Barry’s Corner, street 
No. 2164, 30 feet wide, street No. 2165, 30 feet wide, and 
street No. 2166, 25 feet wide, are short ways already existing 
and built upon, leading from North Harvard street to street 
No. 2163 (the portion of Smith street running northeast). 

These ways have been utilized in the proposed development; 
the first two, street No. 2164 (Duck lane) and street 
No. 2165, are provided with widenings of 24 feet upon either 
side for their entire length. Street No. 2166 (Hefferan 
place) is left at its original width, but where in the original 
allotment its entrance into Western avenue was made at an 
acute angle, in the studies shown, a curve is introduced in the 
street at a point where the angle previously existed, permitting 
it to make connection with the avenue at right angles. Street

No. 2163 is that part of Smith street which leaves Western 
avenue at an acute angle opposite Rena street; it is but 25 
feet wide, and it is deemed inexpedient to increase its width 
to 30 feet; from its point of departure at Western avenue it 
assumes a northeasterly course for a distance of about 550 
feet, when it connects with that portion of Smith street 
leaving North Harvard street. This street leaves North 
Harvard street directly opposite street No. 2124, and forms 
with the latter a practically continuous way from street 
No. 2122 at the North Brighton Playground, for a distance 
of nearly half a mile, terminating at street No. 2129, shown 
and described on sections previously filed. 

The portion of Smith street running from street No. 2163 
to North Harvard street is shown at a width of 30 feet. 

Another group of sections G 87, G 88, G 89, G 90, G 91, 
G 92, G 93, G 94, G 95, G 96 and N 10, which have been 
prepared for filing, represent a territory bounded approxi- 
mately by Everett street, Western avenue, the Charles river, 
Cambridge street and the Boston & Albany Railroad. 
The larger part of this territory has been quite fully 
developed by private projections and to some extent built 
upon. A few additional’ streets are needed, however, to 
bring it to a point of completion. In sections G 91 and 
N 10, two additional ways that are necessary are shown in 
street No. 2240 (Seven Pines street) 40 feet wide, which 
leaves Adams street at a point about 175 feet west of 
Ericsson avenue, and running southwesterly connects with 
Lincoln street, and street No. 2259, leaving Everett street 
midway between Adams street and Lincoln street, which will 
run southeasterly to Seven Pines street. 

Proposed extensions are shown of Aldie street (2105), 
Holton street (2214) and Brentwood street (2213), north- 
westerly from Everett street to street No. 2102; these 
streets, including the last mentioned, are those of which por- 
tions had been previously filed and were described in wore 
in our report of last year. 

From Everett street, midway between Brentwood street 
and Raymond street, a 40-foot street (2109) is shown pro- 
jected to run southeasterly as far as Athol street; from here 
the street is continued in the same direction beyond, but at 
a reduced width (30 feet), one of its lines coinciding with 
the northeasterly line of the lot of the Thomas Gardner 
School, and continuing beyond until it makes connection 
with Prescott place, over and through which it runs to 
Appian way. The widening made on Prescott place to in- 
crease its width to 28 feet is 5 feet, all being made upon its 
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southerly side. Spurr street is shown widened to a uniform 
width of-60 feet, the widening being placed upon the south- 
westerly side. Mead street and Holmes street, two 30-foot 
streets leading from Raymond street northeasterly, terminate 
with dead ends. These streets had been established upon 
the ground by private interests and were much built upon. 
Although in many respects they are objectionable features, 
considering their previous existence, it was deemed expedient 
to embody them in the system, providing outlets, however, 
by extensions at the same widths, to street No. 2112. 

This latter street is one in the same category as the two 
previously mentioned, although not built upon; it was found 
projected from Franklin street at its junction with North 
Harvard street, and runs northwesterly for a distance of 
about 200 feet; here a sheht deflection southerly is shown in 
the old projection, while in that exhibited for the present 
filing, the original deflection is abandoned and a more 
southerly course is made that a better connection may: be 
made with Riverdale street; crossing the latter, the street 
continues in the same direction for a distance of about 150 
feet, when another bend is made effecting a still more 
southerly course, in which it continues to its termination at 
street No. 2114. This last mentioned street has for its 
initial part the easterly portion of Westford street leading 
from Raymond street; a widening of 10 feet is shown upon 
its easterly side forming a 40-foot street, which is continued 
to Western avenue. 

The westerly portion of Westford street, about 40 feet in 
width, is shown extended at a full width of 40 feet, northerly 
for a distance of about 100 feet, when a bend is made, 
deflecting the street slightly westerly, in which direction it 
continues to Western avenue. 

Section G 92 shows but two additional streets, provided 
to complete its development. 

One, street No. 2155, being an extension of Mansfield 
street, from Easton street in a direet line for a distance of 
about 150 feet; here a curve is introduced, deflecting the 
street southwesterly, and ending it at Franklin street 
opposite Brentwood street and Appian way. The other 
street provided is a proposed extension, by a graceful curve, 
of Myrick street in a southeasterly direction to Coolidge 
road, opposite Royal street. 

The territory east of North Harvard street, lying between 
Western avenue and the Boston & Albany Railroad, consists 
of a number of portions of developed and partly developed 
territory, as well as several large tracts which are wholly 
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undeveloped. Efforts have been made in the study given 
them to comprehensively unite them by providing the proper 
connecting ways. ‘The extreme portion lying between street 
No. 2131 and Charles River has previously been considered 
and plans covering it were filed last year. The portion lying 
southwest of this street, and which received consideration 
during the present year, it is proposed to develop by the 
introduction of street No. 2132, which leaves Western avenue 
at a point 200 feet northwesterly from street No. 2131, and 
running southwesterly, parallel with that street, ends at street 
No. 2130, at a point opposite Hopedale street; while still 
farther west, 200 feet, street No. 2133 will leave Western 
avenue, and running in a like manner to the previously 
described street, over a part of Grant place (a way 20 feet 
wide) for a portion of its length, providing: widenings of 10 


- feet upon either side of the 20-foot way, terminating at street 


a 


No. 2130, at a point near where the present Grant place 
makes a right angle and assumes a southeasterly course. 
This latter portion of Grant place, with Upton court, by this 
treatment, are necessarily eliminated from a place in the 
proposed plan for development. 

An extension of Windom street is shown from a point 
about 100 feet northwesterly from Hopedale street; this 
street (No. 2142) is 40 feet wide, and is shown projected 
northwesterly from the bend at the above-described point, 
parallel with street No. 2130, to Western avenue. A similar 
extension is shown of Seattle street (street No. 2143), designed 
to cover the location of the Metropolitan sewer; it starts ata 
point about the same distance northwesterly from Hopedale 
street as the street just described, and running parallel with 
it over the sewer location northwesterly as far as street No. 
2186; here a curve is introduced to make it still follow the 
same location, and also to enable it to make suitable con- 
nection with Rena street, which it does at a point directly 
opposite Bertram street, forming, with the latter, a contin- 
uous and more direct way than the present one, from the 
junction of North Harvard street and Western avenue to 
Cambridge street. 

Street No. 2151 (Parker avenue) and street No. 2152 
(Empire street) are both provided with extensions north- 
easterly at their full width, the former to Seattle street, the 
latter to Sorrento street; there is also shown an extension of 
the portion of Empire street lying southwest of North Har- 
vard street, in a southwesterly direction to Royal street; 
provision is also made for a connection of Empire street with 
Hooker street by an extension of the portion of the street 
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leading northwesterly from Cambridge street in the same 
direction to Hooker street. 

Sorrento street is provided with an extension (street No. 
2144) running parallel with street No. 21438 to the angle in 
Rena street, forming, with the portion of that street leading 
from Western avenue, a continuous way from the latter street. 
to Cambridge street. 

The large open area, still undeveloped, lying between Sor- 
rento street extension and North Harvard street, and south- 
west from Rena street as far as Hopedale street, is treated 
by the introduction of street No. 2149, 40 feet wide, located 
about 180 feet northwest of Hopedale street, und leading 
from North Harvard street to Sorrento street. 

At apoint on North Harvard street 230 feet northwest of 
street No. 2149 is located another 40-foot street (No. 2148), | 
which leaves North Harvard street at right angles and run- 
ning northeasterly for a distance of about 250 feet, when a 
curve is introduced, deflecting its direction southeasterly to 
street No. 2144. 

About 230 feet northeasterly from Windom street, a way 
40 feet wide (street No. 2139), will leave street No. 2131, 
and will assume a northeasterly course to the Charles River 
Reservation, the latter half of this street coinciding for some 
little distance with the line of the property belonging to the 
Brookline Gas Company. 

Six hundred and eighty feet from Windom street, a 30-foot. 
street (No 2141) will leave Cambridge street at right angles, 
and running northwesterly willend at street No. 2189. From 
Cambridge street, about 130 feet southwesterly from street. 
No. 2141, another 80-foot street is projected to connect with 
street No. 2140. Amboy street (No. 2140) is shown extended 
at its full width, parallel with Cambridge street to street No. 
2141. 

North Harvard street it is proposed to widen to 60 feet, 15 
feet of the widening being placed on the northeasterly side, 
while a taking aie from 10 to 25 feet is placed upon the 
opposite side. 

Western avenue is provided with numerous small widen- 
ings, placed upon either side at various points, to bring the 
street up to a uniform width-of 60 feet. 

On February 24, 1905, a hearing, adjourned to March 3, 
1905, was held under authority of chapter 210 of the Acts. 
of the Legislature of 1898, on territory shown on sections 
numbered O 58, O 59, O 60, O 61, O 62 and O 63, and was in 
relation to the relocation of street No. 867, placing a portion 
of it and of street No. 871 a short distance northeast of its. 
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present location; also the relocation of street No. 868 some- 
what southeasterly from its present location, and the elimi- 
nation of street No. 869. 

The changes were made on O59 and O 62, and these plans 
were revised and refiled in accordance with the petition, 
May 238, 1905.

The territory treated under this head is located at Roslin- 
dale, and consists of seven sections, Y 66, Y 67, Y 68, Y 73, 
Y 74, Y 75 and Y 86; and although several sections fall 
within the limits of Plan 12, all have for convenience been 
grouped under this head. 

The territory is bounded approximately by Washington 
street, Ashland street, Florence street, Blakemore street, the 
Boston & Providence Railroad, Canterbury street, Poplar 
street, Sycamore street, Kittredge street and Albano street. 

Ashland street, a cross town way, the principal thorough- 
fare shown, aside from Washington street, divides the terri- 
tory diagonally from northeast to southwest, and is provided 
with a widening to 80 feet, the widening being placed upon 
its southwesterly side, from Washington street to Sheldon 
street ; from this point the widening is principally upon the 
northeasterly side. 

The district covered by Sections Y 66, Y 67, Y 74, Y 75, 
approximately enclosed by Florence street and Brown 
avenue, show the addition of but few streets to complete its 
development, it being a settlement of some standing, and con- 
siderably built upon. 

Upon the outer edge of this territory, particularly towards 
and along Washington street, some treatment was found 
necessary. 

A new way (street No. 2195) is shown located 500 feet 
northeasterly from Ashland street, departing southeasterly 
from Washington street at right angles, and extending to 
Florence street. This street forms a terminus for the por- 
tion of Lindall street (No. 1061) running northeasterly from 
Ashland street, which is extended at its full width (40 feet) 
to meet it. Two hundred feet northeasterly from street No. 
2195, another way of equal width (street No. 2196) will 
leave Washington street, also at right angles, and running 
southeasterly, parallel with street No. 2195, terminate at 
Florence street. 

Allen street is shown widened to 40 feet, the widening, 10 
feet, being shown on the southwesterly side. 

The triangular shaped block, bounded by Washington 
street, Ashland street, Florence street and Poplar street, it 
is proposed to still further develop, by the introduction of 
street No. 2192, which will divide it practically in halves. 

This street, 40 feet wide, will depart at right angles from 
Ashland street at a point about 200 feet southeast of Wash- 
ington street, nearly opposite the Charles Sumner School, 
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and will run southwesterly over and including a 22-foot 
passageway for a distance of about 75 feet, when a curve is 
introduced, and its course is chauged to a southerly one to 
Florence street, with which it makes connection at right 
angles, about 180 feet southeasterly from Poplar street. 

Taft court is provided with a widening on either side, 
increasing its width to 30 feet; from its present terminus a 
curve is introduced and the street is extended at that width 
over a northeasterly course, permitting an entrance with 
South street at right angles, not far from the latter’s inter- 
section with Poplar street. 

The portion of Poplar street lying between South street 
and Washington street is provided with a widening of 16 
feet upon its southeasterly side, making its width 50 feet 
between those two thoroughfares. 

From Poplar street, about 250 feet southeasterly from 
Florence street, a 30-foot way (street No. 2189) will depart 
at nearly right angles, and running northeasterly, connect 
with Hawthorne street, in the rear of the Florence-street 
School. 

Leading from Sycamore street, midway between Poplar 
street and Hawthorne street, is located a 20-foot passageway 
(Wilkins place) which will be utilized as a street (No. 2191), 
widenings being placed upon either side, increasing its width 
to 50 feet, and continuing it beyond its present ending to 
street No. 2189. 

A street 40 feet wide (No. 2188) will leave Sycamore 
street about midway between Ashland street and Hawthorne 
street, and running northwesterly will end at Florence street, 
at the angle in same. . 

In the territory bounded by Sycamore street, Ashland 
street, Browne avenue and Poplar street, the new streets, 
Sherman street, Wright street, Heathcote street, and an 
extension of Hawthorne street beyond Sycamore street, lately 


constructed, have been embodied in the system of develop- 
ment shown; a few additional ways have, however, been 
supplied. 

Although the block bounded by Poplar street, Sherman 
street, Hawthorne street and Heathcote street has been pro- 
vided with an allotment, there is still a portion imper- 
fectly done, and for which provision is now made. A 
street has been introduced dividing the block almost equally, 
and it is to be hoped that efforts may be made among the 
owners toward an adjustment of the lots to fit the proposed 
- conditions. The street mentioned (No. 2251) will run 
parallel with and 200 feet from Poplar street, between Sher- 
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man street and Heathcote street, and will be 40 feet wide. 
From Hawthorne street, at a point about 180 feet from 
Heathcote street, a 40-foot street (No. 2241) is designed to 
run in a southwesterly direction to Poplar street. 

From Hawthorne street, directly opposite the last named 
street, a 30-foot street will depart, and running northeasterly 
over and including an existing passageway, will end at street 
No, 2253. The last mentioned street (No. 2253) is a pro- 
posed extension for that part of Wright street running 
southeast from Sycamore street. The street will depart from 
the bend in Wright street and will take a southeasterly 
course, in which it will continue for about 420 feet to a bend 
which will deflect its course easterly, causing it to run 
parallel with and about 210 feet from a portion of Ashland 
street, and to enter Brown avenue at right angles. The 
portion of Cornauba street running northeasterly, and at the 
present time terminating with a dead end, is provided with 
an outlet into street No. 2253. 

From Rowe street, about 65 feet north of Ashland street, 
a 25-foot way (street No. 2244) departs at right angles and 
extends southeasterly to the Boston & Providence Railroad ; 
200 feet farther north a street of similar width (No. 2243) 
leaves Rowe street, and running in a like manner and _paral- 
lel with street No. 2244, terminates at the railroad. Both 
of these streets are previous projections of the owners of the 
property, but have been embodied in the system shown. 

From Rowe street, near its junction with Seymour street, 
enother 25-foot way (street No. 2245) is introduced, which 
will leave Rowe street at right angles and run southeasterly 
to the railroad. 

Poplar street, for its entire length, authors of Washing- 
ton street, is provided with a widening to 40 feet, the taking 
being distributed upon either side. 

On September 8, 1905, a hearing was held under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on 
territory shown on sections numbered Z 84, Z 85 and Z 97, 
and was in relation to the elimination of the portion of street 
No. 632, between Bellevue street and Wren street, and the 
substitution therefor of Danville street, located parallel with 
and about 58 feet northeasterly from the latter.

PLAN 14. 


Plan 14 represents that part of Dorchester lying east of 
Blue Hill avenue, from Dudley street to Grove Hall and 
extending to the sea. 

The portion of it which has been under consideration dur- 
ing the past season is shown upon six sections, T 78, T 83, 
T 97, T 98, X 8 and X 4, and is bounded approximately by 
Columbia road, Richfield street, Olney street, Blakeville 
street, Bowdoin .street and Washington street. Two of 
these sections represent areas upon Mt. Bowdoin and its 
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northeasterly slope; others lie upon its southwesterly side 
and the level stretch of land lying southwest of Washington 
street, between the New England Railroad, at Mt. Bowdoin. 
station, and Harvard street. 

As elsewhere stated, it presents no large tracts for develop- 
ment, consequently the work consisted principally in supply- 
ing the few streets necessary to accomplish a complete devel- 
opment, and an adjustment of the lines and grades for the 
existing ways. | 

Sections T 78 and T 83, prepared for filing, represent a 
territory which is divided almost equally by Columbia road, 
which traverses it from northeast to southwest. 

The first of these two sections mentioned is treated for 
~ development by the introduction of street No. 2224, which 
leaves Quincy street about seventy feet northwest of the 
New England Railroad and runs southwesterly nearly parallel 
with the railroad, ending at Columbia road. 

In regard to this street it may be said that it is to be 
- regretted that its point of departure could not be directly in 
line with the portion of Ceylon street lying northeasterly of 
Quincy street. But the location of that street at the short 
distance of fifty feet from the railroad, prohibiting a depth 
for the lots which it is desirable to design to conceal the 
objectionable railroad traffic, makes any alternative impos- 
sible. 

From the street above described (No. 2224) at the point 
where it enters Columbia road, a 40-foot way (street No. 
2223) departs, and running northwest as far as a practicable 
grade will permit, a distance of about 150 feet, it will turn 
at right angles softened by the introduction of curves, and 
assuming a northwesteily course for a distance of about 400 
feet end at street No. 2222. 

The last mentioned way is a short street, 40 feet in 
width, which leaves Magnolia street at a point directly 
opposite Greenheys street, and extending southeasterly will 
form a practical extension of the latter to street No. 2224. 

Northeasterly from street No. 2224 has been projected 
another 40-foot way (street No. 2221), which will also leave 
Magnolia street, but at a point opposite Kineo street, and 
running southwesterly will with that street form a con- 
tinuous way to street No. 2224. 

Street No. 1162, 40 feet wide, leaves Columbia road at 
a point about 150 feet southwest of street No. 2223; from 
its point of departure it assumes a northwesterly course, con- 
necting with a portion previously filed, which connects with 
Normandy street. 
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Three hundred and fifty feet northwest of Columbia road, 
within a section previously filed, street No. 1339 will leave 
street No. 1162 at right angles, and running northeasterly 
enters T 78, ending at Lawrence avenue at its junction with 
Magnolia street. From Columbia road, street No. 1040 de- 
parts, and running northwesterly parallel with street No. 
1162 continues into a section previously filed, and connects 
with Intervale street beyond Normandy street, and forming 
with that street a continuous way half a mile in length, from 
Warren street to Columbia road. 

From the southwesterly side of Richfield street, near 
Columbia road, a 40-foot street (No. 171) is projected to 
run southwesterly parallel with and eighty feet from the 
New England Railroad, connecting with Westwood street 
and through the latter with Geneva avenue. 

About midway between Geneva avenue and Richfield 
street, a 40-foot street (No. 1038) departs at right angles 
from street No. 171, and running northwesterly connects with 
a portion of Devon street extension, shown upon a section 
previously filed. 

From street No. 171, about midway between Wales place 
and Richfield street, is found upon the ground street 
No, 2226, otherwise known as Estes avenue, being a previ- 
ous projection of the owners of the property in that vicinity ; 
it was deemed expedient under the circumstances to embody 
it into our system of streets shown for the development of 
this territory. On leaving street No. 171, it assumes a 
southeasterly course, in which it continues for about 250 
feet, when it abruptly turns, almost forming a right angle, 
and assumes a southwesterly direction until it connects and 
terminates at Wales place. 

Beechwood street (No. 1738), leaving Geneva avenue 200 | 
feet southeasterly from Westwood street, is shown projected 
in a direct line northeasterly to Wales place, terminating at 
a point opposite Estes avenue. Vaughan court (street 
No. 1888) is provided with a 15-foot widening on its north- 
westerly side, increasing its width to 40 feet, and is shown 
extended at that width northeasterly to Devon street exten- 
sion, and across the same to Wales place. Wales place 
(street No. 177) has been embodied in the system shown, 
and from its point of intersection with Olney-street place it 
is provided with an outlet in a northeasterly direction over 
Prior place, shown widened 74 feet on either side, increasing 
its width to 40 feet to Richfield street. 

Rock terrace (street No. 178) is shown widened to 40 . 
feet, the 10-foot widening being placed upon the north- 
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westerly side. From the northwesterly side of Olney-street 
place, and about 110 feet from Olney street, street No. 174, 
40 feet wide, will depart, and running northwesterly will 
connect with street No. 171. From the opposite side of 
Rock terrace, and about 100 feet southwesterly from Wales 
place, another 40-foot way (street No. 176) will leave at right 
angles, and run southeasterly for a distance of about 100 feet, 
when a bend at nearly right angles is made; this is softened 
by the introduction of curves, and the street assuming a 
northeasterly course continues over Davidson court to 
Richfield street. 

Davidson court is subjected to a widening of 15 feet, 
placed upon its northwesterly side to bring it to a suitable 
standard. 

Street No. 175, a 40-foot way, is projected from Olney 
street, nearly opposite Everton street; it will run in a north- 
westerly direction, ending at street No. 174, at the point 
where the latter intersects street No. 178. 

Puritan place is provided with an extension at its full 
width, in a southwesterly direction, connecting with street 
No. 174. Two small courts, Columbia terrace, running north- 
easterly from Richfield street at its junction with Columbia 
road and Pilgrim court, running northeasterly from the north- 
easterly side of Richfield street, it was deemed expedient to 
embody into the system presented. ‘The first of these two 
courts is provided with a widening of 5 feet upon the 
southerly side and is extended easterly the same distance. 

The development for Sections T 97, T 98, X 3 and X 4 
had previously, by private interests, been carried almost to a 
state of completion ; a few additional streets with widenings 
for others were found necessary to bring it to that state, and 
have been provided. 

Everton street, lying upon the northeasterly slope of Mt. 
Bowdoin, it was deemed advisable to widen, and a 15-foot 
taking has been placed upon its northeasterly side, bringing 
its width up to 40 feet. Cedar street, an old narrow private 
way, lying upon the same slope, connecting Olney street with 
Bowdoin street, was found to be unsuited to the conditions 
of the present day, and it was deemed advisable to suggest its 
abandonment and the substitution therefor of three entirely 
new 40-foot ways; the first of these, street No. 2227, will 
leave Olney street at the same point of departure as did old 
Cedar avenue, and will then continue southeasterly over a 
portion of that old way, widened for a distance of about 200 
feet, when it will assume an entirely new location and will 
run parallel with and 150 feet from Rosseter street to street 
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No. 2229. Street No. 2228, like the one just described, has 
for its initial portion a part of the old Cedar avenue, over 
which it runs southwesterly from the junction of Geneva 
avenue and Bowdoin street, at a width of 40 feet for a 
distance of about 200 feet, at a point where street No. 2229 
intersects it; here a bend is made, the street assuming a 
northwesterly direction, in which it will continue for about 
300 feet, when a series of curves will again change its 
direction to a southwesterly one, connecting it with street 
No. 2227 at a point about 160 feet southeasterly from Olney 
street. 

The remaining one of these substitute streets (No. 2229) 
leaves Rosseter street ata point about 150 feet northwesterly 
from Bullard street, and running therefrom in a northeasterly 

direction will terminate at street No. 2228. 
Mt. Bowdoin terrace (street No. 2232) is provided with a 
widening of 5 feet, placed upon either side, increasing its 
width to 40 feet, and at that width is shown extended practi- 
cally parallel with Rosseter street to street No. 2231. 

The last named street leaves Bowdoin avenue near the 
southerly end of the oval enclosure known as Mt. Bowdoin 
Green, and running northeasterly, nearly parallel with Bul- 
lard street, ends at Rosseter street. 

Street No. 2233 (Rosseter place) and street No. 2234 
(Grant road), two 20-foot courts extending up the hill 
southwesterly from Rosseter street, are shown extended at 
their original widths to street No. 2232. Southwest of 
Washington street the projected improvements represent the 
filing of the final portion of Kilton street, which enters 
Washington street at a point about 350 feet southeast of 
where the New England Railroad crosses it. 

From Kilton street, at a point about 190 feet southwest of 
Washington street, Rupert street will depart, and running 
southeasterly, nearly parallel with Washington street, connect 
with portions previously filed. 

Southwest of Rupert street and about 190 feet from it, 
street No. 445 (Carmen street) will leave Kilton street and 
run in a southeasterly direction into sections previously filed. 

Lynnville terrace (street No. 2286), 30 feet wide, leading 
from Washington street about 130 feet southeast of the New 
England Railroad, it has been thought expedient to embody 
into the system. 

On June 2, 1905, a hearing, adjourned to June 9, was held 
on territory shown on Sections numbered T 76, T 84 and 
T 85, and was in relation to the elimination of street No. 
2215, and the relocation of street 2217, its southeasterly 
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terminus being deflected southwesterly about 40 feet, its 
other end remaining unchanged. 

The changes were made on Sections T 84 and T 85, 
which were revised and refiled August 23, 1905.

Olney, William Endicott, Henry P. Bowditch, Henry S. Pritchett, 
Nathan Matthews, Jr., Charles’ T. Gallagher, James J. Storrow and 
Frank K. Foster. 

The Board of Managers chose the City Treasurer as treasurer of the 
fund, and it is now in his custody. 
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The fund consists of two parts, the first and larger part being immedi- 
ately available to be expended by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the wishes of Franklin as expressed in his will, while the other 
part is to be kept invested and is to accumulate until the year 1994, 
when it is to be divided between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the City of Boston.

the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the 
execution of their duty.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught 
a certain length of time in the day schools of the city and who have 
contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1906, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven teachers 
were contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1906, eighty-five retired teachers were receiving annui- 
ties of $15 per month, each having contributed $540 to the fund.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEER.

DEAR Sir, — I herewith submit a report of the most 
important work done under the supervision of the Engineer- 
ing Department during the past year. The policy of pro- 
viding permanent, accessible structures in which to carry 
water pipes under navigabie channels was continued. Owing 
to the proposed widening of the draw of Dover-street bridge 
it became necessary to abandon the 24-inch low service 
and 16-inch high service siphons at that point; and to 
replace them a brick conduit was built south of the old 
location with a distance of 100 feet between the centres of 
its shafts; its horizontal portion is circular, 8 feet in diameter 
in the clear, with 12-inch brick walls, and with its top at 
grade —35, the present bottomof channel being at grade —18 ; 
the shafts, extending upwards at each side of draw opening 
to grade —15.5, are circular, 7 feet 4 inches in diameter in the 
clear, with 16-inch brick walls inclosed in a steel cylinder 
+ inch thick from their top to a point about 10 feet below 
surface of ground; to prevent injury from impact of passing 
vessels, fenders were built around the shafts. The work was 
done by means of compressed air, the excavated material 
being rather soft blue clay with sand seams; 20-inch low ser- 
vice and 16-inch high service pipes were laid in the conduit 
and the old siphons were abandoned. A conduit was also 
built in tunnel in Charlestown, extending from the Mystic 
playground under the south channel of Mystic river to the 
Boston & Maine railroad property, a distance of 567 feet; it is 
circular in form, 7 feet in diameter, with 12-inch brick walls ; 
the top of brick work under the channel is at grade —39, the 
bottom of channel being at grade —17.5. The excavation was 
made in rather stiff blue clay with sand seams and occasional 
boulders, except for a distance of about 100 feet where sand, 
gravel and loose stones were encountered ; air pressure was 
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used throughout the work. A 30-inch pipe was laid in the 
conduit connecting at the northerly end with 24-inch and 
30-inch mains, and extending, at the southerly end, through 
the Mystic playground to a connection at Scott’s court with 
the 20-inch and 24-inch mains in Chelsea street, a distance 
of 1,015 feet. The completion of this work ensures, under 
ordinary circumstances, a sufficient service for the large 
interests situated between the north and south channels of 
Mystic river; the old mains, crossing the channel, which 
were abandoned, have for several years past been a cause for 
anxiety, as they were seriously weakened by the effect of salt 
water and one of them had twice been put out of service by 
frost. | 

The work ot relaying the Tremont-street low service main 
was continued, 860 feet of pipe southerly from Northampton 
street being relaid. 

On Southampton street the 24-inch steel pipe, crossing the 
second waterway easterly from Magazine street, was replaced — 
with 80-inch cast-iron pipe supported on piles. 

A large amount of miscellaneous work was done in con- 
nection with the construction of the subway in Washington 
street; the connection over the subway between the 36-inch 
main laid in Essex street in 1904 and the 80-inch main in 
Boylston street, was made with 30-inch cast-iron flanged pipe, 
jointed with rubber gaskets; in a distance of 76 feet a curva- 
ture of 166 degrees was made, the flanged pipe forming in 
effect a long “ special” and making the problem of caring for 
the unbalanced pressures a simple one. 

The 24-inch main in Washington street between Water 
street and Court avenue, laid in 1849, was replaced with 
new pipe, as it was in poor condition and it was necessary to 
support it in the subway excavation during construction. 

In addition to the above a very large number of changes 
in distribution pipes and in services were made on account 
of subway construction, in fact work of some kind was prac- 
tically continuous throughout the year. 

The 30-inch high service main in Geneva avenue, Dor- 
chester, was lowered for a distance of 343 feet between Co- 
lumbia road and Olney street to conform to the new grade 
of the street under the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railway bridge. A 20-inch high service main was laid in 
Codman street, Dorchester, from the 30-inch main in Wash- 
ington street to Dorchester avenue, reinforcing the distribu- 
tion system at that point. The practice of relaying small 
mains with pipes adequate for the demands of modern fire 
service has been continued. 


a 
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In Charlestown a 16-inch main was laid in Water and 
Chamber streets, replacing 8-inch and 12-inch pipe and 
affording an ample fire supply for the neighborhood as well 
as for the extensive fire system installed by the Boston & 
Maine railway in the Hoosae docks. This system, the first 
of its kind in Boston, promises to be effective. It is a force 
pipe system, the fire engines pumping water from the city 
mains directly into the private pipes, which are large enough 
to furnish effective fire streams at distances from the engines, 
impossible with ordinary fire hose. In the South End 2,242 
feet of 16-inch pipe was laid in Harrison avenue, northerly 
from Northampton street, replacing a 12-inch hne which was 
in very bad condition. 

Some other streets relaid with 12-inch and 10-inch pipe 
are as follows: Allen, Blossom to Chambers; Tileston, Han- 
over to Salem; Blackstone, Hanover to Cross; Chatham, 
Commercial to Merchants row; Tyler, Beach to Harvard; 
Eliot, Washington to Pleasant; Savoy, Washington to 
Harrison avenue; Northampton, Washington to Harrison 
avenue; Village, Dover to Castle; Rogers avenue, Ruggles 
to Huntington avenue; Greenwich, Freeport to Duncan; 
Park, Clayton to within 380 feet of Dorchester avenue; 
Moreland, Blue Hill avenue to Perrin; Perrin, Moreland to 
Waverly; Waverly, Perrin to Warren; Belgrade avenue, 
Corinth to Dudley avenue; Sixth street, C to E; Mill, 
Webster to Sumner; Webster, Mill to Lewis; Foss, Chelsea 
to Water.

Eleven contracts for rock excavation have been made dur- 
ing the year. Sixty-nine petitions for main pipe extensions 
have been considered and reported upon in regard to grade, 
size of pipe, etc. A large number of miscellaneous investi- 
gations and reports have been made in regard to changes in 
location of main pipes and hydrants, changes of service, etc. 

All main pipe hydrants, gates, etc., have been located as 
they were laid and the plans of the same have been kept 
closely up to date. Substantial progress has been made 
towards the completion of sectional plans of the pipe system 
and of contour plans of the city on a scale of 200 feet to an 
inch. 
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Careful tests of the quality of iron and composition fur- 
nished have been made. 

The results of electrical surveys and investigations, made 
throughout the city, again prove conclusively that electric 
currents of varying strength are present, practically every- 
where, on the water pipes ; while actual instances of damage 
resulting from electrolysis have been found, during the year, 
in the case of a few lead services only, yet the existing condi- 
tions are a constant menace to the life of the water pipes, 
and more serious damage may well be resulting than has yet 
been discovered.

Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —In compliance with chapter 3, section 24, Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Wire Department, showing the appropriation, expenditure 
and work performed from February 1, 1905, to February 1, 
1906. 

The work of clearing the streets of poles and wires which 
were included in the 1905 district has been delayed on 
account of conditions that exist. 

The inspections of theatres and public halls, called for 
under chapter 450, Acts of 1904, have been made. 

The inspection of isolated plants and old wiring has 
received such attention as it could with the force at 
command. 

The department was placed under civil service July 1, 
1905. 

During the year, the rules and requirements for the instal- 
lation and use of electricity in this city have been brought to 
date, and an edition of same will be published and placed 
before the public, to be called “ Edition 1906.” 
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Circulars have been sent to all interested parties relative 
to the requirements of this department in regard to the 
matter of ground wire connections, etc., also, the maximum 
number of sockets that would be approved for branch circuits 
on outside signwork and for interior wiring purposes. 

In connection with chapter 450, Acts of 1904, same refer- 
ring to the licensing and inspection of theatres and public 
halls, would state that the number of halls was much greater 
than during previous years, and under strict interpretation of 
the law the number to be inspected is liable to be further 
increased. 

Taking this condition into consideration, with the fact that 
isolated plants and old wiring cannot at present receive the 
attention which is considered necessary, I would recommend 
that an increased appropriation be made so that additional 
inspectors may be appointed to meet the demands made upon 
the department. 

For your consideration, I recommend that a vault be built 
of such material that the plans and records of this depart- 
ment now on file may have a place of safety, for if same were 
destroyed it is a question if they could be duplicated; if so, 
at an expense exceeding many times the cost of the vault. 

In this connection, would state that our record plans are 
referred to daily by companies wishing to use the streets in 
this city, and are very valuable as public records, and are now 
kept in wooden cases without any safeguard whatever. 

The department has rendered just treatment to all parties 
with whom it has had dealings. 

Details of department work, etc., will be found under their 
appropriate heading.

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EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The prescribed district for 1905 was Maverick square and 
Meridian street, East Boston, from Sumner street to the 
Chelsea boundary line, a distance of five thousand three 
hundred and eleven (5,311) feet, and Main street, Charles- 
town, from Water street to Charles street, a distance of five 
thousand two hundred and eighty (5,280) feet, exceeding by _ 
thirty-one (31) feet the distance authorized by law, namely, 
two miles per year. 

Standing on Maverick square and Meridian street were 
eighty-two (82) poles, supporting about one hundred and 
forty-three thousand (143,000) feet of wire, owned by the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company, New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, Fire Alarm Branch (B. F. D.), 
Police Signal Service (B. F. D.), and others. Wires on most 
of these poles were in a very crowded condition, crossing and 
recrossing the streets, in many places over the trolley wires 
of the surface railways. 

On Main street, Charlestown, in the section prescribed for 
the placing of wires underground, there were ninety-three 
(93) poles, supporting about one hundred and thirty thousand 
(130,000) feet of wire, owned by the Charlestown Gas and 
Electric Company, New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and the Edison Electric [lluminating Company. 
On the west side of the street was a heavy line of chestnut 
poles, on which were telephone, high and low and extra high 
potential wires; these wires (extra high potential excepted) 
crossed over the L structure in a number of places. 

The removal of poles and wires has been necessarily slow, 
owing to the failure of the Board of Aldermen to approve 
of pole locations selected by the companies for distribution 
purposes. 

Much of the time of the inspectors has been given to 
examining new work, new installations being largely in excess 
of previous years, the number of inspections of this kind 
being ten thousand three hundred and fifty-four (10,354). 

As to the general work of the division, it has been carried 
on much the same as in the past years, the usual attention 
being given to defective work and the correction of the same, 
the selection of new pole locations, setting, resetting and 
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removal of poles, erection of derricks, with the stringing of 
derrick guys, moving of buildings through streets where 
overhead wires are stretched, examining and approval of 
underground conduit locations, inspection of underground. 
conduit, service connection and other construction, inspection 
of all overhead wire installations and the investigation of all 
reports of exterior fires and accidents supposedly of an elec- 
trical origination, those found to be of such nature being 
made the subject of special reports. 

Accompanying this report will be found a plan showing 
the locations of poles and wires on and over that portion of 
the city which has been selected in accordance with the law 
as the underground district for 1906, namely, Albany street, 
Hampden street and Dudley street, from Dover street to 
Magnolia street. Also several photographs showing various 
phases of the work. 

One or more representatives of the division have responded 
to all fires for which two or more alarms were sounded. 

Considerable inconvenience has been experienced by the 
various electrical companies, owing to the changes made neces- 
sary along Washington street and the adjacent streets on 
account of the subway, construction; nearly every tube and 
pipe has had to be changed in a more or less degree, and in 
consequence of this considerable temporary work has been 
necessary in order that the service between the companies 
and their customers and subscribers might be maintained 
uninterrupted. 

While this work is still in an unfinished state, everything 
is being done to hasten the same, especially in those sections 
where the actual subway work has been finished, and all 
underground electrical changes in the upper portion of 
Washington street should be completed within a few 
months. 

Some idea can be had of the extensiveness of these changes 
when we state that the Edison Electric Dluminating Com- 
pany alone has already laid in Washington street and cross 
sections over fifty-three thousand six hundred (53,600) feet 
of duct, and this simply to take the place of that previously 
in the ground and to provide for future customers. This 
company has, perhaps, had more to do and to contend with 
along the line of the subway than the other companies, as 
they early decided that as such extensive changes were 
necessary they would at the same time remove their solid 
tubes from the streets and replace the same with the duct or 
drawing in system; this has of course necessitated much 
more work than otherwise would have been done.

It will be noticed that in some cases manholes have been 
built in the streets and the covers located in the cross-walks, 
a thing we endeavor to avoid as much as possible, but which 
in these cases was unavoidable, owing to the fact that at 
these points the underground construction has been so 
crowded that almost every available inch of space has been 
- occupied. 

In, a number of instances it will be noticed that two 
covers, marked Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
have been placed side by side, only a few feet apart. It 
does not, however, follow that there are two manholes, as 
this is done in cases where what is called an “accessible 
distribution box” has been installed in a manhole; this 
accessible distribution box differs from the old dis- 
tribution or catch-box inasmuch that, while the old box 
was practically the same as to the top, cover and general 
inside construction, it was placed directly in the ground and 
there connected to the feeders and mains, and so was only 
accessible from the top unless the ground around the box 
was opened ; but in the case of the new-style box it is placed 
in the top of one side of a manhole, and so is accessible from 
the bottom via the manhole, so that not only the catches are 
within easy reach without opening the street, but the connec- 
tions and cables can be reached at any time simply by enter- 
ing the other opening of the manhole. About twenty (20) 
of these boxes have been installed during the year along 
Washington street.

During the year just closed the various electrical com- 
panies have opened one hundred and twenty-seven different 
streets in the city proper and suburban districts for the pur- 
pose of building new conduits or enlarging their existing 
systems; forty-nine of these were in the congested portion 
of the city, north of Dover and Berkeley streets, or the 
original underground district, while the remaining seventy- 
eight were scattered throughout the rest of the city. The 
continued increase in the use of electric light and telephone 
of course make it necessary from year to year to extend and 
enlarge old duct lines in order to provide for additional 
cables, ete. 

The electrical approvals of the department for opening the 
streets for underground electrical work have been increased | 
by one hundred and seventy-nine over last year, or a total of 
sixteen hundred and seven in all, and our inspectors have 
made about seven thousand thirty-six inspections on these 
various street openings. 

The various companies have followed their usual custom 
in regard to providing for distribution points in the new 
underground districts, and have established terminal poles as 
follows:

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


It has been noted in reports of previous years that it was 
unfortunate old work could not receive the attention that it 
deserves owing to the amount of work entailed upon the 
inspection force by the supervision of new work and to the 
fulfilling of duties called for in chapter 268 of the Acts 
of 1898. 

During the past year while old work has not received all 
the attention which its importance warrants, it has received 
more attention than during any previous year since the 
department was organized. This attention to old work was 
made practicable by the addition to the Interior Division of 
one inspector, whose efforts were utilized in the inspection 
and testing out of old installations. 

As results of these inspections and tests many dangerous 
defects were found which were brought to the attention of 
the proper parties, and in the majority of cases a notification 
of defects with a request for correction of same was all the 
action necessary on part of the Commissioner, the responsible 
parties upon receipt of notification promptly complying with 
the request contained in same. 

There were some cases, however, where it was necessary 
to inform the parties that unless defects were corrected 
within a specified time the company supplying current to 
defective installation would be requested to discontinue 
current for same. In no case was it necessary for the Com- 
missioner to take this drastic action, as parties so notified 
corrected defects before the time limit expired. | 

The results obtained by the inspecting of old work 
emphasized the necessity of such inspections, as not only 
were many faults due to the natural deterioration and age of 
the installations discovered, but there were also many defects 
found of a very dangerous nature, due to additions to and 
changes in the original installations by parties incompetent 
to perform such work. 

Chapter 450 of the Acts of 1894, relating to the licensing, 
inspection, etc., of theatres and halls, and which went into 
effect September 1, 1904, has been carefully complied with 
in so far as its provisions relate to the duties of the Wire 
Department. 
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Inspections and tests were made of the wiring of the halls 
licensed under the requirements of the law, and monthly 
inspections and tests were made of the permanent wiring at 
each and every theatre; and in addition to this, weekly 
inspections were made of temporary wiring at the various 
theatres, which of necessity resulted in certain portions of 
the permanent wiring being inspected at the same time. 
The results of these inspections were very satisfactory ; such 
defects as were found, and which -in so far as the permanent 
installations were concerned were usually of a minor char- 
acter, were, if in the permanent installation, corrected, or if 
in the temporary installation they were corrected, or wiring 
cut out of service as soon as brought to the attention of the 
theatre managements, who in all cases cheerfully complied 
with our requests for corrections in such cases. Large 
stores and other places where the electrical equipments of 
same are constantly having changes made received careful 
attention. 

During the year the eleventh station of the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company of Boston has been completed 
and put into service. 

This station is worthy of special mention, as it. constitutes 
quite a radical departure from past practice in that it is 
located in what formed a portion of the sub-basement of a 
mercantile building in the heart of the city, but which was 
so treated in the construction of station that it now has no 
direct communication with any other portion of the building. 

The entrance to the station, which is located in the 
Houghton & Dutton Tremont-street building, is at 59 
Tremont street, where by means of iron ladders descent to 
the sub-basement level may be made. The well through 
which this entrance is made also serves the purpose of a 
ventilating shaft through which air is forced by ventilating 
apparatus in the station. ‘The operating-room in this station 
is 40 feet 6 inches by 71 feet by 9 feet 2 inches. It is en- 
_ closed on two sides by the foundation walls of building, and 
on the other sides by brick walls each 2 feet 6 inches in 
thickness. 

The ceiling is of steel and brick arch construction, and 
is plastered, as are also the east and south walls. 

Four columns 2 feet 4 inches square support the floors 
above. The floor of the station is built of concrete, of suf- 
ficient thickness to furnish proper foundations for the 
apparatus to be installed. The entire construction of the 
station is such that it embodies the requirements of fire- 
proof construction. 
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The high tension switchboard for controlling the 6,600 
volt 3-phase 60 cycle service for this station is composed of 
concrete and cement slabs and barriers, with each line enter- 
ing the station isolated in individual compartments. The 
A. C. cables are of the three-conductor type under one lead 
sheath, and are guaranteed for a working pressure of 15,000 
volts. 

They terminate in pot-heads from which flame-proofed 
cabled connections are made to the various switches, bus-bars 
and alternating current apparatus for the operation of the 
station. Each cable is controlled by oil switches mounted in 
individual compartments and operated by means of extended 
handles from the front of the direct current board. 

The 230 volt direct current switchboard is composed of 
seven marble panels, and is located approximately 6 feet dis- 
tant and directly in front of the A. C. switchboard. 

The direct current leads from the generators to the switch- 
board are bare copper construction supported on suitable 
hangers attached to the ceiling. The direct current cables to 
the street system drop from the rear of the switchboard to a 
pit beneath the floor, from which they enter the conduit sys- 
tem of the Edison Company for the distribution of current 
to the adjacent district. This pit is covered by slate slabs 
2 inches thick, arranged for removal at any time desired. 
An additional panel-board is installed adjacent to the above 
boards for the control of the station lighting, ventilating 
apparatus, etc. 

The entire lighting service for the Houghton & Dutton 
buildings which is supplied from this station is taken from a 
special panel-board on the D. C. switchboard via a duct line 
in the floor to a room adjacent to the sub-station, where a 
suitable distributing switchboard is installed for the control 
of the building circuits. 

The equipment of the station consists of 3,500 kilowatt, 
60 cycle, 3-phase, 6,600 volt A. C. to 230 volt D.C. syn- 
chronous and induction motor generators, with provisions for 
the installation of four additional sets of the same size, mak- 
ing 3,500 kilowatt capacity in all. A balancing set of 60 
kilowatt capacity is installed in one corner of the room, and 
is used to compensate for the unbalancing of the station. 
Two large ventilating fans are also included in the equip- 
ment, one of which is used to draw air into the station and 
the other to expel it. The fans are of such capacity that 
they will change the air in the station once every minute, 
this being necessary owing to the confined space in which 
the station is located. The station is supplied by duplicate 
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A. ©. cables for the purpose of insuring continuous service, 
and both the A.C. and D. C. switchboards are provided with 
duplicate bus-bars. In addition, the station is connected by 
heavy direct current tie lines to the Atlantic-avenue station 
and to the Hawkins-street station, which are equipped with 
storage batteries in addition to the regular generating appara- 
tus, thereby insuring the service to this station in every way 
practicable. 

Plates in this report numbered six and seven are from 
photographs taken of station, and give a very good general 
idea of same. 

The electrical equipment of the Atlantic-avenue station 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, which station is 
for use in connection with the East Boston Tunnel, and is 
referred to in the annual report for last year as not com- 
pleted, was completed during the past year, the electrical 
equipment of station being as follows: For the lighting of 
the station there are seven circuits of 55 candle-power in- 
candescent lamps, four circuits of 32 candle-power lamps, 
seventeen circuits of 17 candle-power lamps, and three cir- 
cuits of arc-lamps. There are also two circuits of 16 candle- 
power lamps in each of the four elevator cars, making a total 
of 180 incandescent lamps and 15 arc-lamps fed normally 
with current from the system of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, lamps being in series of five. 

Arrangements at this station in case of a failure in power 
normally feeding circuits are the same as provided for the 
lighting system of the tunnel sections and the other stations 
in connection therewith, as noted in report for last year, cir- 
cuits being automatically switched to feed from 550 volt 
mains attached to and supplied from transformers, the pri- 
mary current for which is taken from the system of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 

There are also installed at different points about the 
station, and which burn continuously from the 3-wire 110 v.- 
220 v. D. C. low potential mains of the Edison Electric Ilu- 
minating Company, four 55 candle-power incandescent 
lamps, two 32 candle-power incandescent lamps and six arc- 
lamps. 

There are four 70 horse-power, 575 volt compound wound 
motors, each motor controlled from its respective elevator car 
through a separate controlling panel, equipped with circuit 
breaker, electro magnetic contactors, etc. 

These motors are fed by special 500,000 C. M. feeder wire 
from Lincoln power station, feed wire before entering 
Atlantic-avenue station entering one side of a single pole, 
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double-throw 500 volt feeder switch. By means of this 
double-throw switch, current may be cut out of Atlantic- 
avenue station entirely, or current may be taken from either 
the special feeder from Lincoln power house or from the 
Central power station through the surface car trolley section 
in the vicinity. This double-throw switch is located on the 
elevated structure adjacent to the Atlantic-avenue station 
and accessible to employees of the company. 

There are also in the building two 15 horse-power motors, 
direct connected to ventilating fans, used for the ventilation 
of the tunnel. 

The elevator motors are located on the top floor of build- 
ing, while the fan motors are located on the second floor 
above the tunnel level. 

On the first floor of station above the tunnel the main 
emergency service from the system of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company is brought in. Here is installed the 
50 k. w., type D, oil filled transformer from the Fort Wayne 
Electric Works, the primary side being fed from the 2,300 volt 
service of the Edison Electric [luminating Company, while 
the secondary wires after passing through suitable controlling 
apparatus on a slate panel-board nearby, runs to the switch- 
board room at the Devonshire-street station. 

Also at this point is brought in the 3-wire 220 volt D. C. 
service of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, from 
which, as already referred to, several emergency are and _ in- 
candescent lamps are fed continuously. 

During the year a very important work has been under 
way, tending toward the minimizing of the dangers to life 
incident to the possibilities of high potential current enter- 
ing buildings over the secondary wiring of same, due to 
either a break-down in transformer insulation or to crosses 
between secondary and high potential wires. 

The matter has been receiving serious consideration for 
some time, and several consultations had been held between 
representatives of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- | 
pany and the Wire Department relative to same. The 
Rules and Requirements of the Commissioner, edition of 
1901 and subsequent editions, have permitted, but have not 
required, the grounding of low potential systems, the rules 
regarding this matter being similar to those of the “ National 
Electrical Code.” 

In 1901 the Edison Electric Illuminating Company began 
installing alternating current secondary systems of feeders 
supplied by large capacity transformers, to replace individual 
transformers from which, with a few exceptions, current for 
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their customers in the so-called alternating current districts 
had been supplied. Since that time, many of the overhead 
secondary systems installed were grounded, the grounds 
being made at certain of the carrying poles of the circuits. 
There were several small secondary systems, however, and all 
the individual transformers, possibly with one or two excep- 
tions, which were not intentionally grounded. | 

In September, 1904, the matter was again taken up, our 
position being substantially that we believed in the advisa- 
bility of grounding the neutral of transformers or the neutral 
wire of alternating current secondary systems, and, where no 
neutral point or wire was accessible, the grounding of one 
side of secondary system, also that on all secondary systems 
where transformers fed wiring of more than one consumer or 
where secondary wires were so run in proximity to other 
wires as to make crossing between secondary wiring and . 
wires of high potential possible, we considered it impera- 
tively necessary in the interests of safety, and request was 
made to the Edison Electric Illuminating Company that not 
only in all future installations of this nature should the 
proper grounding of secondary installations be made, but 
that all installations of this nature already installed should 
be grounded as soon'as practicable. Later we were informed 
that it was the intention to ground all individual transformer 
systems as well as systems feeding two or more premises, in 
Boston and neighboring territory, the ground wires to be 
connected to the water service pipes just inside of where 
they enter buildings. 

During the past year, in this city alone, about 1,000 ground 
wires, each being No. 4 B. & S. gage, rubber insulated copper 
wire, have been installed on alternating current old services 
and about 200 on new services. 

Before services were grounded by the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, matter was carefully considered at a 
joint meeting between representatives of their company and 
of the Wire Department, the Boston Board of Underwriters 
and the New England Insurance Exchange, representing the 
inspection interests, and details regarding the manner of in- 
stalling ground wire was determined upon. 

The installing of ground wires has necessitated the inspec- 
tion and testing of a great deal of old wiring, as the attaching 
of a ground to any installation was not approved unless the 
results of test showed a satisfactory insulation resistance, and 
where wiring was found to be in unsafe condition from any 
cause changes were called for, and many improvements in 
old installations resulted thereby. 
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It may be well to note that the method of running ground 
wires, as determined at the joint meeting above referred to, 
differed somewhat from what was at that time the “ National 
Electrical Code” requirements, but at the general meeting 
held in New York in December under the auspices of the 
*¢ Underwriters’ National Electric Association,” changes were 
made in the “Code” requirements relative. to the grounding 
of low potential systems, and requirements as in force in this 
vicinity were adopted. 

As in past years, the Department Laboratory has proved of 
ereat value, many tests being made during the year, results 
of which enabled intelligent decisions to be rendered in 
reference to electrical devices submitted for approval for use 
in this city. : 

All reports of fires and accidents as due, or supposed to 
be due, to electrical causes have been given prompt attention, 
careful investigations made and records of same_ kept. 
During the year no fire occurred caused by wiring approved 
by this division. Fires for which three or more alarms have 
been given have been responded to by members of the 
department. 

During the past year the number of electric fires originating 
in the interior of buildings has been twenty (20), as compared 
with twenty-three (23) and thirty-two (32) fires respectively 
for the two years previous. Of this number, fourteen (14) 
were of minor character and entailed no insurance loss. The 
other six (6) fires were comparatively small, there being but 
one fire where the insurance loss was over seven hundred 
dollars ($700), and the total insurance loss by the six fires, 
and including loss by two fires that started on the outside 
wall of building and burned through to the interior of build- 
ing, was but six thousand five hundred and seventy six dollars 
and thirty-one cents ($6,576.31). 

The heaviest insurance loss for the year due to a fire 
attributed to electrical causes was four thousand and eighty 
dollars ($4,080). This fire occurred on July 14, at the New 
Old South Church, and was evidently due to a defectively 
wired wall-bracket, insulation of flexible cord with which 
bracket was wired breaking down, a hole being melted in a 
gas pipe back of insulating joint and gas ignited by electric 
are. 

Of the other fires, one, causing a loss of four hundred and 
four dollars and thirty-seven cents ($404.37), was caused by 
sparks from an electric motor igniting inflammable material; 
one fire, resulting in a loss of two hundred dollars (200), 
was caused by the flash of a short circuit igniting cotton ; one 
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fire, causing a loss of six hundred and fifty-two dollars and 
ninety-four cents ($652.94), was attributed to grounding of 
electric light circuit by a nail driven through insulation on wire — 
and into contact with a gas pipe; one fire, resulting in a loss of 
two hundred dollars ($200), was caused by a short circuit in 
service cables entering building from underground; one fire, 
causing an insurance loss of four hundred and eighty-nine 
dollars ($489), mostly due to smoke damage, was caused by a 
short circuit in cable in elevator well, cable being used for 
conducting current to lamps in elevator car; two fires, causing 
losses respectively of three hundred dollars ($300) and two 
hundred and fifty dollars ($250), were started on the outside 
of a wood stable from a grounded series are circuit, the fire 
in each case burning through wall to the inside of building. 
While these two fires started outside of buildings, they are 
included in the losses of interior fires due to electrical causes, 
as holes were burned through walls and fire communicated 
to the interior, where the greatest amount of damage resulted. 

There were two cases where electric current entered build- 
ings over pipes with consequent arcing between gas, water 
and other pipes and damage to same, the source of current 
being underground electric mains in which burnouts had 
occurred in street. 

There were two cases where high potential current entered 
buildings over the secondary wiring of same, in both cases a 
cross occurring between high and low potential circuits at 
points near where secondary wires left transformers on poles 
to enter houses. 

During the year there were nineteen (19) accidents, two 
of which resulted in the death of the victims. With few 
exceptions the injuries resulting from the other seventeen 
(17) accidents were slight. One of the fatal accidents 
occurred to a telephone lineman who, while at work on wires 
of his company, came in contact with a high potential wire, 
causing him to fall to the ground, he thereby receiving injuries 
which caused his death. ‘The other fatal accident occurred 
to an experienced workman who was at work in one of the 
stations of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company at the 
time of accident, and who made contact with a high potential 
wire, current from same being grounded through his body. 
Of the seventeen other accidents five (5) were to experi- 
enced men who were at work on wires at the time accidents 
occurred ; two were to painters at work on the elevated rail- 
road structure at the time; one was to a boy who had climbed 
up to where he came in contact with a high potential wire, 
and who, in addition to receiving shock and burns, was 
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seriously injured by falling to ground; one passenger on 
elevated train who fell from same received, in addition to 
other injuries, severe burns by coming in contact with live 
third rail; a policeman who received severe shocks and slight 
burns while attempting to use a police signal box which was 
charged with high potential current as a result of a cross 
between pole signal and high potential wires; a fireman who 
received slight shocks by coming in contact with wires at a 
fire ; two laborers at work on a derrick, the guy-wire of which 
came in contact with high potential wires, received severe 
shocks ; two persons received severe shocks and slight burns 
from a secondary circuit which was crossed outside of build- 
ing with a primary circuit, and two persons received slight 
shocks from an electrically charged trolley pole.

smoke discovered issuing from fire-alarm box, also from 
manhole of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany in street ; source of same found to be burn-out in under- 
ground electric mains. 

July 20, 7.05 P.M., Box 46, building 60 and 62 Congress 
street, corner Water; fire, first floor; insurance loss, $652.94. 

August 5, 12 M., Box 85, 55 Tremont street ; mechanics 
at work grounded one pole of a heavy set of mains 
in boiler-room; beyond injury to conductor and the insula- 
tion of same no damage. - 

August 8, 5 P.M., Revere House, Bowdoin square; slight 
fire in dining-room caused by an overheated resistance, used 
as a speed regulator for a small fan motor; no damage except 
to fan. 

September 3, A.M., Castle Island Bridge; break-down in 
insulation of series arc-wire with the resulting burning and 
charring of bridge planking and woodwork in immediate 
vicinity. 

September 4, 4.16 A.M., Box 463, 5 Hamilton place, 
Charlestown ; break-down in insulation of a high potential 
are-light circuit at point where an arc-lamp was suspended 
from a bracket attached to wooden building caused fire to 
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start which burned through side of building and did consider- 
able damage on the inside of same before fire was extin- 
guished; rain storm in progress at the time; ; insurance 
loss, $300. 

September 6, 11.32 A.M., Box 46, 17 and 19 Pearl street ; 
slight fire and explosion of gas in basement beneath sidewalk. 

September 15 (A.M.), corner Washington and Court 
streets; slight fire in closet, second floor, up through which 
electric lighting wires run enclosed in a wooden box or shaft. 

September 16, 7.08 P.M., 169 Tremont street; electrical 
trouble at cut-out in basement caused by plug fuse loosening 
from cut-out, arcing sufficient to destroy cut-out; no other 
damage. 

September 26, Tremont Building, 6.23 P.M., Box 365, 
corner Tremont and Beacon streets; slight fire in elevator 
well caused by short circuit in elevator-cable feeding three 
incandescents in car; insurance loss $489, mainly due to 
smoke damage. 7 

October 20, 10.20 A.M., Box 218, elevated structure 
corner Washington and Palmer streets ; break-down in insula- 
tion of feed cable, same coming in contact with carrying rail 
and woodwork of structure; damage confined to cable, rail 
and the burning and charring of inside of ties. 

November 1, 7.20 P.M., Box 18, 10 Mechanic street; 
fire started in vicinity of 14 horse-power motor ; insurance 
loss, $404.37. 

November 4, notification received at 9.42 A.M., Summer 
street, opposite No. 42; iron trolley pole electrically charged, 
due to break-down in insulator. 

November 17, 3.15 A.M., Box 228, Dimock street; 
electric flatiron left on a wooden ironing board or shelf, no 
current being on wiring of room at the time; current turned 
on wiring about four hours before fire was discovered. 

November 21, 9.30 A.M., Washington street, opposite © 
Palmer street; explosion in manhole; no damage except to 
manhole and contents and inconvenience to customers sup- 
phed with current from transformer which burned out. 

November 28, about 2.15 P.M., 421 Tremont street; 
slight fire, third floor, dueto grounding of wiring as result of 
water leak. 

November 29, 7.85 P.M., Box 45, 27 Matthews street ; 
break-down in insulation at series arc-switch on outside wall 
of building ; damage confined to switch and slight charring of 
a sign. 

November 27, 8.54 P.M., Box 154, M street, corner Eighth 
street, South Boston; fire in top part of mast of DeForest 
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Wireless Telegraph Company; fire confined to the mast and 
attachments thereto. ‘Temporary paralysis of system caused 
thereby. 

December 3, about 6.30 A.M., Congress street, corner A; 
arcing and flashing due to high potential arc-wire coming in 
contact with guy-wire. 

December 3, about 9.30 A.M., Dorchester avenue, near the 
Convalescent Home; tree fire caused by limb of tree breaking 
and coming in contact with high potential arc-light wire. 

December 7, about 5 P.M., Washington street, near Water 
street; burn-out in underground electric mains melted hole 
in 2-inch gas pipe, gas ignited and woodwork of subway 
excavation slightly charred and damaged before fire was 
extinguished. 

December 21, 7.47 P.M., Box 4838, Chelsea bridge; ground- 
ing of high potential arc-wire during heavy rain storm caused 
wire to burn off; no damage to bridge. 

December 21, 7.45 A.M., Malden bridge; current grounded 
from wires of the Boston Elevated Railway Company beneath 
bridge causing slight fire which was put cut by drawtenders ; 
temporary repairs were made by employees of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. 

At 5.25 P.M., same day, trouble reoccurred, and while 
employees of the Bridge Department were extinguishing 
same, Fire Department was called by an alarm from Box 454; 
damage confined to wires of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company and to the burning and charring of woodwork of 
bridge. 

December 28, 4.36 P.M., automatic alarm from Box 178, 
83-87 Summer street; slight fire on third floor; temporary 
wiring installed without permit became overheated at a point 
where a hooked joint was made between the ends of two 
wires and insulation of wire was ignited; damage confined 
to the burning of insulation of wire for a short distance, and 
scorching of woodwork. 

December 12, about 5 P.M., Craigie’s bridge; boom of a 
lighter which was passing through draw swung over to one 
side and chain became entangled with arm supporting trolley 
wire, causing two or three hangers on trolley wire to break 
away and grounding of circuit. 

January 24, 1.05 A.M., Box 4638, 5 Hamilton court, 
Charlestown; break-down in insulation of a high potential 
are-light circuit at a point where arc-lamp was suspended 
from an iron bracket attached to a wooden stable causing a 
fire to start which burned through side of building to inside 
of same; insurance loss, $250. 
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ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


February 17, 1905, W. J. Sullivan, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, received burns to wrist 
and arm as result of short circuit, caused by chisel, with 
which work was being done, slipping and making connection 
between live wire and grounded iron pipe. 

March 14, about 11.80 A.M., Gustave Bohm, employed by 
A. & J. M. Anderson Company, while at work at the second 
station of the Edison Electric [luminating Company, Hawkins 
street, received a shock of electricity which caused his death. 

March 28, about 5.15 P.M., Vincent Dugan, an employee 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while soldering 
a ground wire, caused short. circuit, as result of which he 
was slightly burned. 

May 17, 10 A.M., police officer Charles W. Hoisington 
opened police box No. 21 on Hampden street, near the corner 
of Norfolk avenue. Upon removing telephone receiver from 
hook and placing same to his ear, he received a severe shock 
which knocked him into the street. He also sustained 
several burns on inside of left hand, in which hand he had 
held the telephone receiver. Investigation showed that a 
cross had occurred between police signal cable and high 
potential electric light wire at some distance from point 
where accident occurred. 

May 30, fireman Richard H. Webber, while at work at a 
fire at No. 2205 Washington street, for which an alarm from 
Box 218 was given at 7.56 P.M., came in contact with lve 
wire in basement, receiving shocks thereby; aN 
slight. 

June 20, about 3 P.M., Frank Burns, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, while painting feeders, 
was severely burned about the face and both hands, as result 
of short circuit caused between one of the feeders and 
elevated structure near the corner of Atlantic avenue and 
State street. 

July 3, about 2 P.M., Mr. Frank Collins, while about to 
draw a glass of soda at No. 3345 Washington street, received 
severe shocks, also received slight burns to his left arm, which 
came in contact with electric fan. 

July 7, about 5.45 A.M., near corner Castle and Wash- 
ington streets, Oscar Osborne, while at work on the elevated 
structure, made a short circuit between the third rail and an 
air-pipe connecting the signal at that point, receiving a shock 
and severe burns to face and hands.. He was thrown to the 
ground below, receiving wounds on face and compound 
fracture of both legs. 
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July. 28, about 10.30 A.M., James Wilson, Jr., a lineman 
in the employ of the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, while at work on wires at the corner of Blue Hill 
_avenue and Seaver street received shock by coming in con- 
tact with high potential combination wire and fell to the 
ground; death resulted from fall. 

August 18, about 10.30 A. M., Thomas R. Rawson, an 
employee of a wiring contractor, while at work in the Haw- 
kins street or second station of the Edison Electric Iluminat- 
ing Company, came in contact with live metal of a 6,900 
volt circuit on switchboard. Mr. Rawson was unconscious 
for several minutes after receiving shock, and only external 
evidence of injury was a slight burn on one hand. 

August 28, about 10.50 A.M., Thomas R. Rawson, re- 
ferred to in item above, while working on switchboard and 
at same portion of board as at time of previous accident, re- 
ceived severe shock and burns from current of 6,900 volt 
circuit and was thrown from step ladder upon which he was 
working to floor, from which he was removed in an uncon- 
scious condition to the Relief Hospital. In addition to 
severe shock and injury to head, due to fall, Rawson received 
very deep and severe burns on right forearm and _ left 
shoulder. | 

September 4, between 11 and 12 P.M., opposite No. 239 
Warren street, two passers-by received electric shocks due to 
trolley pole being electrically charged. 

October 8, about 10.30 A.M., Anthony Phorskey, fourteen 
years of age, came in contact with high potential alternating 
current circuit. He received severe burns to the right hand, 
slight burns to two fingers of left hand and fell to the 
ground, a distance of twenty or twenty-five feet, receiving 
injuries thereby. 

October 12, about 4.55 P.M., Patrick J. Crowley fell from 
rear platform of fourth car of elevated train. In addition to 
injuries received by being pushed or dragged along by the 
truck of the ear in the rear, he received several burns to the 
hands and one foot by coming in contact with the third rail 
of system. 

December 1, about 10.45 A.M., Patrick Manning and 
Richard King, while at work on a derrick being erected at 
the corner of Midway and Richard streets, South Boston, 
received severe shocks as result of derrick guys coming in 
contact with wires of a high potential*alternating circuit.

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DESCRIPTION OF PLATES. 

Plate No. 1 is a view of Harrison avenue south from 
Dover street, showing the poles and wires as the avenue 
appeared before these were ordered placed underground by 
the Commissioner of Wires. 

Plate No. 2 is a duplicate view of the above as the street 
appears to-day, all poles and wires removed. 

Plate No. 3 is a view taken on Boylston street just west of 
Washington street, and gives an idea of some of the changes 
made necessary in constructing the Washington-street sub- 
way ; all the tubes seen in the photograph have been or will 
be removed before the work is completed. 

Plate No. 4 is a view taken at State and Washington 
streets in 1894, giving an idea of the method then employed 
for drawing in cables into the underground ducts. 

Plate No. 5 shows the latest method of drawing cables 
into the underground ducts; the cables are hauled to the 
location on the truck shown, unloaded, and then drawn into 
place in the ducts by the same power, and the empty reels 
hauled back to the yard all in one trip.
